thomand  years  and  others  protrafted,  and  extended 
their  term  of  Life  to  many  Ages  ;  but  after  that,  when 
gluttony,  ancrlntemperance  provoked  mens  appetites. 
With  divers  forts  of  Dilhcs,  and  the  unlawful  ufe  of  Ve- 
nery  did  by  degrees  debilitate  their  Bodies,  and  exhauft 
eir  spirits;  the  length  of  their  days  was  very  much 
inortned,  and  their  Lives  were  terminated  in  an  hundred 

aur tWClUy  years :  for  as  a  ^ick  Cloud  doth  imbibe  and 
obfeure  the  Rays  of  the  Sun,  foa  vitious  habit  of  body 
doth  Cloud  and  Obfeure  the  Light  of  our  Body,  and 
amp  ofLife :  and  thus  daily  neceffity  gave  a  beginning 
to  the  Therapeutical  part  of  Phyfick,  whilft  circumfpeft 
Fathers  of  Families  were  obliged  to  procure  fome  Dome- 
ttick  helps,  and  eafily  acquired  Remedies  to  ftop,  or  re¬ 
tard  the  toohafty  rigour  of  Death, 

But  though  many  Difeafcs  may  extirpated  by  the 
Itrength  of  Nature,  alone,  by  the  due  obfervance  of  the 
,ix  Res  non  Naturales ,  and  the  Alternate  ufe  of  thofe  two 
great  helps,  of  Altering  and  Purging  Medicines ;  yet 
there  are  fome  fo  obftinate  as  not  to  yield  to  any  of  thefe, 
or  to  be  remedied  any  other  way  than  by  Chy  rurgical  O- 
perations,  by  dividing  what  is  united,  by  uniting  what  is 
aisjoyned,  and  by  extirpating  what  is  fuperfluous,  ac- 
cording  to  the  true  faying  of  Hippocrates.  Difeafes  which 
Medicines  cure  not,  the  Knife  cureth ;  what  the  Knife  cures 

not.  Fire  cureth ;  what  the  Fire  cures  not,  they  are  to  be.  e-

The  III.  Figure  is  alfo  an  iron  Pipe,  yet  fomewhat  deeper  then 
the  former ,  to  receive  the  inflrument  that  folJoweth  next. 

The  IV. Figure  is  an  inflrument  plainly  hollow  and  cutting} 
by  which,  being  made  red  hot,  and  thruft  into  the  Pipe  preceding, 
we  make  a  fontanel ,  where  the  coronal  and  fagittal  futures  meet } 
not  only  burning,  but  cutting  alfo  by  the  sharp  point  of  the  inftru- 
ment,  at  the  end  thereof.  This  when  it  toucheth  the  Skul  mull  be 
turned  about ,  that  it  may  make  forne  print  upon  the  Skul-  bone* 
Many  diilike  the  uie  of  this  inflrument ,  not  only  for  the  pain  they 
fay  itcaufeth,  but  for  fear  of  the  dangerous  inflammation  in  the 
Pericranium  ,  which  afterwards  may  calily  be  communicated  to  the 
Dura  mater  which  is  under  it,  by  theaffinity  of  the  futures  j  where¬ 
fore  modern  Chyrurgians  rejeding  this,  ufe  inflead  thereof  one 
that  is  foil'd  and  uniform}  (  whofe  form  you  shall  find  in  the  II.  Fi¬ 
gure  of  this  Table)  yet  in  my  judgment  the  hollow  inflrument  is 
to  be  preferred  ,  becaufe  that  folid  inflrument  may  far  more  eafi ly 
bring  the  forefaid  inconveniences  :  1  add  that  burning  of  the  fu¬ 
tures  with  a  lolid  inflrument  proceeds  too  flowly,  by  reafon  of  the 
thicknefs,  hardnefs ,  and  denfityof  theskin  of  the  head  :  But  ma¬ 
nual  operations,  chiefly  thofe  that  are  performed  witharedhot 
iron,  mult  be  done  molt  nimbly. 

Figures  V ,  and  VI.  are  iron  tools  not  Amply  cutting  and  hollow; 
but  thefirft  hath  a  liar  at  the  end  ,  And  the  latter  is  made  with  teeth; 
of  thefe  two, that  by  reafon  of  the  ftar  cannot  at  all  be  turned  about; 
and  this  by  reafon  of  the  teeth  doth  not  cut  fo  readily  :  Wherefore 
modern  Chyrurgians  ,  and  amongft  them  almoft  the  chief,  Hierom 
Fabrttius  ab  A^uapendente  ,  reject  thefe  two  inflruments  as  unfit 
for  operation. 

The  Figures  VII,  VIII,  IX,  X,  XI,  XII,  XIII ,  taken  as  joined 
together,  make  the  cap/ula ,  an  inftrumentto  burn  Fontanelsin 
parts  placed  without  the  head,  the  befi  of  all,  and  the  mofi  abfblute 
in  all  refpefts }  which  was  invented  by  Iulius  Cagerim  PUcentinus , 
to  avoid  thefe  three  inconveniences;  namely,  heat,  pain, and  fight 
of  the  fire ,  which  fearfull  men,  women  and  children  are  afraid*of. 
This  invention  of  Placentinus  hides  the  a&ual  cautery;  which  ( be* 
caufe  it  moft  fuddenly  caufeth  an  Efcar,  fo  that  the  Patients  can 
lcarce  obferve  it )  if  it  be  not  to  be  preferred  before  potential  cau¬ 
teries;  yet  I  think,  in  all  right ,  it  ought  to  be  ufed  in  their  place  : 
^°r/10Pain  Perceived  at  all,  or  burning  underneath  ,  by  reafon 
ot  the  end  of  the  cafe  ,  and  the  harder  lying  upon  it  by  depreflion , 
and  the  wonderfull  fwiftnefs  in  the  operation;  for  which  caufe 
there  is  not  any  offence  ,  in  the  leafl ,  to  be  feared  of  the  parts  near

1,CThe  invention  of  shoulders  that  hinder  the  Trepans  from  fink¬ 
ing  down  into  the  membranes  of  the  brain,  or  into  the  fubftance  of 
it  f  is  an  argument  of  the  excellent  wifdom  of  H -erem  Fabntms  ab 
jlquapendente  ;  for  though  fome  of  the  modern  Chyrurgians ,  as 
Vid.  t'id.  lib.  Cbirurg.  4.  c:  10,  and  loan,  zylndreas  a  Grace  lib.  7.  de 
Inflrum:  makealfo  fome  mentionof  the  shoulders  in  Trepans ,  yet 
none  of  them  took  care  to  have  them  fo  cxa&iy  and  acurately  made 
as  Pabritiuf  did :  I  ufed  thefeTrepans  never  but  with  good  fuccefs; 
andatthistimetheyareufed  (all the inftruments  of  theAntients 
being  reiefted,  which  they  formerly  invented  to  tereorate  the 
skul]  the  figures  whereof  aretobefeen  in  the  Authours  now  quo¬ 
ted  ,  and  in  Par  am  Ub.  9- “>P-  •  8- )  bythe  Chyrurg.ans,  especially 
thofe  of  Padua,  and  by  the  fucceffours  of  Fabnt.m  in  his  Pradhcal 
and  Chyrurgical  profefiion ;  amongft  whom  yet  lives  that  molt 
famous  Phylitian.Chyrurgian,  and  Profeffour  at  Padua >,  Petrus  do 

Manhcttu r,  Knight  of  the  Order  of  Saint  Mark ,  of  the  Venetians ; 
whowas  formerly  my  much  refpeaed  School-fellow  .for  many 
years,  in  Anatomy  and  Chyrurgery  ;  at  whofe  wonderfull  dexterity 
in  operation  (whereby  he  almoft  lurpaffeth  all  the  Chyrurg.ans  of 
Italy)  not  only  all  Italy,  but  Schollers  coming  from  all  parts  are 
aflonished  1  and  innumerable perfons , beingthereby  cured, extol

Fig.  V  J.  is  t  he  other  part  of  the  Trepan,  which  is  called  the  han¬ 
dle,  or  part  to  turn  it  with  ;  and  there  is  a  hole  cut  in  it,  by  means 

whercot  the  ends  of  the  Trepans,  wrapt  about  with  cotton ,  are  ea 

lily 
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illy  putin  and  taken  out ,  lo  often  as  need  requires  to  change  thefe 
rot’nd  favvs.  By  this  means  a  Trepan  is  made  of  a  round  faw  and  the 
handle, wherewith  theskul  is  quickly,  fafely  and  eaiily  perforated. 

Fig.  VII.  is  an  inftrument  compounded  of  a  fcrapingtool  (  be- 
cauie  or  ths  lentel  at  the  end  of  it  called  a  Lenticular  )  and  a  Levi- 
tor.  Attheendof  the  perforation  of  the  skul,  this  Levitor  is 
thruft  in  betwixt  the  lips  of  the  bone  cut  forth,  to  move  the  frnall 
bone  up  and  down,  that  it  may  grow  loofe,  and  may  betaken 
forth  by  the  toothed  part  of  the  Pinchers,  (  Table  IV.  Fig.  r. )  alfo 
it  is.  ufed  toraife*  up  mean  deprcflions  of  the  skul ,  and  hath  its  lia¬ 
bility  owy  in  the  Chyrurgians  hand  ,  the  Lenticular  ferves  for  all 
roughnels  to  fmooth  it ,  and  to  fcrape  it  off  (  which  is  left  behind 
after  terebration  ,  and  cutting  forth  of  the  bone  removed)  led: 
that  the  membranes  of  the  brain  ,by  reafon  of  their  continual  mo¬ 
tion,  should  ftrike  againft  it  and  receive  fome  hurt. 

F<g.  Vlll  *is  a  Lenticular  inftrument  alone ,  which  levigates  the 
brims  of  the  hole  made  as  I  laid  before,  left  pricking  the  mem¬ 
branes  they  might  caufe  pain  and  inflammation. 

Fig.  IX.  is  a  plate  of  iil ver,  (foritmuft  never  be  made  of  iron  , 
becaufe  of  the  imbred  cold  thereof,  which  is  hurtfull  both  to  the 
durazndpia  mater  that  cover  the  brain  )  firm  ,  fomewhat  crooked,  ; 
aDd  fmooth  on  the  outfide,  which  we  ufe  in  great depreflions  ofthe 
skul ,  and  in  fradfures ,  where  it  is  neceffary  to  perforate  the  skul - 
bone  three  or  four  times  with  the  Trepan ,  and  to  cut  forth  the  fpa- 
ces  between  the  holes  $  for  then  the  Plate  is  letdown  between  the 
skul  and  the  dura  mater ,  that  the  outward  part  of  it  may  be  neareft 
to  the  brain,  leaftbythe  sharpnefs  of  pincers  and  laws,  (the  Fi¬ 
gures  whereof  are  to  be  feen  underneath.  Table  V. and VI.  )  the 
membranes  of  ihc  brain  should  either  be  pricked  or  cut  unawares ; 
Hence  Celfus ,  who  indefcribing  iron  inftruments  for  Chyrurgery 
was  very  diligent,  lib.  8.  cap .  3.  calls  it  the  prelerverof  the  mem¬ 
brane,  in  Greek  pdwiyp spy a#|.  ' 

Fig.  X.  is  a  crofs  dividing  inftrument,  whereby  the  dura  mater 
meanly  prefled  down ,  isexa&iy  applied  to  the  rkul  ,tbat  rhe  puru¬ 
lent  matter,  collected  between  theskuland  the  membranes,  may 
eaiily  come  forth  by  the  hole  made  with  the  Trepans. 

Fig.  Xf  is  a  leaden  mallet,  which  men  formerly  ufed  when  they 
would  ieparate  any  part  ofthe  cranium  with  feraping  inftruments 
that  cut,(whereof  there  are  divers  forts  prefented  in  P  armts  Lg.c  $-.) 
to  avoid  thenoife,  and  to  hinder  rhe  commotion  ofthe  brain  The 
modern  and  more  cautious  Chyrurgians  of  this  age,  ufe  for  this 
operation  pincers  and  fmail  laws  >  of  which  a  little  underneath,  Ta-

i  g.  I.  isaTrefine  ,  an  inftrument  of  only  iron,  which  hath 


three  divers  forts  of  Trepans,  the  ufe  whereof  is  necefi'ary  in 


JL  the  pricking  of  the  skul,  that  doth  not  penetrate  both  the 
Tables  ,  that  with  them  the  print  made  upon  the  skul  may  betaken 
away*  The  triangular  part  of  this  inftrument  may  be  ufed  alfo  for 
the  fmail  Trepan,  with  which  Guilhelmus  Fabritlus  Hilda?iue ,  perfo¬ 
rated  almoft  the  firft  table  before  he  applied  the  Triploides ,  with  a 


ferew. 


Fig  II.  is  a  Levitor  which  I  ufe  in  depreflions  of  the  skul ,  this 
raifech  with  more  force  then  the  other  deferibed  Table  II.  Fig.  VJI, 
becaufe  it  hath  its  firmnefs,not  only  in  the  hand  ofhim  that  raifeth 
it,  but  alfo  in  the  head. 

Fig.  III.  is  an  inftrument  called  a  Triploides,  from  the  threefold 
bafis  that  it  hath :  if  the  depreflion  of  the  skul  be  fo  great  that  the 
precedent  Levitors  are  too  weak  to  fer/e  the  turn,  I  let  down  the 
levitor  of  the  Triploides  (  b)  ift  here  be  room  enough  ,  andlraife 
the  bone  prefled  down,  upright  perpendicularly ;  but  if  there  be  no 
place  for  this  Levitor ,  the  middle  depreflion  muft  be  perforated 
with  the  piercer  of  the  Triploides  ( a, )  beyond  the  Diplois ,  and  be 
elevated  the  way  mentioned ,  taking  efpecial  care  that  the  wimble 
perforate  not  both  Tables  of  the  skul ,  and  fo  prick  the  dura  mater. 
See  Gutl ,  Fabritius  Hildanus,  centur .2,  obf.^,  where  he  molt  acurate- 
ly  deferibes  the  manner  of  railing  the  depreflions  of  the  skul ,  -  yet 
with  other  inftruments  that  1  never  ufed  j  but  with  this  Triploides 
I  have  reduced  one  or  two  depreflions  with  good  fuccefs. 

Fig.  IV.  is  a  Levitor  which  is  ufed  by  others  in  the  greateft  im- 
preflions  upon  the  skul,  imitating  Coopers  who  are  wont  to  reduce 
thebords  of  their  wine  veflels  that  arecrushtin,  with  the  like  in¬ 
ftrument.  Wherefore  putting  in  the  crooked  end  of  the  Levitor  {a) 
under  the  bone  prefled  down,J  the  other  arm  of  the  Le vitor(£)which 
is  ftreight ,  muft  lean  upon  the  found  bone ,  that  whileft  the  handle 
is  thruft  down  with  the  right  hand,  that  bone  which  is  prefled  down 
s$ay  be  raifed  with  the  crooked  part  of  the  inftrument.  Alfo  Jlmbroft 
Varaus  c.$.  deferibed  and  shadowed  forth  this  Levitor.

Of  the  Puller  and  Pincer  with  a  Parrats  beck  ,  and  a  Vultures ; 
Whereby  [mall  bones  that  prickthe  membranes  of  the  brain 
are  broken  off ,  and  taken  forth,

FI  G.  I.  is  an  indrument  very  neceflary  for  manual  operations, 
which  Paulus  FLgmeta  lib.  6  cap.  23.  calls  ,  and 

C:  Qelfus  l  7.  c.  30.  calls  Vol fella ,  a  Puller,  with  the  double  and 
toothed  end  of  it.  (A)  they  take  forth  thepeeceofthe  bone  which 
is  corrupt  and  movable ,  alfo  darts  and  bullets  and  the  fragments 
of  them  ;  and  all  tents  and  hairs,  and  all  extraneous  things  of  that 
kind,  which  are  found  in  wounds.  The  fame  thing  is  performed 
with  inftruments  printed  Tab.  XI, Fig.  III.  and  VI.  either  of  which 
is  to  be  ufed  as  opportunity  ferves.  Alfo  this  part  of  the  puller 
ferves  Angularly  well  to  pull  out  hairs  from  the  ey-lids,  which  prick 
the  eys.  Befidesthe  forefaid  ufes  it  is  good,  for  it  ferves  for  to 
wait  on  Phyfick,  that  is  to  make  women  fair  j  for  with  this  women, 
efpecially  that  belong  to  the  Court,  pull  out  by  the  roots  hairs  in 
their  ey-brows,  and  from  other  parts  of  their  bodies.  Notethat  if 

a  fmall  bone,  or  fomething  that  is  accidental  i n  the  throat ,  is  to  be 
taken  forth}  this  part  of  the  inftrument  mud  be  made  twice  as  big 
as  it  is  here  printed.  The  broader  part  of  it  (  B  )  ferves  to  fpread 
plaiders  upon  linnen  or  leather ,  for  want  of  a  fparula  as  alfo  for 
a  fafe  reparation  of  the  Pericranium  from  the  bone ,  before  the  Ty^- 
pan  and  fcraping  inftrument  be  applied  tothe  skull ,  when  there  is 
a  defect  of  nails  of  the  hands  of  the  thumb  and  fore  finger  a  little 
too  short}  or  there  wants  a  haft  of  that  pen- knife  printed  under¬ 
neath  Tab.  XII.  Fig.  IV.  Yet  with  the  longer  nails  ,  the  Pericrani¬ 
um  is  much  fafer  drawn  off  from  the  skul ,  then  by  the  haft  of  the 
forefaid  pen  knife,  or  by  the  parting  knife  of  Paraus  >  orby  this 
broad  part  of  the  puller. 

Fig.  II  •  is  a  pair  of  pincers  to  cut  out  with  a  Parrats  beck  (a)  upon 
which  is  faftned  afcrew  with  abroad  head,  which  will  notfuffer 
the  bill  to  go  in  fo  far  as  the  dura  mater ,  (  for  I  ufe  it  in  fra&ures  of 
the  skul)  whence  not  unfitly  it  may  be  called  xGxmis-)! :  on  the 
lower  part  it  hatha  handle  (c.)  which  is  turned  about  thefcrew  (df) 
Fig.  III.  ( 

Fig.  III.  is  a  Parrats  bill  out  of  its  focket(<£  Fig.  II.)  that  the  Ar* 
fcifi;  may  more  plainly  fee  the  fcrew  of  the  bill. 
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Fig.  IV.  is  a  pair  of  pincers  with  a  Vultures  bill,  and  it  is  in  its 
pipe,  by  whofe  fcrew  it  is  carried  about 

Fig.  V.  is  a  Vultures  bill  defcribed  without  its  pipe ,  withthefe 
two  forts  of  pincers,  asalfo  with  thofe  which  1  caufed  to  be  printed 
underneath  Tab.  XI.  Fig.  I.  and  II and  Tab* XIX.  Fig. I. any  fmal 
peece  of  a  bone  in  the  cure  of  wounds  of  the  head ,  is  taken.forth 
partly  by  breaking  of  it,  partly  by  cutting  into  it ;  all  which  differ 
in  magnitude  and  forms  ,  according  to  the  variety  of  bones  which 
muff  be  removed.

Fig.  I.  is  a  turning  little  faw  provided  with  two  wheels  with 
teeth,  anditismotlufefull  to  cut  out  the  diftancesoftwoor 
three  holes  made  with  the  Trepans.  For  where  the  Levitors 
above  defcribed  and  printed,  by  reafon  of  the  narrow  nefs  of  the 
chink  (  which  is  almoft  alwaies  joined  with  late  impreffions  made 
upon  the  skuls  of  perfons  that  are  at  full  years)have  notfpace  fome- 
times,  there  is  need  that  two  or  three  holes  be  made  in  theskul  with 
Trepans, the  diflance  between  them  is  cut  forth  with  this  fmall  faw, 
without  any  danger  of  hurt,  whereby  the  Levitor  may  be  the  more 
com  modioufly  put  down ,  and  the  lmall  peece  of  the  bone  ,  which 
oft-times  pricks  the  membranes,  may  be  taken  forth.  The  parts  of 
this  inftrument  which  I  invented  ,  where  they  are  joined,  they 
are  mar*  ed  with  fmall  letters ;  where  they  are  parted,  with  great 
letters.  & 

Fig.  II.  is  a  plate  of  iron  A  cut  forth  in  the  middle  long  waies , 
which  above  hath  the  handle  B,  and  the  hole  C  in  the  bendingof 
the  plate;  but  beneaih  on  both  fides  a  sharp  edge  D ,  whereby  it 

Hands  firmly  on  the  naked  skul.  ' 
fig  111.  is  a  fmall  pin  with  a  broad  head,  which  is  marked  with, 
an  A  iterifm  ,  and  paffing  through  the  hole  C  ,  Fig.  II.  it  is  fall ned 
in  the  capfula  E  This  capfula  E  ,  is  faftned  regularly  to  the  iron 
plates  hole  A,F:g.  II.  by  the  means  of  a  fmall  fatten  plate  Fig.  IV. 
by  two  fcrews  ,  which  the  capfula  hath  on  the  back  fide  ,  that  are 
correfpondent  to  the  latfen  plate;  and  by  fo  many  little  knots  , 
tuatthe iChyrurgian,  by  help  of  the  fmall  pin,  may  at  his  pleafure 
m  his  actual  operation  move  the  capfula  up  and  down  ;  the  axis  of 

the 
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the  fmall  wheel  isput  into  the  hole//,  as  appears  by  Fig  V,  and 
the  center  of  the  fmall  wheel.  The  little  plate /,  is  toothed  above, 
and  there  it  receives  the  wheel ,  beneath  L ,  it  is  equal  on  both  iides, 
that  the  fmall  faw  K.  may  be  fit  to  move  regularly  up  and  down  in 
the  capfula,  and  the  fifiuresofthe  Fig*  V'.  M,  by  the  help  of  the 
wheel  and  the  handle.  The  latter  plate  2V,  is  hollow  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  ,  and  hath  rwo  ferews  O,  by  means  of  this  plate,  the  little  faw, 
when  the  inftrument  is  perfectly  fet  together,  is  drawn  equally  hi¬ 
ther  and  thither. 

Fig.  IV.  is  a  latten plate ,  with  two  little  mothers ,  which  I  called 
before  little  knots. 

Fig  V  is  a  fmall  wheel  half  toothed  P  j  and  the  half  capfula 
together  with  three  holes  R :  wherewith  it  receives  three  ferews » 
Fig  III  faftned  with  three  knots  or  little  mothers. 

Fig.  V  t.  is  a  key  whereby  the  inftrument  is  di/ided  into  its  parts, 
and  again  is  fet  together  with  the  fame.  The  letter  T,  shews  the 
axeltree,  that  perforates  the  capfula  and  fmall  wheel  in  the  back 
paitj  and  V  is  the  mark  for  the  handle.  .

Fig,  I.  and  II.  areftraight  faws  ,  with  which  fome  men  cut  away 
the  diftances  between  the  holes  made  in  the  skul  with  the  Tre¬ 
pans,  and  abolish  rifts  like  hairs  that  do  not  penetrate ,  and 
ferape  away  the  rottennefs  of  the  cranium. 

Fig  111.  deferibes  three  forts  of  feraping  tools  ,  of  Galenlib,  6. 
me;h.  wed.  cap,  6.  the  firft  ishollow  which  he  calls  ,  ora 

feraping  inftrument  to  cut  out ,  the  figure  whereof  we  fee  above 
Table  II.  Fig,  IX.  another  which  in  the  lower  part  of  it  repmfentsa 
lenticular,  which  he  calls  (pocna-nyi  the  ufe  and  defeription  where¬ 
of  we  find  in  the  Table  newly  quoted,  Fig.  VIII,  exadfly  printed  • 
the  third  fit  toralpaway  ,  which  the  Greeks  call  and  the 

Latines  / calprurn  ra/oritm  ,  or  paring  tool ,  and  the  illiterate  a  rafp. 
The  modern  Chyrurgians  make  ufe  of  this  third  fort  of  feraping 
inftruments,  in  proving  and  ferapingaway  the  fiftures  of  the  skul 
as  fmall  as  hairs, or  for  fuch  that  is  doubtful  whether  they  penetrate 
or  not  j  and  they  have  invented  divers  forms  of  it,  according  as  the 

place 
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place  or  chink  may  happen  to  fallout.  As  for  example  a  hollow 
one,  as  you  fee  Fig.  Ill,  IV,  V,  and  VI,  a  half  moon,  as  Fig,  VII. 
sharp  pointed  as  Fig.  VIII  j  laftly  a  plain  one  as  Fig.  IX,  and  X, 
The  Chyrurgian  muiF  have  four  feraping  tools  at  Jeall ,  of  each 
form,  alwaies  ready  ,  lell  for  want  of  them  he  be  conftrained  to  de- 
iirc  them  from  others  j  or  may  lofe  the  occafion  of  his  operation, 
which  every  man  knows  to  be  defperate  to  the  danger  of  his  Pati¬ 
ent ,  andlofsofhis  own  reputation.  When  a  rotten  bone  is  to  be 
feraped  in  the  extream  parts, as  the  thigh,  the  shin  bone,  the  shoul¬ 
der  bone,  or  the  arm  bone  ,  greater  and  Wronger  rafping  tools  mull 
be  provided  for  them.  Now  every  rafping  inflrument  is  made  of 
moll  pure  heel ,  that  it  may  have  an  edge  that  will  perfectly  rafp 
away.  The  Ancients  did  fit  the  proper  hafts  to  every  rafping  in- 
llrument  j  butthc  modern  Chyrurgians  takeacontrary  courfeyet, 
in  my. judgment  not  fo  right/as  it  ought  to  be,  forthey  provide  but 
one  handle  of  wood  or  bones ,  at  the  bottom  whereof  the  hole  hath 
a  ferew ,  wherewith  it  receives  all  the  ends  of  the  rafping  tools  that 
are  turned  with  fetews  equally ;  as  you  may  fee  clearly  by  Fig.lll. 
and  by  the  reft.

I.  is  a  pair  of  Pincers ,  which  neer  to  the  upper  hole,  which 
is  neither  too  narrow  nor  too  broad,  hath  a  wide  and  circular  ca¬ 
vity ,  and  an  iron  ring  ,  that  of  it  felf  binds  faft  theinftrument 
or  pincers,  which  is  then  neceffary  when  the  Chyrurgianhathno 
fervant,  which  may  deliver  to  him  the  needle  very  red  hot,  to  make 
a  feton  in  the*  nape  of  the  neck- 

Fig.  II.  is  a  pair  of  Pincers  which  above  hath  the  like  cavity}  but 
for  want  of  a  ring  ,  it  is  not  clofedof  it  felf,  but  by  the  Chyrurgian 
io  much  as  it  ought  to  be.  They  ufe  thefe  pincers  when  behind 
the  neck  that  is  to  be  perforated,  the  part  is  very  fleshy  and  fat  5 
by  which  the  skin  laied  hold  on,  when  it  is  thick,  goes  withinthe 
circle, that  it  cannot  flip  away.

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Fig  HI.  is  a  pair  of  Pincers,  which  hath  neither  cavity  as  I  ig.  I» 
sn  d  if’,  nor  ring  as  Fig.  II.  hath ;  with  that  the  Chyrurg.an  la.es 
hotd  if  lean  peoples  necks ,  untill  he  hath  perforated  themw.tha 
red  hot  needle  delivered  to  him  by  hisfervant.  .  , 

Fit:  IV.  is  a  needle  for  the  feton;  which  mull  nether  be  too 
long  ieaa  the  point  should  mifs  the  oppofite  hole ;  but  it  is  a  hand 
breadth  in  length,  neither  is  it  veryfmall,  or  grofs;  but  it  is  an- 
Averableto  the  holes  of  the  aforefaid  pincers ,  only  a  little  ftnaller  ; 
and  fo  being  made  very  red  hot,  it  pafTeth  through  moft  nimbly, 
and  makes  a  feton  almoll  without  pain. 

Fip.  V.  is  a  long  narrow  point ,  .that  hath  faftned  to  it  a  fc  on 
or  round  line,  of ‘purple  (ilk,  which  .  driers  to  the  m.ddle  is  left  in 
the  hole;  to  the  point  isfaftned  a  Imall  button  of  wax ,  that  it  may

*  Ficr  Vi  VlI,VIlIandlX.  are  various  iron  inftruroents  without 
handles;  with  which ,  being  made  very  red  hot ,  infants  and  chil¬ 
dren  *are  burned  behind  the  neck,  in  whom  there  appear*  any  to¬ 
ken  of  i  he  Epilepfie  ,  Apoplexy,  or  Vertigo.  rine  lame  burning 
fometimes  is  a  remedy  for  people  grown  in  years,  when  they  are

Fig  X  is  a  pair  of  pincers  that  faftneth  ltfelf,  with  which  the 

skin  lslaied  hold  on  ,  if  a  feton  rauft  be  made  by  incifion  :  Thisin- 

ftrument  ought  to  be  half  as  great  again  as  it  is  here  pi&ured ;  but 

the  Den-knife  anfwerable  to  theie  pincers,  and  printed  at  its  juit 
magnitude,  isfecn  underneath,  Table  XVIII,  Fig.  IV  5  and  in 
dull  Fabritius  HildantiS,  Cent.

Fig.  IV.  is  a  needle  fitted  for  the  cure  ofaCataraft,  with  a  hate 

an  p,‘5ev°fis  a  brazen  ring  ( others  commend  one  of  lead)  to  hold 
the  eye  firm  for  the  cutting  forth  of  a  haw ,  and  tor  other  operati- 

ons  to  be  perforated  in  the  eye.  .  . 

Fie  VI.  is  a  long -robe  round,  and  made  of  alver ,  that  it  may 
be  bended  upon  necertary  occafion  >  the  one  end  whereof  is  the 
broader,  and  the  other  hath  a  round  knob  very  well  polished 
With  the  broad  end  of  this  probe,  which  Ce.Jus  lib.  7-  **P-  7* 
ancyleblepbaro  oculonmvitio  ,  callsthe  probe  toward  you  i  nor  only 
the  growing  together  of  the  eye-  lids  is  cured  ,  but  alfo  powders  and 
placets  anointed  with  ointments  areapplied  to  wounds.  The  round 
endis  ufed  by  Chirurgians ,  to  fearch  out  the  date  of  wounds  and 

Fig.  VII.  is  a  probe  made  with  a  broad  end  for  the  aforefaid  ufes, 

and  a  sharp  pointed  ferew  ,  which  is  wrapt  over  with  cotton  to  wipe 
away  the  filth  in  wounds,  ulcers ;  but  chiefly  in  nftu  as. 

Fig.  VIII.  is  a  crooked  Pen-knife  that  cuts  but  upon  one  fide, 
to  the  point  whereof  there  isfaftned  afmali  filver  knob.  Euclides 
Tarentinus  and  Celfus  ufed  this  knife,  to  part  the  eye-lids  which  were 

grown  together  with  the  skins  of  the  eye.  .  ,  , 

Fig. IX.  isaverysharp  little  hook,  and  at  the  point,  by  de¬ 
grees,  bent  fomewhat  inward:  which  is  moft  convenient  both  to 
lift  up  the  eye* lids,  and  toraife  up  the  haw  in  the  eye. 

Fig.  X.  is  a  fmall  glafs  veflel  for  the eys ,  fomewhat  long,  and 
is  to  be  made  of  Cryital ,  fo  that  it  may  exa&Iy  anfwer  to  the  ball  ot 
the  eye;  and  may  contain  medicaments  poured  in  by  the  tunnel , 
that  they  cannot  run  out.  llierom  Fnbrit'm  ab  jiquapendente,  inven¬ 
ted  this  ocular  inftrument,  and  described  it  more  at  iaigein 
tradt  of  fuffufion,  to  which  I  refer  you.

to  open  the  mouth  9  and  the  Cranes  bill  that  is  blunt . 

c.  I.  is  the  (freight  inftrument  of  Hisrom.  FabrithU  ab  Aqua- 
T  pendente ,  for  to  draw  forth  a  Polypus ;  it  is  made  of  ftecl ,  and  is 
convex  outwardly  ,  but  inwardly  concave  ,  which  hath  an  edge 
inwardly  bent  backward  ,  wherewith  we  can  cut  nothing  but  the  Po- 
lypusnowlaid  hold  on. 

Fig.  II.  is  a  bowed  inftrument,  wherewith  the  Polypus  is  cut  and 
drawn  forth ,  which  by  the  holes  of  the  noftrils  tends  in  the  pa'ate 
to  the  throat,  and  threatens  to  choak  a  man* 

Fig.  HI.  isafohdironpipe,  which  is  thruftfo  deep  into  the  no- 
ftrils,  that  it  equals  the  length  of  the  ulcer,  which  is  called  ocyena-, 
afterwards  a  very  red  hot  iron  is  thruft  into  this  pipe,  that  is  found 
every  where  and  without  any  holes}  whereby  the  pipe  waxeth  hot» 
and  the  ulcer  is  dried  up. 

Fig.  IV.  is  a  pipe  with  a  hole  in  the  fide,  to  confume  the  hard 
callous  of  the  wound  that  is  in  the  fide  of  the  noftrils ,  by  an  a<ftual 
cautery,  oris  moft  convenient  to  dry  up  the  bone  which  is  cor¬ 
rupted. 

Fig.  V.  is  a  fmall  pipe  with  a  hole  at  the  top ,  which  is  put  into 
the  noftrils }  when  ,  after  the  cutting  and  drawing  forth  of  the  Po¬ 
lypus  ,  the  blood  running  forth  in  great  aboundance  ,  muft  be  (lop¬ 
ped  by  manual  operation,  by  burning:  which  is  alfo  ufed  when 
the  top  of  the  noftrils  muft  be  burnt ,  for  the  removing  of  the  bone 
corrupted. 

Fig.  VI.  is  a  ftileof  iron  ,  whichbeing  made  red  hot  is  thruft  in¬ 
to  the  aforefaid  pipes  >  and  is  prefently  drawn  forth  again }  which 
thrufting  it  in  and  pulling  it  out ,  muft  be  repeated  fo  often  as  need 
requires.  To  perform  this  operation  fpeedily.the  Chyrurgian  muft: 
have  by  him  at  lead  two  fuch  pins  }  which,  being  heated  in  their 
turns ,  he  may  thruft  into  the  pipe.  But  note  that  the  ocular  vef- 
fel  of  theTable  VIII.  Fig.  X.  and  thefe  pipes  that  are  to  be  put  into 
the  noftrils could  not  be  printed  in  their  juft  magnitudes  becaufe 
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they  muft  be  made  greater  or  lefsasthcage  of  the  Patient  is,  and 
the  parts afredled  are  ingreatneis. 

Fig.  VII*  is  an  inftrument  by  which  the  Uvula  is  cut  away  ;  ic  is 
made  oflatten ,  which  in  the  upper  part  hath  a  circle  fomewhat 
hollow,  A,  in  the  lower  part  the  pipe  B  ,  through  which  the  end 
of  the  thread  C,  (after  that  it  is  placed  into  a  half  knot  turned  about 
E,  and  into  the  concave  part  of  the  ring  ,  that  it  may  not  remove 
here  and  there  )  is  drawn  by  means  of  the  (file  D  perforated 
above;  the  other  end  of  the  thread  is  drawn  throughtworingsan- 
nexed  to  the  circle ,  and  is  faftned  to  the  lower  ring  of  the  pipe. 
Guitt.  Fabritiw  Hildanm  Cent.  2.  Obferv.  21.  was  the  firft  that 
found outthis  inftrument,  and  deferibed  it;  with  which  , ..being 
correct ,  I  eafily  tied  the  Uvula  of  one  of  the  Emperour’s  Souldi- 
ers  ,  that  was  infected  and  corrupted  with  the  French  Pox,  and  I 
cut  it  off  with  good  fuccefs  ,  at  VhnA  June  8.  in  the  year  1637. 

Fig.  VIlL  isan  inftrument  to  beapplied  to  the  Uvula  which  is 
fallen;  that  is  likewife  oflatten  ,  namely  a  fmall  fpoon,  but  in 
muft  be  made  half  fo  much  greater  as  it  is  here  fet  forth ,  whole 
handle  muft  be  hollow,  and  nine  inches  long,  and  is  joined  to  the 
lower  part  of  the  fpoon  :  This  fpoon  is  filled  with  powders  that  are 
drying  and  digefting  mingled  together,  and  it  is  put  under  the- 
Uvula  relaxed:  then'the  Chyrurgian  takes  the  lower  end  of  the 
pipe  in  his  mouth  ,  and  by  blowing  fcatters  the  powders  all  about 
upon  the  U  vula  and  the  Palate. 

Fig.  IX*  isan  inftrument  to  open  the  mouth  wide  with  a  forew  ; 
and  is  printed  out  of  F drafts  his  Lib*. 9*  Cdp*  2v  wherewith  the 
teeth,  faftned  and  joined  forcibly  together,  are  drawn  aiunder ,  thac 
meat  may  be  given  to  the  ficlc,  leaft  he  should  perish  by  hunger. 

Fig.  X.  is  a  Cranes  bill  with  teeth,  and  directed  to  an  obtufe 
angle;  fit  to  take  forth  fmall  bullets  ,  and  ftrange  bodies,  and  to 
draw  them  forth  of  wounds.

E^ig.I.  isan  inftrument  to  pull  forth  fmall  bones  inthethroat; 
4  like  that  Table  iV.  Fig.  I.  namely  a  pair  of  pincers  bended  into  a 

B.  4  femi- 
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Semicircle  with  teeth  ,  andafmall  button  attheend;  wherewith 
fmall  bones ,  thorns ,  and  other  ftrange  things  that  flick  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  thethroat »  are  wont  to  be  taken  forth.  When  the  molt 
famous  Hierom.  Fabritius  ,  ab  Aquapendente ,  makes  mention  of  this 
inflrument  in  his  Chirurgcry  concerning  thejaws ,  he  underftands 
fome  kind  of  inflrument  that  is  long  andftender,  which  is  twofold, 
oncilreight,  shadowed  forth  Table  IX  Fig.  X.  another  crooked, 
as  this  is ;  yet  both  of  them  for  their  faculty  of  taking  and  drawing 
forth  ,  may  well  defervethe  name  of  pullers. 

Fig.  II.  is  a  pipeoffilver,  crooked,  that  it  may  be  pat  into  the 
throat;  itisas  thickasaSwans  quil,  and  one  foot  longandahalf, 
or  thereabouts :  it  is  all  full  of  holes,  and  at  the  end  of  it ,  it  hath 
a  fponeethatis  new,  and  as  great  as  a  fmall  nut ,  firmly  bound  to 
it.  Which  Guill.  Fabritius  Hildanus ,  Cent.  i.  Obferv.  16.  ufeth 
with  happy  fuccefs  to  draw  out  thorns  out  of  thejaws,  and  middle 
ofthewefand  pipe;  where  he  teacheth  the  manner  of  the  operation 
by  the  pipe  here  printed.  •  The  following  iron  inftrumentsareufed 
for  hollow  teeth,  or  fuch  as  are  loofe,  or  that  are  very  painfull 
fometimes ,  to  take  them  forth  when  people  are  in  the  mofr  bitter 
pains.  Whence 

Fig.  III.  is  a  pair  of  Pincers,  named  a  Pellican,  becaufe  the 
beck  ofit  is  like  the  bill  of  the  Pellican,  a  bird  fo  called ;  butthey 
ufe  it  to  draw  forth  the  grinding  teeth. 

Fig.  IV.  is  a  common  pair  of  pincers  for  the  teeth,  the  Italians 
call  it  cagnolo ,  becaufe  it  holds  as  fall  as  a  dog  bites. 

Fig.  V.  is  a  pair  of  pincers  that  reprefents  a  Crows  bill  -  with 
which  the  roots  of  the  teeth  are  drawn  forth:  Of  which  Cornelius 
Celfus  (whom,  as  being  admirable  in  all  Chirurgical  operations, 
Fabritius  ah  Aquaptndente  counfels  us  to  ftudy  in  both  night  and 
day)  Lib,  7:  cap.  n.  concerning  teeth  ,  wrices  thus;  as  oft  as 
whenatooth  is  taken  forth,  the  root  is  left  behind,  that  muft 
forthwith  be  drawn  out  alfo  with  a  pair  of  pincers,  the  Greeks  call 

Fig.  VI  and  VII.  are  the  patterns  of  toothed  pincers .  that  ferve 
to  pull  out  teeth,  which  neither  the  Pellican  nor  common  pincers 
can  draw  forth.  ? 

Fig.  VIII  and  IX,  are  Levitors  divided  in  three  parts,  becaufe 
they  commonly  have  three  fpears  to  thrufl  forward  and  to  take  out 
the  cutting  teeth,  and  the  dog  teeth  which  are  faftned  in  the  holes 
of  the  gums  with  one  root  alone. 


Fig.  X* 
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Fio-.X.is  a  tooth-picker, with  which  the  gum  isfeparated  from  the 
teeth, that  they  may  be  pulled  out  with  lcfs  danger  andtrouble.That 
therefore  the  drawing  out  of  a  tooth  may  fucceed  well,  obferving 
what  muft  be  obfervcd, place  the  Patienton  a  low  place, with  his  head 
lying  between  the  Chirurgian’s  legs  j  then  the  Chirurgian  shall  cut 
deep  round  about  the  tooth  to  be  pulled  out ,  parting  the  gum  from 
it  with  his  Tooth-cutter ;  and  if  the  tooth  shake  when  it  is  parted 
from  the  gum,  it  muft  be  shaken  ,  and  thruft  out  forward  with 
the  Levitor  put  under  it ;  but  if  it  ftick  faft,  and  move  not  after  it  is 
shaken,  itmuftbelaied  hold  on  with  the  toothed  pincers,  and 
pulled  forth  ( fometimes  this  way,  fometimes  that ,  as  the  great  * 
nefs,fcituation,  and  figure  of  the  tooth  shall  feem  to  require.  In 
the  ufe  of  thefe  toothed  pincers  (faith  Ambroj ,  Partus  Ub.  1 6, 
cap.  17 ♦)  I  should  defire  the  Tooth-drawer  to  be  very  expert  ind 
induftrious;  for  with  thefe ,  unlefs  a  man  be  very  cunning,  and 
know  the  ufe  of  them,  it  can  fcarce  be  avoided,  but  that  at  one  pull 
he  shall  bring  out  three  teeth,  and  ofttimes  leave  thattoothun- 
shaken  that  caufeththe  pain. 

Fig.  XI.  is  a  Tunnel  or  a  pipe  of  filver,  whofe  narrower  part  is 
thruft  between  the  outmoft  gum  of  the  Patient ,  who  hath  his  teeth 
faft  shut  together ,  and  the  broader  end  receives  liquid  meats  and 
drinks  and  lets  them  down  to  the  ccfopbagns.

Fig.  II.  is  an  inftrument  with  a  Crows  bill  made  artificially  for

Fig.  IV*  is  cralled  fpeculumorn,  wherewith  thetongue  and  lower 
chap  is preffed down,  that  the  difeafes  of  the  mouth  may  befeen

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exa&ly,  and  handled  with  convenient  inftruments  andmedica” 
ments.  But  it  was  chiefly  made  to  preferve  the  teeth  of  furious 
and  aftonished  men ,  drawn  afunder  untill  fuch  time  as  they  havc 
fwallowed  down  meat  and  drink  fufficient. 

Fig.  V.  is  an  inciflon  inftrument  like  to  pincers,  with  which  are 
cut  forth  tumors,  and  caruncles  of  the  mouth,  y 

Fig.VI.is  a  pair  of  pincers  with  a  Cranes  bill,toothed  and  (freight} 
which  may  fervei  11ft  ead  ofapuller.

Fig. I.  is  alittlePen  knife,  called  by  the  Greeks  ^KoXe7mt{^^aci- 
es09 »  from  the  bill  of  that  bird  which  the  Litines  call  Galinago  , 
a  Woodcock,  in  Greek  2>^Xo7m|,  becaufe  the  inftrunrent  is 
long  and  fomewhat  crooked  at  the  end  like  a  Woodcock’s  bill  }  with 
this  inciflon  knife  wounds  of  the  Thorax  that  are  too  narrow  are 
dilated,  and  great  impoffumations  are  opened.  F  abritius  ab  ytqua- 
ptndentey  commends  the  fame  for  opening  the  Abdomen  of  hydro¬ 
pical  perfons  under  the  navel ,  to  let  forth  the  water,  Note ,  that 
this  Ten  knife,  for  theopeningofwounds  of  the  Thorax,  requires  a 
fmall  button,  (like  to  that  the  Pen  knife  hath  of  filver ,  Table 
VIII.  Fig.  VIII.  )  ofiron  at  the  point,  for  fear  the  lungs  should  be 
offended  with  the  point  of  the  knife. 

Fig.  If.  and  I II.  fare  Pen-knives  crooked  at  the  point,  and  like 
to  the  Woodcock’s  bill  knife  of  the  Greeks ,  wherewith  mean  Fi- 
flulaes  in  the  habit  of  the  body  are  conveniently  cut}  whence  alfo 
they  are  called  ufually 

Fig.  IV.  is  a  crooked  Pen-knife,  which  the  Italians  call  gam . 
maut  \  and  it  cuts  on  the  hollow  flde,  and  is  blunt  on  the  con  vex 
iide  of  it.  I  ufe  this  moft  frequently  forall  incilions  which  is  com¬ 
monly  made  in  every  impoftume  ;  but  principally  in  fmall  incifi- 
ons.  This  knife  hath  a  haft  of  bone,  which  is  convenient  for  to 
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divide  and  feparate  any  thing  from  another :  Whence  it  is  that 
Celfus  lib,  7.  cap*  16.  de  tumonhus  tunic  at  is ,  faith,  then  with  the 
handle  of  theknife,  the  coat  (  which  after  the  cutting  of  the  skin 
prefently  shews  it  felf  white  and  ftretched  out)  is  to  be  drawn  away 
from  the  skin  and  flesh  ,  and  to  be  cut  away  with  that  it  contains  in 
it :  With  this  alfo  is  the  Pericranium  parted  from  the  skul ,  and  the 
haw  from  the  eie. 

Fig.  V.  is  a  Woodcock’s  bill  without  a  handle. 

Fig.  VI.  and  Vll.  are  double  knives  ,  which  at  the  end  refemble 
the  fashion  of  mirtle  leaves  ;  we  ufe  them  to  cut  off  womens  breafts 
that  are  cancerated. 

Fig.  VI II.  is  a  mod  sharp  needle ,  long  and  double  j  wherewith 
breafts  to  be  cut  off  are  pierced  through  at  the  root. 

Fig.  IX- is  a  pipe  made  of  gold  of  Hungarie ,  and  perforated  with 
many  holes. 

Fig.X.  is  a  ftile  made  of  the  fame  mettle,  which  is  thruft  into 
theformerpipe  ,  thatofthem  both,  one  inftrument may  be  made, 
which  in  the  wounds  of  the  Thorax  is  profitably  applied  fora  Jy- 
ringe,  and  draws  blood  out  of  the  Thorax  which  is  not  congealed, 
or  thin  corruption.  This  inftrument  is  dattile,  and  may  be  bent 
into  a  right  or  oblique  angle,  and  may  bethruft  into  the  Thorax, 
Wherethere  is  a  wound  made  of  purpofe,  or  by  accident  •  that  it 
may  reach  the  blood  not  congealed  3  or  the  thin  corruption .  Let 
theChirurgiandraw  forth  the  pin  outof  thepipe,  and  prefentlie 
the  matter  contained  in  the  Thorax  will  run  forth.  This  way  to 
draw  thin  matter  outof  the  Thorax  fucceeds  excellent  well  ;  where, 
by  reafon  of  debility  of  forces  ,  or  fome  other  caufe  that  hinders  it, 
we  may  not  make  incifion  between  the  fife  and  fixt  rib  ,  according 
to  Paulus  ;  or  between  the  third  and  fourth,  according  to  Hippo¬ 
crates  his  rule. 

Fig  XI.  is  that  crooked  knifewhich  may  behid  inagolden  ring; 
with  this  Apoftems  are  cut  in  the  face  or  cheeks  Of  children  j  and  in 
the  breafts  of  timorous  women  •  left  feeing  the  knife  they  should 
be  frighted  ,  and  fonotfuffer  the  impoftume  to  be  opened. 

Fig  XII,  XI11,X1V  and  XV. are  pipes  with  shoulders ,  and  per¬ 
forated  with  many  holes ,  that  they  may  hold  the  wounds  of  the 
Thorax  open,  they  are  made  with  shoulders  ,  left  being  put  into 
the  wound,  whileft  the  Patient  breaths,  they  should  go  into  the 
Thorax;  and  they  have  fo  many  holes,  that  by  it  through  them 
all ,  as  need  requires,  the  foul  matter  may  iflue  forth* 

Fig.  XVI.  is  a  pipe  made  of  the  gold  of  Hungarie,  which  is 
thruft  into  the  Urinarie  patfage ,  beforethe  making  of  water ,  that 
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the  Urine  may  come  forth  by  it}  and  fo  that  mod  cruel  painand 
heat  may  be  abated  ,  which  the  Patients  feel  when  they  make  water 
without  the  pipe ,  by  reafon  of  an  ulcer  grown  in  the  Urinary  paf- 
fage  ,  from  a  virulent  Gonorrhea. 

Fig-  XVII.  is  an  inftrument  that  confifts  of  a  needle  with  three 
points  (a)  and  the  pipe  with  shoulders  (  b  )  with  which  the  navel 
of  hydropical  perfons ,  and  the  ferotum  in  a  watrie  hernia  are  ope¬ 
ned  to  let  out  the  water.  This  inftrument  is  thruft  in  as  far  as  the 
afterifm  upon  the  pipe;  after  that  the  needle  is  drawn  out,  and  the 
fmall  pipe  thruft  in  as  far  as  the  shoulder,  is  left  in  the  abdomen 
without  all  iear  or  danger. 

Fig.XVill.  is  the  fmall  pipe  alone,  and  printed  without  the 
needle* 

Fig.  XIX*  is  the  needle  alone,  fetwithout  the  pipe. 

Fig.  .XX.  is  a  round  needle  with  its  fmall  pipe  }  wherewith,  for 
want  ota  needle  with  three  points ,  the  navel  of  hydropical  perfons 
is  perforated  with  the  like  fafetys  and  fo  is  the  ferotum  of  fuch  as 
have  hern;as  filled  with  water. 

Fig.  XXI.  is  the  pipe  of  the  round  needle  by  it  felf. 

Fig.  XXII.  is  the  round  needle  alone*

Of  the  Syringe  with  a  right  pipe ,  and  crooked  pipe ,  one  for  the 
matrix ,  and  one  for  the  ears  5  a  glifier  pipe  5  the  filver 
capt  and  wax  candles, 

Fig.  I.  isafyringetodrawout ,  or  to  fquirt  any  thing  in  ,  often 
ufefull }  that  which  hath  this  crooked  pipe  join’d  to  it ,  may  re¬ 
ceive  the  ftreight  pipe  Fig.  II.  when  the  crooked  is  not  conve¬ 
nient  to  draw  forth  or  caft  in  any  tiling. 

Sometimes  to  this  fyringe  there  is  fitted  a  pipe  Fig.  III.  that  hath 
many  holes  perforated  in  it }  which  the  Greeks,  an  d  Galen  lib.  9* 
de  compof.  medicam.Jtc.  loc.  cap.  8.  and  lib.  5.  meth.  wed.  cap.  4.  call 
Metrenchytam }  women  that  will  noteafily  give  way  toothers,  for 
shame,  to  caft  aciyfterinto  their  matrix,  conveniently  ufethisin** 
ftrument ;  wherewith  they  can  eafily  inje£t  divers  liquors  to  cure 
divers  affe6tions  of  the  womb,  and  the  caufeof  it* 


Fig.  IV. 
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ng.  V.  is  called  Enter  enchytet,  namely  a  pipe  of  Iatten  crooked 
like  to  a  Catheter  j  which  let  them  care  to  provide,  who  would 
rather  give  themfelves  a  clyfter  ,  than  receive  it  from  any  oneelfe; 
efpecially  it  often  ufc  ofclyftersbencedfull,  by  reafonofthe  difea- 
fesof  theguts;  efpeciallyof  the  right  gut. 

Fig.  VI.  is  the  lock  of  the  faid  crooked  pipe  B,  Fig.  V.  by  help 
whereof  the  liquor  of  the  clyfter  in  thebladder,  which  about  the 
letter  A  Fig.  y.  is  to  be  tied  after  [the  vulgar  manner,  is  held  fo 
long  as  the  Patient  pleafes  ,  as  he  will  open  or  shut  the  pipe. 

.  Fig.  VII.  is  a  nail  with  a  broad  head  ( c )  Fig.  V.  which  is  ferewed 
into  the  Jock  Bj  Fig.  V.  that  nothingof  the  clyfter,  in  turning  the 
key  about,  may  run  forth,  which  may  foul  thesheets.  This  in* 
ifrument ,  as  it  appears  to  any  man  ,  differs  much  from  that  which 
Iohan.  Heurnius  i  n  his  method  ad prascin  medicam ,  Cap.  De  CiyJIetei 
and  Guild.  Fabritim  Hildanus  Cent,  i .  Ob/erv.  78.  caufed  to  be  prill' 
ted  for  to  injett  clyfters  into  the  belly. 

Fig.  VIII,  is  a  lilver  cap  and  full  of  holes ,  which  is  applied  to 
the  ulcerated  nipples  ofthe  breafts ,  that  nurfes  may  fuckle  the  in¬ 
fant  without  any  trouble.'  This  cap  is  alfo  ufed  for  wounds  ofthe 
Thorax  ;  for  after  that  any  one  of  the  aforelaid  pipes  hath  been 
thruft  into  theThorax,and  a  piece  offponge  is  put  into  the  orificeof 
the  pipe  near  the  shoulder ;  this  cap  is  put  upon  it  that  the  matter, 
aimofl:  every  moment ,  may  fweat  through  the  holes  of  ic  by  de¬ 
grees  ,  and  without  any  lofs  of  ftrength. 

Fig.  IXandX.  are  candles  made  of  ftrong  double  thread  and 
white  wax  (to  which  a  little  Turpentine  is  added,  that  they  may 
not  break  foon  )  and  tbefe  are  to  be  ready  for  ufe  when  the  urine 
k  hopped  oy  a  caruncle  in  the  urinary  pillage, which  muff  be  cured. 
The  candle  Fig.  IX.  is  broken  ,  leji  in  the  drawing  forth  of  the  candleiy 
fome piece  of  wax,  which  f'ornetime:  hath  no  wu\  in  the  middle,  should 
be  lejtin  thepaffage ,  and  thereby  the  difficulty  of  malting  water  could 
be  greater.  Wherefore  the  Chyrurgian  shall  cut  off,  with  his  pin¬ 
cers  ,  that  part  which  is  broken  at  the  end  of  the  candle;  and  then 
he  shall  thru  ft  into  the  urinary  paflage  the  faid  candle, fo  far  as  need 
shill  require ,  ftrft  anointing  it  with  oyl  of  fweet  almonds.

0/*Syringotomi ,  a?idthe  needle  wherewith  the  fcrotum  is 
perforated  after  the  cutting  of  a  Hernia  (ufed  at  Nur- 
fa)  and  the  bottom  of  a  more  f  oping  ftjlula *  of  the 
catheter  >the  direBory  >  and  two  inftruments  wherewith 
bullets  are  tahen  forth  of  wounds  made  with  gun  shot  • 

F7ig.I.  is  a  crooked  knife ,  which  upon  the  infide  (a)  hath  an 
edge,  and  on  the outfide  (b)  it  is  blunt,  namely  a Syringoto- 
mus ;  whichat  one  end  (c)  pricks  and  cutsj  this  wc  ui'e  in  any 
fiftuU  that  hath  but  one  paflage ,  thattheendof  the  fiftula  may  be 
perforated  j  and  afterwards  the  fpace  between  one  hole  and  another 
may  be  cut  afunder  j  at  the  point  hereof  we  mud  fallen  a  button 
made  of  white  wax  ,  wherewith  the  pen-knife  thruft  into  the  fiftula 
may  come  to  the  bottom  ,  without  any  hindrance,  pain  or  hurt. 

Fig.  II  and  III.  arepemknives  to  cut  fillulaes ;  both  of'which  are 
blunt  at  one  end ,  and  have  a  bullet  of  iron  well  po'ilished  at  the 
other  end.  With  thefe  the  whole  palTageof  deep  fiftulaesare  to 
be  cut. 

Fig.  IV.  is  a  knife  to  cut  fillulaes,  wherewith  the  wounds  of  the 
abdomen  arc  dilated ,  that  the  intellines  llipt  down  and  fwoln  with 
winds  may  be  commodioufly  thru  11  back  again,  it  hath  a  button 
atone  end  far  greater  then  the  two  former  knives  have  ,  left  being 
thruft  into  the  wound  it  should  hurt  the  intellines. 

^ig  V.  is  a  needle,  or  iron  inllrument,  with  a  double  edge^ 
which  they  of  Nnrjia  ,  in  my  time  in  Italy  ,  in  this  part  of  Chirur- 
gery  ( which  cures  Hernias  with  cutting  forth  thetefticlej  being 
ex'  client  well  skilled ,  and  in  that  refpe6l  the  moll  famous gelders, 
thruft  the  wound  of  thegroin  to  the  bottom  of  the  fcrotum ;  which 
vv  irh  the  point  of  the  inllrument  ( to  which  alwaies  menoughtto 
fallen  a  Imall  button  of  white  wax ,  forthe  reafon  abovefaid  )  they 
perforate}  whereby  the  corrupt  matter,  which  by  the  wound  of 
thegroin  defcends  to  the  fcrotum,  may  be  purged  forth.  This 
opeiatio1.!  becaule  it  is  fearful!  enough ,  and  isnot  without  the  grea* 
tell  danger  of  lif  e  (  •which  the  Authours  of  it  knezu  •well  5  and t her e* 
fore  they  taj^e  on  thofethey  •would  cure ,  but  as  dead  men . )  I  will  open 
to  iuch  that  are  ftudious  of  Chyrurgery ,  another  ufeof  thisinftru* 
ment  which  is  veryfafe.  .  Namely,  with  thisare  cut  the  doping 
ends  of  hnuous  ulcers,  for  which  eaufe  fiftulaes  cannot  be  clean  fed, 
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unlefsthePatiertbefo  fcituated  that  his  head  be  downwards  and 
his  heels  upwards  ,  aud  the  corruption  may  run  forth  of  its  own 
motion.  For  it  is  known  that  fuch  hollow  fores  which  have  not 
ytt  contracted  a  callous  ,  whereof  alfo  we  here  fyeak ,  can  be  cured 
only  by  glutinative  medicaments,  and  convenient  i'gature.  So 
the  matter  collected  in  the  hollow  finews  may  find  a  daily  paffage 
out.  But  fince  that  feituation  with  the  heels  upward  and  head 
downward  is  troublefom  enough ,  with  this  inftrument  ,  towhofe 
sharp  end  a  fmail  button  of  wax  mull  befaftned  ,  the  bottom  of 
the  hollow  ulcer  is  perforated  (  leaving  the  partition  between  the 
holes  untouched)  that  the  matter  may  run  forth  by  the  lower 
hole,  and  the  partitions  between  the  finuous  ulcers  may  beglu- 
tinated. 

Fig.Vl.  is  a  Catheter  or  a  Probe  i  by  which  ,  being  thruft  in*o 
the  paiTageofthe  yard  ,  and  intothe  bladder,  weprovetheinner- 
molt  turnings  of  the  bladder  ,  wherein  the  ftonc  ufeth  toiiehid, 
wherewith  oftentimes  man’s  nature  is  tormented.  The  Greeks 
call  it  ;  and  it  is  ufed  to  make  the  urine  come  forth  when  it 

is  flopped.  U  is  made  of  filver  that  it  maybe  bent,  and  it  is  free 
from  all  roughnefs ,  left  the  part  that  is  moll  exquilite  in  feeling  , 
should  be  affedted  with  the  Catheter  in  the  paflage ,  and  r hat  ir  may 
enter  into  the  bladder  without  pain:  it  is  perforated  with  many 
holes  at  the  end,  that  the  pin  being  drawn  back,  theurinecon- 
tained  in  the  bladder  may  freely  come  forth  by  the  pipe  without 
any  difficulty.  Note  that  the  pin  is  not  thruft  into  the  pipe  ,  that 
as  it  were  by  force  of  vacuum  it  might  draw  after  it  the  urine  fup- 
prefied  ,  but  that  the  urine  should  not  prefently  run  forth  ,  whileft 
the  cutter  for  the  done,  or  the  Phyfitian  feeks  after  the  ftone  that 
lieshid.%  CelfUt  defrribes  the  magnitude  of  the  Catheter,  lib.  7* 
cap.  16.  fee  Table  XXXIX.  Fig.  IX. 

Fig  VII.  is  a  filver  Probe  which  muft  be  fo  bent ,  thatitsfiflure 
which  it  hath  in  the  middle  ,  as  far  as  the  end  of  it ,  may  be  on  the 
back  fide  or  gibbous  part  thereof:  The  Latines  call  it  a  DireHoryt 
becaufe,  being  thruft  into  the  yard  ,  it  doth  moft  exadtly  shew  me-' 
neck  of  the  bladder ;  and  upon  that  muft  incifion  be  made  to  take 
the  ftone  out  of  the  bladder. 

•  Fig.  VIII.  it  a  latten  inftrument ,  wherewith  the  ftone  is  taken 
forth  which  remains  in  the  urinary  pafi'age  •  namely  a  Probe  ,  which, 
on  that  part  where  it  is  made  hollow  like  a  ipoon  for  the  tars  ,  is 
put  into  the  conduit  of  the  yard  ,  fo  that  it  may  pafs  bey  on  1  he 
fmail  ftone  above  it,  and  may  lay  hold  on  it  with  its  lip  and  ton- 
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cavity:  this  being  done  ,  oyl  of  Tweet  almonds  is  poured  through 
the  hollow  paflage  of  the  pin  of  the  Probe,  which  hath  a  large 
orifice,  into  the  Urinary  paflage,  that  it  may  become  ilippery ; 
afterwards  the  Probe  is  gently  drawn  torth,  and  the  conduit  ispref- 
fed  behind  the  ftone  with  the  finger ,  untill  it  be  driven  forth  of  the 
Urinary  paffage. 

Fig.  IX.  is  an  inttrument  the  nioil  fit  to  take  forth  builets  out 
of  a  wound.  It  is  made  of  the  beft  fteel ,  and  it  consifts  of  three 
parts}  namely,  of  two  fmall  pipes  and  a  piercer.  The  outward 
pipe  ( a )  can  shut  in  the  innermoft  pipe  ;  whichat  onecndisdi- 
vided  into  two  fpoons  of  iron  (b)  that  it  may  fatten  the  bullet , 
that  it  may  not  turn  about  with  the  piercer ,  which  mutt  be  fattned 
intoit.  The  Piercer  (r)  is  moft  sharp  and  fomewhat  longer  than 
its  two  pipes;  which  by  the  hole  of  the  handle  (  d )  may  be  leen 
to  be  thruft  into  the  pipe. 

Fig.  X.  is  a  Piercer  printed  withoutitspipes. 

Fig.  XI.  is  the  fame  mttrument  with  the  former  ,  ("but  that  it 
wants  a  Piercer)  wherewith  bullets  are  drawn  forth;  it  confitts 
of  two  parts  of  the  pipe  (a)  and  the  ftile  (b)  which  is  folid; 
which  at  the  other  end  is  divided  into  two  fpoons  which  may 
take  in  the  bullet  betwixt  them.  This  inttrument  doth  the  very 
fame  ,  that  the  inttrument  of  Alphonjut  in  the  following  Table 
doth. 

Fig.  XI T.  is  the  pipe  of  the  precedent  inttrument  by  itfelf. 

Fig.  XI II.  is  the  ftile  of  the  inttrument  which  is  folid  half 
way ;  and  at  one  end  reprefenting  the  form  of  fpoons  with  teeth  ; 
at  ttie  other  end  like  ferews  ,  that  are  boffed  with  a  hilt  and  a 
button. 

Fig.  XIV.  is  the  hilt  of  the  ftile,  with  its  little  button ,  which 
is  round  and  hollow. 

Fig.  IX,  X,  XI,  XII,  XIII.XIV.  ofthis  Table,  mutt  be  made  a 
third  part  greater  than  they  are  here  printed. 
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Of  other  iron  inflruments  fit  to  take  out  musket  bullets ;  name¬ 
ly  ,  ^Alphonfus’'  s  inflrument 3  the  Goofe  b  ill  pincers ,  With 
andrvitbout  a  [creVp\  the  little  hook ^  the  piercer  Wtb  a 
pipe  j  and  the  fpatuUwbichreprefentsaGoofe  bill. 

Fig.  I,  It  and  III.  is  an  inflrument  called  an  Alphon/iae,  made  fit 
to  takeout  bullets  out  of  wounds  j  which  AlphonJ'm  Tprrlm ,  a 
Phyfitian  of  Naples ,  Lib .  z.  de  vulner  fclopet ♦  cap*  3  dcfcribes 
in  thefe  words.  Yet  that  inflrument  which  men  call  the  Cranes- 
bill  j  mufl  not  be  forgotten ,  for  that  it  is  alfo  an  excellent  inftru- 
ment  to  draw  forth  any  thing,  and  commended  by  all  both  old  and 
new  Chyrurgiansj  wherewith  not  onlyfmal!  bullets  are  taken  out 
of  the  moil  difficult  places ,  but  alfo  pieces  of  Armour  ,  and  many 
other  things.  To  this  we  (that  it  may  be  more  commodioufly 
and  firmly  held  in  the  hand  ,  and  fo  bullets  and  other  flrange  things 
in  wounds  maybe  found  out  morecertainly  )  have  added  rings  for 
pincers  ,  after  this  fashion.  Thering  A  oftbe  firfl  Figure,  thruft 
totheformerpartof  it,  shuts  the  inflrument ;  thering  B  of  the 
fecond  Figure  being  drawn  back  to  the  handle,  the  inflrument  is 
opened.  The  third  Figure  is  the  inflrument  which  now  holds  the 

bullet.  .  f  , 

The  Figures  of  the  following  inflruments,  are  taken  forth  of  the 

Treatile  of  Barthol*  Maggiu*  ,  concerning  the  cure  of  wounds  made 
by  bullets  from  great  and  fmali  guns. 

Fig.  IV.  is  a  pair  of  pincers  with  a  Goofe-bill,  which  hath  a 
fcrew  about  the  handle,  that  it  may  lay  fall  hold  of  the  bullet. 

Fig.  V.  is  a  little  iron  hook  which  ferveth  to  bring  forth 
bullets. 

Fig,vr.  is  a  pair  of  pincers  with  a  Goofe-bill,  whichifit  hada 
fcrew  were  like  to  the  former. 

Fig.  VII.  is  a  moll  sharp  piercer,  in  its  pipe ,  with  which  gun¬ 
shot  are  taken  forth* 

Fig.  VIII.  is  thepiercer  without  the  pipe. 

Fig.  IX.  is  afpatula  with  a  Goofe-bill  j  provided  to  receive  and 
take  forth  final!  bullets. 

The  Alphonfine  inflrument  and  Goofe-bill  pincers,  mufl  be 
made  a  third  part  greater  j  but  the  pipe  withthe  piercer  muft  be  as 
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great  again.  %*Ambrof.Par<£Ut  in  his  Chyrurgery  hath  defcribed 
more  indruments  to  the  life  ,  where  he  treats  of  wounds  by  gun¬ 
shot  ;  but  they  are  not  better  forthefe  purpoles  :  and  To  hath  Guilt. 
Vabritw  Hildanut ,  Cent,  /.  obfervat.  LXXX1X.  Wherefore  there 
are  divers  forts  of  indruments  that  are  good  to  rake  out  bullets 
from  the  wounded  parts,  according  to  the  variety  of  the  wound, 
and  the  fashion  of  the  body  that  mud:  be  taken  cut :  whereof  fome 
lay  hold  and  draw  out ,  either  as  they  are  sharp  and  fo  only  duck 
into  the  bullets  (  Fig.  VIII. )  or  as  they  are  dented  at  the  end ; 
and  fome  are  (freight  ( Table  IV.  Figure  T.  Table  IX.  Figure  VI. 
and  in  this  Table  Figure  I.)  and  others  are  crooked  (Table  IX. 
Figure  X)  to  beufedasthc  bullet  went  in  (freight  or  crookedly  ; 
fome  take  and  receive  the  bullet  in  ,  as  they  are  broader  and  hollow 
at  the  end  j  (  Figure  IV,  V,  VI  and  IX. )  others  Jay  hold  and  take 
it  in  together  ( Table  XIV.  Fig.  IX. )  But  if  the  bullet  found  by 
the  Probe  mud  be  drawn  forth  by  a  pair  of  Pincers  ,  principal 
care  mud  be  had  that  the  lips  of  the  wound ,  and  the  inward  parts 
of  it  (  namely  the  Arteries ,  Veins  ,  Nerves  and  Tendans )  be  not 
hurt  nor  laied  hold  of:  for  if  this  be  done  mod  cruel  pains,  and 
great  inflammations  ,  v/ith  great  danger  of  life  ,  are  produced  $ 
beddes  a  mod  fearfull  dux  of  blood  following.  Wherefore  to 
prevent  fuch  fymptoms ,  let  the  Pincers  never  be  opened  ,  unlefs 
you  feel  the  bullet  at  the  end  of  it;  for  then  mult  the  Pincers  be 
opened  ,  and  the  bullet  laid  hold  on  by  them  ,  and  pulled  forth*  ^

Of  the  Pipe  that  is  all  folid,  and  of  Pipes  that  hare  holes 
on  the  fides\  and  of  their  file ,  wherewith  being  put  in  .  o 
the  Arm sy  the  Uamerods  and  Ulcers  of  the  right  gut  are 
burnt  and  dyied up  \  of  the  glafs  alfo  by  Which  the  nipies a 
hid  in  the  bre aft s ,  are  drawn  out . 

Fig.  I.  isan  indrument  fit  to  dry  up  the  Hemrods  within  ,  that 
either  fwell  or  fuperficially  exulcerate  the  inteftine;  namely,  a 
fmall  iron  pipe,  which  is  put  up  into  the  fundament ;  it  hath 
shoulders,  and  is  shut  at  bottom  ,  led  the  red  hot  iron  (  Fig.  J  V.  ) 
which  is  frequently  put  in  and  drawn  out  of  the  hollow  of  the  pipe, 
should  go  in  higher  then  it  ought  to  do. 

Fig.  ir* 
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Fig.  II  and  III.  are  pipes  alfo  to  thruft  into  the  fundament,  but 
they  are  perforated  on  the  fide  (according  to  the  fcituationof  a 
callous  and  deep  ulcer,  which  will  not  yceld  to  topical  medica¬ 
ments  ;  into  thefe  is  thruft  a  red  hot  iron  Fig.  IV.  )  with  thefe 
pipes  the  found  parts  are  defended  from  the  immediate  touch  of 
the  fire,  that  only  the  ulcer  rnoft  fafely  may  be  touched  twice  or 
thrice  with  a  red  hot  iron. 

Fig*  IV.  is  the  ftile  which  is  made  red  hot ,  and  is  thruft  into  the 
perforated  pipes  ;  and  into  the  folid  pipe  alfo  to  dry  up  the  internal 
Emrods,  and  thofe  that  are  fwoln;  and  to  cure  the  ulcers  of  the  right 
gut,  be  they  fuperficial  or  deep, 

Fig*V.  is  a  hollow,  long  ,  narrow  glafs  ,  having  a  mouth  at  one 
end,  which  isasgreat  as  to  receive  rheniple;  but  at  the  other  end 
ithathafmall  hole  with  a  long  pipe  j  wherewith  the  Patient  her 
fell,  by  fucking,  draws  forth  her  nipple  that  lies  fecret ,  fo  that 
the  infant  may  lay  hold  of  it  with  its  mouth,  and  draw  out  the 
mothers  milk.

Of  acrookjo  draw  forth  the  dead  Child ;  of  the  fpecula  ani  - 
fpeculum  matricisj  circles  for  the  womb ,  and  the  de¬ 
ceit  full  pincers . 

Fig.  I.  is  an  inftrument  with  two  crooks,  wherewith  the  dead 
child  is  drawn  forth  of  the  womb  ,  either  whole  9  or  cut  in 
pieces. 

Fig.  II.  is  an  inftrument  which  men  call  fpeculum  am,  and  of 
the  sheath  of  the  matrix  ;  becaufe  by  means  hereof  the  ulcers  of 
the  right  inteftine  are  feen  ,  and  ofthe  sheath  ofthe  matrix:  To 
know  the  quantity  and  quality  of  them  ,  that  part  of  the  fpeculum 
marked  with  A  ,  which  is  open  and  called  the  male,  is  ufed  for  men; 
but  the  part  that  is  shut  and  marked  with  B,  is  ufed  for  women,  and 
is  therefore  called  the  female. 

Fig.  III.  shews  the  fame  fpeculum  ,  and  that  part  which  is  ufed 
for  men  is  shut ,  and  the  other  part  for  women  isopen. 

Fig.  IV.  is  a  great  fpeculum  matrices ,  which  is  only  ufed  for  wo¬ 
men,  when  the  dead  child  is  to  be  cut  out ,  or  fome  ulcer  of  the 
matrix  mult  be  viewed.  Thefe inftruments  for  fight muft  be  made 
a  third  part  greater  then  they  are  printed  here.

Fig.  V,  VI,  VII and  VIII.  arecircles  for  the  matrix,  which  arc 
made  of  box;  which  after  the  womb  fallen  down  is  put  back  again, 
are  thruft  into  the  sheath  ,  that  the  womb  may  not  fall  down  any 
more.  Onthepart  A  that  they  look  inward  with,  they  are fome- 
thingcopped;  but  on  theother  part  B  they  are  blunt.  TheChy- 
rurgian  orPhyfitianmuft  havealwaies  ready  at  leaft  four  rings  for 
the  matrix,  which  mull  differ  only  in  magnitude,  that  he  may 
life  them  as  the  neck  of  the  matrix  is  greater  or  fmaller. 

Fig.  IX.  is  the  deceitfull  Pincer ;  which  if  it  deceive  not  the 
Patient,  yet  it  will  deceive  the  Chyrurgian  ,  as  it  was  the  opinion 
of  the  Ancients,  in  dilating  of  hollow  places.

Of  inftruments  whereby  the  foot  contracted  ,  is  by  degrees 
ftretched  out  again  >  and  the  elbow  grown  ftiff,  is  bent  by 
little  and  litt’e  •  the  artery  of  the  wrifi  wounded ,  is  prejfcd 
together ,  and  a  feton  is  cut  in  the  necks. 

Y^ig.  I*  is  an  inftrument  made  of  iron  ,  which  muff  be  applied  to 
Jr*  the  knee  that  is  crooked  and  drawn  together  ,  which  con  fill's  of 
divers  parts;  namely  of  theiron  Capfula  A,  which  the  fere  w 
B  palfesby,  and  it  is  faff  ned  to  a  ring  made  of  a  plate  of  iron,  fo 
broad  that  it  may  cover  the  whole  knee  C;  with  the  Jatchets  D  , 
that  it  may  be  shut  and  opened  ;  with  holes  in  the  outlide  E,  that 
it  may  be  drawn  back  with  the  cotton  and  lint ;  andlaftof  all  with 
an  iron  key  F  ,  by  the  means  whereof  the  iron  ring  m3y  be  drawn 
too,  and  the  leg  comes  into  a  right  poflurc. 

Fig.  II.  istheinfcriourand  half  part  of  thefcrewB,  fet  forth 
Figure  I. 

Fig.  III.  istheferew  B  of  Fig.  I.  out  of  its  place,  confiding  of 
two  parts;  of  which  the  upper  part  (  a  )  after  attraction  is  left  talt 
in  the  ring*  the  other  part  (b)  is  drawn  forth. 

This  inftrument  differs  mt  a.  little  from  that  which  Guillielm.  Fa- 
britiusHildanus,  iuhis  httlebook  de  combultionibus ,  writes  that 
he  invented .• 

Fig.  IV.  is  an  inftrument  made  of  divers  plates  of  iron,  and  per¬ 
forated  with  very  many  holes,  that  it  may  be  applied  with  cotton 
andlint3  and  fitted  to  the  arm  like  aileeve,  and  may  be  shut  and 

opened.

opened.  The  artery  of  the  wrift  is  prefled  together  with  a  ferew 
/having  a  broad  head,  which  this  inftrument  is  made  with,  be  it 
open  of  purpofc  or  by  accident ,  that  the  Patient  may  not  pour  forth 
his  life  with  his  blood. 

Fig.  V.  is  an  iron  inftrument  which  we  ufe  when  the  arm  can¬ 
not  be  bent.  This  inftrument  is  bended  by  degrees ,  by  means  of  a 
ferew.  The  inftrumentsof  this  Table,  Fig.  I.  IV  andV.  muftbe 
prepared  after  the  proportion  of  the  part  aftedted. 

-  Fig.  IV.  isa  pen  knife  with  two  edges ,  and  refembling  the  form 
of  a  mirtle  leaf ,  wherewith  a  feton  is  cut  in  the  neck  i  thepincers 
of  this  knife  is  pictured  and  deferibed  before  Table  VII.  Fig.  X.

O  f  divers  forts  of  iron  inftrument s ;  with  which ,  being 
.  made  red  hot ,  divers  parts  of  the  body  are  cauterifed 
for  divers  caufes ;  and  of  a  fmall  Lancet  to  cut  the  vef 
fels ,  and  to  open  impoftumations  in  the  skin  ,  and  to 
perforate  into  the  paj] ages  of  the  fundament  ,yard ,  and 
preput ium  that  are  shut. 

Fr  g.  I  and  II.  are  iron  inftruments  that  are  blunt  and  broad  at  the 
upper  end  5  with  which,  being  red  hot ,  not  only  ftrange  fluxes 
of  b:ood  are  flopped  ,  after  the  amputation  of  a  breaft,  or  a  fpha- 
celated  pm  ;  but  alfo  the  part  remaining  is  corroborated,  that  it 
may  receive  no  new  flux  of  humours  to  it.  *  Anno  i<53y.in  thetime 
of  the  Plague,  a  certain  Senatour  of  Ulma,  who  isyet  alive  ,  was 
tormented  aboutthe  fundament  with  a  peftilent  carbuncle,  which 
was  great  and  black  ,  which  linking  into  the  inward  parts  quite 
vanished  away  ,  and  it  threatned  certain  death :  To  draw  back  this 
carbuncle,  I  applied  the  inftruments  Fig.  I  and II.  very  well  fired 
bycourfe,  near  the  fundament ,  that  it  might  not  be  exafperated 
by  the  touch  of  them  ;  but  might  only  feel  the  force  of  the  fire  , 
that  the  Patient  might  well  indure  it,  whereby  the  carbuncle  might 
be  drawn  forth  again  ;  when  I  had  drawn  it  forth  ,  I  made  an  elcar 
there,  with  the  iron  inftrument  Fig.  III.  following  j  to  make  the 
dear  fall,  I  applied  a  cataplafm  that  in  two  dates  time  madeafe* 
parationof  it ;

Sennertus  deferibedthis  cataplalm ;  and  the  Anceltoursof  Sprge- 
lius  ,  in  the  low  Countries ,  held  it  fora  fecrer ,  becaufe  it  excel¬ 
lently  well  takes  away  all  Efcars.  When  the  Elcar  was  gone  ,  I  laid 
upon  the  ulcer  the  unguent  citrinurn ,  which  hath  a  force  to  digelt, 
attradt,  to  ingender  flesh,  and  to  refill  poifon ;  about  the  ulcer  I 
applied  the  plaiftcr  called  Album  cettum  •  at  lall  I  cicatrifed  it  with 
the  plai filer  Dinpalma. 

Fig.  Ill  and  IV.  are  round  adtual  cauteries ,  wherewith  the  cor¬ 
rupted  bone  is  touched, that  it  may  feparatefrom  the  found  bone. 

'  Fig.  VI  and  VII.  are  oval  like  at  the  end  j  wherewith  the  Hem- 
rods  that  run  too  much,  are  touched  feverally. 

Fig.  VIII,  IX,  X  and  XI.  are  adtual  cauteries  round  at  the  end  , 
which  are  thruft  into  hollow  teeth  to  hinder  the  rottcnnels  of  them. 
The  figure  marked  with  altar  is  a  fireight  Lancet,  cutting  with 
both  edges. .  With  this  the  French  and  Italians  very  happily  open 
veins  to  let  blood :  With  this  the  fundament  of  children  new  born, 
and  the  yard  not  perforated  is  opened :  With  this,  in  Germany, fon¬ 
tanels  of  the  limbs  are  made.

Ft  gT.  is  a  pair  of  pincers,  wherewith  not  only  bones  are  cur  off 
that  rife  up.in  fradturcs  with  wounds,  and  cannot  be  let  toge¬ 
ther  again  j  but  alfo  thofe  which  by  their  sharpnefs  prick  the 
brain;  with  this  pair  of  pincers  alfo  ,  the  fingers  of  the  hand  are

Fig*  III*  is  a  crooked  knife  wherewith  the  flesh  is  cut  in  fo  far 
as  the  bone  which  muft  be  law'd  off,  and  is  neceflary  before  the 
amputation  of  the  Lcgor  Arm. 

Fig.  IV.  is  a chizel  wherewith  not  only  the  tops  of  thefingers 
are  cut  off  *  but  alfoofthearm  and  of  the  radius. 

Fig.  V.  is  a  hammer  made  of  the  hardeft  wood. 

Fig.  VI.  is  a  block  of  wood  ,  which  is  round  and  high  j  upon 
which  the  parts  to  be  broken  oifmuft.be  placed.

Fro  I.  shews  the  fashion  of  that  inflrument  which  Hippocrates 
calls  ap&lut ,  with  thofe  things  that  are  added  to  it. 

Fig.  11.  is  the  inflrument  called  Ambi ,  divided  into  its  parts, 
( namely  the  pillar  A  5  the  wooden  fpatha  or  Ambi ,  properly  fo  cal¬ 
led,  B  j  and  the  pin  Cj  which  holds  the  turning  zAmhi  B ,  in  its 
pillar  A  )  Ambi  is  thus  deferibed  by  Hippocrates ,  Section t  6  De 

Art>  culls,  ■  ‘ 

Letthepeeceofwood  B  be  almoft  five  or  four  fingers  broad , 
and  two  fingers  thick,  orelfenot  fo  thick}  but  in  length  two  cu¬ 
bits,  or  foirewhatlefs  }  whofeoneend  D  muft  be  round  and  very 
narrow  in  that  part ,  and  exceeding  thin  j  but  it  muft  be  very  high, 
and  in  the  uppermoft  part  of  the  roundnefs  it  muft  a  little  flick  out, 
wherewith  it  reaches  not  the  i^e  but  the  tep  of  the  arm,  that  the 
arm- pit  fi-t  under  it ,  it  may  fe  fitted  to  the  fide:  I  addrha^rhis 
pieceofwood  muft  have  three  ho.es,  through  which  thongs  of 
leather  may  be  put ,  wherewith  the  arm  muftbefaft  bound  to  the

Fig.  Ilk  is  a  ladder,  whofe  uppermoft  round  hath  a  round  body 
upon  it  E  ,  which  is  put  under  the  arm- pit ,  between  the  fide  and 
top  of  the  shoulder  5  after  this  the  Chyrurgian  draws  downward 
~  ‘  '  the 
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the  arm  out  of  joint,  but  not  bound  to  the  /path  a ;  another  of  the 
Servants  laying  hold  of  his  neck  and  top  of  his  shoulder ,  shall  draw 
likewife  on  the  other  fide  j  athird  shall  lay  hold  of  his  whole  body 
and  draw  downwards  alfo,  on  the  other  fide  of  the  ladder.  Seethe 
fashion  of  this  operation  in  Galen,  comm,  in  Lib *  Hippoc.  de  Articulis . 
Alfothis  Ladder  hath  four  pullies ,  fortheufe  of  Nileus  his  Hnthe- 
Wn,  which  shall  be  explained  underneath  Fig.  V. 

Fig. IV*  isthe  form  of  an  inftrument  called  Glofficomon ,  for 
the  fra&ures  of  the  thigh  and  the  leg,  to  hold  them  fa  ft  together 
when  the  Patient  is  removed  from  his  bed,  whereon  he  lieth ,  into 
another  bed  till  that  be  made  ;  and  it  is  exceeding  fit  for  it.  The 
defeription  of  this  Gloffocomon  found  in  Galen,  comm.  lib.  Hippocr. 
de  Frailuris ,  is  thus:  This  inllrumcnt  called  Gloffocomon  was  in¬ 
vented  by  the  latter  Phyfitians  to  hold  faft  ,  when  the  thigh  or  leg 
is  broken  i  the  making  of  which,  and  the  ufeof  it,  I  shallan- 
nex  hereunto.  And  indeed  this  feems  not  to  me  to  be  invented  to 
no  purpofe  j  and  if  cither  thigh  or  leg  be  broken,  it  is  moft  con¬ 
veniently  applied ,  where  the  callous  may  compafs  it  about.  It 
hath  at  the  lower  part  the  Axis  A,  to  which  muft  be  tied  the  ends 
of  the  firings  that  extend  divers  waies  j  let  the  firings  be  faftned 
upon  the  utmoft  parts  of  the  bone  that  is  cured  j  and  make  them 
fo  Df  two  bands  BandC,  that  both  of  them  may  have  four  ends, 
two  on  the  right  fide  F,  and  as  many  on  the  left  fide  G.  From 
thefeends  ,thofe  things  which  are  belonging  to  the  lower  firing  B, 
muft  be  drawn  to  the  axletree,  by  the  holes  made  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  Gloffocomon  D  ;  and  thofe  things  thar  belong  to  the 
uppermoft  firing,  muft  firft  proceed  to  the  upper  parts  j  then  they 
alfo  muft  be  put  through  the  perforated  fides  of  the  Gloffocomon , 
whereby  they  are  faftned  in  the  holes  of  the  ferew  F  j  but  on  both 
fides  ,  on  the  outfide  of  the  Glofocomon  F  and  G  ,  the  ends  of 
the  upper  firing  G  muft  be  carried  to  the  axis.  For  thefe  things 
being  fo  ordered  ,  one  turning  about  of  the  axis,  will  equally  ex- 
tend^both  firings,  that  dowaward  which  is  bound  to  the  lower 
part  of  the  broken  bone ;  but  the  other  upward  fo ,  that  where  the 
lerr  Jieth  you  may  afterwards  daily  correct  this  ftretching  of  the 
firings  divers  waies,  by  extending  more  or  lefs forcibly.  Therefore 
the  axis  extends  the  firing  B,  which  is  in  the  lower  part ,  drawing

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ankles ;  and  To  the  leg  is  to  be  kept  extended  divers  wales' 

Fig.  V.  is  a  drawing  inftrument  called  Plintheum  Nilei  ;  and  it 
is  made  after  the  pattern  of  thofe  which  are  called  long  and  fquare 
wind-Iafts.  This  inftrument  hath  two  Tides  (a)  four  hands 
breadth  long,  'and  a  finger  thick  overthwart,  which  at  both  ends 
are  compacted  together  with  two  crofs  board i  (b)  which  have  in 
the  middle  the  hole  (c  )  through  which  the  cords  {h)  are  put. 
The  thicknefsand  breadth  of  the  Tranforus  ,  is  equal  to  the  fides  ; 
but  the  length  of  them  is  a  full  hand  breadth:  wherefore  rightly  is 
fuch  a  joining  together  made,  that  the  Tides  (a)  may  be  fotir  hands 
breadth  long;  and  theTranTorus  ( b  )  but  one.  The  wholeinftru- 
ment  is  made  long  waies  j  yet  if  a  man  .will ,  he  may  make  the  fides 
shorter  then  I  havefaid,  fincethe  inftrument  performs  its  operati¬ 
on  by  one  axletrce :  Therefore  the  fides ,  in  the  middle ,  are  perfora-? 
ted  with  round  holes,  through  which  the  axletree(^)  pafies,  whole 
left  end  ,  where  it  pafies  without  the  fide,  hath  a  wooden  handle  (<?.) 
Alfoin  this  inftrument  there  are  fourironrings  (/)  faftnedtothe 
fides,  with  as  many  leather  fixings  hanging  down  ,  two  at  the  lower 
part ,  and  two  at  the  upper  part ,  that  it  may  he  faftned  to  the  ladder 
Fig.  III.  To  both  ends  of  the  axletree  there  are  wheels  added  (g  ) 
and  totheir  ftops  (i)  that  they  may  hold  firm  the  axletree  turned 
about  by  the  handle.  So  that  if  the  arm,  outofjoint,  cannot  be  re¬ 
duced  either  by  a  band  put  under  the  arrft-pit,  (Tab.  XXIII  Fig. II.) 
nor  yet  by  alinnen  cloath  wrapt  on  a  heap  (Table  XXIV.  Fig  I.)this 
inftrument  muft  be  tied  to  the  ladder;  and  thearmmuft  be  ex  ten¬ 
ded  after  the  lame  fashion  and  manner  ,  as  it  is  found  to  be  done  ia 
Oribajhu  lib.de  Machinament.  cap  14. 

Fig.  VI.  is  a  long,  hollow  trunk,  wherein  the  leg  or  thigh  ,  being 
broken  or  out  of  joint  is  laid  jit  hiuft  be  filled  withTowhards,for  the 
whole  part  muft  be  laid  in  the  hollow  trunk, rather  than  half, Hippoc„ 
deoific.  wr^  ThisCapfulahaththeholeGatthe  bottom  to  receive 
the  heel ,  and  at  the  end  a  long  board  for  the  foie  of  the  foot  to  reft 
again  ft. 

Fig.  VII.  reprefents  the  beft  reducing  of  the  shoulder  fallen  be¬ 
neath  the  arm  pit;  that  is,  which  Fabritiuf\ab  Aqmp  end.  defer  ibes 
thus.  The  end  of  the  fpatha  muft  be  let  under  the  arm-pit  of  the 
shoulder  out  ofjoint ,  between  the  fide  and  the  top  of  the  shoulder  3 
the  reft  of  the  plank  Imuft  be  bound  placed  all  at  length, with  the 
arm  on  the  infide ;  firft,  immediately  under  the  top  of  the  shoulder 
disjointed  ;  next  above  the  elbow, and  laft  upon  the  wrift.This  being 
done  the  Patient  muft  be  fet  upon  a  Teat  E ,  and  his  arm  bound  to 
the  plank  muft  be  fitted  to  the  beam  or  pillar  ( Fig.  II.

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of  a  pin  (Fig.  II*  C)  fc  that  the  pillar  be  between  the  ribs,  and  the 
plank  bound  co  the  arm  (Fig.VU*F. )  The  Patientandpiilar  being 
thusfcituated  ,  theChyrui'gian  G  ,  on  theone  fide ,  shall  pull  the 
arm  downward  j  and  on  the  other  fide  his  lervant  H,  taking  hold  of 
the  neck  and  shoulder  of  the  Patient,  shall  iikewife  pull  him  down¬ 
ward.  Forwhileftthe  Chyrurgian  pulls  the  arm  downward,  the

The  other  v/aies  of  redu¬ 
cing  the  shoulder  out  of  joint  $  namely,  by  the  Theflalian  feat*  the 
double  door ;  the  crofs  neam ,  and  the  Peftle  ,  are  found  defended 
in  Galen  j  in  comm .

Oj^Vitruvius  bis-drawing  Engine  }  the  fmall  girdle  and 
Remora  oy'Hildanus  and  Hippocrates  bis  form . 

Fig.  I.  is  a  drawing  Engine  with  a  fmall  cord  ;  by  which  weufe 
to  extend  joints  diflocated,  and  fratftures  5  it  is  taken  out  of  Vt~ 
truvius  lib.  1  p.  cap  4. 

Fig,  11.  is  a  little  girdle  (wherewith  the  arm  is  compafTed  in 
above  the  wri ft  3  the  thigh  above  theknee  5  and  the  leg  above  the 
ankles)  with  two  fmall  hooks. 

Fig.  III.  is  an  inftrument  called  a  Remora,  which  in  diflocati- 

Ions  of  the  shoulder  toward  the  lower  parts  ,  is  put  under  the  arm- 
pit  ,  that  the  knot  of  the  shoulder  may  be  anfwerable  to  the  head, 
andthepin  B  may  faften  the  Remora  j  although  this  inftrument 
which  GuiU.  Yabritm  Hildanm  fets  forth  and  describes  Cent,  f .  Ob/l 
86.  with  the  way  to  ufe  it,  be  highly  commended  by  the  latter.* 
Chyrurgiansj  yet  the  laxations  of  the  shoulder  are  far  more  happi¬ 
ly  reduced  by  Hippocrates  his  fpatba,  if  they  cannot  bekt  with  the 
hand ,  than  by  the  Remora  or  any  other  inftrument. 
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Fig.  IV.  is  Hippocrates  Form, which  is  moll  convenient  to  reftore 
and  fet  again  limbs  broken  or  out  of  joint.  The  Board  A  is  prepared 
fix  cubits  long,  and  two  in  breadth ;  it  hath  nine  fingers  ovcrthwarc 
in  the  thicknefs  Ai^where  it  is  to  be  turned  upward*  This  board  hath 
four  other  boards,  which  are  round  in  the  upper  parts  ;  namely  two, 
and  again  two  at  both  ends  B  :  Hippocrates  calls  fuch  timber  boards 
< pxlocg  3  in  the  breadth  they  are  perforated  ,  and  in  the  holes  the  axle, 
trees  C  pafs  through,which  at  the  ends  have  handles  D  to  turn  them 
about  3  the  whole  plank ,  from  the  middle  to  the  end  ,  hath  hollow 
places  E,  thatare  4.  fingers  in  breadth  diftance  one  from  the  other; 
whofe’breadth  and  depth  is  equally  three  fingers  broad  overthwarr, 
in  which  a  round  piece  of  wood  is  fet  F. Hippocrates  calls  thefe  holes 
that  go  not  quite  through  ^zrfrgfiThis  Form,  belides  the  four  (px'uc 
G  at  the  end  hath  two  other  Polls  in  the  middle,  which  contain  the 
crofs  piece  of  timber  H  ,  in  the  upper  hole  to  reduce  the  thigh  llipt 
forward  in  the  hinder  and  external  part ;  whereof  fee  Oribajius  lib.de 
Machin.cap.i7  O'  38.  The  Form  Hands  on  fix  feet, that  it  may  be  lif¬ 
ted  up  with  mens  hands ,  and  removed  from  place  to  place.  To  the 
-  little  wheels  of  the  Form,  Remoras  may  befitted' which  may  keep 
the  axle-trees  ends  unmoveable.  I  shal  declare  the  ufe  of  this  Form 
of  Hippocrates,  underneath  Tab  XXV.  left  young  Practitioners  may 
have  the  fame  mifchance  that  I  knew  ,  in  my  time,  at  Paduabefe  1  a 
Chyrurgian  and  a  Phyfitian  ,  who  was  otherwife  mod  famous  for  his 
skil.  This  man  when  he  had  need  of  this  Form  to  extend  a  fradhire 
oftheleg;  but  having  borrowed  it  knew  not  how  to  ufe  it ,  to  his 
great  difg  race,  was  Withshame  conftrain’d  to  learn  the  ufe  of  the 
Form,  from  one  of  whom  he  had  borrowed  it,almoft  againft  his  wil.

of  the  fettlng  of  a  shoulder  broken  •,  and  the  reducing  of  the 
shoulder ,  arm  and  thigh  bones ,  put  out  of  joint* 

xg.  I.  teaches  how  to  extend  and  to  fet  the  shoulder  bone  that  is 
broken  •  which  Hippocrates  Se8,6,de  fraffur.text.y.defcribes  ex¬ 
cellently.  Wherefore  the  moll  exa£t  diftance  of  the  arm  is  this.  A 
piece  of  Timber  of  a  cubit  long  A,  or  fomewhat  shorter*  as  are 
the  handles  of  fpades  ,  muft  be  bound  on  bothfides  with  the  cord 
B ,  and  hanged  up ;  but  the  man  placed  upon  fome  high  ftoofmuft: 
fo  lean  upon  it  with  his  hand,  that  the  handle  may  be  fo  placed 

under 
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under  his  arm- pit,  thathecan  hardly  fitdown,  bufmay  remain 
almoft  hanged  up.  Then  fome  one  firm  bolder  or  many  C,  being 
laid  under  and  above  it,  at  that  height  which  may  anfwer  to  the 
arm  placed  at  bright  angle  •  it  were  better  to  hang  by  a  broad  and 
foft  thong  of  leather ,  or  a  broad  band  tied  about  it  D,  feme  heavy 
weight  £  that  may  gently  dretchit,  or  elfe  fome  other  ftrong 
man  may  forcibly  draw  the  arm  downwards  at  the  bending  of  the 
arm  Fig*  II.  but  thePhyfitian  (landing  and  placing  onefoot  on  a 
higher  place,  mull  attempt  the  cure,  and  with  the  palms  of  his 
hands  fet  the  bone  j  which  truly  will  be  eafily  done ,  for  this  way  of 
extending  is  commendable  if  a  man  ufe  it  rightly.  Others  com¬ 
mend  the  way  that  Celjus  ufed  to  extend  theshoulders ,  whichhe 
deferibes  very  darkly ,  Lih.  8.  cap  10.  butFix/ius  hath  clearly  ope- 
ned  the  meaning  of  his  words  intirely,  in  his  comm.  upon  the  for¬ 
mer  words  of  Hippocrates  $  to  which  1  tlrnkfitallotofubfcribe. 

Fig.  II.  is  the  reducing  of  the  arm  out  of  joint,  accordingto 
Hippocrates  his  mind,  where  the  elbow  is  flipt  foith  to  the  invvard 
or  outward  part  ;  the  ddlention  mud  be  fo  ordered  that  the  arm 
may  be  placed  at  a  right  angle  withthe  shoulder.  B  ut  it  behooves 
us  to  lift  up  the  arm  pit  with  the  bard  F  put  under  it;  and  to  lay 
the  arm  upon  fomething ,  and  about  the  joint  to  hang  fome  weigh¬ 
ty  matter  Fig.  I.  or  elfe  to  prefs  it  downwards  with  the  afififtants 
hand?,  as  in  this  Figure.  But  while  ft  the  joint  is  hanged  up,  itisne - 
ceffary  to  thru  ft  hard  with  the  fore  part  of  the  palms  of  the  hands.  'This 
Figure  is  convenient ,  whilcjl  the  arm  is  bound,  hanged  up  and  placed* 
When  it  Hips  forth  on  the  hinder  fide,  it  mull  be  fuddenly  exten¬ 
ded  ,  and  withthe  fore  part  of  rhe  palms  of  the  hands  forced  into 
its  place  again,  which  alfo  mull  be  obferved  in  reducing  other 
bones.  When  it  flips  forth  intothefore  part,  laymga  linnen  cloath 
uponit,  wrapt  up  in  form  of  a  ball »  it  is  necelTury  at  once  to  bend 
and  reduce  it.  Table  XXIV.  Fig.  I.  But  if  it  flip  into  the  other,  or 
hinder  part,  when  it  is  reduced,  both  of  thefe  alfo  mull  be  done: 
See  Table  XXIV.  Fig.  I. 

Fig.  III.  shews  Hippocrates  his  way  of  reducing  the  shoulder  flipt 
under  the  arm-pit.  Forthough  thatbethe  moll  excellent  way  of 
reducing,  which  was  commended  a  little  before,  Table  XXI.  Fig. 
VI.  yet  this  which  follows  comes  next  to  it,  which  our  old  man 
feems  to  commend  in  thefe  words.  Wherefore  they  whofe  shoul¬ 
ders  flips  often  forth,  may  for  rhe  mod  part  reduce  itthemlelves. 
For  thrufting  under  the  arm  pits  the  knuckles  of  the  fingers  of  the 
other  hand  ,  they  thruft  the  joint  upwaid  ,  and  they  draw  the  bun¬ 
ched  part  of  the  arm  to  their  bread.  Alfo  after  this  manner  the 

Phyfitian 
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Phyfitian  shall  force  it  into  its  place  j  if  the  inward  part  of  the  joint 
beflipt  forth,  putting  his  finger  under  the  arm-pit,  he  shall  fet 
his  head  to  the  top  of  the  shoulder  and  bri  ng  it  back  from  the  fides ; 
but  fetting  his  knees  to  the  binding  of  the  elbow  with  his  arm  ,  he 
shall  thruit  it  to  the  fines.  But  it  is  neceflary  that  he  who  reduces 
it  should  have  ftrong  hands ,  or  elfe  he  muftdoit  with  his  hands 
and  his  head  j  and  fome  other  that  afiifts  him  ,  mud  bring  the  bun¬ 
ched  part  that  fticks  forth  unto  his  breaft. 

Fig.  IV.  is  the  reducing  of  the  thigh  out  of  joint,  whichH/ppo- 
rr^fr^deferibes  as  it  here  follows.  But  the  hip  is  thus  reduced,  whe¬ 
ther  it  flip  forward  or  inward.  A  ladder  is  fet  in  the  ground , 
whereupon  the  man  fits  with  his  found  leg  lightly  extended  ,  and 
boondabout  it  with  the  beft  convenience  j  but  to  his  leg  out  of 
joint  G ,  there  is  hanged  a  basket  H  full  of  ftoncs ,  or  fome  earthen 
veflel  full  of  water :  See  the  Figure  of  it  in  Galen,  comm.  4.  in  Hip. 
poor,  de  artic.  text.  lib,  4.

Of  the  cure  of  the  d’tflocation  of  the  elbow  ,  of  the  hand ,  and 

of  the  neck  bone. 

Fig.  I.  reprefents  another  way  of  reducing  the  elbow  out  of  joint, 
according  to  Hippocrates  his  opinion.  But  it  is  expedient  to  put 
a fwathe band  wound  up  together,  or  a  linnen  cloaih  folded 
hard,  yet  not  very  great,  laidathwart  on  that  part  where  the  ben^- 
ding  of  the  arm  is,  then  to  bend  the  arm  fuddenly,  and  as  much 
as  pofiibly  you  can ,  to  bring  the  hand  to  the  head  of  the  shoulder ; 
for  this  way  is  very  fufficient  for  thofe  who  have  it  flipt  forth  for¬ 
wards  orbackwards. 

Fig.  II*  the  hand  out  of  joint  is  reduced.  Now  the  hand  flipt 
forth,  either  to  the  infide  or  outfide  ,  but  molt  commonly  to  rhe 
infide.  It  is  a  certain  fign  when  it  is  ILpt  into  the  infide,  for  it 
cannot  be  bended  -  and  when  to  the  outfide  the  fingers  cannot  be 
extended.  In  reducing  of  it  place  the  fingers  upon  a  Form ,  or  up¬ 
on  a  Table,  and  let  them  be  ftretched  divers  waies  by  twoperlbns 
that  are  afiiftants.  That  part  of  the  bone  which  fticks  out,  muft  be 
xepulfed  either  by  the  upper  part  of  the  Chyrurgians  palm  of  his 
&and ,  or  with  his  heel  alfo ,  and  be  forced  into  the  former  and 
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lower  part;  but  from  undernearh  near  the  other  bone,  forae  foft 
ball  mutt  be  put ,  with  the  hand  downward,  where  the  laxation  is 
on  the  upper  part  ;  but  the  hand  upward  ,  where  it  is  on  the  lower 

parr.  .  / 

Fig.  III.  shews  the  redu&'on  of  the  neck  bone,  which  Gakn 
defcribes ,  comm.  z.  in  Lib.  tl.poocr.  deartic.  text.  73.  If  that  part  of 
the  eavel  bone ,  which  is  joined  with  the  bread  bone ,  break  forth 
fide  waies,  or  toward  the  lower  part,  then  Hipocrates  faith  it  will  be 
conveniently  reduced  ,  if  a  man  belaid  on  his  back,  layingapil- 
low  between  his  shoulders  qear  the  back  bone,  or  elfe  a  boulder 
orfomefuch  thing,  that  by  this  means  the  whole  bread  may  bend; 
this  he  exprefled  by  the  word  ;  which  the  Poet  ufed  alfo, 

tsfecppvSi*  oiT&mfy 

Wherefore  a  man  lying  in  that  pofture  ,  he  commands  that  the 
Chyrurgian  ,  with  one  hand ,  shall  thrud  back  the  topof  the  shoui- 
der which  is  removed  to  the  fide,  toward  the  outward  part ;  forfo 
the  parts  of  the  neck  bone  drawn  away ,  will  much  retire  amongft 
themfelves ,  the  bended  podure  of  the  bread  conducing  very  much 
thereunto;  and  with  the  other  hand  he  shall  let  and  bring  toge¬ 
ther,  the  parts  of  the  neck  bone  that  were  diflocated :  But  the 
shoulder  to  be  thrud  up  near  the  fide,  fometimes  itfufRcethto  be 
joined  afterwards.

Of  the  reduction  of  the  ankle  bone  diflocated ;  of  the  e\*~ 
tenfion  of  the  leg  broken  3  and  l trebling  of  the  back  bone 
fltpt  outward* 

Fig.  I.  shews  the  redu&ion  ofthe  ankle  bone,  which  Oribaftta 
Lib.  de  Machmamaitis  cap.  40,  defcribes;  The  ankle  bone  fome¬ 
times  flips  forth  inwardly;  fometimes  alfo  it  is  turned  toward 
the  hinder  part.  When  it  flips  into  thole  parts  it  is  convenient  to 
lay  a  man  upon  his  back  (upon  Hippocrates  his  Form  )  the  leg  of¬ 
fended  being  dretched  forth  ;  and  upon  the  leg  (prefently  under 
the  knee  )  onemnd  bind  about  a  cord,  after  the  fashion  as  it  is 
bound  on  the  top  Mad  of  a  Ship  A  ,  and  extend  equally  ,  and  bring 
the  ends  of  it  on  the  hinder  part  to  the  axle-tree  which  is  above  the 
head  5  but  on  the  ankle  he  mud  tie  the  knot  or  fandal  B,  and  bind 
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the  ends  of  it  to  the  nether  axletree  ;  and  then  either  draw  the  part 
v  divers  waies,  orholditfo,  and  extend  from  the  lower  parti  and 
the  firings  being  drawn  as  much  as  need  is,  he  muft  force  itback 
again  conveniently ,  when  it  is  ftarted  forth  to  the  inward  or  out¬ 
ward  part ;  but  wnen  it  is  gone  to  the  hinder  part ,  he  muft  draw 
it  out  i  for  now  force  to  draw  it  forth  is  very  convenient  for  that 
pofture. 

But  if  in  afra&ureof  the  shin  bone,  or  the  minor  forrile ,  or 
of  "both  bones  at  once  ,  the  leg  cannot  be  extended  with  the  hands; 
Jet  the  Patient  be  placed  upon  Hippocrates  his  Form,  and  let  the 
carchefian  ligature  A  be  put  about  the  leg  below  the  kneej  but 
let  thefandalian  B  be  bound  above  the  ankles;  afterwards  let  the 
leg  be  extended  by  the  bands  drawn  divers  waies,  and  let  the  fra¬ 
cture  be  fot  together. 

Fig.  11.  shews  the  extenfion  and  impulfion  of  the  fpina  dorfi , 
diflocated  toward  the  external  parts*  This  is  eafily  prepared  ,  if  the 
halfPoIt  G,  in  the  Form  of  Hippocrates ,  fet  forth  Table  XXII. 
Fig.  IV.  be  removed  with  the  Priapifcus  F,  and  into  the  hole  of 
the  right  Poft  A  ,  fome  hollow  piece  of  wood  B  be  let  down,  which 
may  receive  the  Spatha  C  to  be  made  faft  with  the  pin  D ,  that  it 
fall  not  out.  This  being  done  let  the  Patient  be  laied  with  his  face 
downwards  upon  the  Form;  then  let  two  cords  be  put  about  his 
middle  ,  one  above  E  ,  and  the  other  below  F  the  bunch  of  the 

back,  whofe  ends  muft  be  carried  oppofitely  to  the  axletree ,  that 
being  turned  about  they  may  equally  extend  the  backbone.  That 
piece  of  Timber  which  receives  the  Spatha  or  crofs bar  ,  muft  have 
at  leaf!  threefquare holes ,  that  the  crofs  bar  ,  for  the  greatnefs  of 
the  bunch  on  the  back  ,  may  be  fitted  to  it ,  on  the  upper  middle 
orloweft  part  of  it.  Lift  of  all  the  Spatha,  being  fet  upon  the 
bunch  of  the  back  ,  and  prefted  down  with  the  great  viojenceof  the 
Chyrurgian,  the  diflecation  is  forced  in.  This  way  or  impulfion 
differs  much  from  that  which  Oribafnu  lib*  ds  Mttchin.  cap.  3y *  def- 
cribes,  in  words  and  manner ,  very  obfeurely.

Of  the  extending  of  the  Thigh  broken  into  divers  parts ,  and 
the  fetting  of  it ;  of  the  reducing  of  the  knee  that  it  dif- 
)ointed ,  and  of  fitting  the  xcholeftot  in  a  mean  (oftute. 

1_,IG  I.  rcprcfentsthc  thigh  broken  extended  by  bands,  when 
JC  it  cannot  be  extended  with  the  hands ,  and  Hippocrates  his  Form 
*  is  not  at  hand :  Let  the  Sick  be  laied  on  a  common  Form,  with 
his  face  upwards ;  let  the  band  be  tied  under  his  arm-pits  ,  and  put 
another  band  in  the fpace  that  is  between  his  privities  andhisfun- 
dament:  Laftly,  another  band  muft  be  bound  above  his  knee, 
and  his  ankle  }  thefe  bands  muft  be  drawn  by  ftrong  fcrvants ,  the 
uppermoft  upward  A  ,  the  undermoft  downward  ,  till  the  Chyrur- 
gian  hath  fetthe  fra&ure.  In  the  fetting  of  theknee  out  of  joint, 
when  extenfion  cannot  be  made  with  the  hands  ,  let  the  upper 
bands  be  bound  alike  ,  and  the  undermoft  above  the  ankles. 

FJrr.  JI  and  HI.  shews  the  mean  figure  of  theimembers  and 
mufcles  of  the  arm  and  the  whole  foot;  which  is  neceflary  in  the 
extenfion,  fetting,  bindingand  placing  of  a  part  cither  broken  or 
diflocated.  But  1  therefore  caufed  the  figure  of  this  configuration 
to  be  printed  here,  that  young  Chyrurgians  ,  when  it  shall  be  of¬ 
ten  pointed  at  underneath  ,  may  at  firft  fight  learn  it,  and  may  imi¬ 
tate  the  fameiin  their pra&ice.

Of  the  corruption  of  the  bones  y  of  the  arm  and  shin ,  even 
as  jar  as  the  marroW\  of  the  shin  bone  broken  with  a  Wound , 
and  the  bones  / licking  out ,  and  bound  with  fwathe  bands 
brought  circular  l)  about  5  and  of  the  cutting  off  of  the  end  of 
the  hand  or  foot .

Fro.  I.  reprefents  the  corruption  ofthe  bone,  and  of  the  marrow 
of  the  shin  bone ,  of  Mr.  A Uguftine  Meit^en ,  whom  1  cured  by 
the  following  means.  The  firft  day, three  fingers  breadth  beneath 
the  R  otula ,  namely  where  theright  nrufcle  ends  that  extends  the 

shin' 
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shinbone,  lent  the  leg  long  waies  >  with  a  (height  penknife 
(  deferibed Table  II.  Fig.  II.)  as  far  as  the  lower  end  of  theshi 
bone  :  I  found  the  bone  covered  with  a  movable  and  brawny  tub' 
(lance;  and  1  bound  the  wound  with  medicaments  which  ftench 
blood:  Secondly,  when  the  blood  was  ftopt,  I  perforated  in  three 
places  the  callous  or  gride,  which  grew  upon  the  shin  bone,  with 
Trepans,  (rrprefented  Table  111. Figure  III,  IV  and  V. )  and  pre- 
fently  I  cut  through  the  (paces  between  the  three  holes ,  by  the  Pin¬ 
cers  (  deferibed TableXX.  Figure II. )  and  1  found  the  shin-bone 
all  rotten  and  corrupt;  which  from  the  knee  ,  asfarastheend  of  it 
below,  was  parted  from  the  found  bone,  and!  drew  it  forthwith 
my  Pullers;  then  binding  the  leg  with  thirteen  bands  crols  wife  , 
I  laid  it  in  a  Capfula  or  cafe  filled  with  hards,  as  Figure  X.  of  this 
Table  shews  you.  But  I  provided  thirteen  bands  that  were  diffe¬ 
rent  in  length  (for  the  thinner  and  lower  part  of  the  leg  needs 
shorter  fwathes ,  but  the  thicker  part  requires  longer)  but  they 
were  all  three  overthwart  fingers  breadth ,  which  1  fo  fitted  for 
the  Capfula ,  which  was  to  be  fet  under  the  leg ,  that  part  of  every 
lower  band ,  should  cover  about  half  the  upper  band.  This  being 
done,  1  laid  the  leg  which  was  to  be  bound  into  the  Capfula  co¬ 
vered  with  bands;  then  I  turned  the  ends  of  the  lowermoft  band 
crofswaies  upwards;  afterwards  the  ends  of  the  band  which  was 
nexttd  the  lowermoft,  and  fo  on  till  I  came  to  the  uppermoft  , 
whofe  ends  1  faftned  with  a  double  knot;  fee  Table  XXIX.  Fig.  1* 
We  have  need  of  bands  of  this  kind  ,  when  the  part  affe&ed  re- 
quiresoften  looking  into ,  and  to  be  defended  from  aflux of  hu¬ 
mours  running  to  it. 

Fig.  11.  reprefents  a  shin  hone  wholly  corrupted  and  rotten  ; 
as  it  was  after  the  cutting  off  of  the  callous  ,  it  was  covered 
withall. 

Fig.  HI.  reprefents  the  place  where  the  corrupt  bone  wasfeitua- 
tcd.and  was  now  pulled  forth  with  thepincers.  It  shews  alfo  the  hole 
wherein  the  head  of  the  minor  foftil,  is  feen  more  corrupt  than  the 
shinbone  which  i  cut  forth  with  Trepans. 

Fig.  IV.  is  that  shin  bone  corrupted ,  which  the  Patient  laid  up 
for  a  memorial. 

Fig.  V.  shews  another  fradfure  in  theleg  now  cured;  whereof 
underneath  1  have  obferved  a  whole  Hiftory. 

Fig.  VI.  is  the  bone  of  the  right  arm  corrupted  ,  and  (like  the 
former  leg)covered  with  a  certain  gride;  Whereupon  I  cut  the  skin, 
on  the  outfide  of  the  arm  likewife  with  a  pen- knife, from  the  wrift  to 
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the  shoulder  ;  and  I  dilated  *he  wound  laying  aftringcnts  to  it. 
Thenexrday  I  twice  perforated  the  callous  or  gr ifle  w>rh  Ao/na* 
pendent's  Trepans  :  l  cut  out  the  fpace  between  the  holes  w*th  a 
pair  of  cizers  ,  Table  XX.  Figure  li.  and  l  uncovered  thebtnd  un¬ 
der  it. 

Fig.  VII.  reprefents  the  bone  of  the  arm  totally  corrupted  and 
sharp  j  whichlalfo  pulled  away  with  the  pullers,  but  by  pieces, 
without  any  node  or  pain. 

Fig.  Vlll.  shews  theplace  where  the  corrupt  bone  hf  the  arm 
lay,  which  was  now  pulled  forth ,  which  Nature  filied  up.  with  a 
callous;  fo  that  the  Patient  could  perform  country  bufinefs  w-th- 
out  any  impediment.  The  Patient  was  a  Countvy  man  of  Pappa. 
tavia  t  whofearm  a  Souldier  broke  in  four  places,  without  any 
wound,  Anno  16^6.  This  fracture  of  the  arm  was  fet  by  me  and 
Nicolas  Pyuten  y  as  well  as  it  could  be  ;  and  in  our  judgement  alfo  it 
was  well  ebred;  but  we  fufpe&ing  no  harm,  the  arm  began  to 
fweli  again  ,  and  was  in  great  torture;  at  laft  it  was  a  little  ulcera¬ 
ted  ,  withaconlumptionof  the  whole  body,  fo  thatwebegan  to 
think  of  the  corruption  of  the  bone  that  was  fo  often  broken  ,  which 
we  alio  afterwards  found  when  we  had  cut  the  skin,  andcut  forth 
the  callous  with  Trepans;  at  length  we  bound  the  armabout  with 
bands  crofs  wife  ;  and  we  cured  it  by  remedies  which  were  applied 
to  Mr.  Augujline  Mertzen. 

Fig.  JX.  is  a  fraitute  uf  the  shin  bone  with  a  wound  ,  andlaying 
the  bone  naked  ,  fo  chat  the  ends  of  it  break  forth  without  the  sk  uj 
which  if  they  belong,  they  neither  can  nor  ought  to  be  fet  by  ex- 
tendingonly,  for  fear  of  pain  ,  convulsion  and  inflammation  hat 
are  like  to  follow;  but  either  (  if  it  can  be)  by  putting  an  m'iru- 
ment  between  the  ends  of  the  bone  ,  which  is  like  to  a  cutting  chi- 
zel,  that  they  may  be  joined  whileft  rhe  leg  is  extended  w-  hout 
violence;  or  if  any  of  the  ends  fo  hick  forth  ,  that  itcannot  beiet 
by  the  cutnngchizel  A;  but  rather  it  rears  the  parts  adjoining, 
and  caufes  pain  ,  accordmg  to  Hippocrates  terto  de  Fraffuris ;  it 
muft  be  cut  off  with  the  Pincers  v  Table  XX  Figure  l. )  and  after¬ 
wards  the  broken  bones  mufi  be  fet  in  their  places  when  the  bone 
jetting  out  is  cut  off,  that  the  bone  is  made  shorter ,  they  mull  tell 
the  Patient  before  hand  that  tho  leg,  or  other  parts,  will  be  shorter 
Which  prediction  out  of  Gahn  and  Hippocrates  is  true,  when  the 
thigh  or  shoulder  hath  loft  a  piece  of  the  bone;  but  when  aboneis**1^ 
cut  away  from  the  shin  bone  or  arm  broken,  (the  other  bones  ad¬ 
joining  not  being  hurt )  the  shortnefs  of  the  limb  is  not  alwaies  ro

be  feared  j  for  the  bone  keeps  the  found  member  ftretched  out,  un 
tillNature  recompenfes  the  defed:  ot  the  part  loft  with  a  certain 
callous*  -*|  *. 

Fig.  X.  is  the  bone  of  the  shin  with  a  wound,  broken,  with  bones 
flicking  forth,  and  bound  with  bands  not  crofs-waies  ,  but  circularly- 
brought  about ,  and  laied  within  the  Capfula  as  it  ought  to  be  -  this 
hatching  ligature  which  is  afcribed  to  Hippocrates, shall  be  explained 
underneath  in  the  cure  of  afra&ure  withawound,  in-moft  plain 
words. 

Fig.  XI.  is  a  hand  affe&ed  with  a  fecret  Canker, which  is  cut  offin 
the  found  parti  namely, at  the  ends  of  the  radius,  and  cubit  bone :  But 
the  fleshy  fubftance  is  cut  off,  with  a  crooked  knite  B  ,  as  far  as  the 
bones  j  which  afterwards  are  cut  off  with  one  drawing  of  the  moft 
sharp  faw  C.  Note  that  the  arm  is  not  tied  with  a  band  upon  the 
place  to  be  cut  off,that  the  infeded  blood  may  run  out  of  the  vefTelsj 
left,  being  reftrained,  it  should  extend  the  arm. 

Fig.  XII.  is  a  hand  that  is  fphacelated,  which  being  laid  upon  the 
block  D,is  amputated  in  the  found  ends  of  the  radius  and  arm  bone, 
with  a  chizelE  ,  contrary  to  Hildanus,  with  good  fuccefs.  The  arm 
is  bound, above  the  wrift.with  a  band  j  not  only  that  the  feeling  may 
be  abatedjbut  alfo  that  the  arteries  may  be  bound  after  the  amputati¬ 
on  of  the  mortified  part,  without  any  great  effulion  of  blood. 

Fig.  XIII.  is  a  bafon  filled  with  oxycrat,  in  which  fwims  abladder, 
which  being  wet  muft  be  applied  to  the  mutilated  part. 

Fig.  XIV.  are  two  fwathc  bands  wrapt  together  F  and  G  ;  where¬ 
of  each  hath  two  ends,  to  bind  the  arm,  whereof  the  hand  at  the  end 
is  cut  off. 

Fig.  XV.  reprefents  a  foot  that  is  fphacelated ,  which  is  taken  off 
in  the  mortified  part  (according  to  Hierom  Fabritius  absiquapendentc 
lib.  i,  Pentateuch. cap.  19.  and  lib.oper.  chyrurg:titul.  deSphacelt  Chy - 
rurgia)  near  to  the  found  part ,  with  a  pair  of  pincers  ,  TableXX. 
Fig.  I.  The  mortified  part  being  removed,  the  reft  of  theputrifadi- 
on  is  confumed  with  red  hot  irons  (  TableXXVIll.  Fig.  IV. )  untill 
the  Patient  feels  the  force  of  the  fire.  After  this  two  Piagets  are 
anointed  with  Hildanus  his  unguent  Egypciac ,  which  are  applied  to 
the  Efcarjlaftly,  long  plaifters  I.  being  laid  upon  it,  the  foot  mu¬ 
tilated  is  bound  with  a  wet  band  K.  as  far  as  the  knee  •  as  the  hand  is 
(Table  XXVIII.  Fig.  II  and  III. )  unto  the  middleofthe  arm. 

Fig  XVI.  are  divers  forts  of  iron  inftruments  (Table  XIX.)  and 
made  red  hot ,  both  to  confume  the  remainder  of  the  putrified  part, 
and  are  alfo  fit  to  ftop  the  fl  ux  of  blood.

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Fig.  XVII.  are  two  veffels  with  repelling  medicaments  ;  namely, 
filled  with  red  wine,  whites  of  eggs,  and  oil  ofrofes ,  wherewith  the 
ligatures  are  made  wet;  whether  the  part  be  cut  off  in  a  found  or 
a  mortified  place,  to  hinder  inflammation. 


The  XXVIII  Table. 

Of  the  way  of  binding  mutilated  parts ,  and  broken  Vpith  a 
vpound ;  of  the  Trunk  for  the  foot  3  and  of  the  general  cure 
of  dtfiocations  and  fractures • 

Fro.  I.  shews  how  to  bind  the  arm  bands,after  the  hand  is  cut  off; 
or  how  the  band  ( F  Table  XX  VII.  Fig.  XIV.)  is  applied  to  the 
bones  of  the  arm  (  Table  XXVII.  Fig  XI  and  XII. )  cut  off  itl 
the  quick.  At  that  the  arteries  which  bleed ,  are  either  drawn  forth 
with  a  pair  of  pincers,  and  bound  with  a  thread,  orate  touched  with 
red  hot  irons;  there  mull  be  an  aftringent  medicament  applied  to 
the  wound  with  Piagets ;  and  upon  theff  there  mud  be  laid  plaiders 
wet  with  oxycrate,  and  preffed  forth;  then  the  arm  mud  berouled 
with  a  fwathe  band,  the  ends  whereof  mud  be  brought  crofs  wife 
twiceor  thrice,  and  one  mudafeend  as  far  as  the  middle  of  the  arm. 

Fig.  II.  fird  shews  a  bladder  wet  with  Oxycrate,  and  laid  over  the 
aforefaidband  ;  ffcondly, another band(G  Table XXVII.Fig.XIV.) 
which, as  the  former  was  often  brought  crofs  wife,  shall  afeend  with 
one  end  to  the  bending  of  the  arm  ,  to  hinder  a  flux  of  humours. 

Fig.  III.  is  an  arm,  whofehand  was  cut  offatthe  end,  and  it  was 
cured  with  aftringent  medicaments  laid  upon  Piagets ;  plaiders  be* 
ing  applied  to  it  crofs  vvaies ,  bound  with  the  fird  band  was  a  bladder 
wet  in  Oxycrate,  then  it  was  bound  with  a  fecond  band.  This  binding 
mu(i  be  oh  fervid  in  every ^  member  that  is  mutilated ,  vjhetber  the  opera¬ 
tion  be  made  near  the  quief,  or  in  the  quid ^  it  felf. 

Fig.IV.  is  a  foot,  which  by  reafon  of  a  fphacelus,  was  amputated 

in  the  mortified  parr ;  in  which  the  putrifadlion  remaining  ,  is  con- 
fumed  by  iron  indruments  made  very  red  hot ,  untill  fuch  time  as 
the  Patient  come  to  feel  the  heat. 

Fig.  VI.  isaBafon  filled  with  water  and  vineger,  wherein  the 
plaiders  are  wet,  as  alfo  the  fird  band  and  a  new  fponge. 

Fig.  VII.  wherewith  almodallthearm  ismoidned,to  hinderthe 
flux  of  blood. 
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Fig.  VIII.  is  a  fra&ure  of  the  right  thigh,  with  a  wound  on  the 
outfide.  This  befell  Katherine  Boldin  of  Gien ,  concerning  whom 
underneath  is  found  a  lingular  obfervation.  It  shews  moreover, 
how  upon  a  leg  that  is  broken  with  a  wound  ,  a  hatching  ligature 
(Tab's  XXIV.  Fig.  X.  brought  round  about ;  and  whereot  more 
shall  befaid  in  the  cure  of  the  fra&ure )  rauft  be  laid  under  it. 

Fig.  IX.  is  apiece  of  the  thigh  taken  forth  of  the  wound,  and 
printed  both  on  the  left  and  right  lide  of  it ,  that  the  rottennefs  of  it 
may  be  better  feen  and  confidered. 

Fig.  X.  is  a  broken  thigh  bound  with  a  hatching  ligature 
brought  crofs  waies,  and  is  to  be  laid  in  the  long  Trunk, Table  XXI, 
Fig  VI.  For  if  any  man  puts  a  hollow  cafeunderit,  thatgoesnot 
higher  than  the  ham  ,  he  shall  do  more  harm  than  good.«|  For  it 
will  not  hinder  the  moving  of  the  body  norof  the  leg ,  without  the 
thigh  moving ;  but  being  applied  to  the  ham  it  will  bring  trouble  , 
and  force  one  to  that  there  is  no  need  of.  For  there  is  no  need  for 
the  knCe  to  bend.  For  if  any  man  when  his  thigh  is  bound  or  his 
leg  shall  bend  his  knee,  he  shall  put  all  the  ligature  out  of  order* 
and  then  it  is  neceflary  that  the  mulcles  should  change  their  po¬ 
llutes,  and  the  broken  bones  muft  be  moved  out  of  their  places,’ 
Wherefore,  firft  we  muft  indeavour  to  extend  theham,  Therefore 
a  hollow  Trunk  will  be  ufefull ,  which  being  put  under  from  the 
hip  to  the  foot ,  may  hold  it  likewife  ;  and  principally  ,  if  aloofe 
ligature  be  put  about  to  the  ham  with  theTrunk,  as  children  u(e 
tobefwathed  in  their  Cradles.  For  when  the  thigh  shall  be  wrinch- 
ed  either  to  the  upper  or  the  lower  fide,  ( cither  whilejl  the  Patient 
is  a  Jleep  ,  or  when  he  goes  to  fit  down ,  or  Jiaies  whileji  his  bed  is  made ) 
in  fuch  cafes  it  will  be  better  contain’d  inahollow  cafe,  ;Wherefore 
a  hollow  cafe  muft  be  made  for  him  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  ,  or 
elfe  none  at  all.-f  Moreover  great  care  muft  be  had  for  the  bottom 
of  his  heel ,  that  it  may  be  fitly  lcituated  both  in  fratturesof  the 
leg  and  thigh.  For  if  the  foot  hang  ,  when  the  reft  of  the  leg  is  faft 
bound,  of  neceftity  the  bones  muft  appear  in  the  fore- part  of  the 
thin,  in  the  part  where  it  bunches  forth  5  and  that  the  more ,  the 
greater  a  man’s  heel  naturally  is.  «f  Hippocrates  de  fratturis  femoris , 
fee  Table  XXVI*  Fig.  II. 

Fig.  XI.  is  an  Arm  mutilated,  in  which  the  artery  is  drawn  forth 
with  an  inftrument  that  it  may  not  bleed. 

Fig- Xil,  is  the  Thumb  of  the  righthand  ,  which ,  the  wrift  be¬ 
ing  firft  bound  with  a  fwathe ,  is  cut  off  in  the  quick ,  by  reafon  of 
a  Sphacelus :  See  Table  XX.  Fig.  1. 
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GuiUtelrnus  Pabritiue  Hildanus  hath  written  a  moft  learned  work, 
Concerning  the  cure  of  a  Gangrene  and  a  Sphacelus ,  which  young 
Chyrurgians  muft  read  carefully  over  aid  over  again  very  often  , 

(  befides  the  way  of  ligature  by  fwathc  bands  about  mutilated  parts, 
which  l  have  here  fet  down  for  their  fakes  )  they  shall  find  there 
all  things  neceflary  for  the  cutting  off  of  a  Limb  He,  indeed,  la¬ 
bours  to  prove ,  by  many  reafons ,  that  a  mortified  parr  cannot  be 
taken  off  quickly,  fafeiy,  and  without  pain  ,  if  any  corruption  be 
left  behind  ,  to  be  confumed  by  red  hot  burning  irons:  Yet  in 
my  judgment  all  thofe  reafonsdo  not  prove  that  rhe  amputation  of 
the  part  affe&ed  ,  that  is  taught  by  Hierom.  Fobritmab  Ayuapen- 
dente ,  doth  never  fucceed  well :  And  far  leis  do  they  demonftrate, 
that  this  amputation  should  be  of  lefs  value,  than  that  which  is 
perforated  m  the  quick  parti  confidering,  that  amputation  made 
in  the  found  part,  cannot  be  perforated  without  pain  j  whether  the 
fleshy  parts  be  cut  with  a  rafour  ,  or  with  a  cautery  with  a  sharp 
knife:  Nor  yet  lately  ,  becaufe  the  quick  part ,  bound  with  a  band, 
ealily  mortifies  j  alio  amputation  upon  a  found  part,  cannot  al- 
waiesbe  acurately  performed  j  but  rhat  fometimes  the  parts  that 
lie  deeper,  shall  be  left  more  corrupted  than  the  outward  parts  5 
Which  if  it  happen  ,  than  we  muft  either  atrempt  to  cut  again  , 
which  were  horrible  j  oreliethe  remaining  corruption  ,  muft  be 
coniumed  with  red  hot  irons,  according  to  the  latter  Practitio¬ 
ners.  Not  quickly,  bccaufe  a  longer  time  is  required  to  draw 
forth  the  Arteries  wiih  an  inftrument,  and  to  bind  them  with  a 
thtead  ( and  if the  Ligature  be  removed ,  fometimes fuch  a  flux  of  blood 
follows ,  that  unlefs  the  'veflels  be  touched  with  aBual  Cauteries ,  it  be¬ 
comes  the  cauje  of  the  Patient’s  death  )  than  to  cauterize  the  wound 
prefently  with  red  hot  irons;  That  1  may  not  fay  the  operation  is 
the  more  prolong’d  ,  if  after  the  amputation  taught  by  Hildanus 
and  the ’Ancients,  any  corruption  remains.  Wherefore,  relying 
upon  reafons  and  happy  experience,  I  determine  that  the  way  of 
Iheron.  Fabfitius  ah  Aquapendente ,  to  cut  offany  ,  is  to  be  prefer¬ 
red  before  t he  operation  of  other  A  ncients. 

But  if  the  ftrength  of  the  Patient,  by  reafon  of  putrid  vapours , 
and  a  precedent  flux  of  blood  ,  is  fo  weak  that  we  arc  fure  he  will  • 
faint  in  the  operation  •  for  that  time  we  muft  abftain  from  ampu¬ 
tation  ,  becaufc  it  is  more  excufable  to  leave  the  Patient  fo ,  than 
tokill  him  knowingly.  But  when  there  is  no  hopes  left,  unlefs 
the  part  be  cut  off ,  whatmuftthe  Chyrurgian  do  ?  Lethimtouch 
the  mortified  part ,  morning  and  evening  daily,  with  very  red  hot 
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irons,  to  drink  up  the  putrid  humours  ,  that  the  fphacelus  may 
not  creep  up  higher  j  alio  let  him  give  to  the  Patient ,  to  take  down 
Medicaments  againft  poifon ,  which  may  drive  the  corrupt  vapours 
from  his  heart,  and  reftore  his  ftrengrh  by  refreshing  his  fpirits ; '■f 
andalfo  let  him  arply  fuch  things  to  the  external  Region  of  his 
heart.  When  his  forces  are  fomething  refreshed  (for  his  former 
forces  are  looked  for  with  certain  danger  of  his  life  )  foretelling  the 
danger,  let  him  proceed  to  his  operation  defired,  For  it  is  better  , 
the  forces  thus  remaining,  to  try  this  doubtfull  and  moft  mifera- 
ble  way  of  cure  ,  rather  than  none  at  ail.  Whileft  l  ftudied  Phyfick 
ar  Padua,  a  certain  Lord  of  Vincentlum  ,  broke  both  the  bones  of 
his  right  leg  in  the  middle  ,  with  a  flux  of  blood  till  he  fainted ,  and 
a  iphacelus  was  coming  upon  it.  The  fphacelated  foot ,  the  moll 
skiifull  Pttrus  de  Marchettts  ret'ufed  to  cut  off ,  becaufe  of  his  want 
of  forces ,  by  reafon  of  his  great  lofs  of  blood  5  but  with  red  hot 
irons  often  applied ,  he  hindred  the  corruption  from  fpreading  , 
and  with  Medicaments  outward  and  inward  he  did  corroborate  him  , 
and  refreshed  his  fpirits  as  much  as  poflibly  he  could  :  At  laft ,  the 
Patient  being  ignorant  of  it,  he  cut  the  mortified  part  round  about 
with  a  knife.  When  that  fell  down,  he  confumed  the  reft  of  the  cor¬ 
ruption  with  a&ual  cauteries  j  and  to  remove  the  Efchar  he  applied 
Vnguentum  Egyptiacum  f implex.  The  third  day  after  the  amputation 
of  the  lower  part  of  the  foot,  as  far  as  the  fratture  ,  the  Patient 
complained  ofanextream  pain  of  his  great  toe  of  his  right  foot ; 
the  Chyrurgian  fmiling ,  faid  that  he  wondred  that  he  should  com¬ 
plain  of  the  pain  of  that  toe  which  was  buried  above  three  daies  be¬ 
fore  j|with  thefe  words  the  Patient  was  fo  frighted  ,  that  he  fell  in- 
to  a  grievous  fw  ound.  When  the  Efchar  was  taken  away  ,  and  the 
mufcles,  as  they  ufeto  do ,  were  drawn  upwards,  the  bones  ft  uek 
out  four  fingers  breadth  j  which  being  daily  covered  with  dry  thin 
rags,  and  drying  powders,  intwomonethstimetheywereYepara- 
ted  from  the  found  bones.  That  the  precedent  Tables;,  and  that 
which  follows  next ,  which  treats'of  the  cure  of  fra&ures  and  dif- 
locations.may  be  better  underftood,  I  shall  briefly  fet  down  the 
general  cure  of  them  out  of  H  ieron.  Fabritm ,  and  his  Matter 
piw  5  for  he  that  hath  thofe  two  hath  all.  *f 

The  cure  of  a  fimpk  diflocatiotj. 

■tT  is  done  by  five  Intentions,  1.  Extenfion.  2.  Repofition." 
■*■3.  Dcligation.  4.  Depofitionof  the  part  diflocatcd.  y.  Reli¬ 
gation 


gation  of  the  part.  Now  Extenfion  will  be  eafily  ;'made  if  four 
things  be  obferved  :  Firft,  Time  ;  Secondly,  fit  Jnftruments  ; 
Thirdly,  Manner:  And  fourthly,  the  quantity  of  the  extenfion. 
The  time  is  propounded  by  Hippocrates ,  de  A, ‘tic.  64.  namely, that 
it  should  be  done  prefently  after  it  is  put  out  of  joint ,  whiled  the 
part  is  yet  hot.  But  if  extenfion  cannot  be  made  prefently  ,  for 
want  of  a  Chyrurgian  or  Phyfitian,  we  muft  do  it  the  fecondor 
third  day  j  unlefs  we  be  forced  to  delift,  by  reafon  of  the  inflamma¬ 
tion  that  comes  firft  upon  it.  But  on*  the  fourth  day  ,  by  reafon  of 
great  pains,  nothing  muft  be  attempted  i  for  it  is  obferved  ,  that  if 
we  attempt  then  to  reduce  it ,  it  will  not  lucceed  well ,  butmany 
inconveniences  will  follow  it.  Whence  Fallopius  de  Luxationibus, 
Cap.$.  faith,  I  admonish  you  that  you  alwaies  have  a  care  tothe 
time;  which, at  moft,  muft  not  exceed  three  daies;  and  if  the  third 
day  be  paft ,  the  termof  inflammation  muft  be  expe&eJ  ;  and  the 
time  when  there  is  no  danger  of  inflammation  ,  and  that  is  the  le- 
venthday,  ns  Hippocrates  warns  us  4.  de  Artie.  6^.  untill  which 
time  the  lick  man  is  to  be  kept  very  low,  with  fading  ,  or  rather 
witha  very  thin  diet.  Wherefore  if  extenfion  ca,nnot  be  madethe 
firft  three  daies,  we  muft  wait  till  the  feventh  day.*d  The  rime  when 
you  may  reduce,  is  the  firft, fecond.orthird  day,  or  elfe  the  feventh, 
eighth,  or  ninth  day;  but  on  the  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth  and 
the  reft  it  is  not  fife;  becaufe  then  the  callous  is  bred.$  But  before 
we  come  to  extenfion ,  the  joint  muft  be  prepared  to  prevent  pain, 
and  to  make  the  reduction  eafie,  by  heating,  faftning  andloofe- 
ning  the  partsof  the  joint ;  namely,  theMufcles,  Tendans  and 
Ligaments;  for  if  they  befaftned,  they  will  be  drawn  the  more 
eafily  and  without  pain.  But  heatingand  foftningof  the  joint ,  is 
made  either  by  rubbing,  or  by  pouring  on  much  hot  water,  or 
water  and  oil ;  or  the  deco&ion  of  Mallows,  Marish-Mallows  ,  &c. 
We  ufe  chafing  conveniently  ,  upon  thole  places  where  water  can¬ 
not  be  poured  eafily ;  but  it  muft  be  done  with  the  hand  ,  fraeared 
with  fotneoils  or  fat  matter ,  as  with  common  oil ,  or  Hogs-greafe 
that  is  not  faked  at  all.  Spigelius  in  his  publick  LeCiures  faith,  that 
for  to  cure  a  diflocation  ,  a  Bath  of  fweet  water  can  do  fo  much, 
that  there  is  nothing  better  than  it. 

The  Inftruments  for  Extenfion  ,  areHmds,  Bands  and  Engines; 
Hands  are  ufed,  if  the  diflocation  be  fmail ;  Bands  ,  if  mean  •  En¬ 
gines,  if  great.  The  hands  muft  be  the  Chyrurgians  or  hisaflift- 
ants  ,  as  there  needs  a  fmail  or  fomewhat  greater  extenfion.;  but 
bands  where  it  isrequifite,  by  reafon  of  the  greater  contraction  of 
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the  mufcles,  to  mak  a  more  forcible  extenfion.  In  which  things 
you  mult  obferve  fird  the  figure  ;  namely  ,  how  it  mull  beroled  ; 
wh  reof  (  be  mfe  it  cannot  be  exprelfed  in  words  )  lee  Oribafitts 
his  book  of  bands,  a.  The  matter  which  mud  be  ftrong,  foltand 
traiftabie ;  iu*.  h  is  Buck  skin  foft  and  drt  fTe.l ,  of  which  they  make 
breads;  then  they  are  fm  eared  w  fh  unguent  Pom  Mum ,  that  they 
may  be  rradt*ble.  Some  ufe  5  for  want  of  leather ,  linnen  cloath 
a  little  rubb  d  3.  Where  they  mud  be  bound;  namely,  onthe 
place  rhir  is  fartheft  otf  from  the  joint  diflocated  ,  led  the  mulcles 
should  be  bou  'd ,  or  elie  torn  in  more  violent  extenfion,  where 
u  ndert  he  didocarion  there  are  two  jo-nts;  bolides  Hippo  cr  at  es  ties 
a  band  about  both  thofe  joints.  SeeTable  XXV 1.  Fig.  I.  Mecha- 
nick  Engines,  which  are  chiefly  nectflary  in  old  dislocations  >  or 
luch  which  are  not  reduced  the  fird  three  daies ,  are  1  the  Ladder 
(  Table  XXL  Fig.  HI.  )  2.  The  Giotfocomum  or  Ambi  of  Hippocrates, 
(TibleXKL  Figure  1.  )  3.  Hippocrates  Form  (  Table  XX1L  Fi¬ 
gure  IV  ) 

Hppocrates  s .hews  the  manner  of  extenlion .  i.defraB  1.  when 
he  faith  that  the  4  hyrurgian  mud  make  extenlions  (which  by 
drawing  are  made  divers  waies )  the  mod  (freight  that  poflibly  he 
can:  Wherefore  he  mud  obferve  a  right  line,  both  byrealonof 
the  bones,  as  alfc  of  the  ligaments  and  mufcles,  inrefpe£t  of  the 
Ftbra  :  For  keeping  thefe  parts  in  a  right  line  ,  as  they  lie  natural¬ 
ly ,  extenlion  is  made  without  pain  or  difficulty. 

Alfo  the  Chyrurgian  shall  excellently  well  know  the  quantity  of 
extenlion  ,  when  he  is  not  ignorant  out  of  what  place  it  fell ;  which 
way  it  flipt  forth ;  to  what  place  it  is  fallen,  and  where  it  reds  :  when 
extenhon  isalmod  made ,  the  fwounding  of  the  Patient ,  orofthe 
ftanders  by,  mull  not  hinder  the  operation. 

The  bone  is  fet  into  its  place,  by  the  hands  of  the  Chyrurgian  or 
hisfervants,  which  mud  be  moderately  anointed  with  fome  fofc 
unguent,  or  with  oil  of  rofes.  Reduction  is  made  either  by  cir¬ 
cumgyration  .  or  by  forcing  it  back  to  the  oppofite  part  to  which  it 
is  fallen.  Thefe  motions  are  not  alwaies  necefiary  ,for  fometimes, 
when  extenlion  is  made ,  if  the  mufcles  that  were  before  contra&ed 
be  only  relaxed,  the  joint  will  eafily  of  its  own  accord  return  into  its 
natural  place- 

Now  the  figns  of  a  part  that  are  well  fet,  are  thefe:  Fird  a  natu¬ 
ral  shape  of  the  part,  when  there  is  no  hollownefs  nor  fwellingthat 
appears  about  the  joint ,  as  there  did  before  it  was  fet;  but  in  all 
things  it  muft  belike  the  found  part,  or  not  far  unlike  by  reafon 

of 
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of  a  flux  of  humours*  Secondly,  there  mud  be  abatementofpain, 
which  is  an  infeparable  fign  ,  for  alwaies  when  the  pain  is  ended  ,  it 
is  a  fign  that  the  bone  is  reduced  ;  but  it  follows  not  on  the  contra- 
ry,  theboneis  reduced,  therefore  the  pain  is  ended ;  forfome- 
times  the  pain  may  abide  ,  becaufe  the  mufcles  were  very  much 
hurt  at  firlhf  Thirdly,  as  fome  fay,  the  crack  that  is  perceived  by 
the  Patient,  and  the  ftanders  by,  when  the  bone  falls  into  his  focket; 
but  this  is  a  falfe  mark ,  and  never  to  be  wished  for,  becaufe  that 
crack  is  fometimes  made ,  when  the  joincs  are  extended  and  drawn 
too  far  j  ofrtimesalfo  the  crack  is  made  ,  when  the  brims  of  the 
bone  are  broken  by  the  mutual  clashing  of  the  bones,  after  which 
there  fucceeds  difficulty  in  motion. 

Intnefirft  binding  and  all  the  reft  ,  two  thingsare  principally  to 
beobferved;  namely ,  the  figure  of  the  part  affedled ,  and  the  liga¬ 
ture it  felf;  which  will  preferve  the  joint  in  its  locket ,  and  will  hin¬ 
der  inflammation  that  is  near  at  hand. 

In  the  figure  we  muftobferve  the  fashion  of  the  joint ,  not  only 
that  is  reduced,  but  alfo  of  the- whole  part;  for  as  fome  figures 
are  natural  and  without  pain,  fo  lome  are  unnatural  and  painfull: 
Thefigureof  the  arm  without  pain  ,  is  bended,  as  of  the  foot  ex¬ 
tended  right  forth ,  Table  XXVI.  Figure  II  and  III.  But  note 
that  the  faid  Figure  mujl  be  ordered  to  the  part  before  it  be  bound: 
namely ,  that  the  bands  be  not  too  loofe ,  or  bound  too  hard. 

The  Ligature  muft  be  made  with  linnen  bands,  becaufe  they 
bind  better  than  thole  that  are  made  of  woollen;  they  muft  be 
foft,  that  they  may  caufe  no  pain  :  they  rouft  be  equal  ,  that 
they  may  bind  equally  every  where ;  and  they  muft  be  clean  ,  that 
the  humours  which  ilfue  forth  of  the  joint,  may  be  known  by 
the  colours.  The  latitude  of  the  bands  doth  vary  according  to 
the  parts  that  muft  be  bound;  for  the  thicker  parts  require  the 
broader  bands ;  and  the  thinner  thofe  that  are  narrower,  ftn  the 
thicker  parts  (namely,  the  thigh  and  the  knee)  they  muft  be 
four  fingers  breadth  of  the  lick  party,  broad  ;  in  the  thinner 
parts  (as  the  leg,  shoulder,  arm  and  hand )  three;  in  the  mod 
(lender  parts  (as  the  fingers)  they  muft  be,  attheleaft,  two  fin¬ 
gers  broad. 

Bands  arc  diftinguished  by  Galen  into  inward  bands ,  fuch  as 
bind  the  joint  under  the  plaifters,  and  are  called  under-binders  j 
and  outward  bands  that  are  put  above  the  plaifters  :  Hippocrates 
ufeth  two  outward  bands  >  and  two  inward  >  though  fometimes

one  band  fufficeth  ;  namely,  when  the  joint  is  not  eafie  to  flip 

°UThe  length  of  the  bands  is  divers ,  in  refpetft  of  the  variety  of 
parts  to  be  bound;  upon  the  arm  the  length  of  the  bands  mud 
be  three  cubits  (  by  a  cubit  1  underftand  the  fpace  from  the  top  of 
the  middle  finger  of  the  Tick  party ,  fo  far  as  the  joint  of  the  elbow  ) 
for  the  legs,  they  mutt  be  four  cubits;  for  the  shoulder,  nine ;  for 
the  thigh,  twelve  ;  and  for  the  fingers  ,  lefs  by  two  fingers  length. 
The  bands, that  beiide  their  binding  they  may  hinder  inflammation, 
mutt  be  wet  with  sharp  Wine  and  oil  of  Rofes  mingled  together; 
becaufe  ,  being  dry  ,  they  will  not  flick  long  fall  together.  Others 
moderately  anoint  the  bands ,  very  happily ,  with  the  moift  cerat  of 
Hippocrates^  which  Galen  defcribes  Lib.  6-  dc  cowpof.  med.  pevGen. 
Cap  4.  It  is  called  Ceratum  %  from  the  wax  that  is  mingled  with  it  5 
and  moift,  becaufe  it  is  foft  by  reafon  of  the  oil. 

The  proportion  of  the  wax  and  oil,  is  this.*  To  take  one  part 
part  wax,  and  two  of  oil;  or  take  one  ounce  of  white  wax,  and  two 
of  oil  ofRofes.  Herewemuft  avoid  thofe  medicaments  that  are 
made  of  aftringent  powders,  and  the  white  of  an  egg;  becaufe 
they  either  cool  and  dry  the  jointtoo  much,  that  the  bending  of 
it  is  hindred;  or  they  hinder  the  humours,  that  are  flowed  into  it, 
tocomeforth.  Thebindingof  thejoint  diflocated  ,  iscommon 
to  fractures  ;  but  after  iwhat  manner  it  muft  be  made  ,  I  shall 
shew  underneath,  in  the  cure  of  a  Ample  fracture  ,  and  Table 

XXIX. 

The  Deposition  of  the  part  is  threefold ,  Alligation,  Sufpenfion, 
and  Collocation  :  Alligation  as -according 'to  Pauluf ,  the  Arm  is 
bound  to  the  Thorax,  in  a  laxation  or  fra&ure  of  the  shoulder  or 
arm.  Sufpenfion  ,  as  when  the  arm  is  hanged,  by  a  linnen  cloath 
putabout  the  neck.  Collocation  ,  as  when  we  place  the  partaflfe- 
£ted,  upon  any  part  of  the  body,  as  the  Arm  upon  the  Thorax,  or 
upon  fome  furniture  laid  into  a  capful*.  We  ufe  Alligation  and 
Sufpsnfionforthe  upper  parts ;  but  Collocation  for  the  lower  parts. 
But  the  Depofitionmuftbe  after  the  mean  figure  of  the  part ;  foft 
(therefore  the  cafe  is  filled  with  hards,  that  the  Patient  may  be  at 
eafe )  equal  (  for  a  great  inconvenience  may  arifeoutof  a  fmall  ine¬ 
quality  )  and  it  muft  lie  upwards,  that  the  humours  may  not  run  t« 
the  afte&ed  part ,  and  c'.ufe  inflammation^  Table XXVI.  Figure  II 
and  HI.  After  good  binding,  andldepofition  of  the  part ,  there 
is  required  reftalfo;  for  that  the  Ancients  were  wont,  when  the 
thigh  was  out  of  joint  or  broken,  to  make  a  hole  in  the  bed  ana 
&  -  -  - —  -  -  -  -  blankets. 
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blankets,  that  the  Tick  rr.ight  void  their  excrements  through 
that  hole  ,  that  they  migh.  not  bec'-nlt  auiedto  r  ove. 

Religation  is  nfeceffary  ^  i,  if  the  part  be  net  •  grjtjy  bound 
about  5  which  appear^  if  t  be  bound  coo ftrejghr ,  from  whence 
ahard  tumor  anlech  m  the  exrteam  parts  of  the  partdiflocati  d  • 
or  too  loofeiy  ,  which  is  known  when  there  appears  a  tumor  nei¬ 
ther  good  nor  bad  ;  that  is ,  neirottmean,  norgr.at,  no.-  hard, 
2-  J f  there  be  itching  or  pain ,  that  itching  p  octets  either f.  orn 
things  according  to  nature  ,  a^from  ai  re  hr  temperament} 
or  from  things  preternatural.  For  this  reafon  ,  the  b^nds  heir^ 
loofened,  let  fan  water  be  poured  upon  iht  part;  nor  only  that 
that  itching  may  be  abated,  and  the  wmry  hu  nour  difcufft  d  , 
which  remained  prefled  in  by  the  ligature,  but  alfo  that  the  liga¬ 
ments  may  be  conoborated ,  whilelf  tin  ware-  drinks  up  th°.fe 
moiftuies  colle&ed.  Whcrefoie  unhfsthe  ligature  belli  marie, 
or  itching  be  troublefom,  let  the  pait  remain  unb<  und  until!  'he 
feventhday*  But  ifthe ligatu  e be madetoo (freight ,  ycunuft 
let  it  loofethe  fecond  day,  if  ic  be  too  loofe  rhe  thn \i  day  •  but  if 

theie  be  an  itching  ,  you  muftlet  itloofethe  third  or  fourth  day 
at  furtheft,  On  thefevtnth  day,  which  is  the  term  of  the  infhm- 
ma'ion  paft,  the  ligature  mult  be  let  loole  ag  -  n :  and  iuke-warm 
water  muft  be  poured  on  again  (not  too  hor,  which  might  loofen 
the  ligaments)  butthe  bands  are  not  any  more  to  be  made  wet 
in  the  aforefjid  liquor,  nor  to  be  fmeared  with  cerar  of  roles,  be- 
caufethe  inflammation  is  over }  but  the  feventhduy  shewsthe 
corroboration  and  consolidation  of  the  joint ,  and  therefore  theie 
is  needofa  medicament  thatisdrying  and  very  aftrmgent,  Yet 
if  on  the  feventh  day  there  is  yetfufpirion  of  inflammation  *,  then

ntm, which  is  excellent  in  wintertime.  4.  Emplaflrum  C ata*- 
maticum  Rjimd#; :  Thefe  medicaments, before  they  be  applied, 
nmftbefofttied  either  with  r he  moiftceiatof  rofes,or  ofmyitils, 
fora  foft  chafing  ofthe  pataffe<ftcd.Gcntlech.ifing  being  made, 
the  joint  muft  be  moved  eafily  to  this  or  that  placed  t ha 1 1 he  hu¬ 
mour,  bred  in  the  joint,  may  be  prefled  forth  without  pain  Tnefe 
medicaments  (no,,  weak)  w  hen  they  are  fpre  ad  upon  linnen  muft 
be  applied,  and  the  ligature  muftDe  made  fomewhat  (freighter

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than  before.  After  this  binding ,  the  part  muft  notbeunloofeci 
untill  thccnd  of  the  cure.  To  know  the  time  when  diflocations 
are  cured  ,  you  muft  underftand  that  there  are  threedegrees  of 
joints  5  for  Come  are  fmall,  and  eafily  to  be  reduced ;  fomeare 
tnean.  and  of  more  concernment  3  others  are  g  rear ,  and  hard  to 
be  reduced.  The  cure  of  the  firft  joints  ofany  finger, is  performed 
in  fourteen  daies  •  of  the  fecond  joints  of  any  finger  or  toe,  at  the 
end  of  the  font  or  hand  ,  intwenty  daies ;  but  ofthe  third  joints 
of  the  reft  in  forty  daies  :|Wherefore  the  joints  of  the  fingers  are 
foddered  together  in  fourteen  daies  $  and  therefore  in  the  diflo- 
cationof fi'Si  joints, from  theieventh  or  ninth  day,  untillthe 
fourteenth  day ,  we  ought  not  at  any  time  to  untie  the  bands  in 
the  reft  •  we  muft  wait  for  the  time  of  healing ,  unlefs  itching  or 
fmali  ulcers,  orfome  humour  collefted  between  the  head  of  the 
joint  and  the  cavity, do  shew  that  we  muft  unbindloofe  ligatures, 
which  muft  be  repeated  every  third  day.  After  this  manner  we 
muft  proceed  untill  the  part  teem  to  be  ftrong  enough,  at  which 
time  the  ligature  muft  be  untied  $  and  the  part  that  was  difloca- 
ted ,  muft  be  fomented  with  a  decodion  that  may  ftrengthen  it.

wards  laying  the  cerat  on  for  fome  daies,  without  binding,  the 
part  reftored  muft  be  kept  in  the  meanpofture,  Table  XXVI. 
Figurelland  III  t  Then  we  mull  givewarningrothe  Patient, 
that  he  shall  begin  moderately  to  exerdfe  his  ufual  operations.

tF  inflammation  urgeth  us  before  the  part  be  reduced,  there 
•nvill  be  two  indications  •  one  of  diflocation ,  and  the  other  of 
inflammation  5  but  became  inflammation  is  moft urgent,  we 
muftfirft  take  care  for  that ;  for  if  we  should  firft  attempt  to  re¬ 
duce  the  part  disjointed,  there  would  follow  convulfion  or  a 
gangrene  of  the  part  ,  to  which  a  fphacclus  would  fucceed.d 

Wherefore  in  this  cafe  we  muft  forbear  to  reduce  the  diflocation, 

-  —  -  -  -  -  ‘  ,and 
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and  the  part  muft  be  placed  in  a  mean  pofture,  that  is  not  painfull 
at  all.  Table  XXVI.  Fig,  Hand  III.  prcmifmguniveifals,  and 
things  preternatural  being  well  difpofed ;  and  the  belly  being 
keptloofe  withglyfters,wemuft]ay  on  the  part  aifedted  fat  wool, 
and  we  muft  continually  pour  on  hot  water  and  oil,  wherein 
\  there  is  plenty  of  hot  water,  and  plenty  of  oil  of  Rofes,  For 
hot  water  will  difcufs  the  humours,  will  loolen  the  patts  ,  and 
will  eafe  the  pain  j  oil  of  Rofes  will  mitigate  thepain,  and  by 
repelling* will  hinder  rheincreafirgofinflanimation,  ^  Alfo  the 
pain  will  be  eafed  with  new’ shorn  greafie  wool ;  and  inflamma- 
w*.  tion  is  hindred.  Butbecanfe,  when  inflammation  ceafeth  ,  the 
humours  colle&ed  are  fomewhat  thickoed  ^  therefore,  about 
the  end  of  the  inflammation ,  wfe  muft  chafe  the  part  gently  with 
our  hands ,  firft  anointed  with  oil  of  fweet  Almonds,  or  with 
commonoil;  and  then  we  muft  layfontheCataplsfmof  N/7«, 
or  Hiletts ,  which  Galen  defcribes  Lib.  8-  decomp.  med.  fee.  he. 
cap .  y.  and  thefe  are  the  beft  when  the  inflammation  declines,  by 
reafon ofthe  w*x,  Ammoniacum,  Oil,  Saffran  and  Vinegerj  than 
which  there  is  nothing  better  to  foften,  call  forth,  and  to  difcufs. 
But  fince  thefe  things  are  not  common  in  all  shops ,  lay  on  Em- 
plafirum  Oxycroceum  Nicolai ,  which  likewifefoftneth,  difeuflech 
and  drawethfrom  the  bottom  j  therefore  this  is  excellent  to  be 
ufedin  the  place  ofthe  former.  The  inflammation  being  over¬ 
come  ,  let  the  part  be  extended?  reduced,  boundandlaiedasit 
ought  to  be, 

Ifinflammation  fucceed  after  it  is  reduced ,  which  often  hap-  ” 
pens,  bothby  reafon  of  violent  extenfion ,  and  alfo  of  perpetual 
pain  3  a  flenderdiet  muft  be  ordred,  and  a  vein  opened,  and  a 
purge  taken,  and  theligature  muft  be  forthwith  untied  ( though 
itf all  out  on  the  firft  or  fecondday )  and  likewife  water  and  oil  very 
luke-warm  muft  be  poured  on,  untill  the  Patient  findfomere- 
lief thereby.  After  thislet  the  part  be  bound  fomewhat  loofers 
and  with  fewer  fwathes,  wet  with  water  and'oil.  Thismuftbe 
done  every  day  ,  untillfuch  time  as  the  inflammation  declines, 
which  happens  for  the  moft  part  on  the  fifth  day*.  When  the  in- 
•  flammation  declines ,  wc  muft  apply  tKc  aforefaid  Cataplafms, 
or  OxycroceumNicolai ,  to  relolve  the  remainder  of  the  inflam¬ 
mation,  wdth  a  Ligature  yet  more  loofe*-  But  when  the  inflam¬ 
mation  is  taken  away ,  you  muft  obferve  the  way  of  cure  preferi- 
bed  for  a  Ample  diftocation ,

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The  Cure  of  a  diflocation  with  a  Wound ,  and  the  bone  either 
only  uncovered ,  or  yet  flicking  forth  a  little  without  the 


IF  tlie  joynt  be  diflocated,  fo  that  it  is  either  uncovered,  ora 
■  iittle  thruft  forth  without  the  skin  •>  the  accident  is  mortal,  and 
of  more  danger  to  be  reduced,  than  if  it1>e  not  reduced.  For 
ii  it  be  not  reduced,  inflammation  will  come  upon  it,  convulflon 
and  fometimes  death,  z.  There  will  be  a  Hlthinefs  of  the  part 
it  felf.  3.  An  incurable  Ulcer,  and  if  perhaps  it  be  brought  to 
cicatrize  at  all,  it  will  eafily  be  difolved  by  reaion  of  the  foftnefc 
ofitj  but  if  it  be  reduced,  it  brings  extream  danger  of  convul¬ 
flon,  gangreene,  and  death.-|  But  foirie  Men  feat  tbefekindofdan- 
gets  in  great  joynts  only  (namely,  the  Wrift,  Arm,  Shoulder^’ 
Ankle,  Knee,  and  Thigh )  which  by  reaibn  of  the  ftrong  Ten¬ 
dons,  and  the  greatnefs  of  the  ligaments  and  vdTels  hinder  Redu¬ 
ction  j  unlefs  the  Patient  and  the  ftanders  by^  having  heard  of 
the  great  danger,  do  prefs  to  have  it  done,  which  the  Chyrurgi- 
on  mull  attempt  either  thefirft,  fecond,  eighthj  or  ninth  day,  that 
he  may  not  appear  to  be  ignorant  in  Chyrurgery,  but  not  inflnaller 
joints,  as  the  Fingers,  Toes,  and  Extremities  of  the  Hand*  which 
Cilftu  reduceth  likewife  foretelling  the  danger ,  firft  looking  to 
the  inflammation  and  convulflon,  then  to  the  Wound  and  diflo¬ 
cation.  Whether  therefore  fl  greater  joynt  e&mot  be  reduced  • 
firft  care  muft  be  taken  for  /bniverfals  and  diet,  and  the  part  \vith« 
out  all  extension  or  binding  muft  be  placed  in  a  mean  figure,  ei¬ 
ther  hanged  from  the  Neck,  or  elfe  gently  laid  down  in  a  Capfu- 
la,  that  it  may--remain  immovable  and  feel  no  pain.  Alfo  inflam¬ 
mation  and  convulflon  that  are  at  Hand  mi  ft  be  hindered,  with5 
fome  medicament  that  eafeth  pain,  concocts,  cools,  and  repels; 
Such  a  Medicament  according  to  Hippocrates  4.  de  Artie.  6.  Is 
A  Cerate  with  pitch,  which  is  extended  upon  a  plaifter  that  was  wet 
%yith  fliarp  black  wine  and  warm  j  firft  prefled  out,  and  laid  warm  to 
the  Joint.

F  when  the  Bone  U  fet,  Convulflon  come  upon  it,  the  Joint 
muft  be  prefentlf  let  loofe  again,  and  muft  be  very  well,  for  a 

F  long 
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long  time  made  wet  with  plenty  of  warm  water  or  Oyl :  A!fo  the 
whole  Body  muft  be  heated  that  it  may  be  forced  to  fweat,  and 
all  the  Joints  may  grow  hot  •,  becaufe  they  all  fympathize  toge¬ 
ther  :  Alfo  the  beginnings  of  the  Nerves  muft  be  anointed  j  name¬ 
ly,  the  Nape  of  the  Neck,  Back-bone,  the  grains,  and  Arm-pits, 
with  Oyls  and  Unguents  which  arc  proper  againft  Convulfions^ 

'The  Care  of  a  ’ di [location  with  a  Callout,  which  hinders  the 
redutton  and  motion  of  the  joynts . 

IN  joynts  that  before  or  after  the  reduftion  are  ill  handled,  a 
.  Callous  eafily  grows  •,  efpecially  in  thole  that  are  not  compaf- 
fed  about  with  much  rlefli,  as  the  Elbow,  Knee,  and  Foot -,  other 
Joints  fometimes,  but  not  lo  eafily,  are  troubled  with  a  Callous, 
becaule  they  are  more  fleihy,  and  they  eafily  difeufs  tlie  fanguine 
humour  which  falls  down  for  the  nourilhment.  and  more  facile 
motion  of  the  Joints.  Now  the  Callous  is  either  hard,  or  as  hard 
as  a  Stone,  or  elfe  not  lo  hard  and  Stony.  There  are  four  marks 
of  a  ftony  Callous,  i.  The  Joint  is  fee n  to  be  moft  Bender  and 
moft  dry.  2.  'I  he  Patient  cannot  move  the  Joint,  nor  yet  the 
forcible  Hand  of  the  Chyrurgion.  3.  The  fiendernefs  and  thin- 
nefs  of  the  part  is  continual.  4.  There  were  applyed  medica¬ 
ments  that  were  too  cold  ,  very  aftrjngent  and  drying ,  whereby 
the  aforefaid  humour  was  turned  into  a  Stony  matter.  Alfo 
there  are  four  marks  of  a  Callous  fimply  hard.  1.  If  the  Difeafe 
be  new,  for  when  it  grows  old,  it  becomes  like  a  Stone. 
2.  Though  the  Patient  cannot  more  rhe  part,  yet  the  Chyrur¬ 
gion  can.  j.  If  fit  remedies  were  applied  to  the  Joint.  4.  There 
vyill  be  feme  Tumour  in  the  part  which  is  hard,  but  not  fo  hard  as  a 
Bone. 

The  Stony  Callous  will  not  be  cured  by  Celctis  his  way  without 
danger,  wherefore  it  muft  be  left  as  it  is.  But  the  cure  of  a  foft  Cal¬ 
lous,  or  not  fo  hard,  is  this.  Firft,  Empty  the  body  by  purging 
and  bleeding.  2.  Let  there  be  ordered  a  good  rule  for  diet,  and  o- 
ther  not  natural  things.  3.  Let  the  part  be  foftned  with  Oyl,  cr 
with  this  medicament  following. 

1  akc  Marfhmallow  roots  3  ounces. 

Of  wild  cucumbers  2  ounces. 

Leaves  of  Mallows,- 

Marfhmallows,  alike  two  handfull. 
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Tinfced, 

Fenugreek, 

Fat  Figs,  of  each  3  ounces. 

And  one  Weathers  Head. 

Boyl  all  thefe  in  a  fufticient  quantity  cf  pUre  water,  unti?the 
fielh  ol  the  Head  part  from  the  Bones ;  and  with  the  fteem  of  this 
let  the  Joint,  with  a  Callous,  be  fomented  for  feme  days  ;  after  fo¬ 
mentation,  let  the  part  be  chafed  for  a  third  part  of  an  hour  long 
the  hands  being  firft  anointed  with  Oyl  of  fweet  Almonds  and  fretit 
Goofe-greafe  mingled  together.  After  the  chafing,  lay  on  the  Plai- 
fter  of  Nile  us  >  fpoken  of  before  j  or  OxycrOceum  Nicolai,  tempered 
with  Goofe-greafe.  After  three  or  four  days,  for  the  foftning,  ancj 
difeufling  of  the  Callous  ,  the  fume  of  Vinigar  is  commended  : 
Wherefore  Galen  takes  a  fire-ftone  ( or  for  want  ot  this,  a  milj-Stone) 
which  he  makes  red  hot  in  the  fire  j  afterwards  he  pours  Vinegar 
upon  it,  wherein  fome  piece  of  Gum  Ammoniac  is  fteeped,  that 
the  fteem  riling  from  it,  and  received  for  a  third  part  of  an  houf 
may  not  only  attenuate  the  Callous,  but  alfo  often  lit:  Attenuation 
being  made  a  Cataplafin  muft  be  laid  on  •  either  this  that  follows 
or  one  that  is  ftronger.  Take  Barly,  Bran,  and  Oxymell  Ample* 
what  is  fufficient  to  make  a  Cataplafm.  Note  that  the  lick  Patient 
(  if  the  Joint  be  reduced  )  muft  move  his  Joint  as  much  as  poflibly 
he  can,  between  the  ufe  of  emollients  and  difeutients,  for  by  this 
motion  the  Callous  is  digefted.  If  the  Joint  be  not  yet  reduced  and 
a>  Callous  ariles,  this  muft  firft  be  cured,  and  then  the  Joint  muft  be 
reduced  j  as  I  faid  in  a  limple  dilbeation. 

The  Cure  of  the  diflocation  of  a  Joint,  which  after  it  is  fa, 
flips  again,  of  it  felf,  out  of  its  place. 

A  Joint  flips  out  for  three  reafons.  1.  When  after  a  violent  dif¬ 
location,  the  Joint  is  ill  fet,  and  the  Ligaments  are  rot  well  dri¬ 
ed.  2.  When  fome  Tumour  that  arifes  from  inflammation,  and  is 
ill  cured  hinders  it,  that  the  Joint  cannot  be  contained  in  its  place. 
J.  when  a  humour  runs  to  the  Joint,  which  relaxes  the  Ligaments* 
The  firft  caule  requires  greater  driers:  ThefeCond  lliews  emolli¬ 
ents  and  difeutients,  of  which  I  fpake  before:  The  third  is  vvorft 
of  all  j  which  (after  that  the  body  is  purged  by  medicaments  a 
vein  opened,  and  a  good  diet  ufed  )  requires  aduftion,  than  which 
there  is  nothing  better ;  for  this  cauterizing  firft  consumes  all 

^  a  thofe 
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thofe  moiftures  by  a  hard  cruft,  which  makes  a  hollow  Ulcer,  which 
being  covered  with  a  cicatrize,  contracts  the  part  relaxed  ;  for  by 
cauterifing  we  heat,  dry  and  digeft  the  humours.  But  we  muft 
note.  i.  To  burn  the  place  to  wmch  the  Bone  falls  j  as  if  the  flic  al¬ 
der  fill  under  the  Arm-pit,  the  burning  muft  be  made  under  the 
Arm-pit,  If  the  Head  of  the  Thigh  be  out  of  Joint  to  the  fore- part, 
the  fore  parts  muft  bi  burned  in  many  places.  2.  The  nervous 
parts,  ligaments,  veins,  arteries,  and  glandulous  parts,  muft  net  be 
burned  for  fire  is  an  Enemy  to  them  •,  for  by  reafon  of  their  drynefs 
a  wondcrtull  convulfton  follows^  5.  The  burning  muft  (be  made 
with  Iroft  tools,  which  make  no  great  Efcars  j  wherefore  fmall 
Iron  Inftruments  muft  be  chofen  like  to  Olives,  with  fharp  points, 
and  well  tired  red  hot.  That  after  this  burning  the  Joint  may 
reft  for  many  days,  for  if  it  fhould  flip  out  again,  the  difeafe  were 
incurable. 


7  he  Cure  of  the  Elongation  of  a  Joint . 


WHcn  a  Joint  is  lengthned,  the  more  loofe  ligaments  muft 
bound  up  with  medicaments,  not  cold  (  for  thefe  make 
be  the  Joint  ftiff  and  unfit  for  moticn^hut  hot.  And  fee¬ 
ing  there  is  no  /ingle  medicament  that  hath  the  force  to  heat  and  to 
bind  alio,  we  mull  apply  ll  me  compound,  as  is  the  plaifter  of  Rams 
skin,  But  if  the  cure  fuccced  not  by  medicaments,  there  is  but  one 
remedy  left*,  namely,  that  the  outward  skin,  on  bothfidesf  taking 
care  then  of  the  aforefaid  )  muft  be  burned  with  fmall  Iron  tools, 
made  excellent  well  red  hot  j  afterwards  the  part  muft  be  bound  up 
with  funds  proper  ftr  it.

Reduction  is  performed  by  two  things,  name¬ 
ly,  Extenfton,  and  Conformation,  either  by  force,  or  by  fitting  the 
par's  together.

Where  theic  needs  Exterfion  y  namely,  when  the  parts  of  the  bro¬ 
ken  bone  do  not  yet  lie  light,  but  one  lies  over  another.

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s  beft,  if  we  extend  prefently,  fo  foon  as  we  know 
for  if  that  be  not  done,  there  is  prefently  a  great 
•s,  by  reafon  of  the  vehement  painj_  and  the  muf- 
n  toward  theiFbegin ni rigs,  and  fo  extenfion  becomes 
i  if  we  go  about  it,  the  broken  bones  do  prick  the 
at  lie*  near  unto  them,  and  inflammations  ,  cunvul- 
ere  i!  accidents  follow.  Yet  extenfion  may  beat- 
-  inflammation  come;  namely,  on  the  fecond  or 


e  tenfi  )n.«j  But  the  latter  Chyturgions,  that  they  may  leflen  in- 
flamm  :tion,  eaie  the  pain,  and  may  lbften  the  mufcles  that  are 
con  aa  fted  to  ward  their  beginnings,  do  moiften  the  broken  part 
wi  A  hot  water  :  Others  take  Oyl  and  water,  or  the  decodion  of 
Mai  lows,  Marlh-mallcws,  tfc.  And  with  the  vapour  of  thefe  they 
do  foment  the  part,  for  a  whole  hour  together.  Where  you 
mufl  note,  hat  at  the  beginning  of  this  fomenting,  the  part  effe- 
ded  will  (well  extreamly  :  but  when  you  have  fomented  a  while, 
not  only  the  tumour  raifed  by  the  fieem,  but  alfo  that  which  was 
before  which  kindred  the  extenfion,  will  vanifh  alfo.  And  the  skin 
of  a  Calf  newly  killed,  is  an  excellent  remedy  •,  or  any  other  creatu¬ 
res  skin  hound  about  it  whilfi  it  is  yet  hot,  and  kept  for  fome  hours  a 
bout  the  part  broken,  for  it  hath  a  notoble  digefiing  force  j  foftning 
and  eafing  pain. 

The  Manner.  The  broken  part  is  kept  in  a  mean  figure,  with  in- 
ftruments  neceffary  for  extenfion  both  beiow  and  above  the  fradure, 
and  it  is  drawn  mod  rightly  both  ways  5  namely,  upward  and  down¬ 
ward. 

The  Inftruments,  fometimes  are  only  the  hands  of  two  afliit- 
ants  that  are  flrong,  where  the  attraction  is  gentle,  Table  XXIX 
Figure  I.  Sometimes  firings  of  linnenor  leather,  where  we  mull 
draw  harder.  Table  XXIV.  Figure  I.  ^  And  fometimes  Engine* 
where  we  muft  extend  with  the  greateft  force.  Table  XXV.  Fi¬ 
gure  I. 

The  Quallity  varieth  according  to  the  magnitude  of  the  bonci 
anfi  mufcles.  Whence  it  is  that  the  radius  requires  the  leaft  exten¬ 
fion  ;  the  bones  require  greater  which  are  in  the  top  of  the  Hand 
and  Feet :  Yet  greater  the  Arm  and  the  Fibula  :  The  Shoulder  ant 
the  Leg  Require  greater  tnan  they  ,  and  the  Thigh-bone  thegreatpi 
of  all. 


More* 
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—  Moreover  in  every  bone  a  ftronger  extenfion  is  endured.  j.  In  a 
foft  body  rather  than  a  hard  body.  z.  The  firft  day  rather  than  the 
days  following,  when  the  fear  of  inflammation  remains.  3.  An  old 
fra&ure  than  a  new.^ 

The  Quantity  j  the  part  is  extended  right  forth,  until  fuch  time 
as  the  bones  are  placed  right  one  againfl:  another,  and  do  not  touch 
one  the  other. 

Conformation  will  be  made  well  •,  If,  whilft  the  Inftruments  that 
extend,  are  flackned  by  little,  and  little,  and  the  part  is  kept  in  a 
mean  pofture,  the  parts  of  the  broken  bone,  which  do  not  yet  lie 
right  one  againfl;  another,  are  fet  exa&lv  right,  and  the  prominent 
parts  of  them  are  hid  in  their  proper  cavities,  by  the  hands  of  the 
Chyrurgion,  fvveetly  and  gently  without  any  violence  at  all.-j  Table 
XXVI.  Fig.  I.  This  operation  fucceds  excellently  well,  wnen  the 
member  made  conformable,  is  like  to  the  found  member  in  figure, 
and  we  can  feel  no  inequality  by  handling  of  it,  and  the  vehement 
pain  is  ended  or  abated.  -| 

Confervation  of  the  fra&ure  now  reduced,  confifts  in  binding  and 
hindring  of  inflammation,  by  topical  means  3  binding  is  made  with 
Bands,  Splents,  and  Ferulaes. 

Bands,  Tab.  XXIX.  E.  F.  G.  Are  provided  of  old  linnen  rags 
and  fuch  as  are- worn  with  ufing,  that  they  may  be  the  more  tra&a- 
ble  *,  yet  they  muft  be  ftrong,  leaft  being  extended  they  fliould  tear* 
they  muft  have  no  Teams  or  knots,  that  they  may  bind  equally  and 
without  pain.  But  the  breadth  of  the  bands  is  known  by  the  mag¬ 
nitude  ot  the  part :  for  the  thicker  part  requires  a  broader  band,  and 
the  thinner  thole  that  are  narrower. 

The  length  muft  be  as  much  as  is  needfull  *,  namely,  that  the 
binding  may  comprehend  a  great  part  of  the  found  part;  both  above 
and  beneath  the  fra&ure  ,  madr  with  requifite  circumvolutions, 
which  muft  be  as  many  as  are  requifite  to  ftrengthen  the  broken 
part. 

Splents,  Table  XXIX.  Letter  I.  arelinnen  deaths  (  the  Anti- 
ents  made  them  of  hards  kembed  out  )  often  folded  together  •,  and 
they  are  called  Splents,  becaufe  they  are  like  the  Spleens  of  brute 
Beafts,  which  ufe  to  be  long  and  narrow ;  others  call  thefe  cloaths 
Piagets:  The  Antients called  them  Plttmctceolos  or  Pulvillos,  final! 
feather  bolftcrs  or  culhions,  becaufe  they  made  them  of  feathers  few- 
ed  between  two  linnen  cloaths.  Thefe  Splents  muft  be  fo  long,  that 
they  comprehend  all  the  ligature;  for  if  they  fliould  be  fhorter, 
they  would  not  defend  all  the  circuit} 'solutions  of  the  ligature  :  But 
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the  breadth  of  them  muft  be  the  breadth  of  three  or  four  fingers  of 
the  Patient.  As  for  their  thicknefs,  they  muft  be  three,  and  alfo 
fometimes  four  double,  where  there  is  need  of  more  ftrengthning. 
And  when  they  muft  compafsthe  whole  part  about  •  fo  many  muft 
betaken  as  can  go  round  about  the  part.  Whence  Hipocrates  lib. 
de.  ejfic.  medic.  Let  the  length  of  the  Splents,  breadth,  thicfytejs  and 
multitude  be  thus.  Lor  length  let  them  be  equal  to  the  ligature their 
breadth  muft  be  three  or  four  fingers  broad  %  their  thicknefs  muft  bs  three 
or  forty-fold  double  ^  their  multitude  that  they  may  go  round  about ,  and 
they  muft  be  neither  more  nor  fewer.  And  Galen  in  his  Comment  up¬ 
on  this  place,  in  this  fpeech  which  Hippocrates  now  makes  of  fra. 
ttures,  firft  he  mentions  Piagets,  and  Splents,  fo  called  from  the 
liken  efs  of  their  form  to  Spleens  *,  which  he  commends  to  be  made 
fo  long,  that  they  may  equal  the  ligature,  for  that  they  are  ufed 
to  defend  that  *,  namely,  that  they  may  hold  that  firm  and  unmo¬ 
ved  ;  f  »  broad,  as  that  they  may  equal  three  or  four  fingers  breadth 
of  the  Patient  to  be  bound  •  fo  thick,  that  they  may  be  three  or  four 
double,  four  double  where  the  ligature  needs  more  ftrength  •,  but, 
where  lefts  ftrength  is  required,  he  fuppofes  that  thrice  double  may 
ferve  the  turn.  But  he  advifes  to  ufe  fuch  a  number  of  Piagets , 
that  they  may  comoafs  the  part  bound,  round  about  it. 

Ferulaes  are  light  chips  of  Wood,  Table  XXIX.  K.  (  which  arc 
laid  upon  bones  broken  or  out  of  joint,  alter  that  the  time  of  in¬ 
flammation  is  paft,  that  they  may  ftrengthen  the  fradure  the  more  ) 
not  much  unlike  to  Piagets.  The  Antients,  amougft  whom  Hip¬ 
pocrates  was  the  cheif ,  made  thefe  Ferulaes  of  the  bark  of  the 
woody  thrub  Fennel  -gigant,  or  eTe  of  the  boughs  of  it  divided  in  the 
middle,  whence  they  came  to  be  called  F erulx.  For  this  wood  is 
moft  fit  for  this  purpofe ,  becaufir  it  is  moft  hard  ,  and  there¬ 
fore  the  Antient  made  walking  ftaves  of  it  to  lean  upon  :  We,  for 
want  of  this  fliurb  (  becaufe  in  Germany  and  colder  Climates  it 
cannot  be  had  >  provide,  with  excellent  fucceis,  Ferulaes  of  the 
lids  of  Chefts  which  Apothecaries  and  Merchants  ufe  to  put  their 
Merchandize  in  :  and  if  we  cannot  get  thofe  covers  neither,  ex¬ 
cellent  Ferulaes  are  made  of  old  fcabbords  for  Swords,  which  be¬ 
caufe  they  are  covered  with  Leather,  they  arc  hard  and  fmooth. 
Hippocrates  lib,  de  offic.  Medic,  lets  down  the  good  conditions  of  Fe¬ 
rulaes  :  Moreover  it  is  neceff.try  that  ferulaes  be  fmooth  and  equal ,  and 
crooked  about  the  ends ,  and  on  both  parts  of  the  ligature  a  Utile  jhorter  : 
but  thickeft  of  all  where  the  frafture  brea\s  jorth.  He  will  not  lia\e 
them  to  be  (harp  but  fmooth,  that  they  may  be  draw  1  fometimes  : 
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wPwards»  and  ibmetimes  downwards,  fometimes  right  out,  fome- 
times  obliquely  as  need  ihall  require  3  not  wrefted  afide,  which 
piay^urn  afide  the  ligature  and  the  part ;  but  equal,  that  they  may 
equally  compafs  it  about 3  they  mull  be  flat  upwards  about  the  ends, 
that  is  at  theTo wet  ends  lightly  pared  avvay,  that  they  may  bind  the 
more  in  the  place  of  the  fratture.  rather  than  upon  the  found  parts* 
which  being  preifed  will  feel  pain  and  be  inflamed  At  both  ends 
where  the  ligature  is  made,  fomewhat  fliorter*,  for  the  fame  rea- 
fon,  that  they  may  not  prefs  thcfe  parts  which  are  found  at  the 
ends,  and  lo  caufe  pain  and  inflammation.  Galen  comm.  3.  deChj- 
THVg.ojfic.  text.  11.  writes;  But  it  chiefly  concerns  a  fra&ure,  that 
the  Ferulaes  be  neither  ftiarp  nor  wrefted  afide,  becaufe  both  ways 
they  prels  3  jbut  thefe  that  are  wrefted,  have  this  over  and  above, 
that  they  wreft  afide  the  ligature  3  which  being  wrefted,  the  part 
broken  is  wrefted  afide  alfo.  He  alfo  counfels  to  make  choice  of 
fuch  Ferulaes  which  are  flat  upwards  at  the  ends  3  for  thofe  that  have 
always  the  fame  thickticfs  even  to  the  end,  and  are  equally  bound 
on  that  part,  are  better  than  all  others  are  :  But  this  is  not.  expe¬ 
dient  at  all  to  be  done,  when  he  will  that  the  Ferulaes  (hall  bind 
fafter  ih  the  middle  of  the  Ligature  *,  and  from  thence,  unto  both 
ends  they  fhoiild  be  mote  loofe,  and  at  the  ends  loofeft  of  all. 

He  will  alfo  that  they  fhall  be  lhortcr,  for  length,  than  the  binding 
is,  that  they  may  not  touch  the  skin  beyond  the  Ligature  3-^  which, 
becaufe  it  receives  efttimes  the  humours  prefled  our  by  the  bands, 
becomes  more  fwoln.  He  will  have  the  Ferulaes  to  be  thicker  where 
they  lie  upon  the  fra d tire  3  becaufe  that  place,  above  all  the  reft, 
Bands  in  need  to  be  prefled  down  by  them, 

Inflammation  at  hand,  is  hindred  by  Anodyns  and  repelling  Me¬ 
dicaments  applied  outwardly  to  the  part.  I,  with  happy  fuccefs, 
always  ufe  a  Medicament  which  is  compounded  of  lharp  Wine, 
Oil  of  Rofes,  and  the  whites  of  Eggs  beaten  together  with  a  fpatula, 
■when  they  are  mingled  in  due  proportion  :  If  pain  be  urgent,  I  leave 
out  the  whites  of  Eggs,  and  I  mingle  O.yl  with  the  Wine  in  greater 
quantity.  When  this  Medicament  is  qfed,  I  wet  my  bands  in  it. 
Table  XXIX,  F..  F.'  called  Jnbligamitui  3  and  I  prefs  it  out  again. 
Table  XXIX.  H  according  to  the  adm  mition  of  Avicenna  3  who. 
Lib.  4.  Ff».  tratt.  1.  cap.  f.  Concerning  the  cure  of  adiflocation* 
commands  that  we  fliould  be  carefull,  that  they  be  not  laid  on  hot 
JMkidry.  For  when  they  are  hot,  they  heat,  and  by  heating  draw  out 

tumours  3  and  being  dry,  they  do  not  flick  faft  together.  A 
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Wherefore  Extenfion  being  made,  and  the  fra  (Sure  compo- 
fcd,  all  things  provided  neceflary  to  bind  withall ,  the  part 
which  is  yet  extended  divers  ways ,  muft  immediately  be  roled 
about  with  fwathes  drawn  upward  and  downward.  But  at  firft 
we  muft  make  three  circumvolutions  of  the  firft:  band  above  the 
fra&ure  ,  and  make  fo  great  a  compreflion ,  as  may  fuffice  to 
ftrengthen  the  bones  •,  then  toward  the  fupperiour  part,  namely, 
the  found  part,  the  ligature  muft  be  brought,  by  little,  and  lit* 
tie,  dimini fbing  the  compreflion.  Table  XXIX.  Fig.  I.  When 
we  have  taken  in  fufficient  of  the  found  part,  there  we  ought 
to  end  the  binding  of  it.^Then  we  muft  take  another  fwathe 
band,  that  is  longer  than  the  former,  that  it  may  come  to  that 
place  where  the  firft  band  ended  *,  and  one  or  two  circumvolu¬ 
tions  muft  be  made  ( the  contrary  way  ^  for  if  the  former  were 
toward  the  right  hand,  this  muft  be  toward  the  left  hand  )  upon 
the  fra&ure  ^  and  from  thence  toward  the  the  lower  part,  the  bind* 
ing  muft  be  brought^  diminifhing  likewife  the  compreflion, 
by  degrees,  as  we  did  before.  But  the  circumvolution*  of  this 
fwathe  muft  not  be  fo  many,  becaufe  we  do  not  here  fear  the 
extream  parts  fo  much,  and  when  we  have  taken  in  fufiicient  of 
the  four.d  part,  we  muft  then  leave  oft  to  make  any  more  cir¬ 
cumvolutions  toward  the  lower  part.  Table  XXIX.  Figure  II. 

The  bands  return  by  the  fra&uie,  with  more  feldome  circumvo¬ 
lutions,  until  they  come  fo  far  as  the  end  of  the  firft  band.  But 
becaufe  thefe  two  bands,  now  roled  about,  are  too  weak  to  hold  . 
the  fra&ure,  Splents  muft  be  apply ed  about  the  fra&ure,  and  the 
whole  part  •  namely,  according  to  the  length  of  it,  to  be  laid  on 
long  ways  ;  not  that  one  fhall  be  put  upon  another,  but  that 
betwixt  one  Splent  and  another,  there  be  fo  much  diftance  as  a 
fingers  breadth  of  the  Patient  himfclf  i  thefe  muft  be  made  faft 
With  a  third  ligature  from  a  double  end,  fo  that  the  firft  circum¬ 
volution  muft  be  made  upon  the  fra&ure  *  then  the  other  end 
muft  be  brought  toward  the  upp&  parts,  with  more  frequent 
circumvolutions  j  and  the  other  end  toward  the  lower  parts,  and 
the  circumvolutions  muft  not  be  fo  many  ;  then  again  from  the 
lower  parts  upward ,  untill  we  come  to  that  place  where  the 
other  end  of  this  fwathe  came  to  an  end.  Y et  both  ends  muft  be 
jfo  often  roled  about ,  that  the  ends  of  the  Piagets  may  ftick 
forth  a  little  at  each  end^  Table  XXIX.  Fig.  III.  It  fhall  be  j 
X he  fign  of  convenient  ligature,  when  t^e  Patient  reports  that  it 
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is  bound  firmly ;  but  not  prefled,  and  more  upon  the  part  hurt, 
than  upon  the  found  part,  and  leaft  of  all  toward  the  extreara 
parts,  i 

After  convenient  ligature,  there  fucceeds  good  Dcpofition  *, 
which  is  the  middle  figure,  foft,  equal  and  tending  upwards. 
Wherefore  let  that  the  part  is  bound,  be  laid  in  a  wooden  Cap- 
fula  that  is  filled  up,  being  wrapt  in  kembed  hards  and  linnen, 
and  fo  let  it  remain  until  the  third  day;  if  the  Patient  that  day 
fie  is  bound  ,  and  the  night  following ,  feems  to  himfelf  to  he 
bound  more  (freight,  and  on  the  fecond  day  lefs ;  befides  this,  there 
will  be  a  foft  and  fmall  Tumour  on  the  extream  part  j  for  a  great  and 
hard  Tumour  (hews  that  the  Ligature  is  naught,  and  too  (freight, 
and  that  there  is  at  hand  fear  of  inflammation  and  of  a  gangreene  • 
whereupon  the  fick  muff  be  prefently  unbound,  and  be  bound  again, 
but  more  gently,  -f- 

If  on  the  third  day,  after  binding  the  part,  the  bands  feem 
to  be  too  loofe,  they  muif  be  unbound  again  (but  we  mud  ob- 
ferve  that  when  we  mulf  unbind  the  Ligature,  before  the  Bones 
be  at  all  knit ,  the  windings  about  of  the  bands,  are  not  to  be 
unbound  by  little,  and  little,  but  the  part  mud  lie  (fill,  and  the 
linnen  and  bands  muft  be  cut,  until!  fuch  time  as  the  upper  part 
being  uncovered ,  you  may  take  all  things  away ,  the  part  not 
being  lifted  from  its  proper  place.  For  there  is  no  need  to  lift 
up  the.  part,  and  to  let  it  lie  pendulous,  and  fo  to  handle  it,  for 
no  good  c  a  n  come  to  the  patient  by  thxt^  untill  the  Medicaments  be 
applied,  and  the  part  be  again  roled  about  with  bands;  and  the 
part  that  itcheth  muft  be  often  fprinkled  with  warm  water,  that 
the  fmoky  vapours  detained  in  it  may  evaporate  :  After  that  the 
part  muff  be  bound  with  a  Ligature  which  is  moderate ,  yet  a 
Jittle  (freighter  ;  and  let  it  be  laid  into  the  Capfula  until  the  fc- 
venth  day ,  at  which  time  the  bands  muft  again  be  unbound, 
and  the  part  muif  be  fprinkled  with  water ,  and  bound  again 
with  bands ,  yet  (freighter  ’drawn  together ;  but  fo  that  they 
may  fufler  life  and  nouriihment  to  pafs  to  the  extreaiii  part  of  the 
member.  Wherefore  apply  to  the  broken  part  the  Cerate  DiapaJ- 
nix,  or  JLmplalititm  Catagmaticum  Renodxt,  either  fpread  upon 
one  broad  linnen  cloath,  or  upon  mmy  narrow  pieces  j  and  upon 
this  bands  having  but  one  end,  and  wet  with  (harp  Wine,  and 
prefled  forth  again ;  and  above  thefe  muft  be  plagets,  firft  wet 
in  Wine  and  prdfed  out,  and  then  wet  in  the  white  of  an  Egg 
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fc  eaten  ;  and  laft  of  all,  muft  be  a  roler  with  two  ends  wet  in  the 
fame  Wine.  Thefe  things  being  duly  performed ,  becaufe  at 
this  time,  moft  commonly ,  the  fear  of  inflammation  ceafeth  ; 
the  more  to  ftrengthen  the  fradure,  Ferulaes  (which  cannot 
fafely  be  bound  on  to  preferve  the  ligature,  until  the  feventh 
dav  be  over,  for  fear  of  inflammation  )  with  Piagets  round  a- 
bout  that  flick  forth  at  each  end  of  the  Ligature  above,  muft  be 
laid  on  all  the  length  of  the  part  ,  with  Bands  L  roled  about 
them  exceeding  loofely :  In  this  cider ,  that  firft  they  muft  be 
bound  on  the  upper  part :  Secondly,  on  the  lower  part  1  Third¬ 
ly,  upon  the  fradure,  left  the  binding  fhould  be  more  forcible 
upon  the  fradure,  and  fhould  caufe  pain.  Table XXIX.  Fig. 

IV.  Alfo,  in  applying  Ferulaes,  care  muft  be  had  to  any  Bones  — • 
that  may  flick  forth,  and  out  of  the  flefh  ;  for  laid  upon  them  , 
they  will  caufe  pain  and  exulceration  ;  -{Wherefore,  let  them  be 
laid  on  the  outfides  of  them,  or  let  them  be  fhorter.  The  part 
fc  bound  muft  be  kept  unmoved  in  the  Capfula,  untill  the  tweiv 
!  tiethday;  unlefs  Itching,  Excoriation,  Pain,  or  other  accidents 
require  the  bands  to  be  unbound,  and  a  convenient  application 
of  Medicaments  to  be  made.  Notwithftanding ,  the  Chyrur-  ^ 
I  gion  fhall,  every  third  day,  come  to  fee  his  Patient  ?^and  fhall 
i  gently  fallen  the  looie  Ferulaes  upon  the  fradure  ;  having  al¬ 
ways  that  before  his  eyes,  that  Ferulaes  are  p  ut  round,  not  to 
prefs,  but  that  they  may  defend  and  ftrengthen  the  binding  that  is  un¬ 
der  them.'-] 

But  when  this  term  is  paft,  the  Ferulaes  and  Bands  muft  be 
bound  hard  ;  and  the  part  affeded,  for  the  generation  or  nutri¬ 
tion  of  the  Callous,  muft  be  fomented  with  hot  water  (until  it 
fweil,  and  no  longer  )  then  applying  a  Plaifter  for  broken  Bones, 
the  Ferulaes  and  Bands  muft  be  bound  more  loofely  (  that  hu¬ 
mours  that  breed  and  nourifh  a  Callous  may  increafe)  and  the 
part  laid  into  a  Capfula,  muft  remain  there  for  two  days  •  and 
then  muft  be  bound  hard  again,  to  try  the  quantity  and  quality 
pf  the  Callous.  The  bands  muft  be  bound  every  fifth  day  after 
this ,  and  the  part  being  fprinkled  with  hot  water ,  muft  be 
drefled  with  a  Cerate,  Bands,  and  Ferulaes,  loofer  than  before,  un¬ 


til  fuch  time  as  the  fradure  may  be  confirmed  with  a  moderate 


Callous  ;  which  is  wont  to  be  done  in  bones  of  the  Arm  ,  for 
the  moft  part,  in  thirty  days;  in  the  Bones  of  the  Shoulder  and 
Leg,  in  about  forty  days ;  and  for  the  Thigh,  in  about  fifty  days ; 


yet 
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Yet  none  ofWfe  is  certain  5  for  Nature  differs  much  from  Nature* 
and  age  from  age.  4* 

The  Callous  is  bread  of  blood,  which  muft  not  be  drawn  before 
the  feventh  day  •  wherefore  Emplaftrum  Oxycroceum  is  dangerous 
the  firft  days  ;  by  reafon  of  inflammation  prefen t,  or  near  at  handA- 
To  breed  the  Callous,  others  give  broths,  wherein  the  leaves  of 
Agrimony,  and  the  Roots  of  comfry  have  been  boyled.  Others  give 
more  glutinous  meats.  The  new  Praditioners  above  (my  year's 
fince,  have  found  a  Stone,  which  grows  in  the  Palatinate,  which 
is  much  commended,  by  the  inhabitants  of  that  place,  to  breed  a 
Callous;  whence  they  call  it  IciumMuf.  Concerning  which  read 
Guillielmut  Eabritiut  Hildanus  Cent.  l.  Obferv.  90,91.  91.  and 

Settertm  Lib.  f.  Inftitut.  part.  z.  Jeft.  1  .cap.  7.  Outwardly  not  on¬ 
ly  Cera  turn  Bar  bar  urn ,  and  Diapalma  Galeni  are  fefely  applyed  ;  but 
alfo  Emplaftrum  oxycroceum  Nicolai ,  and  Catagmaticum  Renodai : 
Barbarum  and  Oxycroceum  muft  belaid  on  in  Winter,  Diapalma  in 
Summer,  and  Emplaftrum  Kenodxi  Spring,  and  Fall.  Sometimes 
fome  fymptomes  follow  fradures,  as  Itching,  Excoriation,  aCal- 
lous  greater  or  fmaller  pain,  fmalnefs  of  the  parts,  or  winding 
afide  of  it ;  all  which  things  require  the  Chyrurgians  help.-^ 

Itching  will  ceafe  if  the  part  bound  be  fomented  with  warm  wa¬ 
ter  until  it  wax  red  ;  and  a  little  more,  that  the  matter  atraded, 
may  be  again  digefted.H  When  the  part  effeded  doth  not  conveni¬ 
ently  admit  the  pouring  on  of  cold  water,  it  is  with  profit  enough 
held  over  the  fume  of  the  water.  Note  that  the  feratebing  muft  be 
forbidden  the  Patient ,  when  it' doth  itch,  becauje  it  is  the  worft  thing  \ 
and  bt/ides  Excoriation  will  atr aft  burnouts,  and  raijt  verygrievotu 
pains.  — 

Excoriation  which  often  arifes,  when  the  unloofing  of  the  bands 
Is  deferred  longer  than  it  ought  to  be  ?  and  again  when  the  Patients 
are  impatient  and  fcratch,  is  cured  by  the  pouring  on  warm  water, 
as  I  faid  for  the  cure  of  itching  ;  and  by  applying  ungent  dt  CeruJJa , 
which  cooh  a  nddries.  — 

Pain  is  mitigated  by  fomenting  with  Water  and  Oil,  or  with  the 
decod  ion  of  a  Wether’s  head,  with  cammomile  flowers. 

The  Callous  is  bred  greater  than  it  fhould,  when  the  Patient 
ufes  a  fuller  diet  than  he  ought  to  do,  or  the  Phyfition  is  more  negli¬ 
gent  in  the  cure  ?  if  he  do  not  feel  his  Pulfe,  and  if  he  bind  the  bands 
too  loofe.  This  is  prevented  if  you  take  away  from  his  diet,  and 
the  quality  of  the  Callous  be  fometimes  tried,  and  the  bands  bound 
fotnewhat  {freighter.  It  is  dimiihed ,  fir  if  with  emollient  Medi-  * 
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H  catftents  :  and  next,  with  emollient  and  difcutient  mingled  toge¬ 
ther  (  fuch  as  were  propounded  for  the  cure  of  a  diflocation  with  a 
i  Callous)  until  it  come  to  a  mediocrity.  •(  A  Callous  that  is  too 
|  (mail,  hath  contrary  caufes,  and  therefore  it  is  to  be  preierved  by 
contraries.  It  is  augumented  with  a  more  thicknmg  diet,  and  at- 
tra&ion  ofthe  aliment  to  he  partaffetted,  by  pouring  onhot  wa- 
I  ter  (yet  with  that  moderation,  that  whilft  the  part  is  yet  lifted 
up,  we  do  defift  before  it  fall  down  again)  and  by  the  more  loofe  li¬ 
gature  of  the  bands.  *  ,  .  ,  -  ,  .  ,  , 

Extent  a:ion  of  the  part  proceeds,  either  from  the  too  hard  — 
binding  cf  the  bands,  or  for  wanttof  glutinous  nourirtiment.  If 
binding  caufe  Extenuation,  the  bands  muft  be  bound  loofer :  If 
want  of  nourifhment  be  the  caufe  of  fmallnefs,  let  nutriment  be 
attra&ed  by  fomenting  with  hot  water,  until  the  part  wax  red  j 
and  then  lay  on  feme  Pitch  plaifter  upon  it,  fpread  upon  a  broad 
linnen  cloath ;  and  let  it  be  oftentimes  duly  drawn  off,  taking  heed 
afterwards  that  we  bind  not  the  bands  too  hard,  which  might  again 
repulfe  the  nutriment  drawn  thither. 

Diftorfion,  or  ill  conformation  of  the  part,  proceeds  either  from 
the  negleft  of  the  Chvrurgion,  when  be  makes  lefs  extenfion,  join¬ 
ing  together  or  binding  than  he  ought  to  do  *,  or  it  is  the  fault  of 
the  Patient,  when  he  ftirs  the  broken  part  before  the  Callous  is 
CTrown  ftrong,  or  ftands  upon  it  j  oredfe  it  is  the  fault  in  the  fiafture, 
efpecially  when  the  Thigh  is  broken.  ter  the  Bones  oj  the  thigh 9 
though  you  do  draw  them  out  by  force  of  gxtenfon,  cannot  be  held  Jo  by 
any  bands  ;  butwhen  theft/}  intention  faty,  they  will  run  together 
again ;  for  here  the  thiej^and  ftrong  flejh  are  above  binding ,  and  binding 
cannot  keep  them  down.^  Hippocrates  de  fta&.  which  Ctljus  feems  to 
confirm.  Lib.  8.  Cap .  io.4  Where  he  writes  of  the  Cure  of  the  Legs 
and  Thighs  For’we  muft  not  be  ignorant  that  it  the  Thigh  be  bro¬ 
ken,  that  it  will  be  made  ftiorter,  becaufeit  never  returns  to  it’s 
former  ftate ;  And  jtvicenna  Lib.  4»  ten.  5»  Saith  that  it  is  a  rare 
thing  for  the  Thigh  once  broken,  to  be  perfe&ly  cured  again. 
Thefe  words  admonifh  us,  that  wc  ihould  never  promife  a  oerfeft 
cure  ofthe  Thigh  j  but  rather,  ufing  all  diligente,  we  ftionld  fore¬ 
tell,  that  it  is  doubtfull  that  the  Patient  will  be  always  lame ;  left 
when  this  iball  happen  from  the  nature  of  the  fra&ure,  or  which 
moft  frequently  fails  out,  from  the  impatience  ot  the  lick  perfon, 
it  may  be  imputed  to  our  miftake  *  and  infteed  oi  a  reward,  bring 
us  a  difgrace.-^Alfo  ill  conformation  may  come  by  reafon  of  the  - 
fracture,  when  a  piece  of  the  Bone  is  contained  between  ^both  the 

Bones 


Bones  that  are  broken,  which  may  hinder  them  to  toucfrone  the 
other. ^  The  Bones  that  are  diflocated,  either  by  the  Phyfitians  or 
the  Patients  fault,  mu  ft  not  be  broken  again  (  unlefs  it  cannot  be 


Bones.  But  if  the  hurt  be  great,  the  Patient  be  young  and  ftrcng,« 
the  Callous  new,  not  above  fix  months  Handing  ;  let  the  Callous 


baths  and  emplaifters  j  and  let  the  part  be  drawn  at  both  ends,  ei¬ 
ther  with  mens  hands,  Cords,  or  Engines,  divers  ways,  as  need 
requires,  until  foch  time  as  the  Callous  fhall  be  broken,  and  the 
parts  of  the  broken  Bones  can  be  fitted  together  with  the  palms  of 


If  any  piece  of  the  Bone  wreft  afide  the  whole  part,  there  muft  be 


broken  Bone  5  and  tfie  fplint  of  the  broken  Bone,  which  hinders 


the joyning together,  muft  be  pulled  out  with  the  pullers;  and 
then  thefradure  muft  be  fitted  by  extenfion,  bound  and  laid  down, 
as  we  deal  with  a  new  fradure.  In  the  faid  Diftorfion  of  the  Thigh 


1  length  of  the  Bone,  the  bands  muft  be  bound  (freighter  than  in 
other  fradures ;  that  the  Bones  broken,  which  are  departed  broad 
ways  one  from  the  other,  may  be  brought  again  to  a  mutual  and 
clofe  touching  one  of  the  other,  that  they  may  not  fall  back  again 
Galea.  Lib.  6.  Meth.  Med.  Cap.  5.Be(ides  we  muft  do  all  things  which 
are  to  be  done  in  an  oblique  or  overthwart  fradure.  as  I  faidT 

And  thefe  things  fhall  fuffice  to  have  been  fpoken  of  the  cure  of 
fimple  fradures,  where  the  Bones  do  not  flick  forth,  nor  yet  anv 
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fture,  with  a  Wound,  muft  be  cured.  There  are  divers  kinds  of  fra- 
<ftures  with  wounds  ;  for  either  the  Bone  is  made  naked  of  the  P«rf- 
oftiam  and  the  flelh  ;  or  elfe  it  is  yet  covered  with  them  ;  in  both 
again  we  exped  that  fome  great  part,  or  fmall,  or  no  part  of  the 
Bone  (hall  come  Forth.  v 


A  Fracture  with  a  fimple  Wound 

N  which,  neither  the  Bone  is  made  naked  its  coverings,  upt 
1,  any  part  of  the  Bone  is  come  away  :  it  is,  cured  as  a  fra&urewith- 
ut  a  Wound;  namely,  i.  With  convenient  Extenfion.  2.  Witn 
due  joining  together,  and  this  is  followed  by  a  mutual  touching 
together  oi  the  lips  of  the  Wound  ;  and  by  keeping  them  fo,  when 
they  are  thus  brought  together,  by  linnen  cloaths  that  are  Plaifters 
1  aid  crofs  ways  upon  them,  and  by  bands.  3 .  By  Deligation.  4. 
By  Depofition. 

Yet  here  about  the  cure  we  muft  note,  1.  That  Extenfion  be 
prefently  made,  by  a  Chyrurgion,  on  the  firft,  or  at  fartheft  on  the 
iecond  day  ;  namely,  before  any  great  inflammation  falls  upon  the 
part.  If  the  Chyrurgion  be  not  called  feafonably  •,  but  on  the 
third,  fourth,  or  fifth  day,  in  which  the  inflammation  is  near  at 
hand,  or  elfe  is  begun,  then  extenfion  muft  not  be  attempted  until 
feven  or  a  few  more  days  be  over,  and  in  the  mean  while,  the  Phy- 
fitian  {hall  ufe  all  the  force  he  hath  to  prevent  inflammation  3  both 
by  removing  the  antecedent  caufe,  by  diet,  and  Chyrurgery,  and 
Phyfick  y  as  by  taking  heed  to  the  part  affe&ed  by  Anodyns,  Re- 
pellers,  and  convenient  Depofition  of  the  part  as  much  as  may  be  ; 
and  by  covering  the  Wound  with  fuch  things  as  {hall  caufe  fuppu- 
ration.v  When  the  danger  of  inflammation  is  paft,  rhe  fradure 
muft  be  fet  either  by  Extenfion  alone,  or  elfe  by  help  of  the  Levi- 
tor  alfo  t  then  it  muft  be  bound  with  three  bands,  andafufficient 
number  of  Piagets,  and  fo  laid  down  eafily. 

Secondly,  The  Extenfion  muft  not  be  fo  violent,  as  in  a  fimple 
fra&ure,  becaufe  the  fle{hy,  mufculous  and  nervous  fubftance,  is 
already  torn,  bruifed  and  hurt ;  for  if  we  do  otherwife,  extream 
pains  and  convulfions  will  follow,  with  the  greateft  danger  of  the 
Patient’s  life.  A 

Thirdly ,  The  firft  band  muft  be  fomething  broader  than  the 
Wound  it  felf  3  efpecially  at  the  beginning,  from  whence  we  begin 
thWind  it  about,  that  it  may  comprehend  the  lips  of  the  Wound  on 
both  fides.  For  if  the  band  be  too  narrow,  then  it  would  hold  the 
Ulcer  bound  in,  and  would  caufe  pain. 

Fourthly,’ 
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Fourthly,  The  bands  alfo  muft  be  bound  lefs  clofc  than  for  a 
fra&ure  without  a  wound  y  left  the  wound  being  prefled,  pain 
and  inflammation  fhould  arife  5  and  for  the  fame  reafon ,  let 
them  alib  be  more  foft  than  for  a  Ample  fra&ure.  %,-Let  the  part 
be  untied  the  third  day  after  extenfion  and  direction,  and  be 
bound  again,  yet  fo  that  the  ligature  may  prefs  itHfomewhat 
more  (  to  make  the  part  more  {lender  )  fo  long  as  the  tear  of  in¬ 
flammation  remains ,  unlefs  pain  perfwade  to  do  otherwife. 

B  ut  in  the  fecond  binding  let  not  the  ligature  be  made  {freighter,  but 
rather  loofer,  that  there  may  be  paflage  left  for  the  Blood  to  come 
fdrth,  which  muft  be  the  matter  of  the  Callous. 

Fifthly,  Ferulacs  muft  not  be  laid  to  the  wotind  5  and  if  they 
muft  be  laid  on,  they  muft  be  placed  on  the  fldes  of  the  Wound, 
and  the  oppoAte  part,  until  fuch  time  as  the  Wound  is  cured. 
But  it  feldom  falls  out,  that  a  Ample  Wound  in  fuch  a  fra&ure  is 
not  covered  with  a  cicatrize,  at  the  fecond  or  third  drefling,  or 
at  Ieaft  not  Ailed  up  with  flefti.  „.When  the  Wound  is  healed,  if 
the  Bone  be  not  yet  ftrertgthned,  we  muft  do  as  we  did  for  a  Am¬ 
ple  fracture.  But  if  in  the  mean  time,  namely,  on  the  eighteenth 
or  twentienth  day,  or  upon  any  other  day,  the  Wound  grows 
worfe,  and  the  fra&ure  of  the  Bone  threatens  an  impoftumatioa 
(  for  the  feparatiori  of  the  Bone  cannot  at  Arftbe  forefeen  always,  • 
unlels  the  fra&ure  wants  its  conformation,  or  the  Bone  lieth  a 
long  time  uncovered  }  (  which  is  Jhtwed  by  much  matter,  which  is 
not  proportionable  to  the  greatnejs  of  the  wound ,  by  the  lips  of  the  wound 
turned  inwards ,  and  by  the  dull  jlejb  bred  in  the  wound )  we  muft 
conAder  whether  the  piece  of  the  Bone  be  great  or  fmall  >  If  ir 
de  great,  the  Agns  propounded  are  greater  j  if  fmall,  they  are 
final  ler.  2.  Whether  that  piece  which  muft  part  from  the  Bone 
be  yet  parted ,  or  remain  upon  it  ftUFf  That  is  known ,  when 
the  Patient,  minding  of  it,  finds  a  lecret  motion  :  or  not  minding 
of  it,  perceives  a  pricking  pain:  This,  wbe$  the  Patient  finds 
neither  fecret,  nor  yet  open  motion. 
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A  Fracture  with  a  Wound ,  in  which  the  bone  is  not  made  na¬ 
ked  ;  yet  a  great  piece  of  the  bone ,  or  many  pieces  (  as  in 
wounds  made  with  gun  -  shot )  are  known  that  they  will  come 
*(f  prefently ,  or  elfe  afterwards • 

jF  they  will  come  off  prefently ,  this  requires  a  ligature  that  is  of 
another  fashion  ,  and  far  different  from  the  former,  according 
to  the  moft  fudden  reparation  of  the  bone,  that  the  part  may  be 
daily boundand  unbound,  without  any  moving  of  the  fra&ure. 
The  moft  approved  way  of  binding,  is  that  of  Hippocrates ,  where¬ 
by  the  matter  is  not  ftopt  in,  the  fra&ure  is  ftrengthned ,  inflam¬ 
mation  is  hindred ,  pain  is  not  caufed,  and  the  moft  fjpeedy  fepa- 
ration  of  the  bone  is  procured.  To  perform  all  thefe  things ,  let 
double  Piagets  be  provided,  made  of  linnen  cloath,  not  narrower 
than  that  they  may  fufficiently  cover  the  lips  of  the  wound  j  as  for 
length,  let  them  be  fomewhat  longer  then  to  go  once  about  the 
partj  and  let  them  be  as  many  in  number,  as  shall  fuffice  to  make 
a  hatching  ligature.  Table  XXV1J.  FigureVIII.  Thefe  muft  be 
wet  with  a  mixture  of  sharp  wine,  and  oilofRofes,  to  eafe  pain,  and 
to  hinder  inflammation  j,\  they  are  laid  upon  a  broader  linnen  cloath, 
in  that  order  that  the  middle  Piaget  may  cover  the  next  to  it ,  and 
thefe  the  middle  ofthofe  that  are  further  off  Thefe  things  being 
provided,  and  the  fradlure  being  joined,  and  a  fuppurative  medica¬ 
ment  being  laid  to  the  wound  *  namely  ,  Galert  s  Tetrapharmacum « 
that  linnen  cloath  with  the  Piagets  fo  difpofed,  muft  be  laid  under 
the  part  to  be  bound ,  fo  that  the  middle  Piaget  muft  come  under 
the  fra&ure.

The  middle  Plagetbeing  brought  into  a  circle, 
let  alfo  the  firft  of  the  upper  Piagets  be  brought  about ,  then  thefe- 
cond  ,  then  the  third,  and  fo  forward  untill  we  come  unto  that 
part,  to  which  the  firft  band.  Table  XXIX.  Figure  I.  should  af- 
cend  if  there  were  no  wound.  Thefe  upper  Piagets  being  fitted, we 

muftlikewife  order  the  firft  of  the  lowermoft,  then  the  fecond, 
then  the  third ,  then  the  fourth,  and  fo  forward  defeendingasfar 
as  the  found  part,  Table  XXIX.  Figure  II.  Thefe  medicaments 

G  with 
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with  their  Ligature  mud  be  applied  (daily  wetting  the  ban  s  on  y 
with  wine  and  oil)  untill  fuch  time  as  the  term  of  the  inflammation 
be  over  j  then  by  all  means  we  mull  ftnve  that  the  bone  which  is 
comine  off,  may  bethruft  outfo  foon  as  poflibly  it  may  be ,  helping 
nature  by  an  inje&ion  of  decoftum  divintm ,  and  laymgon  ceratum 
Zrumoi  Galen,  upon  the  wound  (that  it  may  only  comprehend 
the  lips  of  it)  anda  Diapalrr.a  about  the  affedtcd  part.  Note,  lay 
on  the  plaifter  Diapalma  with  ieven  Angle  Splints  (  be  ^ey  more  « 
fewer)  and  let  their  ends  be  brought  roundabout,  beginning  at 
the  middle  one,  and  afrei  wards  afcending  and  deft  ending  ,  as  we 
ufe  to  do ,  with  double  PUgets.  The  Splints  with  the  cerat  being 
hied  on,  lay  cm  the  Piagets  made  of  double  linnen  death,  and  wet 
in  four  wine  that  they  may  flick  tjie  fatter  together. 

The  bone  being  thruft  out  into  fight,  and  it  being  drawn  for.  h 
with  the  Pullers,  if  it  can  b  done  wi  hout  viole  <ce  ,  the  woun 
muft  be  healed  with  cerat  im  divinum.  But  when  the  woun  is

farther,  that  if  it  be  needfull  to  remove  the  hands ,  either  for  their 
foulner;  or  hardnefs ,  the  part  mult  be  lifted  up  ,  but  it  mul  be 
prefently  laied  down  again  upon  a  broader  cloat h  of tUnnen  ,  upon 
which  thofe  fmall  linnen  cloaths  doubled  were  already  laid  .

If  the  bone  appear  that  it  will  not  prefently  part but  will  come 
away  afterwards,  thcLigature  ( which  is  made  with  threcP“dj 
andSplents)  muft  be  changed  intoa hatching  Ligature,  defenbed 
even  now,  untill  thebone  do  feparate  The  bone  that  is  grea 
enough  (  fuch  as  are  thofe  printed  Table  XX  Vll,  Figure  1V_  and

A  Fratture  with  a  Wound.,  wherein  the  hone  is  made  naked  of 
the  Pcrioftium,  jet  it  doth  not  flick  without  the  wound. 

THis  is  cured:  Firft,  By  moderate  extenfion  of  the  part.  Se¬ 
condly  ,  By  convenient  joining  together.  Thirdly ,  By  fitting 
the  lips  of  the  Wound  to  touch  one  the  other.  Fourthly,  By  fit 
Ligature,  Fifthly  ,  By  fitting  depofition.  In  binding  we  mult 
confider  ,  whether  any  part  of  the  bone  will  come  off  or  not  ? 
None  will  come  off,  if  the  bone  that  was  made  naked,  be  prefently 
covered  with  a  skin  again.  Some  will  come  off,  if  the  naked  bone 
be  long  expofed  to  the  open  air.  If  none ,  or  but  a  fmall  bone,  will 
comeoff ,  the  binding  muff  be  made  with  three  bands  and  plaifters, 
as  in  a  fra£t ure  with  a  finaple  wound ,  and  wherein  there  is  expe&cd 
a  reparation  of  fome  fmall  bone.  If  a  great  bone  be  to  come  off, 
the  part affe&ed  muff  be  bound  with  ahatching  Ligature ;  aslfaid, 
even  now,  for  a  fradfure  where  a  great  bone  was  to  come  away.

BEfore  it  be  reduced  ,  we  muff  confider  whether  the  bone ,  ftic- 
kingforth^an  be  brought  again  to  its  own  place  ,  by  help  of 
due  extenfion  or  not ,  without  violence  and  danger  of  convulfion  ? 
And  if  it  can  be  reduced  without  danger,  let  it  be  reduced  j  but  if 
not ,  let  it  not  be  reduced.  The  figns  of  dangerous  reduction  are  , 
great  (ticking  forth ,  inflammation,  and  the  part  grown  hard  by 
contradlion  of  the  m  ufcles :  But  eafie  red  udtion  appears  by  a  (mail 
bone  (licking  forth  ,  when  there  is  no  inflamed  tumour,  and  the 
partisfoft.  If  therefore  it  cannot  be  reduced,  of  two  evils  the 
lead  is  to  bechofen j  the  naked  bone  (ticking  forth  (with  predi¬ 
ction  of thes’Eortnels  of  thepartthat  will  be  afterwards ,  left  that 
should  belaid  upon  the  Chyrurgian  as  his  fault)  muft  be  nipped 
offwith  apairofjPlncers,  Table  XX,  Figurel.  and  afterwards  the 
fracture  muft  be  joined  by  moderate  extending  of  the  part:  For 
it  is  better  to  make  the  part  fomethiog  shorter,  than  to  leave  the 
bones  not  join’d  together ,  or  to  extend  them  violently;  both  of 
which  would  bring  convfllfion  and  death  to  the  fick  Patient.>J  If 
the  bone  diminished  cannot  yet  be^fet ,  by  the  moderate  extenfion 
of  the  hand;  that  extenfion  muft  be  helped,  according  to  Hippo¬ 
crates  t  with  a  levitor  or  fome  cutting  chizel ,  put  in  between  the 

G  a  broken 
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broken) bones  ,  Table  XXVII.  Figure  IX.  The  fra&ure  being 
compofed,  thepartmuft  be  bound  as  we  faid  forafra&urewitha 
Ample  wound.  But  we  muft  cut  a  hole  in  the  bands  and  plaifters 
juft  over  the  wound,  that  we  may  daily  layon  medicaments  upon 
a  great  wound.  The  reafon  why  the  bands  muft  be  made  with  this 
hole,  isthis ,  becaufe  a  great  wound ,  and  therefore  tobecuredby 
the fecond intention,  breeds  plenty  of  Att££,,  and  therefore  re- 
#  quires  often  looking  to  ;  but  the  bone  that  is  diminished  ,  forfeap 
of  a  new  contraction  of  the  mufcles,  forbids  us  to  lift  up  the  part 
often,  or  to  unbind  the  bands  j  wherefore  wc  muft  take  the  middle 
way ,  that  we  may  fatisfie  both  the  fradlure  and  the  wound. 

I  have  cured  very  many  with  this  way  of  binding  j  amongft  the 
chief  ofthem,  there  is  a  young  man  yet  living,  who  about  the 
twentieth  year  of  his  age,  fell  from  a  high  place  in  the  night,  and 
broke  both  the  foftils  of  his  leg  in  the  middle  ,  with  a  great  fticking 
forth  of  the  minor  foftil;  which  unlefs  I  had  cut  it  off  with  a  pair 
of  pincers  ,  TableXX.  Fig.I.  I  could  not  poflibly  have  joined  the 
broken  bones.  This  Patient,  in  four  moneths  time,  began  to  walk 
withaftaff,  and  he  went  afterwards  as  if  he  had  never  broken  his 
leg,  or  had  loft  no  part  of  the  bone ;  which  muft  be  well  obferved, 
for  it  feldom  happens  that  the  Patient,  with  a  double  fra&ure,  with 
a  wound  and  lofs  of  the  bone,  should  not  halt  after  he  is  cured.  — •  i 
Thiskind of  Ligature,  though  it  require  great  diligence  of  the 
Chyrurgian,  yet  oftentimes  the  Patients  cured  shew  themfelves 
ungratefull :  Wherefore  it  muft  notalwaies  be  charged  upon  the 
Phyfitians,  that  they  are  Mountebanks,  who  fometimes  begin 
their  cureas  Hippocrates  di&ates,  from  taking  a  reward,  andre- 
quire  that  firft , 

Whileft  the  pain  lafts ,  that  when  the  fick  man’s  well , 

What  he  paid  for  it  he  may  otherstell. 

when  a  fmall  bone  fticking  forth  can  be  reduced  ,  without  danger 
of  convulfion  and  violence:  firft  the  part  muft  be  extended  mode¬ 
rately  :  then  the  fra&ure  muft  be  compofed  j  And  if  the  bones  can 
hardly  be  united  by  extenfion  only  ,  for  fear  of  great  pain  and  more 
dangerous  convulfion,  let  not  fo  ftrong  extenfion  be  made  ;  but 
let  there beput,  between  theparts  extended  of  the  divided  bone, 
the  broader  and  the  narrower  end  ofaLevitor,  that  it,  lying  un¬ 
der  that  part  of  thebone  which  is  molt  prefled  down  ,  andleaning 
upon  that  part  which  is  moft  prominent,  may  help  the  extenfion  , 
untill  fueji  time  as  the  bones.,  shall  feem  to  be  placed  one  right 
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againft  the  other ;  then ,  by  degrees ,  let  loole  the  extenfion ,  and 
draw  forth  the  Levitor- 

If  perhaps  the  bone ,  uponwhich  there  leans  a  convenient  Le- 
vitor,  hath  in  the  upper  part  many  broken  fpiints,  or  fomething 
that  is  sharp,  that  there  is  no  convenient  place  for  theLevitor, 
they  muft  be  taken  off  with  a  sharp  chizel,  Table  VI.  Figurelll. 
but  this  with  the  pincers,  Table  XX.  Figure  l.  muft  be  nipped  off, 
that  there  may  be  a  fit  place  made  for  theLevitor.  When  the 
bone  is  reduced}  we  muft  confider  whether  any  part  of  the  bone 
will  come  away  or  not?  If  it  be  reduced  prefently,nothing  will  come 
off;  but  if  it  be  notfet  prefently,  fomething  may  come  off.  If  no-  ~ 
thing  be  to  come  off,  the  part  affe&ed  muft  be  bound  (firft  laying 
afuppurative  Medicament  to  the  wound)  as  I  faid  of  a  fra&uce 
with  a  fim  pie  wound.  But  if  fomething  be  looked  for  to  come  off,

Whiieft  the  place  is  marked,  I  call 
the  maid  to  bring  the  fire-pan  >  and  let  it  on  the  Table ;  and 
that  she  shall  only  moderately  warm  one  of  the  non  inftruments 
(c.d.e.)  and  1  fecretly  receive  from  the  maid,  paffing by  me  and 
comin^to  the  Table,  the  iron  inftrument  [b)  very  red  hot , 
andfo  the  Patient  fcarce  taking  notice  of  it  (  for  he  beleeves  that 
the  iron  inftrument ,  necefljry  to  burn  with,  is  not  yet  hot)  \ 
make  a  fontanel  in  the  coronal  future.  This  way  of  deceit  mult 
beobrervedalfo  ,  in  making  other  fontanels,  to  hide  the  cau¬ 
tery,  and  to  takeoff  thefear  of  the  fire* 

Fig.  VIII.  is  the  furniture  to  dilate  the  wounds  of  the  head, 
and  to  pare  away  the  chinks,  which  do  not  pafs  through  botli 


Tables. 

Fi<%*  IX.  in  wounds  of  the  head ,  with  the  skull  hutt .  firft  of 
all  the  hair  muft  beshaved  off,  and  the  head  mull  be  moiftned 
withoilofRofes.  Yet  with  this  caution,  that  neither  the  hair  — 
nor  the  oil  gointo  the  wound:  for  that  is  ill  for  any  wounds  ot 
the  head. Then  ler  the  wound  be  dilated  in  the  form  of  acrols, 
unlefs  the  futures  hinder  it :  The  next  day  after  that  it  ts  dilaced , 
let  the  place  for  the  inftrument  be  made  black  with  writing 
ink. 

Fig.  X.  The  third  day  after  incifion,  let  the  blacknefs  made 
withink  be  pared  away  with  paring  inftruments.

Fig  XI.  shews  the  fmall  chink,  in  the  middle  of  the  place

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If  Chyrurgian  be  certain  that  the  chink  doth  not  penetrate ,  he 
doth  not  fall  to  paring  again,  but  he  leaves  the  work  to  nature  ; 
which  fometimes  is  wont  to  caft  off  a  fcale  with  the  chink  (  «)  but 
if  there  be  any  fufpicion  that  this  chink  doth  penetrate,  he  muft 
pare  that  away,  that  it  may  not  be  feen  at  all ,  and  the  skull  may  in 
all  places  appear  equal.

the  head  is  held  with  mens  hands,  and  is  bolftred  up  with  a  pillow

Fig.  VI.  shews  the  skull  cut  out  with  Trepans,  at  the  fideof  the 
chink. 

Fig.  VII.  the  brims  of  the  hole  are  made  even  with  a  Lenticu¬ 
lar  knife. 

Fig.  VIII.  shews  a  fmall  linnen  rag,  wet  with  oil,  how  it  is  let 
down  upon  the  membrane  *  being  fattned  with  a  thread  that  it  may 
be  drawn  forth  again*  when  that  is  drawn  out,  one  that  is  fresh  mult 
condantly  fupply  the  place  of  it. 

Fig.  IX.  is  the  band  called  Cancer,  which  for  wounds  of  the

When  I  was  not  yet  learned  how  to  ufe  the  turning 
faw  ,°I  was  wont  to  cut  away,  and  take  out  the  fpaces  between 
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Piercer  wherewith  a  prick ,  that  doth  not  penetrate  the  skul,  is 
taken  away. 

Butthatthe  Figures,  of  this  and  of  the  following  Table,  may 
be  better  undei  flood  ,  whichtreac  of  the  woundsofthe  head  $ 

I  will  briefly  ,  in  order ,  recoiled  the  uie  of  them  ,  running  over 
the  difeafes  of  dilfolved  unity  in  the  skul,  the, membranes  and

T*  wound  s  of  the  head  with  only  Ample  inciflon  of  the  skin 
A  to  the  Pericranium ,  yet  without  any  detriment  to  that,  and 
wanting  all  fymptoms ,  are  either  united  and  fo  kept ,  either  by 
hitching  or  fomeglutinating  medicament  -  or  are  cured  by  being 
filled  up  with  flesh.  The  latter  way  of  curing  feems  to  be  fafer 
than  the  former,  becaufe  the  skin  being  cut  quite  through ,  it  is 
almoft  impoflible  but  that  the  'Pericranium  muff  be  hurtaifo. 

Of  awound  of  the  head  >  with  hurt  done  to  the  Pericranium; 
with  alteration  of  the  skill, and  the  feat  of  the  injirument. 

OTher  wounds  with  hurt  done  to  the  Pericranium,  or  the  feat  of 
the  inftrument ,  mull  be  cured  by  ingendring  of  flesh.  They 
cannot  fafely  befewed,  nor  yet  glewed  together  ,  for  three  rea- 
fons ,  which  Hier.  pabrit.  ab  /Iquapend,  lib .  2.  Pentateuch,  cap.  \6t 
alledgeth  5  nor  can  thefe,  that  manual  operations,  if  they  were 
needful!,  may  be  performed  without  pain.  When  therefore ,  the 
firft  hour  one  is  hurt,  the  Chyrurgian  is  called ,  to  one  wounded 
only  by  inciflon  of  the  Pericranium  •  he  shall  prefently  dilate  the 
wound  with  little  balls  made  of  hemp  hards,  and  wet  in  whites  of 
Eggs  beaten  together ,  that  fo  the  flux  of  blood  may  be  flopped  , 
and  alio  the  lips  of  the  wound  may  be  kept  afunder:  alfolethim 
anoint  the  parts,  that  are  next,  with  aftringentoilsmade  hot ,  to' 
prevent  inflammationjand  let  him  apply  convenient  ligature,that 
which  is  called  Cancer  (Table  XXXI.Fig*  IX,X.)with  a  three 
double  linnen  cloath,  that  the  parts  hurt, be  not  more  hurt  by  the 
ambient  air ,  whichisan  enemy  to  woundsofthe  head^or  that 
the  medicaments  laid  on  upon  the  wound  may  not  fall  off:  Con¬ 
cerning  the  band  note  here  >  that  the  ends  of  itp  ,  tobefafined 
behind  the  head,  mud  befewed;  becaufectherwife  the  knot  will 
do  much  harm,  and  make  pain  with  watching. 
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The  fecond  day  after  the  hurt  done ,  let  the  Chyrurgian  take 
off  the  hards ,  and  all  other  things  that  are  accidental  *,  and  the 
blood  bcin<*  ftopt,  and  the  hair  shaved  away  round  aoout  he  snal 
drefs  the  wound  with  lint  made  up  into  lit  tie  pellets  ,  and  anoin¬ 
ted  with  a  dieeftive  medicament ;  applying  upon  it  Emplafirum 
Diapalma  with  a  hole  cut  in  it  with  a  pair  of  cizers ,  and^pread 
over  with  unguent  lini merit i  fmplic is  *  wit.*  a  Piaget  or  tiiree 
double  linnen  cloath ,  and  a  rolep  ,  not  negleftmg  alfo  the  anoin¬ 
tings  fpoken  of  before ;  and  thus  we  muft  proceed  till  the  quitter 
appear  to  be  good,  which  is  white  and  not  ftinking. 

YVhen  that  appears,  to  cleanfe  the  wound hemuft  daily  min¬ 
gle  fome  detergent  medicament  with  the  digeftive ,  untillitbe 

throughly  well  munditied ,  continuing  the  ufe  of  the  three  dou- 
ble  cloath  ,  and  of  the  band  with  un&ions.  W  hen  the  wound 
is  cleanfed  from  filth,  he  muff  labour  to  ingender  flesh  •  where¬ 
fore  he  muft  lay  upon  the  lips  of  it  a  farcotick  ointment  l pread 
upon  dry  lint ;  and  not  oil  of  Rofes  as  fome  ignorant  Barbers 
ufe  to  do  j  upon  that  he  muft  lay  only  the  CtniDiapalma, 'then 
a  three  double  cloath,  wet  in  red  wine,  or  f  .meaftringent  deco- 
ttion.and  preffed  forth  again, and  next  the  band  abduc  it.  Tnele 
muftbeufed  untill  fuch  time  as  flesh  is  perfectly  generated  .  But 

if  the  barebone  be  but  only  altered  by  the  ambient  air,  (it  it  he 
but  open  to  it  for  two  hours )  *>r  if  it  alfo  grow  black  i  (ifit  lie 
longer  open  to  it  )  then  we  muft  ferape  off  all  roundabout,  ei¬ 
ther  till  the  colour  be  changed,  or  till  blood  comes  forth  of i  . 
Namely,  when  the  quitterappears  to  begood,  and  the  wound 
-  tobecleanfed.  If  theChyrurgian  obferve  this  time  ,  he  shall 
find  that  the  bone  which  was  but  once  feraped ,  and  cephatick 

powders  ftrevved  upon  it,  and  dreffed  with  dry  lint ,  vvnibe  co¬ 
vered  with  flesh  the  nextday.v  For  UcobVerengartM  Carpenfis  > 
is  not  to  be  heard ,  who ,  lib.  defrtElur.  cyan,  cap.  42.  commands 
that  every  day  we  should  pare  away ,  with  a  raip,  what  lsluperfi- 
cially  altered  of  the  bone  *  becaufe  that  pai  ing  a  way,  performed 
at  the  time  fpoken  of,  is  Efficient ;  but  if  it  be  done  before  that 

time,  it  muft  beoften  repeated ,  and  that  not  without  danger  of 

the  Patient ;  forbythis  reafon  the  paring  inftrumentwill  ,by 
demees,  come  to  the  Diplois.  They  that  are  more  fearful!, 
jeave  thebone  altered  to  Natures  fealing  of  it ,  but  they  piolong 

th  The  wound  filled  with  flesh,  muft  atlaft  be  covered  with  a 
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cicatrize,  either  with  dry  linaments  only ,  orelicby  laying  on  alfo 
ceratum  divinum.  By  this  way  of  curing,  which  is  both  the  moft 
l'afe  and  moll  certain  ,  yet  univerfals  being  prenaifed,  and  the  re¬ 
giment  of  things  not  natural  being  well  obferved,  I  have  recovered 
multitudes  of  Patients  j  ofwhich  number  there  is  yet  alive  lohan. 

Fctrus  Wtls  of  Fima,  who,  Anno  1 643 .  on  the  1 3 .  day  of  March,  be- 
fides  lome  fradf  ures  of  the  skul ,  received  three  wounds  in  the  Ptf- 
ricramum  with  clubs  ;  D.  lohan.  Pjidolph.  Straus  of  Kaftnburg,  Stew- 
aid  to  the  moll  generous  Qountot  bValnJlein ,  whole  Pericranium  l 
found  cutathwart  near  to  the  coronal  future.  Anno  164^.  Auguji 
the  1 3.  day,  Melch.  Fricl ^  a  Fuller  of  Fima ,  was  wounded  the  very 
fame  year  and  day :  lohn  P>ucher  a  Country  man  of  Achttet, who, near 
to  the  temporal  mufcle ,  Anno  1641,  on  the  13.  day  ofAhzrr/&, recei¬ 
ved  a  wound  on  the  Pericranium :  And  Erhardus  Vilfekjer  of  Bam- 
berg ,  Steward  of  the  Lord  Governour  N.  Sals ,  who,  %Atnno  1 54 y.  in 
lune,  had  a  wound  on  his  head  ,  was  by  me  at  length  cured,  where 
he  was  with  the  Provoll  Martial  at  Fima ,  Matthaus  Stalzlinus  wai¬ 
ting  upon  me  to  aflift  me. 

The  leat  of  the  inftrument  appearing ,  mull  be  prefently  pared  v 
away  with  a  knife,  as  foon  as  the  wound  is  dilated:  after  thatthe 
wound  dilated, and  the  skul  pared  away  with  paring  tools  ,  mull  be

jF  that  a  prudent  Chyrurgian  be  called  to  cure  a  short  wound  of  U-^xf  h 
the  head,  with  the  skul  laid  bare ,  he  mull  prefently  shave  away &)JIl  t 

the  hairs  of  the  head,  moiflned  with  common  oil  5  and  he  mull  moll 
diligently  fearch  how  the  bone  doth,  either  with  a  Probe  or  with 
his  light, or  with  both  together  and  ifhe  find  a  fracture  or  a  chink, 
or  by  the  antecedent  and  prefent  fymptoms  he  have  a  fufpicion  of  a 
frafture,  or  elfe  doubt  whether  there  be  a  fradlure  or  not ,  he  shall 
immediately  dilate  the  wound,  contrary  to  the  common  cuftom 
of  Barbers ,  with  aftreight  pen  knife  (Table  11.  Figure  II. )  crofs 
waies  ( Table  XXIX.  Figure  IX  )  or  elfe  after  the  form  of  a  Tri- 
angle  (Table  XXX,  Figure  II.)  namely  where  the  futures  and 
mufcles,  eipecially  the  temporal  mufcles,will  not  fuffer  us  to  make 
a  crofs  i  that  the  bone ,  being  laid  naked  ,  may  admit  the  neceflary 
manual  operations  ,  by  paring  tools  or  Trepans ,  fafelyand  without:

But  becaufe  this  anointing  is  wont  to  dull  the 
edges  of  the  rafps  ,  I  ufe  to  change  them.  When  the  bone  is  de¬ 
cently  and  fyfficiently  pared  ,  you  mud  lay  dry  lint  upon  it  (for 
when  the  ikul  is  bare  and  pared  ,  a  digedive  is  not  convenient ,  nor 
an  unguent ,  nor  any  fat  thing  )  and  to  the  lips  of  the  wound  we 
mud  apply  a digedive  fpread  upon  lint,i|and  upon  that  linimentum 
Jimplex  ,  the  Cataplafm  of  Hippocrates ,  and  the  band  called  Cancer, 
with  the  ulual  anointing  with  oils  that  keep  ofdeflux’ons. 

When  the  quitter  appears  good,  we  mud:  mingle  fome  deter¬ 
gent  with  the  digeftive  ,  untill  the  wound  grow  perfectly  clean ; 
when  tiiewound  is  cleanfed,  then  we  mud  drew  cephatick  pow¬ 
ders  upon  the  pared  bone  ,  and  we  mudapply  dry  lint  to  it;  but  to 
the  lips  unguentum  farcoticum ,  with  the  cerat  Diapalma ,  with  a  tre¬ 
ble  linnen  cloath  wet  in  wine  of  the  decodlion  of  corroboratives, 
and  prefled  forth,  and  with  a  band,  leaving  out  the  oils.  The 
wound  being  filled  with  flesh ,  mud  be  brought  to  cicatrize  by  no¬ 
ted  Epuloticks.  After  this  manner  was  lohan  Rudolphus  Straus  of 
Kafenburg  drefled  and  cured  ;  and  Cafpar  IVirthz  Miller  of  the  Hol- 

pitalat  Vimcu  who  both  had  a  rift  like  a  hair, that  did  not  penetrate, 
near  to  the  coronal  future. 

A  wound  of  the  beadyWitb  afratture  of  the  skul  no  bigger  than 

a  hair,  that  doth penetrate • 

BUt  when  the  Chyrurgian  works  with  thefe  rafps,  to  try  the 
wound  ,  and  he  finds  a  chink  which  penetrates  the  fecond  Table, 
lie  mud  not  go  about  to  take  that  away  with  his  rafps  ( becaufe 
with  them  the  membranes,  which  cover  the  brain,  may  eaflly  be  of¬ 
fended  )  but  layingaflde  all  Chyrurgery ,  he  shall  proceed  with  dri-1 
ers,  with  which  alone  oftentimes  the  Patients  are  cured;  nor  is  it 
to  be  feared,  if  we  timely  begin  to  parejavy^y  the  skul,  but  that  Na¬ 
ture  may  refolvc  the  matter  (  which-  doubtlefs  defeends  in  a  fmall 
quantity)  to  the  dura  mater ;  for  after  paring  of  the  skul,  the 
dura  mater  receives  in  nothing  by  the  chink,  which  remains  in  the 
fecond  Table;  becaufe  the  excrements  of  the  wound,  which  arq 
apt  to  run  forth ,  are  continually  dried  up  by  the  dry  lint.  ^ 
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Sometimes  the  bone  pared  and  drefled  with  driers ,  will  call  ofFa 
fcale ,  that  the  way  for  the  quitter  ,  collected  about  the  membrane* 
may  be  open  enough  for  it  to  come  out.  1  obferved  this  reparation 
in  one  George  Stuzzel,  wh o%Jnno  1639.  had  a  fmall  crack ,  like  to  a 
hair,  on  the  right  fide  of  his  foi  e-head  ,  yet  it  penetrated  through 
both  Tables ;  after  that  the  chink  was  feraped  away  as  tar  as  the  in¬ 
ward  Table,  and  a  fcale  came  off  of  it  felfj  he  was  mofthappily  cu¬ 
red  in  the  Hofpital  there. 

But  if  great  fymptoms  do  accompany  a  crack  in  the  fecond  Ta¬ 
ble,  which  shew  that  there  is  much  matter  colle&cd  between  the 
du,r(im<\tervci&  the  skul ;  laying  afide  the  Rafps ,  the  skull  muftbe 
prefently  bored  through  with  the  Trepan  ,  ^according  to  the  words 
of  Hippocrates  text.  2.  de  rulneribus  capitis.  When  you  have  pared 
the  bone  with  a  rafp ,  if  you  find  necefiity  to  cut  the  skul  open,  you 
muftcutiti  and  not  fuffer  three  daics  topafs  before  you  do  cut  it, 

but  within  that  time  you  muft  do  it.

IlaU  cidents  that  come  upon  it  •  then  truly  ,  the  ^nyrurgian  muii  try, 
/  •  ,  _ _  rnnfider  whether  the  chink  he  wide 


enoulh  for  the  matter  to  come  forth,  which  ran  down  through  it 
to  the  hard  membrane  of  the  brain  ,  or  not?  If  it  be  not  broad 
enough,  the  Trepan  muftbe  fet  op.  Wherefore  ,  the  Chyrurgian 
firft  of  all  muft  foreshew  the  danger  ,  that  the  prating  of  idle  people 
may  be  prevented.  For  narrow  fraftures  of  the  skul,  have  more 
danger  than  thofe  that  are  broader  ;  for  a  narrow  cleft  hinders  the 


broader  ;  for  a  narrow  cleft  hinders  the 


matTer  to  come  forth.  \  Then  he  shall  prefently  dilate  the  wound 
that  5s  too  narrow,  either  crofs  waies  or  with  three  corners  (  as  the 
place  hurt  will  admit)  withaknife,  that  he  may  come  at  the  skul 

to  do  his  operations  thelte^he  shal1  Pul1  away  the  ]iPs  of  the  wou.n^ 
and  the  pannicle  of  the  skull*  with  his  nails,  from  the  bone :  which 
bein^  performed,  he  shall  lay  to  the  bone  dry  lint  5  but  tothe  lips 
of  the  wound,  lint  wet  with  deficcatives ,  and  then  proceed  with  the 
reft,  as  in  the  cures  of  wounds  in  the  Verier  anium. 

The  fecond  or  ,  at  moft  ,  the  third  day  after  the  hurt  perceived , 
f  where  the  dura  mater  is  pricked  by  fome  fplintof  the  bone  )  the 

clr  n  I 
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skull  mud  be  opened  with  Trepans ,  whileft  the  forces  of  the  Pati" 
ent  yet  remain;  forafter  three  daies ,  and  fo  long  as  inflammation 
is  prefent  or  near  ,  the  ufe  of  the  Trepans  is  dangerous.  ^  Neither 
are  they  to  be  hearkned  to,  who,  according  to  the  opinion  ef  Paulus 
Lib.  60.  Cap.  90.  in  Summer  expedt  the  feventh  day,  and  in  Winter 
the  fourteenth  •  becaufe  Trepanning,  at  that  time,  brings  help  too 
late;  for  the  forces  are  then  weak,  and  we  may  fufpedt  that  the 
panniclesol  the  brain  are  already  infe&ed  by  the  matter.  Where¬ 
fore  the  Chyrurgian  ,  fofoon  as  he  is  called  ,  shall  make  haft  (only, 
according  to  fome  mens  opinion,  avoiding  the  full  Moon  ,  becaufe 
then  the  brain  is  augmented  ,  and  comes  near  to  the  skull ;  fo  that 
theChyrurgian  ,  who  is  not  acquainted  with  Trepans  called  Aba* 
ptifloi,  may eafily  hurt  that  with  the  membranes  thereof)  with 
his  operation,  (efpecially  where  the  membranes  are  pricked  and 
p  re  fled  )  becaule  Impoftumes  foon  follow  thofe  things ,  and  ill  ac¬ 
cidents  ( as  Guido  de  Cauliac  admonishes  us  concerning  the  wounds 
of  the  head)  when  things  to  be  removed  are  removed  out  of  the 
wound;  the  head  being  laid  unmovable ,  and  the  lips  of  the  wound 
being  artificially  covered  with  lint,  Table  XXXI.  Figure  V .  ( that 
they  way  not  take  cold  by  the  air  that  comes  to  them ,  or  be  offended  by 
the  touch  of  the  mjlrumtnls  )%  the  skull  muft  be  opened  with  a  Tre¬ 
pan  nearjodiechink^Table^XXX  II.  Figure  III.  in  that  part  that 
is  moreTedining  Tunlefs  the  future  hinder  it ,  which  for  certain 
reafons  muft  be  avoided  as  much  as  may  be)  for  the  more  eafie  co¬ 
ming  forth  of  the  matter  collected  upon  the  hard  membrane.  But 
firft  we  muft  ufe  the  male  Trepan  ,  in  the  middle  whereof  there  is  a 
pin,  and  this  muft  be  duly  turnedabout,  untill  fuchtimeas  it  hath 
made  fuch  a  print  upon  the  skul,  that  the  female  Trepan  may  Hand 
faft  upon  it.  Then  the  male  Trepan  being  taken  off ,  the  female 
Trepan  mufl  befitted  to  the  handle,  which  muft  beftrongly  and 
equally  turned  about  (  untiHit  come  to  the  thinTable)  anditmuftbe 
changed  now  and  then ,  left  it  should  grow  too  hot  with  of  ten  turning 
about.  NbwPradtitioners  find  fault  with  dipping  the  Trepans  in 
oil,  which thb Antients ufed ,  becaufe  undtuous  things  are  ene¬ 
mies  to  the  bone,  and  dull  the  edge  of  the  inftrument.  \  When  the 
Trepan  comes  to  the  glafly  Table ,  it  muft  not  only  be  prefled  more 
warily  and  gently ,  but  it  muft  be  taken  off,  that  we  may  conje¬ 
cture  how  much  remains  of  the  bone  yet  to  pierce  through.  Nor 
muft Glandorpius  be  followed,  who  proceeds  in  piercing,  untill 
fuch  time  as  the  part  cut  forth  cleaves  to  the  Trepan  •  but  if  the 
bone  almoftcut  forth  begins  to  shake ,  the  Chyrurgian  muft ,  with 
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the  fmallefl  and  weakeft  Levitor  of  all ,  Table  IJ.  Figure  Vll* 

( putting  that  betweetithe  bonechat  shakes  ,  and  that  which  is 
firm)  move  it  up  and  down  >  and  puli  it  forth  with  the  toothed 
end  of  the  PullersH  Note,  that  the  operation  mufl  not  be  differed  by 
rea  fen  of  the  blood  that  runs  forth  of  the  Diplois ,  but  mu  fi  be  nvmly 
ha  fined*  For  the  blood,  after  cerebration  ,  and  taking  forthof 
Tlie’bone  that  is  fallen  down  upon  the  membrane ,  mult  be  gent¬ 
ly  wiped  away  with  cotton  wrapt  about  the  fpindle  of  the  Probe; 
and  the  hole  made  with  the  Trepansi,  mufl  be  ftopt  with  d;y  lint 
\vr3pt  clofe  together,  and  that  flux  mbit  prefently  be  ftaied. 

When  the  Trepanning  is  over,  and  the  blood  well  flopped , 
the  rouohnefs  of  the  hole  mufl  be  made  fmooth  with  a  lenticular 
inftrument  ,  Table  XXXI.  Figure  VJI.  If  one  hole  made 
with  the  Trepan  feems  not  to  be  Sufficient ,  we  mufl  make  ano¬ 
ther-,  as  it  shall  appear  afterwards  in  the  Hiflory  of  Happehus, 
Hebichius ,  and  S cbneiderus.  Thefe  things  being  rightly  perfor¬ 
med  >  we  mufl  let  down ,  through  the  hole_,  a  little  hlken  red 
ra<*,  upon  the  hard  membrane ;  or  elfe  a  white  linnen  rag,  round 
asa^lobeTaftnedtoathread,  ( that  it  may  be  drawn  out  again) 
and  dippedin  compleat  oil  of  Kofes  made  hot,  TableXXXI. 
Figure  IX-  that  it  may  turn  the  matter,  which  falls  down,  into 
quitter ;  and  may  defend  the  membranes, by  reafon  of  their  mo¬ 
tion,  fro’m  being  hurt  by  the  bone.-)  The  linnen  rag  being  put 
in,  we  mufl  put  into  the  hole  a  round  pellet  of  dry  lint,  that 
the  quitter  bred  in  the  wound,  may  not  defeend  to  the  mem¬ 
brane  of  the  brain  ;  upon  the  naked  bone  we  mufl  lay  dry  lint , 
the  lips  of  the  wound  being  anointed  with  fome  digeflive  ;  and 
upon  this  we  mufl  lay  inuvnntum [implex  ( that  it  may  not  flop  in 
the  quitter/  with  a  hole  in  the  middle  of  it;  then  acataplafm, 
and  a  band,  with  anointing  the  parts  next  to  the  wound,  with 
repelling  oils  to  hinder  inflammation.  This  way  of  cuie  mufl 
beexaffly  obferved  ,  untill  all  fear  of  inflammationbepaft ;  and 
the  Patient  mufl  be  admonished  ,  that  he  mufl  daily ,  when  the 
wound  is  bound  up  ,  promote  the  coming  forth  of  the  matter, 
that  is  run  to  the  membranes  of  the  brain,  by  breathing  out  at 
his  nofe ,  keeping  his  tnouth  shut.— \ 

When  good  quitterappears  upon  tne  hard  membrane ;  inthe 
placeofoilofRofes,  nielrofatum  eolation  mufl  be  let  down  upon 
themembrane,  with*  linnen  rag  tied  toa  thread;  upon  the 
bonemuft  belaied  dry  lint  ,and  upon  the  lips  lint  wet  withfome 

deter- 
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determent  digeftive  »  to  mundifie  the  hird  membrane  and  the 
wound  alfo  outwardly,  we  muft  continue  the  ufe of  hnimntum  _ 
[implex ,  Hippocrates  plaifter,  a  band  ,  and  aftringent  oils. 

If  the  wound  be  dean ,  and  the  membrane  is  f£en  to  be  clean- 
fed  from  filth ,  omitting  the filk  or 

we  muft  nut  into  the  hole  ,  a  round  pellet  of  dry  lint ;  and  the 
naked  bone  muft  be  ftrewed  with  cephatick powder ;  alfo .to  the 
bone  we  muft  lay  dry  lint,  and  to  the  lips  lint  anointed  with 
feme  farcotick  unguent  ,  and  above  thefe  ceratum  Diapaima , 
with  a  treble  linnen  cloath,  wet  in  the  decoftionol  red  wine, 
with  capital  remedies ,  andpreffed  forth  again,  and  they  mult 
be  faftned  with  convenient  Ligature,  With  thefe  we  mult  pro¬ 
ceed  ?  untill  the  bone  be  covered  with  good  flesh,  and  the 
wound  be  filled  up  with  it.  Laft  of  all  a  cicatrize  muft  be' made 
with  Epuloticks.  This  way  of  cure  I  found  to  be  the  belt  in 
George  Sei^  a  Country-man  of  Jdelhufan ,  concerning  whom  iee 
Gregory  Horflifts  hisChyrurgicalObfervation  XX-

■.F  the  crack  gape ,  that  the  matter  may  freely  come  forth  of  it, 

■l  we  need  not Trepan  the  skul,  or  dilate  the  wound  with  anin- 
ciflon  knife ,  which  is  only  appointed  for  this  realon.  And 
therefore  Chahutteeut  doth  rightly  judge  that  thofe  deterve  to  be 
confuted  and  reprehended  5  who  not  only  in  a  fmall  nnuieot  the 
skul  ( though  it  do  not  penetrate)  but  alfo  in  a  great  tiflureare 
very  bold  tofet  on  theTrepan  ;  by  which  great  errour  the  cure 
is  prolonged  very  much  ;  ro  the  gnat  damage  of  the  Patient ,  and 
loft  of  the  Cbyrurgian’s  reputation.  I  am  not  certain  whether  theie 
inconveniences  ought  to  be  aferibed  to  the  ignorance  or  cove  - 
toufnefsof  theChyrurgianA  When  therefore  a  great  hflnread- 
mitsnot  of  the  Trepan,  what  muft  a  cordial  and  prudent  Chy- 
ruroiandoin  fuch  a  cafe  p  Let  him  follow  exadtly  the  cure  ot  a 
narrow  fiffure ,  after  the  neceftary  ufe  of  the  Trepans  (jet  omit, 
tine  theTrepan  as  neeilejs  and.  hurtfuU)  let  him  let  down  a  long 
linnen  rag  upon  the  hard  membrane ,  anfwerable  to  the  ma|m- 
tudeof  the  fiffure,  andtiedtoathread,  and  wet  m  oil  ot  Ko- 
fes ,  &c.  lohn  Jinauander ,  a  Lighter,  man  of  Kjrchdorf,  who  is

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yet  living,  will  commend  this  way  of  cure,  in  who  fe  left  fide  of 
the  forepart  of  his  head  (  yAnvo  i  <5  3  :5*  in  Ianuary)  1  found  a 
fiflure  (it  ivas  fo  broad  that  2  could  eafily  put  in  my  finger  next  to  the 
greate  ft  finger  with  a  huge  inflammation  of  the  dura  mater . 
which,  by  premifing univerfals ,  and  by  the  diligent  application 
of  oil  of  Rofes,  applied  warm  with  a  filken  rag .  and  of  Hippocra¬ 
tes  Cataplafm,  was  taken  away  in  three  daies.

1 — *  skull  that  is  wide  enough  ,  vve  muft  let  down  a  long  filken 
rag,  tied  toa  thread,  and  wret  with  oil  of  Rofes:  when  good 
quitter  appears  ,  a  new  linnen  rag  muft  be  anointed  with  mel  ro- 
famm ,  and  muft  be  let  downupon  the  membrane,  which  being 
cleanfed,  the  wound  of  it  rmift  be  incarnated  by  unguentum  de  be- 
tonica>  melted  and  poured  in  warm  at  the  hole.  Butthebon 
and  the  outward  wound,  muft  be  drejfed  we  faid  before  for  afiffurc 
of  the  skjtll  that  penetrates  >  and  gapes  wide  enough .  But  when  the 
fiflure  is  narrow  ,  that  topicals  cannot  be  applied  to  the  dura  may 
ed  y  then  the  wound  muft  be  duly  dilated  with  an  in- 
cifion  knifeT" and  the  skull  muft  be  Trepan’d  ;  and  all  other 
things  obferved,  as  lfpeak  before  for  the  cure  of  a  narrow  chink.

Wherefore  we  muft  forbear  the  ufe  of  allun- 
Hiom  and  hot  remedies ^  byreafon  whereof  the  fubftance  of  the  brain 
finUTaTily  corrupi ,  dT^ut hors  write  truly  -A  Some  alfo  reje^E  mtlro * 
forum]  by  rcafon  oF  its  acrimony  and  heat  $  and  for  that  they  ufe 
fyrup  of  Rofes.  Yet  for  thefe  kjnd  of  wounds,  l  have  ufed  both  fyrup 
and  homy  of  [{of is  often ;  but  never  found  any  hurt  come  thereby^  But 
before  all  other  remedies  j  I  cannot  fufficiently  commend  that 
unauent  which  Hierorn.

happy  fuccefs  *.  I  al fo  tried  the  vertue  of  it  in  Michael  S chneiderw, 
of  whom  afterwards  there  is  a  lingular  obfervation.  We  mufl 
loo&o  the  wound  and  the  cracky  *  admonished  concerning  a  wound 
of  the  dura  mater.

nium  and  the  vejfels . 

OF  all  the  wounds  of  the  head  ,  thofe  are  the  moll  dangerous  f 
where  the  temporal  mufcles  are  hurt  ;  for  theyarecovered, 
on  the outCde ,  with  the  Vnicranium ,  which  paffeth  abovethem 
and  wraps  them  in ;  but  on  the  infide  of  them  they  are  naked, 
and  lie  upon  the  naked  bone  immediately^Wherefore,  vve  mufl 
ob  ferve  very  well ,  if  the  P ericranium  (  wHich  wraps  in  the  laid 

mufcles,  and  hath  its  original  from  the  internal  thick  membrane 

of  the  brain,  by  the  futures  of  the  skill )  be  but  lightly  inflamed; 
for  this  will  prefently  caufe  the  thick  and  thin  membranes,  and 
the  brain  under  them  to  confent  with  it:  Alfothew'ounds  or  t  e 
temporal  mufcles  arc  dangerous ,  by  reafon  of  the  flux  of  blood  rim* 

from  the  arteries  which  are  cut ,  and  which  the  ^  h.  ,  few  J  -'Oil 

aftr  indent  can  hardly  flop.  In  the  like  cafe  I  never  found  any  f  \\ 
thin  ghetter  than  Galen's  plaifter  (the  commendations  whereof  you  j^Ur  < 

shall  find  in  Zacutus  Lufitanus,  ?  rax.  Med.  admirand.  lib .  i.ob- 
ferv.  8<. )  madeof  Aloes,  Frankincenfe ,  and  the  flue  ota  Hare 
well  beaten  together,  and  mingled  with  the  w'hite  ofan  fcgg  ; 
with  this  the  wound  is  filled  to  flop  the  Arteries :  If  by  this  molt 
precious  remedy  the  blood  should  not  be  flopped,  which  boils 
forth  exceedingly  by  reafon  of  drunkennefs  or  anger ,  then  tour 
orains  of  [perniolum  compofitum  Crollii  are  given ,  with  very  good 
fuccefs  i  and  about  the  neck  a  plaifter  is  applied  ( whereof  I ohn- 
Ronus  makes  mention  in  his  Idea  Menicin <e  cap.  de  h  amor  ag,  nan - 
dm)  madeof  Potters  clay  compounded  with  the  moft  sharp  vi- 
neccr  of  Rofes ,  and  laid  upon  a  band  that  is  four  fingers  breadth, 

and  renewed  as  often  as  it  is  dried,  untill  fuch  time  as  the  flux 
of  blood ,  commonly  within  half  an  hour ,  or  elfc  foomv ,  d  othitop 

wonderfully.  I  thought  it  fit  to  mention  theft  three  remedies 
by  the  way,  becaufethey  are  not  only  wonderfully  forcible  to 
Hop  the  flux  of  blood  from  the  temples,  but  it  doth  infallibly 
flop  a  defperate  bleeding  at  thenofe,  or  of  the  gums,  which 
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follows  aviolentpullingforth  of  theteeth,  as Iohan.  lacobus  Mayer 
a  Weaver  of  Vim  a. ,  and  Gafltu  \breittinger  a  Country  man  and  Huck- 
fter  at  Dornenfl at ,  canteilifie.  The  powder  taken  at  the  mouth, 
flops  the  boiling  forth  of  the  blood.  The  plainer  laid  upon  the 
wound.joinstogetherthe  veffels  thatarecut ;  and  that  which  is  ap¬ 
plied  tothe  neck,  hinders  the  blood  to  run  to  the  head.  This 
wound  ( as  alfb  deeper  wounds  ,  yet  without  any  hurt  to  the  skull ) 
when  the  blood  is  ftopt,  by  the  firft  intention  muft  nor  be  cured  ; 
but  contrary  to  Vcfalius  mull  be  filled  with  flesh,  and  after  that 
brought  to  cicatrize  taking  efpecial  care  that  inflam  mation  come 
notuponit,  which  mull  bekept  away,  and  driven  fromit,  by 
Hippocrates  plaifler. 

A  fitperficial  wound  of  the  temporal  mufcle. 

Firft  the  blood  muft  be  flopped,  with  hards  wet  in  the  whites 
of  Eggs  ,  and  ftrewed  over  with  Galen's  aftringent  powder. 
The  next  day,  the  hards  being  taken  off,  the  lips  of  the  wound 
are  to  be  brought  to  unite  together,  with  linnen  rags  fpread  with 
cerate  Diapalma ,  and  laid  on  crofswife  ,  and  the  parrs  about  muft 
be  anointed  with  oil  of  Rofes,  to  hinder  inflammation.  Alfo  upon 
theie  plaifters  oflinnen  ,  that  they  may  not  fall  off,  a  Medicament 
muft  be  put  which  hath  the  force  to  repel  humours  ( as  is  Hni- 
mentum  Jitnplex  ,  or  album  cotfitm  )  and  then  the  band  called 
Cancer.

of  the  skull. 

BU?  when  the  skull  is  cracked  under  the  temporal  mufcle ,  it  is 
not  alwaies  convenient  to  incarnate;  but  the  quantity  of  the 
chink  muft  be  conlidered  ,  whether  it  be  broad,  narrow,  or  like  a 
hair?  If  the  rift  be  like  a  hair,  and  the  wound  be  narrow ,  then  it 
muft  be  dilated  with  little  pellets  made  with  fponge,  as  need  is  ,  if 
it  be  poflible;but  if  it  be  not  to  be  done,  the  skin  muft  be  cut  with  an 
incifion  knife,  as  far  as  the  skull  bone ;  jet  warily  that  the  vejJelstnQr 
the  fibraes  of  the  mufcles  be  cut  a  crops.  If  therefore  the  Chyrurgian 
muft  dilate  a  wound  in  the  temples ,  where  there  is  a  cleft  like  a  hair 
on  the  skull,  let  him  prefently  foreshew  inflammation  and  con- 
vulfion  of  theoppolite  part  ( then  let  him  make  incifion  according

tT  is  cured  with  admirable  fuccefs  ,  with  the  skins  of  beads  new 
Iki  led  ,  efpeciaily  of  a  dog  or  moufe ;  which  being  applied  wh.left 
l  and  left  on  for  twenty  four  hours  ,  dowonder- 

r^C7!nr7  th°m  If  the  contufion  be  not  wholly  difeuffed  with 
fully dilfolve  them-^  ^ onanother.  But  becaufe  every  mancan- 

not  flea  a' dog ,  1  always  chofe  a  lamb  skin,  which  may  be  got  at- 
moftahvaies  and  is  as  powerful!  to  digeft  as  any  other.  . 

By  this  one  and  moft  expert  remedy  ( for  it  never  deceived  me  ) 
I  cured ,  befides  many  boys  and  young  men  ,  a  Carpenter  s  girl  fou 
vearsold,  which  by  reafon  of  a  tall  from  a  high  place,  had  a  great 
contufion  on  the  fore-part  of  her  head,  whichacertain  Chyrur¬ 
gian  would  have  opened  with  a  rafour  ,  unlefs  I  .being  join  d  w.th 
him,  haddiffwaded  him  from  opening  it ,  out  of  Hippocrates  feB.  i. 
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aph.  j.  wherein  he  plainly  teacheth,  that  no  affe&ion  requires 
Chyrurgery  ,  unlefs  medicaments  were  firft,  in  vain  ,  applied  to  it. 
^When  therefore  there  were  nolymptoms  prefFht  to~cau feTn  ci  fion , 
nor  any  topical  remedy  was  yet  applied  in  vain,  he  negle&ing  ma* 
nual  operation  ,  laied  on  a  lambs  skin,  and  had  the  wonderfull  trial 
of  it  (  not  only  on  this  girl ,  but  afterwards  often  on  people  of 
years)  and  he  oftentimes  gave  me  great  thanks  for  my  ad  vice  and 
affiftance.  Wherefore  I  exhort  young  Chyrurgians ,  that  they  shall  ne¬ 
ver  open  contufiom  or  other  tumours ,  unle  fs  they  find  th^m  to  refufe  help 
by  topi  cals,* 

A  fimple  depreffion  of  the  skul  in  boys ,  where  the  skin  is 

Whole  above. 

Sometimes  the  skul  is  prefled  down  ,  only  by  reafon  of  contufi- 
ons ,  and  the  skin  is  whole  above ,  nor  is  there  any  figure  in  the 
skul;  fometimes there  is  a  fiffurealone  ,  and  foroetimesadepreffi-' 
on  with  a  fifth  re.  A  depreffion  without  a  fracture,  happens  only 
to  children  ; .  but  oftentimes,  in  thole  of  years ,  there  falls  out  a  fif- 
fure  and  a  depreffion  together. 

The  skull  prefled  down  in  children  without  a  fracture,  and  where 
the  covers  are  not  hurt,  fothatthofe  that  touch  ot  look  upon  it, 
can  perceive  a  fmall  pit  (and  which  no  ill  fymptoms  follow  )  P a- 
rauslib.y.  cap.  3,  a  cuppingglafs  that  is  ordinary ,  will  excellent¬ 
ly  well  reduce  into  the  proper  place.  Our  moft  ingenious  Hilda- 
nus  j  for  that  purpofe  ,  invented  two  helps  j  namely ,  a  horn  cup  , 
and  a  plainer  ;  jand  if  thefe  cannot  prevail ,  he  thinks  we  mull  pro¬ 
ceed  to  cutting  of  the  skin  ,  and  railing  of  the  bone,  by  the  piercer, 
upon  his  Triploides  ,  Cent.  2.  Ob/erv.  y.  Yet  thefe  two  operations 
feem  to  be  neither  neceffiary  nor  fruitfull.  T^y  are  not  mceffary ; 
for  fuch  depreffions  in  children  ,  that  prefs  upon  the  brain  and  the 
ventricles  of  it,  that  the  animal  fpirits  cannot  be  made;  and  be- 
ing  made,  cannot  be  diftributed  into  the  whole  body;  are  incurable. 
'They  arc  not  profitable ;  becaufe  firft ,  according  to  Hippocrates ,  fim¬ 
ple  wounds  of  the  head  ,and  where  the  skin  is  only  cut ,  make  work 
for  the  Chyrurgian,  and  bring  danger  to  the  Patients ;  and  without 
doubt  that  work  and  danger  will  be  increafed,  when  befides  the 
skin, the  Pericranium  alfo,  and  the  bone  are  cut  of  fet  purpofe: 
—  Andfccondly  ,  when  the  Levitor  is  faftned  upon  the  center  of  the 
depreffion,  the  pit  in  the  skulls  eajily  made  greater. And  thirdly, 

when 
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when  the  {crew  muft  be  faftned  upon  the  skul ,  which  is  yet  tender 
and  foft  as  far  as  the  Diplois,  with  force;  truly  it  is  tobefeared 
(  be ca ufe  the  Levitor  of  the  fcrew  of  the  Tnploides  ,  is  not  the 
lame  with  Abaptifton  )  left  it  should  pafs  through  theinnermoft 
Table  of  the  skull,  and  with  the  point  hurt  the  thick  membrane; 
And  fourthly,  becaufe  the  tender  bone  is  expofed  to  the  air,  whence 
it  grows  black  ,  which  is  a  fign  of  corruption;  which  corruption,  if 
it  be  left  to  nature  to  make  reparation  of  it,  oftentimes  creeps  to 
the  inward  parts ,  ib  that  it  will  require  a  dangerous  fcraping  of  it 
oft'withrafps,  or  cutting  out  with  Trepans;  but  manual  opera- 
.  tion  beino-  negleded  ,  the  cure  of  the  wound  ,  with  dangzrtothe 
Vatient ,  is  prolonged.  Y et  they  that  relot ve ,  with  rafping  tools,  - 
to  fcrape  away  the  skul  bone  fuperficially  corrupted ,  muft  eXpeft 
that  the  pit  shall  grow  greater,  -f  Wherefore  aprudentChyrurgianmujl 
rather  omit  all  manual  operation ,  when  he  cannot  do  any  good  thereby, 
than  to  lay  an  infamy  on  the  rational  adminipationju  the  ^frt  of 

°Tbcf  ng  convinced  with  thefereafons,  where  childrens  skulsare 
prefled  down  without  any  rift,  or  cruel  accidents,  ufe  toabftain 
from  all  manual  operation;  and  being  confirmed  by  frequent  ex¬ 
perience  ,  I  caufe  the  hair  to  be  shaved  off  about  the  deprefiion  . 
and  I  apply  a  hot  lamb  skin,  with  convenient  ligiture  of  the  band 
called  Cancer,  anointing  the  parts  about  it,  efpecially  the  temples 
and  the  neck  ,  with  artringent  oils ,  to  hinder  the  flux  of  humours 
to  it ,  and  to  prevent  inflammation.  If  at  the  firft  application  the 
skin  do  not  confume  the  tumour,  lUy  on  one  more  ,  leaving  that 
onagaina  natural  day.  When  the  tumour  is  difcufled ,  if  thepitts 
found ,  by  touching ,  to  befmaU ,  and  there  are  no  great  fymptoms  pre¬ 
sent,  which  may  portend  any  hurt  of  the  parts  under  the  skuf,  I  put 
under  the  lambskin,  the  ceratum  diapalmaoi  Galen ,  fpread  upuna 
broad  linnencloath  ,  to  coroboratc  the  part  affected.  That  this 
war  of  cure  is  the  fafeft,  thofe  Chyrurgians  will  bearme  witnefs, 
who  have  been  often  my  afliftants  in  the  like  cafes;  andamongft 
the  chief  at  Vlma ,  arethemoft  experienced  before  others,  George 
R tdlin,  and  Nicolas  Reutte,  whom  1  thought  to  nominate  for  to  tefti, 
fie  the  fame.  Alfo  young  Chyrurgians  shall  find  how,  with  medi¬ 
caments  fafely,  and  no  great  pains ,  they  may  cure  great  blows  upon 
the  skull,  inluliw  Cafar  Ar  anti  us ,  at  the  end  of  his  moft  learned 
Commentary  upon  idtppocrates  his  book  De  ’vulneribtss  capitHt$zc, 
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jiContufion  of  the  head  with  a  deprejfion ,  but  without  any 
fijure  m  the  skul ,  where  the  skin  u  whole  in  people  of 
years . 


JN  people  of  years  pits  are  mod  feldom  found,  under  the  whole 
skin,  upon  the  skul,  (namely,  in  thofe  only  who  have  a  very 
foft  skull  by  nature  )  but  yet  never  without  a  fiflurej  for  if,  after 
incifion  made  upon  the  skin  /there  appears  no  chink  upon  the  out¬ 
ward  Table  of  the  skul ,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  inward  Table  is 
crackt  j  whereby  the  matter  can  fall  down  upon  the  brain,  but 
cannot  come  forth  again  the  /ameway*'  Anno  1632.  lobferved 
fuch  a  fradture  ,  at  Vlma  ,  in  a  Souldier  of  Sweden ,  who  by  reafon 
of  a  depreftion  of  his  skul,  died  the  iecond  day  after.  1 ,  being 
defirous  toknow  what  was  the  caufe  of  his  fo  fudden  death,  did 
with  a  faw  divide  his  skull ;  and  1  found  the  inward  Table  not  only 
crackt  ,  but  alfoa  little  fplint  of  a  bone  (  which  doubtlefs  did  con¬ 
tinually  prick  the  membranes  of  the  brain  )  that  was  come  from  it, 
and  yet  the  outward  Table  of  the  skull  was  whole.  Wherefore,  as 
often  as  in  the  heads  of  men  grownup,  fuch  a  pit  isfeen,  it  is  a 
mod  certain  thing  that  the  skull  is  cleft  $  for  unlefs  the  skul  were 
cleft .  faith  Hippocrates ,  the  middle  could  not  fink  down.  v  Yet  fup- 
"  pofing,  and  not  granting  that  there  may  be  a  depreftion  of  a  skull 
more  dry  ,  and  without  a  cleft ,  that  muft  not  be  left  only  to  Na¬ 
tures  work  (as  Fcclix  Warts  commands )  but  the  skin  mull  pre- 
fentlybe  cut  with  an  incifion  knife,  either  crofs  waies ,  or  elfe 
triangularly  ;  the  Pericranium  mud  be  parted  from  the  skull ,  and 
the  gaping  wound  muft  be  kept  with  pellets  open  •,  not  only  that 
the  Chirurgian  may  be  more  certain  whether  the  skull  be  cleft  j 
but  alfo  that  if  there  be  a  chink  with  the  depreftion  (which  is  very 
much  to  be  feared )  a  Levitor,  that  is  a  convenient  inftrument,may 
be  made  ufeof,«j 

The  next  day  after  the  incifion  of  the  skin,  as  far  as  the  skull 
( if  no  chink  can  be  few  m  the  outward  Table  ,  nor  by  no  end  of  the  Trobe 
* with  a  kjiof  can  be  found  out ,  nor  that  we  fufpetl  any  fraffure  in  the 
inward  Table  of  the  skull,  by  reafon  of  fymptoms ,  this  being  whole) 
we  muft  take  the  triangular  part  of  the  Trefine,  noted  with  a  ftar 
(Table  III.  Figure  I,)  wherewith  we  muft  gently  bore  the  skull 
in  the  center  of  the  depreftion ,  yet  not  beyond  the  outward  Table, 
Having  made  a  bole  with  the  Trefine,  the  Piercerofthc  Tripioi- 
des  muft  be  faftned  on ,  and  muft  be  fo  long  turned  about  by  means

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of  the  fcrew  above,  untill  it  take  a  little  hold  of  the  inward  Table? 
then  the  skull »  preffeddown  ,  rnud  be  raifed  up  perpendicularly » 
bv  turning  the  lower  fcrew  of  theTriploides  back  again.  The  skul 
being  raifed  that  was  prefled  down  ,  the  inftrument  called  Triploi- 
des  mud  be  removed  5  and  the  wound  mud  bedrefied  as  I  shewed 
before  ,  concerning  vyoundsofthe  head  with  the  skul  laid  bare , 
and  for  the  feat  of  the  indrument.

A.  Contufion  of  the  head  in  elder  people ,  with  a  defrejfon  of 
the  skul ,  and  a  fraffure  of  the  inward  Table  9  without 
any  wound  of  the  skin »  or  rift  in  the  outward  Table. 

WHen  the  skin  of  the  head  is  artificially  cut,  and  the  outward 
Table  appears  whole,  yet  ill  fymptoms  accompany  the  de- 
prelTion  ,  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  but  that  the  inward  Table 
h3thfome  hurt :  Wherefore  the  skull  mud  not  be  raifed  in  the 
middle  of  the  depreflion  ,  with  a  Piercer  at  the  end  of  the  Triploi- 
des  ;  but  mud  be  opened  with  a  Trepan  on  the  fide  of  the  depref- 
fion ,  that  the  matter  which  is  fallen  down,  by  the  fecret  fidure 
of  the  inward  Table ,  upon  the  membranes  ot  the  brain  ,  may 
find  a  place  to  come  forth;  and  the  skull  that  is  fallen  inwards  may 
be  raifed  up  with  the  neceflary  help  of  the  Levitor. 

In  contufions  of  the  head  with  a  pit ,  in  a  man  of  years  ,  the  skin 
that  is  whole  mud  be  cut  with  a  crofs ,  or  elfe  a  triangle,  or  the 
wound  there  that  is  not  broad  enough  fora  Trepan,  or  a  Levitor 
tobeapplied,  mud  be  dilated  withan  incifionknife.  Butincon- 
tufions  without  a  pit ,  we  mud  attempt  nothing ,  nor  by  Trepans, 
norby  Levitors  ,  but  only  a  Lamb  skin  mud  be  hied  uponthecon- 
tufion  ,  unlefs  fymptoms  follow  which  shew  the  skul  to  be  broken^ 
and  that  there  is  need  to  ufe  the  Rafps  or  Trepans .

tF  there  be  a  chink  apparently  join’d  with  the  depredion  of  the 
*  skull  (  which  unlefsitbe  wide  enough  ,  requires  the  Pericranium 
to  be  pulled  off  from  the  skull  )  that  is  either  in  the  middle  of 
thedepreffion  ,  or  elfe  it  is  on  one  fide  of  it;  that  which  is  inthe 
middle  of  the  depreffion,  is  either  broad  or  narrow  *  if  the  crack 

'  "  ~  l  .  be 
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be  broad,  and  the  depreflion  not  great,  the  skull  muft  be  rai fed 
with  a  Lcfitor.  Table  11.  Figure  Vll.  when  the  crack  is  broad, 

and  the  depreflion  is  apparently  greater  than  ordinary,  the  ton. 
ecr  Levitor  muft  be  let  down,  Table  III  Figure  II.  but  if  witn  a 
broad  crack  the  skull  is  far  gone  in  ,  then  the  faid  Lcvitors  are  to 
little  purpofe ;  wherefore  the  Levitor  of  the  Triploides,  Table  111. 
Figure  HI.  mud  be  ufed.

A  T  the  bounds  of  the  depreflion ,  the  skul  muft  be  cut  forth 
with  Trepans  ;  then  the  diftance  between  two  holes  mull  be 
taken  away  with  my  turning  faw  ,  Table  V .  (  which  is  done  with¬ 
out  any  fear  of  danger)  not  only  that  fome  ot  the  laid  Lcvitors 
may  be  put  under  the  skull ;  but  alfo  that  the  final  1  bones,  which 
fometimes  are  parted  from  the  inward  Table  of  the  skul ,  and  pnc£ 
the  thick  or  thin  membrane  like  thorns ,  may  be  taken  forth  with 

the  puller.

'T'-’Hc  crack  in  the  middle  of  the  depreflion ,  is  either  broaa  or 
I  narrow  i  if  it  be  broad,  then  a  convenient  Levitor  muft  be 
be  put  under  the  skull  ;  if  it  be  narrow,  the  skull  muft  be.evenly 
terebrated,  onthatlideof  the  crack  that  is  found  and  bare,  with 
aTrcpan,  and  mull  be  lifted  up  by  helpof  Levitors :  it  the  Levitor 
letdown  at  one  hole  cannot  raife  the  skull ,  we  muft  make  another 
hole  ,  and  then  cut  forth  the  diftance ,  between  thefe  holes ,  wit h ^ 
turning  faw,  that  in  what  part  foever  of  the  fiflure  it  be  needfull, 
the  Levitor  maybe  put  down,  and  the  skull  raifed  by  it.

A  Prick  on  the  skull  that  doth  not  penetrate,  mult  be  taken  off 
with  Piercers ,  Table  XXIII.  Figure  I.  but  when  it  penetrates 
through  both  Tables ,  the  skull  mult  be  opened  with  T repans, 
letting  upon  the  point  the  pin  of  the  rnaleTrepan,  untill  it  make 
a  print,  upon  which  the  female  may  Itand  fait:  Now  that  thefe 
two  operations  may  be  performed  quickly,  fafely  and  pleafantly, 
the  Pericranium  mult  befeparated  from  the  bone. 

This  way  of  curing  wounds  and  fradtures  of  the  head,  farexcels 
that  which  Faelix  Wurts ,  lib.  de  ccrctt.  vanor. ' vttlnerum  .  cap.  7,  8  fo* 
9.  fo  much  commends  ,  and  our  Barbers  in  Germany  every  where 
follow,  as  if  he  were  <^ApoUoy  s  Oracle}  yet  oftentimes  with  great 
danger  to  the  life  of  the  Patients.  And  I  wonder  not  that  the  cure 
doth  oftentimes  not  anfwer  expectation  ,  when  as  the  place  of 
Whir tzius  that  is  quoted  contains  many  errours }  which  young  Chi- 
rurgians  mayobferve,  if  they  will  take  a  little  pains  to  compare  the 
£  hort  way  of  Hippocrates ,  with  that  of  J Wurts,

z^incytoblepharon  is  cured  with  one  hand:  Now  the  ey-lids  ei¬ 
ther  grow  together ,  orelfethey  grow  to  the  white  or  cornea  or  to 
both  coats  oftheeye.  The  growing  of  the  ey-lids  together,  is 
cured  by  the  ufe  of  acrooked  knife  (TableVlII.  Figure  VIII.  to 
whofe  point  there  is  faftneda  very  fmali  and  sharp  button  of  filver  ) 
which  is  thruft  in  at  the  inward  corner where  they  never  almoil 
grow  together ,  between  the  eye  and  the  ey-lids  (*fo  that  you  may 
piacetheblunt fide  toward  the  eye,  and  the  fide  thatcutstothe 
place  where  the  ey  lids  join  )  till  you  come  to  the  outward  angle  ; 
then  you  mull  prove  with  your  finger  the  place  which  muft  be  cut* 
before  you  do  cut  it ;  and  this  being  found  out,  you  muft  cut  the 
place  where  the  ey-lids  join  together.  When  you  have  made  inci- 
lion ,  you  muft  put  a  liniment  between  both  ey-lids,  thatthey  may 
not  grow  together  again. 

Wherethe  ey-lids  flick  fad  to  the  coats  of  the  eys,  the  edge  of 
the  knife  (which  is  nothing  clfe  then  the  broader  part  ofthe  Probe 
Table  VIII.  Figure  VI. )  with  great  moderation  muft  be  thruftin 
between  the  ey-lid  and  the  coat  of  the  eye ,  whereby  thofe  things 
that  ftick  together  may  befeparated,  without  doing  any  hurt,  if 
poifibly  it  may  be  fo ,  to  either  part.  But  if  it  he  ncceftary  to  hurt 
any  one  part,  let  rather  the  adnata  ofthe  cy  lid  than  the  eye»bccut.! 
But  when  the  eye  is  freed  from  the  eye  lids ,  a  clean  linnen  cloath 
muft  be  put  between  them ,  that  they  may  not  be  glewed  together 
again. 

Fig. Ill*  reprefentsafuffufion  in  the  right  eye,  that,  Fig. IV.. 
muft  beput down  with  a  needle}  and  moreover,  alittle  fwelliug 
v/ith  a  coat  rifen  between  the  nofe ,  and  the  greater  cauton  of  the 
left  eye,  and  is  broken  inwardly  (which  men  call  an  Aigylops)  and 
it  cannot  be  cured  by  medicaments }  w  hereto  re  the  fwelling  is  laid 
hold  on  by  the  teeth  of  the  Puller,  and  it  is  cut  at  the  bottom  with 
a.  knife  ( Table  II.  Figure  I. )  yet  fothatfomethingof  thefpongi© 
lubftance  muft  be  left  behind  }  otherwife  there  would  follow  a  per^’ 
petual  running  forth  of  tears  by  the  cheeks. 
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Explanation  of  the  ufe 

Fig.  IV.  shews  how  before  we  couch  acataraft  that  is  ripe > 
the  found  eye  muft  be  shut  clofe  with  cotton,  3nd  a  ligature  3 
alto  it  shews  the  place  where  the  needle  is  putin  (Table  VUl* 
Figure  IV. )  which  t Albucaf.s  deferibes  lib-  2.  cap.  23.  in  thefe 
followi  ng  words ;  puttheendof  the  needle  near  to  the  coat  cal¬ 
led  cornea,  by  the  thicknefs  of  the  radius  ( or  blunt  Probe)  into 
the  very  white  of  the  eye ,  which  refpe&s  the  lefler  or  out¬ 
ward  angle. 

Of  a  fufjufion. 

Cataraft  that  is  perfeft,  ripe  and  compleat ,  which  is  grown, 
into  a  fmall  skin ,  as  they  call  it ;  the  lalt  remedy  for  this  is 
to  part  it  from  the  circumference  of  the  apple  of  the  eye  near 
which  it  grows ,  thruftingina  needle  through  the  cornea  •  and 
if  this  fucceed  well ,  the  fame  moment  that  the  skin  is  taken 
away  the  fight  is  reftored^  But  the  Oculijl  muft  confidery  before 
be  begins  his  operation  ,  whether  but  one  or  both  eys  are  affetled  with  it: 
and  if,  both  eys  being  covered,  the  Patients  are  feemingly  quite 
blind,  the  operation  will  beeafier;  forjwe  can  fear  no  vvorfe 
though  the  operation  should  not  fucceed  well.  But  when  but 
one  eye  is  hurt ,  and  the  found  eye  will  ferve  to  fee  wit  hall ,  we  mu ft  not 
jo  rashly  go  about  it ;  efpccially  if  the fmall  slfn,  or  web,  be  not  well  ripe> 
which  Jometimts  it  will  hardly  be  in  three ,  four,  five  or  more  years. 
Nor  yet  muft  the  matter  that  makes  this  web  be  any  waies  made 
thicker,  as  \ohan.  Baptifa  Silvaticus ,  controverf.  56.  moft  ele¬ 
gantly  decides  this  queftion.  And  though  moft  Authours  re¬ 
quire  a  little  thickning  of  the  humour,  yet  it  is  apparent  by  ex¬ 
perience,  that  the  Cataract  will  be  more  eafily  couched ,  when 
it  1* grown  ripe p erf cEily.  For  that  which 'is  not  ripe,  isyetfoft 
and  fnotty ,  and  relifts  not  the  point  of  the  needle  ;  nor  can  it  be 
taken  away  whole ,  but  is  cut  and  grows  again  ,  or  el fe  it  grows 
harder ,  or  mingled  with  a  watry  humour ;  that  not  only  the 
lick  can  fee  nothing  ,  but  alfoall  hope  of  cure  by  a  fecond  ope¬ 
ration  (for  if  it  be  twice  couched  it  is  but  in  vain)  is  taken 
from  them  ;  which  alfo  ufeth  to  fallout,  if  the  cryftallineor 
vitreous  humour ,  or  their  coats ,  bei  hurt  by  thepoint  of  the  in- 
Jhument^  or  butonly  the  uvea ,  about  theappleof  the  eye,  be 
loin.  By  thefe  things  it  is  evident,  that  this  kind  of  remedy 
is  very  tloubtfull  and  uncertain ;  and  by  reafon  of  the  great  diffi¬ 
culty 
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culty  of  it,  an  errour  that  cannot  be  mended  may  eafily  be  com¬ 
mitted  :  wherefore  health  muft  never  be  rashly  promifed  to  the 
Patient,  as  Mountebanks  ufe  to  do  (who  are  never  ashamed 
though  they  do  not  perform  their  promt fes fo  they  can  get  by  it )  but  we 
muft  p  romife  to  do  our  belt,  1 ,  to  fpeak  the  truth  ,  never  tried 
this  manual  operation ,  though  I  had  the  inftrtiments  leadyby 
inei  but  I  faw  it  twice  performed  by  an  Italian  with  good  fuc- 
cefs,  upon  one  eye  of  a  certain  Nobleman  ol  Padua,  and  of  a 
Monk  of  Verona ,  But  the  Artift ,  who  was  of  Padua,  ordered 
his  manual  operation  thus :  1  he  Patjent'sbody  being  prepai  ed , 
and  God  called  upon  for  his  aftiftance ,  he  chofe  a  private  cham¬ 
ber  ,  where  the  light  was  moderate  j  and  upon  a  clear  and  quiet 
day,  three  hours  before  dinner ,  he  placed  the  Patient,  yet  fall¬ 
ing,  on  a  feat  near  the  bed  (at  his  back  there  wasabolfteror 
pillow)  fo  that  he  might  look  toward  the  light  j  on  the  feat 
that  was  oppolite  the  Chyrurgian  fate  ,  in  a  chair  with  his  legs 
open,  and  the  Patient  fitting  between  his  legs,  and  both  his 
hands  leaning  on  both  tides  upon  his  thighs ;  at  the  back  of  the 
Patient  an  Adiftant  (holding  the  Patients  head  firm  and  up¬ 
right  with  both  his  hands)  covered  his  right  eye,  winch  was 
found,  with  cotton  and  a  band  (fee  this  Table  Figure  I V.) 
This  being  done ,  the  Afliftant  laid  fomc  cushions  between  the 
Chyrurgian  and  the  Patient ,  that  the  Artift’s  arm  might  (land 
fteady.  C  See  in  Fabripius  Hildams  Cent,  IV.  Obferv.  XVI,  an 
inftrument  whereon  the  Chyrurgian’sarm  leans,  as  upon  a  block 
or  pillar.  This  beins  likewife  done ,  the  Chyrurgian  with  his 
rioht  thumb  rubbed  the  eye  that  was  ill,  shutting  his  ey  lids, 
and  then  prefently  opening  them  again ;  and  firft  chewing  Fern 
nel  feed  in  his  mouth,  he  did  warmthe  eye  with  the  vapour  of 
it  -/then  he  took  a  golden  needle  ( becaufe  the  Cataraft  to  be 
couched  was  white,  butafilver  needle  is requifite  ,  whenthe 
congealed  humour  is  black ,  or  of  any  other  colour ).  which  was 
lon^  and  the  handle  ot  it  was  chamfered  and  wound  about ,  that 
he  might  hold  it  the  fatter ;  and  it  was  mod  sharp  at  the  point , 
and  was  made  lefs  by  degrees ,  Table  IX.  Figure  IV:  Where¬ 
fore  he thruft  this  in  with  hislefthand,  near  to  the  place  ofthe 
eye,  leaning  upon  the  outfide  ofthe  eye,  in  the  white  that  is 
not  far  diftant  from  the  Yns ,  fomc  what  above  the  middle  of  it ; 
and  this  he  did  not  do  violently ,  but  winding  it  about  by  little 
and  little ,  untill  he  penetrated  the  coat  called  c ornea>  which 
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t  he  Patient  eafilyindured  ,  with  very  little  fenfe  of  pain:  The 
needle  thus  thruft  in  ,  he  by  and  by  directed  it  toward  the  hole 
of  the  pupilla,  where  the  Web  grew  •  and  by  degrees  he  brought 
ir  to  the  innermoft  place  of  the  skin ;  which  was  done  the  more 
conveniently,  becaufe  the  golden  needle  might  be  feen  through 
xlxzcemta.  With  this  needle  thruft  thither  gently  ,  and  that  he 
might  remove  the  Web  from  the  circumference  of  the  hole, 
having  turned  it  up  and  down  fomecimes  (for  it  doth  not  al- 
waiesfucceed  the  firft  time)  hejpreflcd  it  down  ;  and  when 
the  skin  was  freed  in  one  part,  hedid  atlaft  feparate  it  with  his 
needle,  wherefoever  it  did  yet  fticki  and  he  thruft  it  down¬ 
wards  into  the  lovveftand  obfeure  part  of  the  eye.  When  the 
skin  was  come  below  the  region  of  the  pup  ill  a ,  the  Chyrur- 
gian  shut  the  eye,  and  left  the  needle  within  it  for  a  quarter  of 
an  hour ,  that  the  Web  might  ftay  in  the  lower  part ,  into  which 
it  was  forced  ,  which  is  known  if  the  skin  do  not  mount  up 
again  when  the  eye  is  moved.  In  the  mean  while  heed  muft  he  taken 
that  in  couching  aCataraB.  we  do  not  cut  it  into  many  parts,  for 
thofe  pieces  though  they  be  preffed  down,  yet  will  theybeea- 
iily  brought  up  again  to  the  feat  of  the  eye,  and  doting  there 
will  hinder  the  fight.  All  thefe  things  being  rightly  perfor¬ 
med,  the  couching  of  the  Cacaratt  fucceeded  well  alfo;  the 
black  eye  fight  began  to  appear,  and  the  Patient  began  to  lee. 
At  length  thrufting  down  the  eye-lid,  and  shutting  the  eye, 
he  drew  out  the  needle  again  gently,  left  the  matter  which 
made  the  Cataraft,  should  rife  up  again  to  its  former  place, 
or  the  vitreous  or  cryftalline  humour  should  be  hurt.  Nor  is 
there  any  fear  ofthe  watry  humour  running  forth  ,  becaufcthe 
hole  made  in  this  thick  coat  falls  down  again  immediately  fo 
foon  as  the  needle  is  taken  out. 

The  operationH)eing  thus  ended  ,  and  the  eye  being  well 
and  found,  yet  upon  both  eyes,  kept  shut  for  fix  daies,  he 
did  daily  three  or  four  times  lay  on  cotton  which  was  w'eton 
one  fide  with  Rofe-water  and  Fennel-water  ,  to  which  he 
addeda  little  Saffranand  Fennel-feed  in  powder,  for  greater  cor¬ 
roboration.  But  to  prevent  inflammation,  he  applied  to  the 
fore-head  a  liunen  cloath  moiftned  withkthe  white  of  an  Egg 
beaten,  on  which  were  ftrevved  G aim's  aftringent  powders; 
and  above  the  cotton  and  the  defenfative  ,  now  mentioned, 
he  bound  another  linnen  cloath  with  a  band.  From  that  time 
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the  regiment  of  the  Patient’s  dietwas  not  large  5  but  he  was 
alotred  a  very  fpaiediet.  And  that  the  fighc,  not  yetufed  to 
much  light,  should  be  overcome  by  it,  he  commanded  that 
the  patient  should  Hay  for  a  time  in  the  dark  ,  shutting  the 
wooden  windows  all  about ,  and  should  by  degrees  ufe  him- 
felf  to  the  light.  And  aifo  that  the  fpirirs  might  not  becar- 
ried  to  the  eye  with  any  force  ,  he  did  forbid  all  vehement 
motion ,  as  coughing  ,  fneezing  ;  crying  loud  ,  and  great 
draining  when  the  Patient  went  to  ftool,  or  to  make  water. 
He  lay  on  his  back  when  he  did  eat  or  drink  ,  neither  did 
he  rife  to  go  to  ftool ,  but  he  had  a  Glofe-ftool  of  wood  fet 
under  him.  And  thus  the  Patient  having  regain’d  hts  for¬ 
mer  fight  ,  by  a- diligent  ufe  of  prophyhbticks  ,  and  by  an 
iflue  burned  in  his  Arm,  he  lived  fafe  and  well  many  years, 
Alfo  a  notable  Qculift  N.  Marianns ,  by  birth  a  Roman,  cou¬ 
ched  a  Suftufioo,  very  fortunately  *  in  both  eyes,  according 
to  C  ilfuf  9  when!  Rood  by  in  Vlma,  1637.  in  rhe  mone'h  of 
December,  for  Mr.  Tobias  'Neuhromerus ,  and  Mifttis  Kjfyn- 
l<eckjn.  And  thefe  things  shall  fuffice  concerning  a  Cata- 
rad  happily  couched  ,  which  I  have  therefore  brought  out 
from  my  Shop  of  Obfervations,  that  fuch  as  are  ftudious  in 
Phyfick,  if  Mountebanks,  who  are  moft  commonly  tmftedto 
cure  thefe  Patients ,  shall  in  their  prefence  not  proceed  as 
they  ou^ht,  they  might  be  able  to  correftthem*  Andfince 
that  the  manual  operation  lor  a  Cataract  is  tne  moft  curious 
of  all  ,  C elfrtt  Libr.j*  Cap.?.  De  natura  Oculorum  &  corum 
Suffufione ,  hath  moft  clearly  fet  it  down  ,  to  whom  I  refer 
the  Reader-  andlhe  that  defireth  more,  let  him  read  Plate* 
m ,  or  George  Bartifcb  the  Qculift  at  Drefon .  For  the  difeufling 
of  Catarads  firft  beginning  ,  many  defcriptions  of  Ollyrjutn  s 
are  found  in  Authours,  to  which  they  attribute  moft  fingular 
efFds  I  have  tried  that  the  gall  of  a  Pike  ,  with  a  little 
Sugar  mingled  together,  after  1  had  purged  my  whole  bo¬ 
dy^  and  had  laied  on  a  Veficatory  behind  my  ears  ,  being 
dropped  into  my  left  eye  by  my  Brother’s  Son  ,  it  refolved 
in  one  Weeks  fpace  a  Catarad  that  was  then  beginning  :  A* 
dr i anus  Spigelim  often  ufed  this  remedy  fuceeffcfully,  who  De¬ 
fid  e  this  did  very  much  commend  unto  me  the  oil  ot  the  Li¬ 
ver  of  a  River  Weefel  (concerning  which  fee  Forejius  Ltb. 
n,  Qbfervat.  3  y. )  and  the  eye- water  of  Martin  Rwanda*  9 
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and  that  other  which  is  like  to  it ,  as  being  very  good,  and  much 
ufed  at  Naples.  This  was  deferibed  by  Iohn  English  in  his  pra&ice* 
which  he  calls  the  English  Rofe  ,  and  Sennertns  makes  mention  of  it, 
Pr.  L.  i  .p  i  .fiB.  i.  yet  leaving  out  the  defeription,  which  is  this  : 
Take  Fennel,  Rue,  Eybright,  Vervain,  Tormentil,  Betor^y,  Rofes, 
wild  Endive,  Maidenhair.,  Chickweed ,  Pimpernel ,  Svvalfow  wore. 
Paper, Piony,  Vine  leaves,  Smallage  ,  Agrimonie,  Honey-fuckles, 
of  each  alike,  bruife  them  ;  and  the  next  day,  put  them  thus 
bruifed  in  white  Wine;  the  fecund  day  in  a  Boies  water  who  never 
knew  Woman;  the  third  day  in  Womans  milk;  and  the  fourth 
day  in  the  pured  honey  ;  at  this  time  you  mud  dilhllthem  ,  and 
keep  it  for  your  life.  1  never  ufed  thefe  two  waters ,  yet  befides  my 
purpofe  l  would  propound  them  to  ftudious  young  men,  that  they 
might  trie  the  effefts  of  them,  which  were  lo  much  commended 
to  me  by  a  mod  famous  Phyfitian,  when  they  shall  have  occafion. 

Fig.  V.  shews  the  hole  in  the  greater  cautonof  thecie,  w.tha 
coat  of  the  Impodume  ;  upon  this  hole  is  a  pipe  fet  ( a  Table  l. 
Figure!. )  that  it  may  defend  theeie ;  and  by  preding  the  skin  near 
to  it,m3y  dull  the  feeling,  whiledthe  naked  or  rotten  bone  is  burnt 
with  a  red  hot  iron  ,  made  like  an  Olive  (b  Table  XtX.  Figure  VI.) 
thrud  into  the  pipe  ;  then  lay  fine  linton  the  bone  cauterized  >  un¬ 
till  the  fcale  part  from  the  boneJ  then  the  hollow  Fidulamudbe 
join'd  together  ,  with  a  fponge  wet  in  Allum  Wine,  and  prefled 
forth  ,  and  kept  down  with  an  indrument  with  a  broad  head  ;  when 
it  is  glewed  together  ,  the  wound  mud  be  kept  dred  with  Sarcoticks 
and  Epuloticks. 

Fig.  VI.  shews theright  eie  fadned  witha  ring  (  c Table VI II. 
Figure  V. )  and  a  Polypus  hanging  down  from  the  right  nodril  , 
and  the  cutting  of  a  tumour  with  a  coat  under  the  skin  ,  rifen  in  the 
upper  jaw :  whofe  coat  being  unawares  broken  with  a  Diamond  (d) 
the  matter  being  evacuated,  Ifeparated  it,  as  far  as  the  root  went, 
witha  broad  Probe ,  from  the  skin  and  the  mufclcs  under  it;  which 
I  cut  out  with  a  sharp  knife  ( Table  XII.  Figure  II. )  and  I  touched 
the  fmall  bone  very  well  with  an  a&ual  cauterie  (  Table  XIX.  Fi¬ 
gure  VII.)  this  being  done  I  brought  the  wound  together ,  with 
plaiders  fpread  upon  linnen. 

Fig  VII.  reprefents  a  glafs  veflTel  ( e  Table  VIII.  Figure  X.) 
bound  to  the  eie  ,  by  the  tunnel  whereofcollyrinousaredroptinto 
the  eie  by  drops ;  then  it  shews  the  way  to  draw  out  a  Polypus  out 
of  the  nodrils ,  by  an  indrument  invented  by  Hierom.  Fabrhm  ah 
A^napendentc alfothe  Polypus  laid  hold  of  by  the  Pincers,  and 

placed 
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placed  beyond  them.  Matthaus  Glandorpius  bath  written  a  mod: 
elegant  Tradtof  the  nature  and  cure  of  a  Poly  pus;  which  thofe  that 
will  cure  it  shall  read  with  exceeding  great  profit. 

Fig.  VIII.  shews  how  thecutting  of  a  tumour  with  a  coat, which 
grew  amongfl:  the  mufcles  of  the  upper  lip  ,  as  great  as  a  Hen  egg, 
did  abfolutelie  deform  a  molt  honefi:  and  mod  beautiful!  Matron  , 
nor  without  great  pain  ,  her  lips,  for  the  cutting  forth  of  the  tu¬ 
mour,  were  drawn  one  from  the  other  with  hooks :  See  underneath 
a  Angular  Hiftorie. 

Fig.  IX.  shews  an  excrefcence  of  flesh  likeafponge  in  the  fore¬ 
part  of  the  Palate,  rifen  behind  the  cutting  teeth  ;  it  was  greater 
than  a  Walnut,  and  as  often  as  it  was  touched  with  the  finger  or 
tongue ,  but  ealilie ,  it  would  fend  forth  a  great  quantitie  of  blood: 
Of  which  accident'fee  underneath  an  efpecial  obfervation.

Of  the  cutting  forth  of  the  Uvula  corrupted ;  perforation  of  the 
sharp  Artery ;  cauterizing  the  hinder  part  of  the  Head  5 
and  of  the  manner  of  making  a  feton ,  tvith  a  red  hot  needle , 
in  the  nape  of  the  neck ^  and  tip  of  the  ear . 

Fig.  I.  shews  half  the  Uvula  fphacelatcd,  which,  before  the 
corruption  fpread.and  infedfc  the  whole  Uvula  and  the  parts  about 
it,  is  to  be  cut  off  with  a  thread  put  to  it,  and  bound  about  it 
with  a  ring  ( a  Table  IX.  Figure  VII.  ) 

Fig. II.  The  ring  being  prepared  (a  Table IX.  Figure VII.  ) 
the  Afliftant  mull  put  down  the  tongue  with  a  fpeculum  oris  (  Table 
XI.FigurelV.)  (  Table XXXVI.  Figure  VII. )  ButtheChirurgi- 
an  mud  lay  hold  ,  with  the  ring,  on  that  part  of  the  Uvula  which 
is  corrupted ,  and  he  shall  draw  ftronglie  the  thread  that  is  marked 
(  b  )  either  with  the  left  hand  or  with  the  right  ,  and  fo  he  shall 
mod  clofelie  bind  the  Uvula  j  when  he  hath  made  a  knot  by  the 
Uvula,  he  mud  cut  off  the  thread  ( c)  with  hiscizers ,  and  draw¬ 
ing  out  the  inftrument,  he  shall  leave  both  the  ends  hanging  cut  of 
the  mouth,  untill  the  Uvula  falls  off  the  fecond  or  third  day. 

If  the  Uvula  grow  flaggieby  reafonof  much  phlegm  running  in¬ 
to  It,  the  powder  of  raw  Allum  mixt  with  white  Pepper,  is  ufed 
with  excellent  fuccefs  >  blown  up  to  it.  The  way  to  blow  in  fuch 
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powder,  is  this  :  The  tongue  being  thruft  down  with  fpsculum  oris 
(which  the  Chirurgian  shall  hold  in  his  left  hand)  he  shall  pre- 
fcntlie  with  his  right  har.d-.fet  the  fpoon  (  d  )  filled  with  this  pow¬ 
der  to  the  Uvula  5  then  shall  he  take  the  other  end  of  the  pipe  (  e  ) 
in  his  mouth ,  and  blowing  shall  fcatter;all  the  powder  in  the  fpoon 
about  the  mouth  and  Uvula,  See  Guilhel.  Fabnt .  Hildan.  Cent ,  z, 
Obferv.  z,  of  the  cure  of  the  Uvula  relaxed. 

Fig.  111.  The  sharp  Arterie,in  affe&ions  of  the  Larinx  which  are 
readie  to  choke  us,  is  moft  fafelie  perforated  by  a  Chirurgian  who  is 
not  ignorant  of  Anatomie ,  the  way  following ;  The  Patient5  s-bead 
being  inclined  backwards,  not  only  that  the  sharp  Arterie  may  be 
feen  plain  lie  j  but  alfo  that  it  may  be  made  longer  ,  and  the  mem¬ 
branous  diftin&ions  in  it  may  appear  more  exaftly  ,  a  line  mull  be 
drawn  with  ink,  by  the  middle  and  forepart  of  the  length  of  the 
neck,  almoft  as  far  as  the  hollow  part  of  thethroat.  Then,  with 
the  finder ,  wc  muft  touch  the  head  of  the  sharp  Arterie  j  next  we 
niuft  exaaiie  ,  with  the  finger,  fearch  out  the  end  of  the  Larinx 
on  the  forepart ;  this  being  found  out ,  we  muftdefeend  untill  fuch 
time  as  three  or  four  rings  of  the  sharp  Arterie  be  paft  over  ( three 
in  thofe  that  have  but  short  necks ,  and  four  in  thofe  that  have 
long  necks ;  which  bounds  we  know  either  by  fenfe  or  by  reafon  5  . 

by  fenfe,  in  a  lean  neck  j  but  by  reafon,  imagining  and  conje&u- 
ring  at  the  largenefs  of  three  rings ;  in  which  cafe  we  muft  view  the 
sharp  Arterie  of  one  that  is  well  )  that  there  incifion  may  be  made; 
yet  not  immediately  under  the  Larinx,  left  inflammation  ,  which 
eafilie  follows  after  incifion ,  should  be  communicated  to  theLa- 
•  r  1  n x*r*tfrat:  \v  as  before '  shut  too  much.  The  membranous  place 
"  being  thus  found  out ,  the  middle  circle  ,  between  two  grifly  cir¬ 
cles  7  muft  be  marked  with  ink,  according  to  the  length  of  the 
neck  :  Afterwards  the  skin  .  with  the  fleshie  membrane  under  it, 
here  and  there,  being  laied  hold  on  with  the  fingers  of  the  Afliftantf  v 
namely,  with  the  thumb  and  fore- finger  of  both  hands ,  by  the  : 
length  of  the  line  made  from  the  Larinx  to  the  throat  {for  fo  there 
is  vo  danger  that  any  vefeh,  nerve  or  mufek  should  be  hurt )  it  muft  be 
cut  with  a  crooked  knife  (/)  fo  that  the  overthwart  line  be  in  the 
middle  of  the  incifion  ;  and  the  incifion  muft  be  made  folong,  that 
being  dilated  it  may  contain  the  thumbs  breadth  ,  and  may  admit 
the  ufe  of  the  double  edged  knife  (g. ) 

Fig.  iv.  Incifion  being  made,  the  lips  of  the  wound  tuuft  be 
drawn  open  with  the  fingers  ,  and  the  blood  muft  be  wiped  away 
with  the  fponge  {  i )  that  the  two  mufcles  which  lie  immediately 

upoa 
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upon  the  sharp  Artery,  and  are  called  Sternohyoid*! ,  may  appear* 
Then  the  rnufcles  which  are  diflinguished  by  a  certain  white  line  , 
are  to  be  drawn  afunder,  at  length,  with  the  haft  of  the  knife  (  h  ) 
that  the  body  of  the  sharp  Artery  may  come  to  be  feen . 

Fig.  V.  When  the  Artery  appears,  the  dirtance  muft  be  kept 
open  with  a  blunt  hook  here  and  there,  untill  incifion  be  made 
overihwart ,  between  one  and  the  other  cartilage  by  the  edge  of  the 
divided  fpatha  (g  )  But  the  knife  mull  be  thrufl:  info  deep  ,  that 
it  may  reach  the  hollow  of  the  sharp  Artery}  and  this  istheflgn 
that  it  is  gone  in  fo  far  ,  ifthe  breath  come  forchof  the  wound  with 
a  murmuring  noife.  Then  a  pipe  of  iilver  (  k  )  with  holes  in  it , 
and  crooked,  thatisexadfly  as  big  as  the  wound  made  in  the  Arte- 
jy,  that  is  short  that  it  may  not  touch  theiniides  of  the  Artery  , 
with  shoulders  that  it  may  not  befucktin  with  the  breath  ,  and  tied 
with  two  threads  that  it  may  be  drawn  forth  andfaftned,  muff  be 
put  into  the  wound  made  in  the  Artery ;  and  there  it  muff  be  left 
folong  as  all  fear  of  inflammation  ispaft.  Then  the  pipe  muft  be 
drawnforth,  and  renewing,  if  need  be,  thewoundoftheskinand 
fleshy  membrane  by  fcarification  ,  the  lips  mull  be  drawn  togetht  r 
and  ftitched  ;  and  being  fo  brought  together ,  they  muft  be  kept 
fowith  plaifters  fpread  upon  linncn  cloath,  and  with  convenient 
ligature, 

Fig.  VI.  reprefents  a  feton  burnt  into  the  tip  of  the  left  ear ,  to 
intercept  the  matter  that  ran  thence  continually,  by  a  vein  pricked 
through  with  a  needle  and  burnt ,  to  nourish  and  augment  the  tu¬ 
mour  ,  which  hangingby  a  thicker  bafis  from  the  neck ,  by  reafon 
of  the  angular  veins ,  and  the  inward  branch  ofihecarotick  Artery, 
can  neither  be  cut  off,  nor  yet  feparated  from  the  skin.  TheEf- 
char  being  taken  away  with  butter ,  I  put  firft  into  the  feton  a  ring 
of  lead,  untill  that  was  perfedly  healed  }  after  that  1  put  in  a  gold 
ring  with  a  rich  pearl  in  it,  inflead  of  the  leaden  ring  ,  fuchaone 
as  your  Arabian  women  hold  a  great  grace  to  wear  in  the  laps  of 
both  their  cars ;  With  this  putting  in  of  rings,  not  onlythein- 
creafe  of  the  tumour  was  hindred  ,  but  alfo  by  accident  it  grew  fo 
fmall ,  that  the  noble  Patient ,  wearing  a  ftomacher  ,  could  eafily 
hide  it.  See  Table  XXXV.  Figure  II.  of  cutting  forth  and  ampu¬ 
tating  a  tumour  contain’d  in  a  cover. 

Fig.  VII.  shews  the  cauterizing  of  the  hinder  part  of  the  head,  of 
people  in  years,  with  a  red  hot  iron  that  is  round,  where  there  is 
danger  of  an  Apoplex  and  other  fleepy  difeafes.  But  the  hollow  of 
the  hinder  part  of  the  head  ufech  to  be  cauterized  with  a  red  hot 

iron. 
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iron,  efpecially  in  children  new  born ,  and  thofe  that  fuck  the 
breafts  who  are  frequently  troubled  with  the  Falling-ficknefs , 
byreaton  of  a  cold  and  moift  temper  of  their  brain.  For  the  cure 
and  prefervation  from  this  difeafe ,  Phyfick  hath  found  out  a 
prefent  remedy  $  namely  ,  to  burn  the  hinder  part  of  the  neck  ; 
which  is  as  it  is  a  moft  fafe  way ,  fo  it  doth  moft  commonly  make 
revulfiotij  derivation  and  evacuation  of  the  phlegmatick  hu¬ 
mours,  with  apparent  good  which  burthen  the  head.  Hence 
it  is  that  cauterizing  the  nape  of  the  neck  is  fo  common  in  fome 
places  •  that  at  Florence  none  or  very  few  children  are  found, 
that  are  not  fo  cauterized  prefently  after  they  are  baptized  .  The 
hair  therefore  being  shaved  off?  we  muftmake  an  iron  inftru- 
mentred  hot,  which  is  the  oval  and  long  fashioned  (Table 
Vll.  )  tit  for  the  hollow  of  the  hinder  part  of  the  head,  be¬ 
tween  the  fit  ft  and  fecond  vertebra  of  the  neck;  wherewith, 
when  the  danger  is  fmall  in  tender  age ,  and  when  the  paroxyfm 
is  off,  it  muft  be  touched  only  once  lightly-  but  when  the 
danger  isgreater  in  riper  age ,  in  the  paroxyfm,  and  when  for 
many  dates  the  place  muftbektpt  open,  the  iron  inftrument 
muft  be  thruft  on  deeper  twice  or  thrice.  Afterwards  we  tnuft 
apply  to  the  place  cauterized,  either  butter  with  Diapalma,  or 
elfeT riapbarmacum  ,  that  the  Efchar  may  fall  off;  whichbeing 
taken  away ,  the  ulcer  muft  be  kept  open  fo  long  as  need  requi  - 
reth,  and  muft  be  let  run  with  ctrutumjacrumoi  Diachylon.  Laft 
of  all  let  it  be  brought  to  cicatrize  with  ceratum  de  C  erufta  ,  or 
fome  other  healing  medicament.  A  Seton  in  the  fame  place 
made  wiih  three  inftrumentsj  namely,  with  the  Cizers,  a  red 
hot  Needle,  and  a  Seton,  voids  forth  thehumours  that  fill  the 
head,  by  putting  them  back  from  the  cys  to  theneckj  it  makes 
derivation  of  thofe  that  fall  down  to  the  jaws  and  throat ;  and  it 
intercepts  thofe  which  fall  on  th e  fpina  dorfi ,  and  the  joints  of 
the  limbs.  But  fince  there  is fo  great  benefit  t f  a  fiton,  I  thought 
good  ,for  the  help  of  Student  s,  to  fit  down  the  reafon  and  manner  how 

to  make  it ,  both  in  words  and  figures- 

The  Patient  muft  fit  on  a  low  feat,  and  the  PhyGtian  with  hts 
forefinger  muft  fearch  out  the  place  fit  for  a  ieton  ,  or  that  cavi¬ 
ty  w’hichis  between  the  firft  and  fecond  vertebra  of  the  neck*,., 
When  he  hath  found  this  ,  the  hair  muft  be  prefently  shaved  off, 
and  the  place  to  be  bored  thtough  muft  be  marked  longwaies 
with  writing  irk ,  fo  that  the  line  way  be  in  the  middle  of  the 

hollow; 
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hollow  ;  but  that  the  laid  middle  place  may  not  be  milled ,  the  Pa¬ 
tient  mult  hold  his  neck  ftreight  to  the  Chyrurgian  ;  then  the  Chy- 
rurgian  shall  alio  mark  both  the  holes  ,  that  mull  be  made  both  on 
the  right  fide  and  on  the  left ,  with  writing  ink,  that  the  diftance 
between  both  marks  may  be  one  finger  and  a  half  broad,  more  or 
lefs  as  the  Patient’s  skin  is  thick  or  thin. 

Fig.  V  ill.  The  place  being  marked,  and  the  ink  dried  ,  the  Pa¬ 
tient  mull  fo  lean  back  with  his  head  ,  that  the  skin  and  fleshy  pan- 
mele  may  be  relaxed  ;  then  the  Chyrurgian  shall  firft  with  his  fin¬ 
gers  draw  away  the  skin  and  fleshy  membrane,  from  the  mufcles 
that  are  under  them  ,  and  cf  the  faid  covers  ,  as  much  as  maybe 
done  (  yet  leaving  the  mufcles  of  the  neck  untouched  ,  for  fear  of 
con  vullion  and  other  ill  accidents  which  may  happen  )  with  a  pair 
ofPincers  (/ or  m  Table  V  111.  Figure  1*1 1,  III. )  that  are  fit  for  it, 
he  shall  lay  hold  of  them  ,  draw  them  to  him  and  bind  them  faft, 
as  hard  as  the  Patient  can  well  indure  it,  or  rather  untill  itcaufeth 
pain  }  thatfo  the  nerves  being  bound, the  part  to  be  bored  through 
may  grow  fencelefs  al moll,  and  the  Patient  may  lefs  feel  the  burn¬ 
ing  inftrument,  which  otherwife  is  painfull  enough  ;  Butheshajl 
folay  hold  of  the  skin  and  membrane  with  his  Pincers  ,  thatthe 
line  drawn  before  on  the  length  of  the  cavity,  and  the  marks  of 
the  holes ,  to  be  made  on  both  Tides ,  may  be  feen  through  the 
holes  of  the  Pincers  exa&ly.  Then  he  shall  thruft  in  the  needle 
(n  Table  VII.  Figure  IV.  )  very  well  made  red  hot,  that  it  may 
pafs  through  both  holes  of  the  Pincers  in  an  inftant ,  and  shftll  fud- 
denly  draw  it  forth  again. 

Fig.  IXi  After  this,  the  Pincers  remaining  unmoved  ,  he  shall 
pafs  a  pointed  inftrument  through  it ,  which  at  one  end  hath  a  wax¬ 
en  little  pellet,  and  at  the  other  end  a  filken  thread  faftned  to  it 
(  Table  VII.  Figure  V. )  and  he  shall  draw  this  thread  ,  wet  in  the 
white  of  an  Egg  ,  as  far  as  the  middle  of  it  fmeared  with  butter,  and 
there  shall  he  leave  it. 

Fig.  X*  Thefe  things  being  done ,  he  shall  bring  both  ends  of 
thefilktothe  foreparts  of  the  neck,  and  to  thebreaft  j  and  he 
shall  bind  the  part  with  a  four  double  linnencloath  wet  in  Rofe  wa¬ 
ter  and  the  white  of  an  Egg,  to  hinder  inflammation,  and  then 
wrung  out  again,  and  with  convenient  ligature.  The  daies  that 
follow ,  commonly  untill  the  fixth  day,  before  he  doth  draw  the 
fi  lk  by  degrees ,  fometimes  to  the  right  hand,  andfometimes  to 
the  left ,  he  mull  anoint  that  part  of  the  filk  which  mult  be  drawn 
under  the  skin ,  with  fome  digeftive  ,  and  on  the  outfidc  he  shall

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lay  a  four  double  doath  prefTed  out  with  the  fame  medicament  \ 
untill fucli  timeas  the  ulcer  breeds  goodquttter ,  andche  fearo* 
ir  natnmationisover.  Then  the  filk  muft  be  drawn  under  thg 
skin,  with  this  or  the  like  unguent  firft.  being  anointed :

Fig* I.  is  the  way  to  makeafetonwichapair  ofpincers  fTable 
dll.  Figure  X. )  and  with  a  pen-knife  (  Table  XVIII.  Fig. 
^  I. )  pictured  •  which  Xjiulltdtnus  Fabritius  Hildanus  cent.  1* 
olyirv.  40.  defcribeth ,  and  prefers  it  before  the  former  way  of 
making  it  with  a  red  hot  iron,  becaufe  the  fire  both  dries  and 
hardens  the  part,  and  puts  the  Patients  to  pain  and  horror.  But 
becaufe  that  drinefs  is  corrected  with  fresh  butter ,  and  alfoheac 
3nd  ionie  pain  are  very  effectual  means  to  draw  to  them  the  pec¬ 
cant  humours,  and  the  fick  are  as  much  afraid  of  cutting  as  they 
are  of  burning ,  neglecting  Hildanus  his  arguments ;  J  have  bur¬ 
ned la  leton  on  the  necks  of  many  people  with  very  good  fuccefs 
obfcrving  only  that  wav  to  delude  rhe  Patient .  which  J  fcrH.-i,.,,*. 
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Fig,  II.  shews  i.  the  pulling  forth  of  the  hairs  on  the  ey-lid 
according  to  Paulus  his  way  :  The  ey-lid  mull  be  inverted  with  the 
fingers,  the  hairs  that  prick  and  hurt  the  ey  muft  be  pulled  forth 
with  pullers,  and  theskin  muft  be  cauterized  with  a  little  knock 
at  the  end  of  the  probe  made  red  hot ,  that  it  may  be  candenfed 
and  the  hairs  may  no  more  grow  upon  it.  2.  The  cutting  forth  of 
an  Atheroma ,  which  bred  in  the  middle  of  the  forehead ,  and  was 
greater  then  a  Walnut :  In  this  Figure  the  skin  is  cut  which  covers 
the  cafe  of  the  Atheroma,  overthwart  with  a  crooked  knife;  but 
in  the  fourth  Figure  long  waies ,  that  the  whole  Impoftume  may  be 
taken  forth  with  its  coat.  Effedfs  worth  confideration  do  follow  ' 
the  incifion  made  on  the  forehead  overthwart;  for  the  fibras  of 
themufcles  of  the  forehead  being  cut  overthwart,  the  ey  brows 
hang  down,  and  hinder  the  opening  of  the  ey  -  lids ;  alfo  there 
follows  an  incurable  palfie  of  the  ey-lids,  by  reafon  of  the  cut¬ 
ting  of  the  nerves ;  which  thing  was  proved  by  Adrianus  Spigelius , 
upon  afmall  wound  only  on  the  nerve  of  the  forehead,  as  heob- 
ferved  in  ¥abr,corp,hum4  lib.  7.  cap, 2.  But  becaufe  this  kind  of 
Tumor  arofe  in  the  middle  of  the  mufcles  of  the  forehead  ,  and 
the  overthwart  incifion  did  hurt  to  very  few  fibras  of  themufcles, 
there  followed  upon  this  no  palfie  or  other  inconvenience ,  which 
might  hinder  the  eye  lids  to  be  lifted  up.  But  that  the  Cutting 
forth  of  this  Atheroma  may  be  better  underflood,  l  shall  very 
brieflie  fet  down  the  cure  of  Tumors  that  are  covered  with  coats. 

Tumors  with  coats  ,  as  Meliceris ,  Atheroma  and  Steotoma ,  hang 
forth  either  as  figs  by  a  {lender  ftalk,  ( Table  XXXIII.  Figure  11.) 
or  elfe  with  a  larger  root  they  flick  within  any  part.  '  Thofe  that 
hang  forth  are  not  cut  o«t ,  but  are  cut  off  at  the  roots  in  timerous 
people,  a  thread  being  bound  about  the  part  to  ftupifieit,  and 
left  there  till  the  fwelling  falls  off;  but  in  (tout  men  they  are  cut 
away  with  a  sharp  knife.  But  if  the  blood  runs  forth  abundanthe 
after  that  theTumor  is  cut  away  ,  orthe  thread  leaves  any  part  of 
the  root  behind  ,  then  ,  that  we  may  not  fear  that  it  should  grow 
any  more  ,  the  place  mull  be  lightlie  touched  with  a  red  hot  iron, 
and  when  the  efcar  is  fallen  ,  we  mufl  heal  it  up  again-  This  way  of 
manual  operation  is  mofireadie,  and  by  reaibn  the  ulcer  is  but 
fmall  and  equal,  the  cure  isfoon  done.

-If  the  Chyrurgian  come  to  the  bottom  of 
the  bag,  he  muft  cut  the  vein  that  brings  nourishment  to  the 
tumor  j  with  the  edge  of  the  knife  overthwartly ,  that  not  fo 
much  as  the  leift  part  of  the  bag  may  be  left ,  to  breed  the  tumor 
again.  This  being  done,  and  the  bag  perfectly  drawn  forth,  he 
shall  join  together  the  lips  of  the  wound,  (which  if  they  be  very 
loofe  ,  shew  that  the  skin  is  too  much,  and  he  muft  cut  off  the  skin 
that  is  luperfluous  d  letting  ftirching  alone  at  this  time  ,  by  realon 
of  the  greac  pains  the  Patient  hath  endured  already)  laying  plaifters 
'  upon  linnen  crofs  wife.  Thus  did  l  moft  happily  cure  two  Athe* 
romas ,  that  were  as  big  as  Goofe-eggs ,  upon  the  knee  of  a  cer-1 
tain  Prieft. 

But  if  the  bag  be  already  broken,  either  of  it  felf,  or  by  the 
carelefnefsof  theChyrurgian ,  then  it  is  neceflary  that  either  the 
tumor  grow  again  ,  or  that  there  remain  in  that  place  almoft  an 
incurable  and  (linking  ulcer,  where  we  muft  conftder  the  time 
when  it  broke.  If  it  be  broken  now,  we  muft  thruft  in  between 
the  skin  and  the  bag  the  greater  end  of  the  probe,  or  handle  of  the 
penknife ,  untill  fuch  time  as  the  membrane  of  the  tumour  be 
totallie  feparated.  But  if  it  break  long  before,  it  muft  be  con- 
fumed  with  fepticks  in  thofe  that  are  more  fearful ,  or  with  red 
hot  irons  in  thofe  that  are  more  flout  hearted.  This  being  wafted , 
the  wound  muft  be  digefted,  cleanfed,  and  incarnated  and  cica¬ 
trized,  See  JOLtius  Tetrab.

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forth  ,  becaufe  that  coat  is  not  eafilie  parted  from  the  skin  and  the 
flesh  of  the  mufcles  under  it;  but  in  the  reft,  namelie  Meliceris 
and  Atheroma ,  the  bag  nuift  be  kept  untouched  and  whole  i$but 
forthwith,  as  the  skin  is  cut ,  the  white  coat  ftretched  out  shews 
it  felf ;  and  then  with  the  haft  of  the  knife  the  coat  muft  be  parted 
from  the  skin  and  flesh  ,  and  muft  be  caft  out  with  that  is  contained 
within  it:  Yet  if  at  any  time  the  coat  (ticks  faft  to  the  mufcleon 
the  lower  part,  that  that  may  not  be  hurt ,  the  upper  part  of  that 
coat  muft  be  cut  away  with  a  pair  of  cizers ,  and  the  other  part 
under  muft  be  left  within;  when  the  whole  coat  is  taken  forth  , 
the  lips  of  the  wound  muft  be  joined  ,  and  a  band  or  future  muft 
make  them  fa  ft ,  ( if  the  Tick  can  away  with  it )  and  above  all  muft 
be  laid  a  glutinative  medicament :  when  the  whole  coat ,  or  half, 
which  (ticks  fad  to  the  mufcle ,  or  any  part  of  tte  coat  is  left  with¬ 
in  ,  after  corrofives,  or  a  little  fire ,  things  muft  be  applied  which 

CaUFigq III.  Shews  the  relaxation  of  the  upper  eyedid  in  the  right 
eye ,  \nd  the  cure  of  thefamein  the  left;  which  Hierom  **£*-*> 
jlquapetid.  feems  to  prefer  before  the  abfolute  and  cruel  manual 
way  Celfus  ufed  ,  in  thefe  words:  But  I,  when  the  upper  eyed, d 
covers  the  eye,  lay  on  a  glutinous  matter ,  (oralinnen  cloth  wet 
in  my  glewing  medicament ,

Of  each  one  dram ,  beat  all  with  the  white  of  an  gg,  an 
mingle  them,  like  to  the  thicknefs  of  Home)  bound  on  with  two 
or  three  firings  all  over  the  upper  eye-lid  ;  and  another  linnen 
cloth  like  the  former  ( as  for  the  firings )  1  lay  above  the  eye  brows 
on  the  fore  head ; then  1  tie  both  or  all  three  firings,  drawn  flreight, 
to  the  firings  underneath ,  and  fo  the  eye  is  held  open :  alio  it 
comestopafs,  that inaconvenientfpace of  time  ,  t  e  efe  ' 
laved  is  cured  ,  by  means  of  the  faid  glew  that  dries  and  bindes  , 
and  contrails  both  the  fore- head  and  the  eye-lid.  T  is  way  o 
fucceeds  Angularly  well ,  becaufe  it  not  only  dries  up  what  moilfure 
is  run  in ,  but  it  alfo  hinders  all  new  flux  of  humors ;  w  ic  i  g 
1  tried  upon  a  Noble- woman  ,  witnefs  Georgius  Bamlerus,  who  would 
rot  believe  it ,  till  he  faw  the  effefi  of  it  with  admiration 

Fig.  IV.  Reprefentsthe  cutting  of  the  fore-head  infashi’ o  like 
a  crofs,  above  the  bag  of  Atheroma,  whereof  I  fpake  before 
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Fig.  II.  making  incifion  upon  the  skin  with  a  crooked  knife;  and 
if  the  Chirurgian  cannot  part  the  coat  from  the  skin  with  this 
probe,  he  muft  part  it  with  hisknife,  Table  II.  Figure  I.  which 
that  he  may  do  as  he  should ,  he  muft  proceed  warily  i  and  he  muft 
ufe  the  knife  rather  flantinglie  then  {freight  out,  for  the  {freight 
way  will  cut  too  faft  ,  and  muft  needs  hurt  the  bag.  In  the  right 
eye  a  diieafe  is  reprefented  called  hot'yeotyOxXfisy ,  ( that  is  when  the 
upper  eye  lid  cannot  cover  the  eye )  and  it  is  cured  in  the  left ,  by 
an  invention  propounded  by  Aquapzndens ,  which  is  is  moft  milde, 
and  if  it  be  continued  moft  certain:  Let  a  linnen  cloth  wet  in  my 
glew  be  applied  to  the  upper  eye-lid,  fattened  to  three  ft  rings  ,  (i) 
and  another  to  the  cheek ,  To  that  it  may  be  right  againft  the  upper 
cloth,  with  its  ftrings,'  (z)  the  glew  being  dried  ,  and  the  cloths 
flicking  faft  to  the  skin,  their  firings  mutt  be  bound  faft  together  , 
and  be  continually  tied  fatter:  And  if  thefe  two  cloths  do  not 
(office,  a  third  cloth  mutt  belaid  on  the  fore  head  above  the  eye¬ 
brow,  with  its  firings  ,  (3)  and  a  fourth  to  the  cheek  beneath  the 
fecond,  andanfwering  dire&Iy  againft  the  third  (4)  muft  be  laid 
on  ,  and  thefe  alfo  flick  faft  5  the  ftrings  muft  be  tied  together , 
and  knit  with  a  double  knot,  fo  it  will  be,  that  the  upper  eye  lid 
will  be  flretched  ,  anddrawn  to  the  lower  eye  lid ,  and  will  cover 
the  eye.  /  hs'vqy  tficd  this  ewsty  cuts  ,  hut  I  hci'vs  oftcti  fccti  it  ujcd. 

Fig.  V.  shews  the  cure  of  Staphyloma,  which  iometimes  Katli 
a  larger  bafis  (b)  then  all  the  body  of  it  befides  ,  andfometimes 
a  fmaller  then  the  reft  ,  (a)  and  this  is  performed  bytyingofit, 
called  conftriaion:  If  the  Staphyloma  be  in  the  right  eye,  the 
Patient  is  moft  commodiouflie  feated  at  the  feet  of  theChirur- 
gian  ,  and  leaning  back  with  his  head  upon  the  Chirurgians  knees ; 
if  the  difeafe  be  in  the  left  eye  ,  the  Patient  muft  fit  on  a  feat  op- 
pofiteto  the  Chirurgian. 

Celfits  lib.  7.  cap.  7.  deferibes  the  conftriaion  of  Staphyloma  that 
hath  a  narrow  bafis :  The  eye- lids  being  drawn  afunderatthe  very 
roots,  through  the  middle  of  the  bafis  of  the  Staphyloma  over¬ 
thwart  ,  (  from  that  corner  which  is  proper  for  the  right  hand  to 
'  the  other)  a  needle  is  patted  ,  carrying  with  it  two  pieces  of  flax, 
or  a  double  thread ;  the  middle  of  the  double  thread  being  cut 
afunder  ,  and  the  needle  being  removed  ,  we  muft  ftrongly  binde 
together  the  two  ends  of  the  Angle  thread  upon  the  fupersour  part , 
and  the  two  ends  of  the  other  thread  upon  the  inferiour  part  >  and 
thefe  cutting  by  degrees ,  do  cut  it  out.  But  this  manual  operation, 
and  that  which  follows ,  is  ufed  not  to  recover  the  fight  already 
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loft  (for  that  rs  impoffible  )  but  that  moderate  comlinefs  may 
be  repaired  to  the  Patient's  content. 

V aulas  JEgiyieta  lib.  6.  de>£-  rr.td.  cap,  1 9.  fets  down  the  cure  of 
Staphyloma  that  hath  a  broad  bafis :  wherefore  we  mu  ft  pafsa 
needle  without  a  thread ,  from  the  lower  parts  upward ,  through 
the  bafis  of  the  Staphyloma  ,  and  another  needle  drawing  after 
it  a  double  thread  ,  we  muft  pals  from  thar  cauton  of  the  eye 
which  is  tothe  right  hand  ,  to  the  other,  through  the  bottom 
of  the  Staphyloma  j  andthefirft  needle  ttaymg  in ,  which  was 
thruft  through  without  a  thread,  we  muft  cut  rlie  thread  in  the 
middle  by  the  needles  eye ;  and  the  needle  being  taken  away, 
we  muft,  by  the  threads ,  bind  onepart  ofthe  Staphyloma  to  the 
upper  parts,  and  the  other  toward  the  nether  parts*  Hiercm . 
Fabrir.ab  Aquaptnd.  in  both  Staphyloma’s  ufeth  a  filken  thread 
not  twifted  but  fingle  •  and  red  ,  becaufe  the  colour  helps  well 
both  for  conftri&ion  andfor  fe&ion.-t  The  thread  being  tied  to¬ 
gether  in  both  difeafes  ,  the  white  of  an  Egg  muft  be  beaten  , 
and  wool  dipt  in  it  laid  upon  the  eye  ,  to  keep  off  inflammation. 
The  next  day  after  the  taking  off  the  ligature,  the  eye  muft  be 
dreffed  with  gentle  medicaments ,  untill  the  threads ,  together 
with  the  Staphyloma ,  fall  away. 

Fig.  VI.  shews  the  cure  of  Pterygium  ,  which  growing  firft 
from  the  internal  angle  of  the  eye,  extends  it  felf  beyond  the 
fight  of  the  eye,  and  hindring  the  fight  requires  manual  opera¬ 
tion  •  which  being  performed  by  five  hands  fucceeds  excellent- 
lywell,  if  it  be  performed  that  way  I  now  shall  shew  you.  The 
Patient,  as  l  faid  concerning  Staphyloma,  being  rightly  pla¬ 
ced  ,  the  Chyrurgian  shall  apply  aglevvinglinnen  cloathboth  to 
his  upper  and  under  eye-lids  ,  both  of  which  shall  have  a 
long  firing  at  the  end  ,  which  the  Aftlftant’s  hand  ,  being 
far  from  rhe  eye  ,  shall  lay  hold  of,  andshall  draw  ittohimfelf, 
that  rhe  eye  lids  tnay  be  drawn  afunder;  and  being  fo  drawn 
afunder ,  may  be  kept  in  that  pofture  without  any  inconvenience 
to  the  Chyrurgian  in  his  operation.  Another  Aftiftant  shall 
put  the  ring, Table  VI 1 1.  Figure  V.  upon  the  eye  and  hold  it  firm. 
The  eye- lids  being  rhtis  drawn  afunder ,  and  the  eye  being  held 
firm  by  the  ring,  the  Chyrurgian  very  carefully  shall  put  under 
his  final!  iwok  with  thepointofit  a  little  crooked,  Table  VIII. 
Figure  IX.  to  lift  up  the  Pterygium  aboutthemiddlerf  the  fight 

ef the  eye,  that  he  hurt  not  the  cornea?  then  he  shall  thruft  a

needle 
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needle  a  little  bent ,  which  hath  in  it  a  Tingle  filk  thread,  of  a  red 
colour ,  under  the  Pterygium  which  is  lifted  up  by  the  hook 
put  under  it  •  and  he  shall  take  both  ends  of  the  thread  in  his  left 
hand  ,  and  he  shall  feparate  the  Pterygium  ftretched  forth  by  the 
thread  ,  by  little  and  little,  from  the  middle  as  far  as  the  end  ot 
it,  with  the  haft  of  his  knife,  Table  XII*  Figure  IV.  held  in 
his  right  hand.  This  being  done  let  him  take  away  the  thread, 
and  with  his  hook  lay  hold  on  that  part  of  the  haw  that  is  fepara- 
tcd  5  and  having  laied  hold  of  it ,  let  him  ftretch  it  out ,  and  lo 
continue  the  reparation  of  the  haw  with  the  haft  of  his  knife,  un¬ 
till  he  come  to  the  great  cauton  of  the  eye ,  where  the  haw  muft 
be  foacurately  cut  forth  with  the  knife ,  TableXII.  Figurell* 
thatnothing  may  beleftof  it ,  which  being  ulcerated  will  hard- 
lv  admit  of  any  cure,  nor  yet  any  part  oFthrxlruncle  may  be  di¬ 
minished,  TeluHTdifeafeoftheeyecalled  >'**be  caufed  there¬ 
by*  This  manual  operation  being  performed,  driers  muft  be 
applied  tothe  eye,  concerning  which  fee  S  ennertus,  Fahrit.ab 
Jiquapendcnte  2nd  Celfus* 

Fig.  VI  l.  reprefents  a  wound  of  the  right  cheek  that  was 
made  by  a  cut •  and  the  upper  lip  wascut  as  far  as  the  fore- teeth 
in  the  middle  like  to  a  hare*lip.  .  .. 

Fig.  VIII.  shewsthecure  of theaforefaid  infirmities:  The 
lips  of  the  wound  are  brought  to  touch  one  the  other ,  and  being 
fo  brought  they  a  re  kept  fo  by  cmplaftick  linnen  deaths ,  untill  ^ 
theybehealed:  Butthe  hare-lip  muft  be  helped  the  way  here 
following*  The  cloven  lip  muft  be  taken  hold  of  on  both  Tides 
withfmall  hooks  and  muft  be  feparated  from  the  gums  with  a 
fit  knife.  Table  1 1.  Figure  I.  then  a  linn en  cloath  muft  be  thruft 
in  betwixt  the  lip  and  the  gums ,  that  they  may  not  grow  toge¬ 
ther  a^ain;  and  glew  on  both  fides  with  firings  that  muft  be  ap¬ 
plied  :  this  being  done  the  lips  of  ?the  fiflure  muft  be  renewed 
withapairofeizers  j  and  being  renewed  they  muftbe  brought 
to  touch  onethe  other  with  ditchings,  which  will  not  fo  footi 
break  forth  again ,  but  by  theftrings  drawn  together  with  the  ^ 
glew  are  kept  fo ,  untill  the  lips  may  grow  perfe&Iy  together 
by  the  help  of  Spanish  Balfom* 
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The  XXXVI  Table. 

0/  the  burning  of  a  rotten  Tooth ,  the  cutting  forth  of  one 
that  hurts  the  cheek ,  of  the  feeding  of  the  fak  when  their 
mouth  is  faft  clofed  together  ,  of  the  flopping  of  a  hole 
made  in  the  Palate  preter naturally ,  of  the  dangerous  in - 
fufion  of  liquors  into  the  ears ,  of  the  drawing  the  Teeth 
afunder  which  are  faft  joined  together ,  of  the  deprefion 
of  the  lower  JaW}  of  the  cutting  of  the  band  under  the 
Tongue ,  and  of  taking  things  forth  which  flicks  in  the 
Throat. 

FIg.  I,  shews  how  hollow  and  rotten  teeth ,  to  (lop  the  rotten- 
nefs,  are  burnt  with  red  hot  irons,  (fetch  t  out  of  Tabic  XIX.) 
and  thruft  into  them. 

Fig.  II.  shews  how  a  tooth  bred  out  of  it^place,  and  offending 
the  cheek,  is  cut  forth  with  an  iron  Inftrument,  Table  XI.  Fig.  II.  * 
Fig.  III.  reprefents  the  Tunnel  applied ,  deferibed  and  pictured 
Table  X.  Figure  XI.  whofe  narrow  end  is  put,  between  the  out¬ 
ward  gums ,  and  the  broader  end  receives  the  liquid  nourishment, 
and  lets  it  through  the  narrow  end  to  the  throat  of  thofe  whofe 
teeth  are  very  dole  shut  together. 

Fig.  IV.  shews  a  Palate  eaten  away  with  the  French  Pox  ,  fothat 
the  hole  paflfed  through  into  the  caviticof  the  nofe,  andhindred 
the  voice  from  being  articulatelie  pronounced;  this  Iftoptwitha 
golden  Inftrument ,  to  which  a  fponge  was  faftned  ,  whereby  the 
Patient  fpakehis  words  plainlie  and  diftin&lie.  After  the  ule  of  the 
deco&ion  ,  I  touched  that  hole  with  red  hot  irons,  which  nature, 
after  that  fome  fm all  bones  were  caft  off ,  filled  with  flesh;  when 
the  ulcer  was  filled  with  flesh  ,  I  brought  it  to  cicatrize  with  Gar- 
garifms  and  dryingErrhius. 

Fig.  V.  admonishesthe  young  Pra&itioners  in  Chirurgerie,  that 
in  curing  the  difeafeof  the  ears,  they  should  rather  gentlie  drop 
in  any  liquors  convenient,  than  to  caft  them  in  violently  by  a 
Syringe,  leaft  the  membrane  of  the  Tympanum  break  ,  and  there 
follow  incurable  deafnefs. 

Fig.  VI,  draws  afunder ,  with  a  dilating  inftrument ,  (Table  IX. 
Figure  IX.)  teeth  that  are  clofed  faft  together,  that  the  Tick  may 

not 
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not  perish  for  hunger  ;  where  wc  cannot  ufe  the  Dfiatorie,  nourish- 
ing  Clyfiers  are  with  lingular  fuccefs  call  in  by  the  fundament, which 
I  had  trial  qf  in  Helchior  Feith  ,  who  by  reafon  of  a  wound  in  hit 
fiomach  ,  was  fourteen  daies  fed  with  nothing  but  CK  tiers-  — 

Fig.  V H.  shews  the  application  of  Jpeculumoris ,  very  necefTary 
Tofearch  the  difeafes  of  the  jaws,  Table  XI.  Figure  IV.  For  the 
forefaid  inftrument  not  onlie  deprefles  the  tongue,  but  it  alfo 
keeps  the  nether  jaw  preflfed  down  5  untiil  fuch  time  as  the  place 
.affedled  be  more  nearlie  fearched  out,,  medicaments  may  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  it,  with  the  fpatula  fet  on  the  fide  thereof,  and  perforated 
with  many  holes ;  fometimes  only  the  tongue  is  put  down,  that 
the  faults  of  the  mouth  may  be  feen  :  The  more  thick  excrements 
of  the  tongue  are  feraped  away  with  the  crooked  fide  of  the 
Spatula ,  which  has  an  edge ,  and  thele  in  very  hot  burning  feavers 
commonlie  ftickfaft  to  it. 

Fig.  VIII.  shews  the  way  to  cut  the  firing  under  the  tongue 
that  is  too  ftrait ,  and  as  fome  think  hinders  mens  fpeech  ;  which 
Midwives  every  where  tear  afunder  with  their  nailes,  and  our 
Barbers  imprudentlie  rend  it  with  a  lancer ,  oft-times  wirhagreat 
fiux  of  blood,  and  pain  ,  which  afterwards  proves  the  caufe  of  . 
other  mi  chiefs  ;  which  thing  Hierom  Fabrit.  ab  jfquap.  relates  irT 
thefe  words  following  ,  annexing  withal  how  we  ought  to  perform 
this  manual  operation  :  Befides  the depreftion  of  the  tongue ,  and 
feraping  of  it,  there  is  a  third  way  of  manual  operation  to  be 
performed  about  the  tongue,  when  the  firing  under  the  tongue 
is  cut;  of  which  before  I  fpeak ,  I  would  give  you  warning  of 
the  rashnefs  of  Midwives  every  where  ,  who  in  all ,  making  no 
difference,  cut  the  firing  under  the  tongue  in  every  new  born 
child,  with  the  nails  of  the  fore  finger  ,  which  they  ever  keep 
ready  and  sharp  for  thatpurpofe;  which  office  if  they  should  not 
perform,  they  cannot  believe  that  the  philde  will  ever  fpeak  j  as 
if  by  nature  (O  the  wonderful  and  not  fufficiently  to  be  lamented 
ignorance  of  almoft  all  Midwives)  a  man  coul<J  not  fpeak ,  who 
hath  by  nature  fpeech  given  tohimashis  proper  faculty ,  without 
any  help  of  any  foolish  woman  to  affift  her.d  And  Ifaw  achilde 
new  born,  whilefi  he  was  kept  in  longer  then  he  might  ftay  for 
the  fecondines  ,  he  neither  cried  nor  felt  any  trouble ;  but  after 
that  the  Midwife  unwiiely  cut  the  firing  of  his  tongue  with  her 
nail,  he  prefently  fell  to  crying  for  pain  that  he  endured:  But 
this  is  the  fmalieft  matter  ,  that  truly  is  of  moft  concernment, 
namely,  that becaufe  of  that  cutting  with  the  nails,  oft-times  in¬ 
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f  „nri«.  i„v  Kold  of  the  nipple  of  the  mother  or  nurfe  ,  nor  yet 

for  want  of  i„  or  elfe  brearts  f-eli  that 
give  fuck ,  or  which  is  yet  far  worfe ,  the  parents  impute  the  fault 
hereof  either  to  hard  labor  in  childe-birth  ,  or  coming  before  the 
tirne  or  elfe  to  the  weaknefs  of  the  childe  only  to  lay  hold  on  th~ 

*  f”V  nr  to  any  Other  caufe ,  rather  then  to  the  fault  of  the 
Midwife!  which  being  it  is  the  true  caufe ,  I  much  wonder  that  ' 

•  he*  is  not  a  provifional  Law  made  to  hinder  the  death  of  children, 
which  isoft  times  procured  by  Midwives:  (wherefore  1  admonish 
vou  that  you  forbid  Midwives  to  touch  the  tongues  of  yours  or 
vour  friends  children  with  their  nails.VAnd  if  perchance  that  firing 
unde*  the  tongue  be  greater  then  it  should  be,  itmaybecut  at  any 
aE„  which  yetfeldom  ,'and  very  feldom  indeed ,  happens  to  this 
ft®  ing ,  becaufe  Nature  would  not  have  made  man  fit  to  fpeak, ,  on- 

"fs  -h  Had  made  and  granted  unto  him  fit  mftruments  for  that 
ou  -nofe  •  And  if  of  an  hundred  thoufand  children  one :  child.*  born 
wi  h  a  greater  rtringTwTJere  manual  operation  is  needful ,  there  .. 
no  difference  whether  it  be  cut  prefently,  or  after  deuvery,  or  after 
the  childe  is  weaned,  or  in  longertime,  fo.t  be  done  by  a  «k.  Iful 
*  •  _  .Tf  this  happen  .weufeto  command  the  Patient  to  put 

histongue  beyond  his  teeth,  which  Ce/jW  indeed  laies  hold  on  with 
fh  -  romhed  part  of  the  pullets, but  we  do  it  with  the  pincers ;  fome- 
times  we  cannot  lay  hold  of  the  tongue  either  with  pullers  or  pin.

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things  are  drawn  forth  divers  waics  j  if  they  lie  in  light ,  they  arc 
laid  hold  on  with  the  right  pullers,  Tabic  IV.  Figure  I.  and  are 
pulled  out  of  the  throat ,  putting  in  the  Speculum  oris  in  the  mean 
time  j  and  if  a  thorn  or  bone ,  or  any  other  things ,  when  the  mouth 
is  open  ,  and  the  tongue  is  prefied  down  by  the  Speculum  oris ,  can¬ 
not  come  to  be  feen ,  when  they  are  funk  down  deeper  into  the 
throat ,  then  being  laid  hold  on  with  the  crooked  pullers ,  Table  X* 
Figure I.  they  mull bedrawn  forthwith  the  Inftrumpnt,  Table  X* 
Figure  II.  thruft  into  the  throat,  and  hitting  again!*  them.  Others 
after  meat  provoke  the  llomach  to  vomit,  putting  their  fingers, 
or  feathers  anointed  with  oil  of  fweet  Almonds ,  into  the  throat, 
that  together  with  the  meat,  a  thorn,  oranyftrange  thing,  may 

_  be  callout  of  the  mouth.  But  lince  oft- times  the  putting  forth 

of  bones  and  thorns  is  in  vain  attempted  by  the  faid  waiesor  In- 
ftruments,  Hierom  Fabrit.  ab zAquapend.  takes  a  candle  of  white 
wax,  as  great  as  a  mans  little  finger,,  and  fomewhat  crooked  , 
which  he  delivers  to  the  Patient ,  that  he  may  thruft  that  into  his 
own  throat,  untill  fuch  time  as  the  ftrange  bodie  may,  being 
forced  ,  go  down  into  the  llomach.  W 

Others  for  the  fame  purpofe  command  us  to  fwallow  down  great 
gobbets;  fome  tie  a  leaden  bullet  fall  to  a  thread,  and  they  fwallow 
this  often,  and  pull  itforth  again  ,  and  fo  what  Hicks  fall  in  the 
throat,  is  thruft  into  the  llomach  ;  when  any  thing  flicking  in 
the  throat  can  neither  be  taken  forth  at  the  mouth,  nor  forced 
down  into  the  llomach  ,  Fabrit.  ab^uap.  from  Paulus  an d  Leo¬ 
nides,  leaves  the  whole  bufinefs  to  nature  and  time.

Of  cauterizing  the  noftrils  for  oiLtna ,  and  chiefly  after  the 
cutting  forth  ef  a  Polypus ;  and  of  Paulus  and  Hippo¬ 
crates  his  way  of  ordering  Paracentefis  in  the  Umax ; 
of  the  dilating  and  curing  tv  ounds  cf  t  be  Thorax ,  hr  eft  and 
Abdomen,  and  to  bring  forth  the  nipples  of  fuch  as  give  fuck* 

pic.  I.  teaches  how  the  noftrils  ulcerated  onlie,  or  where  there 
■I-  isalfo  corruption  of  the  bone,  are  cauterized  by  hot  burning 
irons  thruft  through  pipes.  To  this  join  thofe  things  which  were 

,  fpoken' 
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fpoken  before,  TabJelK.  Figure  III,  IV,  V  and  VI.  I  cured  a 
Tailor  at  Padua  who  kept  thchoufe  byreafon  ofanozxna  from 
the  French  pox  ,  which  after  the  inward  ufe  of  the  decoction  of 
gnmcuwy  for  two  whole  years  wras  drefted  by  a  principal  Barber 
of  that  place,  with  medicaments  prepared  with  Antimonyand 
Mercury,  Butwhenthefe  could  do  no  good,  the  Patientby 
the  Chyrurgian  fought  the  advice  and  help  of  D.  D,  Spigelius  • 
butSp/ge//?^atthac  time  was  lick  and  couldnotgo  forthtofee 
the  Patient ,  wherefore  he  joined  me  with  that  Chyrurgian  in 
ordinary,  3nd  hecomroanded  me  t<»  make  a  tent  of  fine  lint.  and 
that  I  should  thruft  that  into  the  noftrii  that  was  ill,  and  that  I 
should  leave  it  there  for  a  natural  day,  that  fowe  might  learn 
the  fcituation,  quantity  and  quality  of  the  czaena  ;a!  obeyed  his 
command  and  pulled  forth  the  tent,  which  I  found  near  the 
point,  andon  the  light  fide ,  foul  with  around  fpot ,  and  (fin¬ 
king  exceedingly ,  and]  shewed  this  to Spigeliw ,  who  fofoon 
as  he  faw  this,  laid  that  the  ulcer  was  in  theiupream  part  of  the 
noftrils  ;  namely  upon  thegrifiy  part,  and  thaton  theright  fide 
not  very  great,  but  it  was  join’d  with  corruption  of  the  bone, 
which  required  cauterizing*  When  1  ^sked  him  the  reafon  of 
whathehadfrid ,  hegavethis  whichfollcws ;  becaufc  the  tent 
is  foulalmoft  at  the  point ,  theulcer  hath  its  fcituation  in  the  top 
of  the  noftril  •  andbecaufethe  tent  is  only  Ipotted  outwardly  , 
of  neceftity  the  left  fide  only  is  afFefted  ,  yet  with  no  very  great 
ulcer,  becaufethefpotisfmall;  but  the  bone  is alfo corrupted 
with  it,  becaufe  the  tent  is  black  and  ftinks  exceedingly  ;  there 
is  need  ofimanual  operation,  becaufe  forfo  long  time,  untill 
now,  fuen  medicaments  have  been  applied  in  vain  ,  which  had. 
not  the  bone  been  corrupted  alfo ,  would  have  brought  the  ulcer 
to  cicatrize  long  fince.  i  He  left  this  manual  operation  or  burn¬ 
ing  the  noftril  through  a  pipe  unto  my  care,  as  being  very  eafie 
and  the  firft  of  my  manual  operations ;  wherefore  lchofeapipe 
(  for  Spigeliui  had  divers  )  fit  for  the  purpofe  (  namely  that 
which  had  a  hole  in  the  fide,  deferibed  Table  VII.  Figure  IV.) 
and  I  wrapt  that  in  lint  preifed  out  with  sharp  black  wine  to  de¬ 
fend  the  parts  that  were  found;  this  1  thruft  into  the  noftril  that 
was  ulcerated  ,  that  the  hole  of  the  (aid  pipe  might  equal  the  ul¬ 
cer  j  the  pipe  being  thus  prepared  and  thruft  into  the  noftril,  I 
took  the  iron  inftrument ,  Table  IX,  Figure  VI.  made  very  red  * 
hot  >  and  this  I  thruft  through  the  pipe  unto  the  place  affected  > 

and 
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and  I  drew  the  fame  prefently  forth  again  5  and  thus  I  didpulling 
the  red  hot  iron  out ,  and  purring  it  in  again  ,  four  or  live  tunes 
atthemoftj  but  l did  this  very  fuddenly ,  and  therefore  t<wo  red  hot 
irons  are  requijitc ,  as  I  admonished  in  the  place  quoted*  After  cau¬ 
terizing,  Nature,  (  the  pain  being  firft  abated  , and  the  efhar 
taken  off)  being  helped  by  medicaments,  feparated  the  fcalc 
fromthebone  infourteen  daies  3  and  the  ulcer,  with  drying 
things  applied  to  it,  was  brought  tocicatrize,  ** 

I  cried  this  manual  operation  afterwards, in  many,  with  happy 
fuccefs  ( though  the  Germans ,  and  chiefly  thefe  of  Ulma,  do 
exceedingly  abhor  all  cauterizing  by  fire  }.  alwaiesclofing  both 
the  Patient’seys  with  cotton  and  a  band  over  it ,  to  hinder  them 
from  the  fight  of  the  red  hot  iron. 

AnOzaenaof  the  noflrils  be  it  with  or  without  fufpicionof 
the  French  Pox,  but  without  any  rottennefs  of  the  bone,  if  it 
cannot  be  cured  with  medicaments,  requires  a  pipe  that  is  all 
folid,  Table  IX- Figure  V.  which  ,tofpeak  the  truth,  I  never 
ufed  myfelf,  neither  did  I  ever  fee  any  man  elfedoit.  But  a 
certain  Student  of  Millan  told  me  that  Hierom.  Fabrit-  ab  iAqua> 
pendente ,  did  with  moft  happy  fuccefs  cauterize  hhn  with  a  red 
hot  iron  thruft  through  a  pipe  that  was  all  folid. 

Without  doubt  the  way  he  went  was  that  which  the  A  uthour 
himfelf  defcribes.  An  iron,  pipe  muft  be  thruft  in  ( that  is  all  to- 
lid.  Table  IX.  Figure  V.  not  wrapped  up  in  lint ,  butfmeared 
over  well  with  the  white  of  an  Egg  beaten  together )  itmuftbe 
fo  long  that  it  mayequal  the  length  of  the  ulcer,  and  the  hoi,- 
low  of  rhe  noftrils  may  be  equalled  by  it  5  and  through  this  m  ft 
a  red  hot  iron  be  thruft  which  shall  touch  nothing  but  rhepipe* 
It  muft  be  fo  dene  that  the  red  hot  iron  may  heat  the  pipe,  and 
the  pipe  the  noftriU  and  the  ozrena ;  yeti  defire  notthattheno- 
ftrils should  feelanypain  by  this  heat ,  but  that  the  place  ulce¬ 
rated  might  be  healed  without  feeling  any  pain  ,  as  hot  only  as 
thePatient  can  well  indure  it  j  when  you  find  that,  then  muft 
the  pipe  prefenrly  be  pulled  forth  of  the  noftrih ,  and  then  thruft 
in  again  5  and  fo  often  muft  the  red  hot  iron  be  thruft  in  and  pul¬ 
led  out ,  which  may  only  heat  untill  fuch  time  as  the  part  is  luf- 
ficiently  tried  5  for  by  often  doing  of  it,  and  the  heat  enewed 
ftill  without  pain,  fupplies  the  room  of  cauterizing  ,  namely  by 
drying  and  corroborating  the  part,  and  digefting  the  tumours , 
and  fo  healing  the  ulcer.  %  -

3  How 
the  Thorax  mull  be  perforated  ,  and  what  we  muft  doaherwe 
have  opened  the  Thorax  either  as  Paulus  or  as  Hippocrates  teach- 
ethus.  But  before  we  open  the  Thoiax  lout  things  mult  be 
confidered:  i.  Whether  vve  shall  ufe  manual  operation  or  not  r 
2-  At  what  time.  3.  In  what  place.  4.  After  what  fashion. 
Four  things  will  bgmfie  whether  it  be  to  be  done  or  not  ?  i.The 
difeafe.  2.  The  time  of  the  year.  3.  The  forces  of  the  Patient. 
4.  The  greatnefs  of  the  difeafe  i  namely  whether  muchmatter 
tniifi  be  voided  foith.  — 

I.  The  Difeafe  if  it  be  in  the  cavity  of  the  Thorax  ,  fo  that  ei¬ 
ther  corruption  runforth  ot  the  wound  into  the  T  horax  ,  fiom 
feme  impoftume  of  the  Lungs  ,  or  from  a  Piurilie  ,  orcholerick* 
matter  from  an  Eryfipelas  of  the  Lungs,  or  a  watry  humour 
from  a  Dropfie  of  the  Thorax  ,  or  bloody  moiliure  hke  tothe 
washing  of  raw  flesh  or  blood  :  we  know  this  colleffron  of  mat¬ 
ter;  Firft  by  breathing  ,  which  is  only  difficult  in  drawing  in 
the  breath;  becaufe  the  Lungs,  by  realon.of  the  matter  ccdle- 
tted ,  cannot  dilate themielves ;  but  not  when  yve  put  forth  our 
breath,  when  the  matter  by  its  weight  prelie  h  the  Lungs*— 
Secondly,  from  the Pulfes,  that  are  more  quick,  vehement, fie* 
quent  jfmall,  unequal ,  unordinate.  Thirdly ,  by  a  Feaver  go- 
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ing  before,  with  more  vehement  accidents.  Fourthly , by  the 
difficult  lying  on  the  found  fide ,  becaufe  the  faulty  matter  lieth 
uponthe  Lungs,  which  burthens  them  thac  they  cannot  move 
freely  he  re. and  there.  Fifthly,  from  a  waving  up  and  down* 
perceived  to  be  in  the  hollow  of  the  Thorax.  Sixthly  ,  to  thefe 
we  may  add  a  cough  ,  which  yet  is  not  alwaies  prefent  in  every 
in  poftume  of  the  Lungs;  but  only  then  when  the  matter  is  con¬ 
tained  in  the  pipes  of  the  Lungs ,  which  provokes  the  inward 
coat  oft  he  sharp  Artery ,  and  the  head  of  it  (  pares  that  are  of 
cxquiiite  feeling  )  either  by  the  quantity  or  acrimony  of  it,  and 
fo  makes  a  man  cough.  ^  . 

II.  i  he  time  of  the  year ;  Hippacrates  bids  us  avoid  the  Win¬ 
ter  and  Summer  Solftices ,  becaufe  in  thofe  times  there  is  made 
the  greateft  and  almoft  fiudden  change  of  the  Air$  or  elfe  when 
alwaies  after  incifion  made ,  feme  air  pafleth  into  the  Thorax ; 
but  efpecially  when  the  matter  comes  forth  by  the  newly  made 
wound ,  the  aforefaid  times  mufl  be  avoided  as  much  as  poffibly 
maybe. 

III.  The  Forces:  Forunlefsthe  forces  ftand  firm  or  mode¬ 
rately  good,  this  manual  operation  muft  be  omitted  for  a  time, 
left  this  noble  remedy  of  opeping  the  Thorax  otherwife,  might 
be  defamed  by  the  death  of  the  Patient.  Now  Phyficians  com- 
monly  meafufe  the  Patients  forces  by  the  Pulfes,  which  yet  in 
this  caf$ may  deceive  them,  becaufe  fuch  matter colle&ed  in 
the  T  borax  maketh  the  Pulfesfmall , quick,  frequent  and  unor¬ 
dinate  ;  but  the  meft certain  fign  offerees  remaining ,  is  when 
the  lick  can  fit  or  walk  by  thebdp  of  natures  ftrength,  or  with 
thehelpofaftaff. 

IV.  The  Quantity :  for  if  there  be  but  a  fmall  quantity  of 
matter  in  the  Thorax,  we  have  no  need  to  open  it,  fornature 
will  either  digeff  it,  or  elfe  fend  it  forth  by  the  urinary  paflages, 
or fotne other  waies_,  but  if  there  be  much  matter,  we  muft 
prefently  without  any  delay  fall  to  make  incifion,  left  the  fick 
should  be  choaked  with  quantity  of  matter,  or  the  Lungs  should 
be  corrupted  with  the  illquality  of  it. 

Butat  what  time?  Hippocrates  feems  to  have  intimatedthat 
unto  us.  Lib.  6 .  epid.  feft.  7,  text.  9.  we  muft  prefently  open 
thefe  whofe  Thorax  is  hydropical  5  but  werauft  prefently  cau¬ 
terize,  with  hot  irons ,  thofe  which  are  in  Confumptions.  In¬ 
terpreters  have  interpreted  both  words ,  and  *vi to  fig- 

L  2  nific 
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nifie  prefently ;  but  faliyov  here  ,  fignifieslefs;  as  if  Hippocrates  had 
Laid,  chat  thole  that  are  h\ dropical  muft  not  be  fo  Toon  opened  or 
cauterized  ;  but  thole  that  confume  muft  be  prefently  opened  or 
cauterized.  The  reafon  is,  becaufe  where  men  are  hydropical , 
the  matter  is  collected  in  the  Thorax  by  little  and  little  ,  and  there¬ 
fore  there  is  no  need  to  make  inc»fion  prefently  at  the  beginning ; 
for  fo  at  length  that  collection  will  do  hurt  when  it  is  in  great  quan¬ 
tity  But  fiich  as  are  in  Confumptions ,  having  impoftumes  in 
their  Lungs,  do  as  it  were  at  one  time  collect  all  the  matter  when 
the  impoftume  breaks ,  wherefore  the  Thorax  muft  be  prefently 
opened,  i.  That  the  Patient  may  not  be  choaked  by  reafon  of 
the  dilating  of  the  Lungs  ,  hindred  by  the  quantity  ofthecorrupt 
matter,  z.  Left  that  from  the.  corroding  corruption  ,  any  ulcer 
should  breed  in  the  Lungs  or  other  part  of  the  Thorax,  which  can 
hardly ,  or  not  at  all  ,  be  cured  afterwards.  -4 

In  what  place?  The  place  muft  be  fuch  wherein  incifionmaybe 
fafcly  made  i  now  the  places  are  many,  before,  behind,  on  the 
lides ,  above  or  below  ;  but  neither  before  nor  behind  is  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Thorax  good  or  fafe ,  by  reafon  of  the  mufcleof  the 
breaft  ,  and  the  mufcles  of  the  back,  which  are  full  of  nerves, 
whit  hare  very  dangerous  to  be  cut  j  wherefore  it  remains  that  the 
opening  muft  be  made  on  the  fide,  rfnd  that  below  or  above,  for 
on  the  fide  the  mufcles  do  not  ftick  fo  raft  to  the  breaft,  yetbefore 
fometimes;  namely  on  the  region  of  the  Sternon  j  ifthematter 
be  coILdted  between  the  mediafhnum  ,  apertion  is  wont  to  be  made. 
Wherefore  Paulas  lib.  6,  cap.  q..  opens  the  Thorax  i  n  the  upper  part 
of  the  lid e :  But  Hippocrates  lib.  z.  do  Morbis ,  in  the  lower  parr. 
In  the  upper  part  between  the  fifth  and  fixth  rib,  countingfrom 
above;  (Table  XXXVll.  Figure  II.  (  J;)  in  the  lower  part ,  be¬ 
tween  the  third  and  fourth  rib.  countingfrom  the  lower  ribs  (Ta¬ 
ble  XXXVll.  Figure  11.  {%.)  y 

F found  his  pl;ice  by  numbring  the  vertebracs  of  the  Tho¬ 
rax  ,  beginningfrom  the  uppermoft  ,  between  the  fifth  and  fixth 
vertebra,  he  puts  a  thread  onthe  point  of  th  z  fpina  dorJi\  and  he 
brings  it  to  the  middle  of  the  / hrnurn\  then  he  takes  the  third  part 
ofrhethread,  which  he  mcafureth  from  the  Jlernum  to  the  fpina 
do'fi-j  and  whither  the  end  of  the  threefold  thread  reacheth  ,  that 
plmehe  marks  with  ink ;  which  being  fo  marked  makes  a  rightand 
P-rp-ndicular  line  with  the  nippleof  the  breafts  (  Tuble  XXXVll, 
Figure  Hi.  ) 

„  Hippocrates  openeth  the  breaft  between  the  third  and  fourth  rib , 

coun- 
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counting  from  the  lower  ribs ;  and  the  reafon  is,  becaufe  by  this 
means  the  matter  and  other  things  contained  in  the  Thorax  will 
run  forth  the  better ;  and  he  chufes  the  place  where  tnereisthat 
eminence  and  binding  of  the  ribs ,  to  which  the  mufcles  grow  ;  but 
notuponit,  or  backwards  towards  the  back  ,  becaufe  the  nervous 
mufcles  there,  hinder  the  opening  of  that  place;  but  it  muft  be 
done  a  little  forward,  or  toward  theScernum,  ( TableXXXVlI. 
Figure  II. I7£)  There feems  indeed  in  this  place  tobedaoger,  by 
reafon  of  the  Diaphragma  ,  lead:  that  should  be  hurt;  yet  there  is 
nodanger,  becaufe  the  Diaphragma,  where  it  flicks  to  the  ribs  , 
doth  not  rife  fo  high  ,  (  for  it  is  kept  down  by  the  matter)  that  it 
cannot  be  hurt  ;  but  where  the  matter  is  colle&ed ,  therewemuft: 
attempt  toopen  the  part.  If  it  be  on  the  left  fide  ,  let  the  Thorax 
be  opened  on  the  left  fide  j  if  it  be  on  the  right  fide,  open  on  th© 
'right  fide ;  if  on  both  ,  open  both  fides.  But  of  thefe  places 
mentioned,  thatof  Hipocrates  is  to  be  chofen  j  becaufe  the  cor¬ 
ruption  of  ftrange  matter  colledted  in  the  Thorax  ,  by  reafon  of 
the  more  declining  fituation  of  the  part  opened  ,  will  come  forth 
better  then  it  will  where  Paalus  appoints  the  orifice  to  be  made  ; 
yer  this  is  not  fimply  to  be  defpifed  ,  for  if  the  matter  be  more  dilu 
gently  confidered  ,  and  the  orifice  be  to  be  made  on  the  right  fide  , 
the  place  Pau'us  appoints  is  better  then  the  place  of  Hippocrates ; 
becaufe  on  the  right  fide  ,  the  liver  with  its  gibbous  part  drives  the 
Diaphragma  upward ;  but  on  the  left  fide  the  place  of  Hippocrates 
is  beft  made  choice  of,  becaufe  the  Diaphragma,  by  reafon  of  the 
more  low  fituation  of  the  fpleen ,  and  plenty  of  matter ,  may  be 
thruft  down  towards  the  lower  parts ;  wherefore  Hippocrates  faith* 
L.2.  de  Morbis,  It  were  to  be  wished ,  thatthe  matter  would  alwaies 
lie  down  on  the  left  fide  to  be  evacuated ,  or  lower  then  Paulus  his 
place,  namely,  betweerTtSe  fixth  and  feventh  rib,  (0  Table 
XXXVII.  Figure  II. )  for  the  Diaphragma  doth  not  afeend  fo  high 
in  thofe  that  are  living,  as  inthofe  that  are  dead;  wherefore  in 
thefe  places ,  the  Thorax  is  opened  without  offence  done  to  the 
Pericranium,  Lungs,  or  Septum Tranfverfum.  ^i 

But  the  way  is  this ;  The  opening  of  the  Thorax  is  performed 
either  by  incifion,  burning  or  perforation.  Hippocrates  makes 
mention  of  incifion  andburning ,  Sett .  7 .  j$ph .  47 .  when  he  faith*, 

.  Whoever  are  impoftumated  ,  muft  either  be  burnt  orcut,  8tc.  but 
he  fpeaks  of  cauterizing ,  L.2. de  Morbis.  In  all  thefe  three  waies» 
we  muft  confider  the  Patient’s  lying  down,  his  breathing,  the  in* 
4lruments  and  the  operation.  Alter  his  lying  down,  both  the 

'  L  3  body, 


body  and  arm  of  the  Patient,  on  that  fide  mull  be  opened  ,  mud 
nave  a  middle  figure,  that  the  mufcles  be  not  contracted  too  much- 
wherefore  in  Paulus  his  way  ,  let  the  fick  lie  on  his  hack  but  in 
Hippocrates  his  way  upon  his  belly.  As  for  his  breathing  fn  Hippo - 
crates  method  ,  the  Patient  mult  breathe  our ,  that  the  Lnngs  may 
fall  down  ;  but  in  Paulus  his  method  ,  he  mud  hold  his  breath 
that  the  Diaphragma  may  be  thrud  lower.)  The  indruments  vary* 
as  the  waies  of  operation  are  divers.  For  incifion  Hippocrates  ufeth 
a  sharp  knife,  defcribed  Tablell.  Figure I.  and  that  indrument 
which  is  called  Spatha  j  but  Paulin t  opens  the  T horax  with  a  Wood¬ 
cocks  bill  i  namely,  with  a  long  littlefword,  and  fomewhar  ciooked 
atthe  point,  (TableXlI.  Figure  I.)  but  the  new  Praditioners  ufe 
both  knives.  For  cauterizing  Hippocrates  ufeth  along  iron  inflru- 
ment,  and  not  very  thick;  becaule  that  after  cauterizing  the 
hole  may  be  made  larger  then  the  thscknefs  of  the  inftrumemwas  • 
Hippocrates  alfo  perforates  the  fide  with  a  hollow  piercer,  made 
with  a  ferew  fashioned,  (  not  one  that  is  foJid  ,  fuch  as  Cobiers 
ufe  when  they  make  holes  in  shooe  foies  to  draw  their  threads 
through.)  Thefe  three  operations  mud  be  ufed  according  to  the 
diveriity  of  the  matter  contained  in  the  Thorax;  for  fince  one 
kind  of  matter  is  thick ,  and  another  is  thin  ,  that  requires  a  greater 
hole  to  come  forth  by  ,  and  thisaleffer;  wherefore  in  thick  matter 
when  the  corruption  is  collected  ,  incifion  mud  be  made ;  but 
where  the  matter  is  thin  and  watry  ,  as  where  there  is  a  dropfieof 
the  1  horax  ,  Paulus  and  Hippocrates  both  think  that  the  bread  mud 
be  opened  ,  either  by  burning  the  mufcles  or  perforating  the  fide. 
The  latter  Practitioners  prefer  incifion  before  cauterizing  or  per¬ 
foration  ,  which  they  make  lefs  fora  dropfie  of  the  Thorax  ,  and 
greater  tor  an  Impodume,  andgreated  of  all  where  there  is  a  col¬

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But  if  the  matter ,  byreafonof  itsthicknefs  or  higher  fcitua- 
tion  of  the  wounds,  cannot  come  forth  by  this  pipe,  we  muft  in 
timepropounci  the  opening  of  theThotax  j  and  when  the  Pati- 
enc,  or  his  kinsfolk  that  ftand  by  ,  yeeld  unto  it,  it  muftbe 
done  after  the  manner  delivered  more  at  large  in  the  explication 
of  theFigurelll.andIV.of chisTablc.  Ihishelpof  manual 
operation  being  not  prefently  admitted  ;  when  the  matter  can* 
not  run  forth  by  the  hole,  either  of  it  felf  broad  enough  ,  or  in 
vain  dilated  with  an  incilion  knife,  wemuft  try,  fdreshewing 
the  danger  of  the  Patient’s  life,  to  void  it  forth  bydiureticks 
given  at  the  mouth ,  rather  than  to  expe&orate  it  by  lohoftes*  ~ 

In  wounds  of  the  Thorax  with  a  fmall  incilion  of  the  Lungs 
or  Diaphragma  in  the  fleshy  part,  wemuft  not  only  attempt  to 
drive  out  the  matter  by  the  wound, either  of  it  felf  large  enough, 
or  dilated  by  an  incilion  knife,  orbyfomenew  hole  made,  or 
by  the  urinary  paflages;  but  wemuft  pour  into  the  Thorax,  by 
afyringe,  fii  lta  deco&ion  that  binds  the  bleeding  veins :  Se¬ 
condly,  one  that  attenuates  the  thick  matter:  Thirdly,  one 
that  cleanfeth  the  inward  wound ;  And  laftly  in  the  fourth  place 
one  that  will  heal  it. 

VVhena wound pierceth  into  the  Abdomen,  thecaulorthe 
inteftines  flip  forth ;  if  the  caul  beflipt  forth  ,  wemuftconfider 
whether  it  be  yet  found  or  corrupted  j  if  it  be  found,  then  it 
muftbe  prefently  washed  in  hot  wine,  and  be  gently  put  in 
again  with  ones  lingers  ;  ;then  the  lips  of  the  wound  muft  be 
drawn  together  again  till  they  touch  onetheotheri  andbeing 
fodrawnic  muft  be  kept  fo  with  ftitchings ,  deferibed  Table 
XXXI X.  Figure  V.  But  if  the  Siphac  be  corrupted  ,  it  muft 
bedrawn forth,  and  muft  be  tied  very  ftrongly  witha  Angle

be  narrow?  andtheinteftine  is  fallen  forth,  and  by  long  flay¬ 
ing 
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ing  without  the  belly  ,  by  the  cold  air  coming  to  it,  it  be  filled 
wtthwind,  andfo  tvvolnthat  it  is  impoflibletopuc  it  in  again 
with  our  hands ,  then  let  it  he  long  fomented  with  a  fponge 
wet  in  hot  wine ,  aadprefleJ  forth  again;  or  with  a  bundle  of 
raw  flax  boiled  in  a  ly  that  is  sharp  ,  that  the  wfinds  may  bedif- 
perfed-  then  let  it  be  reduced  ,  and  let  the  wound  of  the  Ab¬ 
domen  be  ditched  up  as  it  ought  to  be.

the  olafs  to  the  nipple ;  for  this  prefently  dicks  fid  to  the  nip¬ 
ple  ,  and  draws  it  out  fo  forcibly,  that  the  Child  may  eafily 
lay  hold  of  it  with  its  mouth.

Uron  this  occafion  i  thought  fit  to  infeit ,  not  undefervedly ,  a 
moft  tare  relaxation  of  the  navil  in  an  infant ;  and  a  preternatural 
fallino  forward  of  the  inteftines hanging  torth of  the  body ,  by 
reafou  of  a  Hidden  imprelfion  from  the  Mothers  imagination  s 
which  1  received  the  14.  of  Imnary ,  Anno  164}.  from  the  molt 
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famous  Do£!or,  Dr.  Johan,  Georg  Cocklius ,  ordinary  Phylofopher 
to  our  Republick,  and  diligent  Phyfitian  ,  and  my  molt  honored 
Colleague}  A  certain  Countrey  woman  of  Berendate,  (fo  the 
words  were)  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Vlma  ,  wife  to  Jacob  Hicker  ,  in 
the  time  of  harveft  before,  but  in  the  hill  months  of  her  being 
with  child  ,  while!!  she  followed  her  bufinefs  in  the  Country  ,  and 
gathered  the  gleanings  of  corn  that  were  Scattered  up  and  down 
the  field,  under  one  of  them  she  Suddenly  perceived  a  heap  of 
viperscreeping,  and  clapping  her  hand  upon  hernavil,  she  did  fo 
ftrongly  imagine  concerning  their  motion  and  shape,  that  al¬ 
though  she  was  well  all  the  time  she  was  with  childe,  yet  yeder- 
day  about  twilight  in  the  evening,  she  brought  forth  a  daugh¬ 
ter,  chriftened  prefently  by  the  name  of  Barbara,  and  lively 
in  all  other  refpedts  ;  but  by  reai'on  of  that  imagination  im¬

cerat,  fpread  upon  foft  leather,  after  that,  thetrufs  being  ap¬ 
plied,  the  Abdomen  mud  be  bound;  fonie  to  the  girdle  for  the 
navil  A,  add  the  bandsto  pafs  over  the  shoulders  B,  C,  which  mud: 
be  fadned  together  with  three  overthwart  draps  D ,  and  fo  they 
faden  the  girdle  of  the  shoulders  that  it  may  not  fall  down,  but 
may  dick  faft  upon  the  region  of  the  navil;  but  they  are  not  ne¬ 
ed!  ary  ,  becaufe  the  hanch  bones  hinder  the  girdle  to  fall  down¬ 
wards  ,  and  the  draps  underneath  F,G,  will  not  let  it  rife  upwards.

T'io.T  shews  thegirdlefor  the  nayil ,  of  the  former  Table  Figure 
r  V 1 1 1 .  applied  to  a  man  ,  with  which  alone  I  have  cured  many 
navils  flicking  forth  ,  where  they  did  not  come  forth  very  much, 
both  in  men  and  women,  children  and  others  of  lull  years,  andl 

hindredthefe  tumors  from  growing  any  greater. 

Fig.  II.  and  111.  shew  the  place,  the  manner,  and  the  inltru- 
_ _ „  «...  n.imr'pnfpfic  .  rprforflicd  upon  the  Abdomen 
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perceived  by  the  touch  alone,  or  by  prefiing  it  with  the  finger  , 
and  by  the  clearneis,  there  the  Abdomen  is  mod  conveniently 
opened  in  the  navi!  but  if  that  loofnefs  of  the  navil  appears  not* 
then  that  part  of  the  Abdomen  under  the  navil,  on  the  right  fide, 
muft  beopened  where  the  fplecn  is  faulty ,  and  on  the  left  fide ,  if 

alcite?  grew  from  the  fault  of  the  liver. 

The  manner  comprehends  the  Situation  of  the  Patient ,  the  in- 
ftrumentsand  reafon  of  the  operation :  The  Patient,  who  by  reaion 
of  water  hath  his  paunch  much  iwoln  and  flretched  forth  »  muft 
be  laid  in  his  bed  uponhisback  ,  or  elfe  mud  fit  upon  a  low  feat. 
The  inftruments  wherewith  the  bellies  of  hydropical  people  arc 
moft  commodioufty  opened ,  are  of  two  forts  j  namely ,  either  the 
f  £ 0  n  li  ft  i  n  g  of  a  pipe  with  shoulders,  H,  and  a  needle,  I, 
Table  XII.  Figure  XVII.  to  perforate  the  navil  with ,  or  the  pen-i 
knife  K  a  little  blunted  at  thepoint,and  having  an  edge  only  on.onc 
fide ,  Table  XII.  Figure  I.  to  open  the  Abdomen  below  the  navil. 

i  ifi*1  v*  'S  ni°^  Perforated  ,  if  the  inftrument  with  3 pipe* 
Tab.e  XII.  Figure  XVIi.  be  fewed  to  a  band  ,  and  that  bethruffc 
into  the .middle  of  it  L .  untiil  it  come  to  the  ftar  marked  upon  it? 
afu  s  this  the  needle  mud  be  taken  forth  of  the  pipe ,  and  the  pipe 
muft.be  thrutl  into  the  Abdomen  as  far  as  the  shoulder  of  it ,  and 
mult  be  left  there.  Incifion  when  it  is  needful  below  the  navil 
vaneth  much:  Fallopius  makes  his  incifion  thus;  firfthe  cuts  the 
skin  overthwart  the  Abdomen  an  inch  broad  with  a  crooked  knife* 
and  that  is  blunt  on  the  other  fide;  this  being  cut,  he  cuts  thereft 
warily  wirh a  pen  knife,  wherewith  the  Germans  open  a  vein  to 
let  blood  ,  namely  with  a  common  lancet.  Hierom  Fabrit  ab  A- 
quapend.  ufeth  the  fame  knife  Fallopio  doth ;  but  he  puts  that  into 
theskma  little  flanting,  untill  he  penetrate  as  faras  the  hollow 
region  ,  and  have  alfo  perforated  the  peritonaeum.  That  the  knife 
penetrated  as  far  as  the  hollow  part,  not  only  is  shewed  by  the 
water  coming  forth,  but  it  is  known  by  a  Chyrurgiari  exerciftd 
in  opening  impodumes ,  whenas  nothing  refift?  when  heprefleth  ; 
wnen  incifion  is  made,  he  pulls  forth  his  knife,  and  puts  in  3 
.  7  PTe  01  filver  well  polished  ,  with  shoulders;  and  with  holes 
m  tne  fides  of  it ,  longer  the  firft  i  ime  (  and  afterwards  shorter  N* 
vuiichmay  onlygo  into  the  cavity  )  attheend  flanting,  exa&ly 
tted  to  the  knife ,  and  tied  to  a  band,  that  it  may  not  llip  out  of 
t  e  holeO;  by  this  pipe  he  lets  out  the  watry  humor,  not  all  at 
ore  time ,  butfo  much  as  the  Patient’s  ftrength  will  fuffer,  which 
ls  known  moft  perfectly  and  certainly  by  the  pulfe.

graced  •  Following  Tabritius,  An.  idly,  on  the 7.  day  of  An$ufi, 

I  opened  the  Abdomen  of  a  certain  noble  Virgin  at  Ulma  ,  who 
was  fick  of  an  Afcites,  Anafarca,  and  Tympany .  and  she  lived  one 
year  and  a  half  very  found  after  this  perforation;  afterwards  she 

d‘ FigCI  V°nrep°refems1htiIS  of’atiftula  of  the  Thorax,  which 

u-as  done  fuddenly  and  alrooftin  a  moment ,  with  aSyringotomus, 
which  at  one  end  hath  an  edgeQ,  Table  XIV  .Figure  I  and  the 
•  t  nr  was  wrapt  about  with  a  fmall  button  of  wax  R,  that  when 
Ft  wa«hruftlnT  it  might  not  rend  the  flesh  ,  then  it  is  thruft  into 
the Fiftula ,  and  when  it  comes  to  the  bottom  of  it,  it  is  forced 

through  the  skin  and  flesh  above,  with  the  right  hand  1 5  fo  that  the 
bottom  of  wax  remaining  in  the  ulcer ,  the  point  of  the  kn  fe 
may  come  forth  by  the  hole  made ,  which  being  laid  hold  on  by  the 
fingers  of  the  left  hand,  the  diftance  between  both  holes  is  cut 
afunder  at  one  ftroke.  It  shews  alfo  a  wound  of  the  Abdomen 
dilated  to  thruft  in  the  inteftines ,  which  is  the  next  Figure,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  opinion  of  Galen,  L.  6.  Meth.Med.  cap.  4.  isftitched, 

namely  the  Peritonaeum  with  the  mufcles,  and  themulcles  again 

with  the  Peritonxum-  ^ 

Fig.  V.  shews  the  manner  how  the  lips  of  the  wound ot  the  Ab¬ 
domen  are  brought  to  touch  one  the  other  ;  and  being  fo  brought, 
arekept  fo  by  ditching  or  clafps.  The  inteftines  bemgput  m  again, 
the  Afliftant  shall  take  hold  of  the  lips  of  the  wound  with  his 
hands,  and  he  shall  draw  forth  fo  great  a  part  of  the  wound  to  the 
Chyrurgian,  as  is  neccflary  to  be  ftitched  ;  but  he  flicks  in  a  needle, 
(j)  which  draws  after  it  a  twifted  flaxen  thread,  from  the  lower 
and  outward  parts,  («)  inwardly  through  the  skin  ,  (4)  and  the 
mufcles  (  b)  that  lie  under  it^  as  far  as  the  Peritonaium  ,  (c)  after 
this  the  Peritonaeum  being  not  touched  (c)  or  this  part,  he 
thrufts  the  needle  through  the  Peritonaeum  of  the  other  part ,  and 
alfo  through  the  mufcles ,  from  the  inward  parts  to  the  outward; 
then  taking  forth  the  needle  ,  he  ties  both  ends  of  the  thread  ,  and 
makes  apointj  then  (z)  leavingafpace  of  a  fingers  breadth,  he 


\ 
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thrufts  the  needle  through  the  Abdomen  of  the  fame  part ,  from 
the  upward  and  outward  parts  (x  )  inwardly,  not  touching  the 
Peritonaeum;  after  that  he  thrufts  the  needle  through  the  Peri  ' 
tcnseuin,  themufcles,  and  the  skin  ,  from  the  inward  parts  out¬ 
ward  ,  and  he  makes  a  point ,  and  fo  he  goes  forward,  fometimes  "* 
perforating,  fometimes  skipping  over  the  Peritonaeum,  untill 
there  are  made  fo  many  Hitches  as  are  neceflary  in  fewing  the  Ab¬ 
domen.  This  way  of  Hitching  is  alfo  to  be  obferved,  when  the 
Abdomen,  after  the  Cafarian  birth,  istobe  united  with  clafps. 

Fig  VI.  isatrufs,  or  a  Hay  for  a  Hernia,  to  be  applied  to  the 
left  groin  of  people  (if  full  growth.  The  girdle  of  the  trufs  ( a  ) 
and  the  under  band  ( b  )  perforated  with  many  holes,  that  it  may¬ 
be  shut  and  opened  again,  it  is  made  of  thin  leather,  or  double 
cotton  linnen ;  the  trufs  ( y )  is  filled  with  goats  hair,  that  it  may¬ 
be  pretty  hard ,  and  may  hinder  the  failing  forth  of  the  inteHines 
or  the  caule  j  let  it  alfo  have  a  faftning  before,  leall  the  under 
band  paHing  through  may  waver  from  it. 

Fig.  VIL  is  a  trufs  to  be  applied  to  children,  and  it  is  made  of 
the  fame  matter  that  the  former  is  j  but  it  differs  in  this  ,  becaufe 
the  girdle  of  this  is  not  to  be  faHned  on  the  fide,  nor  the  under 
ligature  before  ;  but  both  muft  be  faHned  behind ,  that  children 
may  not  fo  eafily  untie  it. 

Fig. VIII.  reprefentsatrufsappliedtotheleftgroini  All  things 
being  putin  again  that  ought  to  be  put  in ,  and  a  convenient  cerat 
being  applied  upon  the  part  affefted,  the  target,  or  cushion,  muft 
be  H  ufc  with  goats  hair ,  or  wool ,  two  or  three  fingers  length ,  and 
applied;  which  that  it  may  Hick  faft,  and  may  not  eafily  be  re¬ 
moved  from  its  place ,  it  is  preffed  on  with  a  girdle  before  to  the 
groin,  which  comes  about  the  loins,  and  is  faHned  on  at  the  fide, 

(  a )  and  alfo  with  the  broader  under  band,  (  b  )  (which  being 
behind  faHned  to  the  girdle,  and  drawn  downwards ,  andfo  coming 
under  the  twift  is  turned  up  again )  paHing  by  the  middle  of  the 
cushion,  and  that  knitting  before,  which  is  therefore  joined  to 
the  cushion,  that  the  under  band  may  not  flag  from  it,  and 
pafling  through ,  it  is  bound  Hreight  to  the  girdle  before.

no  with  feme  matter?  .  ,  .  „  .  ,  , 

1  If  the  rupture  be  fmall  and  new,  and  the  inteftine  be  lank, 
it  wrUbe  eafily  reduced ;  if  the  Patient  be  laid  on  bis  back  in  his 
bed  '  with  his  head  fomewhat  low ,  and  hisfeetliftedup  ;  tor 
ibusthe  intefiines  falling  tothe  midriff,  they  draw  after  them 
that  which  defeended  to  the  Scrotum. 

But  if  the  rupture  be  great  land  new,  the  Chyrurgian  muft, 
wi-  h  his  fingers ,  handle  the  inteftine  that  is  ftretched  forth  with 
no  m  tter :  and  he  muft  ,  by  degrees ,  foftly  turn  it  about ,  the 
Paticn: s  head  being  firft  laid  fomewhat  low,  fo  Ionguli  by  lit¬ 
tle  and  little  it  go  in  again  within  the  Abdomen.  And  it  the 
Chyrurgian  be  weary  w  itl)  his  hand ,  he  ought  to  have  an  able 
A  hi  ft  ant ,  well  informed  in  this  operation,  who  may  help  him, 

and  may  likewife  handle  the  inteftine, 

When  inflammation  is  joined  with  a  i  upture  >  whicn  is  known 
by  pain ,  heat,  andaFeaver,  or  winds,  the  fign  whereof  are 
rumbling;  and  pain  extending  without  any  weight;  or  excre¬ 
ments  which  are  known  by  not  going  toftooi  m  two  or  th.ee 
daies  by  "teat  hardnefs  of  the  icrocurn ,  and  moft  grievous 
rain  •*  then  we  muft  deiift  from  reducing  the  inteftine,  untill 
fuchtimeas  the  inflammation  is  over ,  the  excrements  are  gone 
forth  and  the  winds  difperfed,  V*This  following  Cataplafm  is 
proper  againft  the  inflammation . 

Take  Barley  meal,  one  pound. 

Wheat  bran,  half  a  pound, 

Compleat  oil  of  Roles,  three  ounces. 

Red  Wine  what  is  lufficient,  mingle  them.  .

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This  being  laied  hot  on  theferotum  and  groin  will  very  much 
digett,  moderately  repells the  humours,  and  moft  effeftually 
ftreng?  hens  the  p3rts.  If  the  inflammation  be  not  gone  after  14. 
ho'j\s,  theCatapIafm  muft  be  fo  often  renewed  andapphed,  as 
shall  feem  needful!  to  cure  the  inflammation.  WhentneCata- 
plaim  is  over  dried  by  the  vehement  heat ,  andfo  is  hard  to  come 
off,  we  muft  pour  on  Wine  and  Oil  hot*  Alfo  the  place  infla¬ 
med,  with  the  like  good  fuccefs,  is  fomented  with  a  hot  lixi¬ 
vium  ,  as  Fallopius  appoints ,  made  with  Beech  ashes  boiled  in 
it :  Take  therefore  two  bundles  of  raw  thread  [which  hath  not 
yet  loft  the  dig  eft  inequality  of  it  by  Fullers  washing)  put  them  into 
the  kettle,  and  boil  them  withhalf  ahandfull  ofCummin-feeds 
in  a  sharp  lixivium  •  then  take  one  of  the  bundles  out,  and  crush 
it  out  between  two  dishes  „  and  layit  broad  very  hot  about  the 
ferotum ,  as  hot  as  the  Patient  can  fuffer  it;  when  it  grows 
luke  warm  take  it  away ,  and  lay  on  the  ether;  and  do  rhis> 
changing  them  fo  often,  untill  the  inflammation  be  quitegone. 

When  great  pAin  accompanies  the  inflammation ,  then  addetotht 
Cataplafm  or  fomentation ,  fome ,  or  a  great  part  of  oil  of  Rojes. 

If  with  inflammation  therebe  excrements  join’d ,  which  hin-» 
der  the  tnteftine  from  being  put  back  toitsplacej  thisistrulya 
moft  defperate  cafe  .  yet  ( omitting  Purgatives  given  by  the  mouth , 
which  elfc  would  caufe  a  greater  flux  of  humours  to  the  part  affeBed , 
and haften  the  Patients  death »  as  FA'opius tefli fifth)  swe muft  try 
to  bring  forth  the  excrements  with  baths  or  fomentations  that 
loofen  diftention  ,  and  by  linittveClyfterscaft  in  in  a  moderate 
quantity*  I  n  the  mean  time  we  muft  prevent  generation  of  ex¬ 
crements,  givingto  the  fick  meats  of  good  juice,  and  few  excre¬ 
ments,  fuch  as  are  thin  flesh  broth ,  rereegs  and  fuchlike. 

Alfo  very  often  winds  j  without  inflammation ,  fill  the  inte- 
ftinej  in  which  cafe  there  is  nothing  better  than  a  fomentation 
that  is  made  of  a  deco&ion  of  a  sharp  lixivium ,  withCummin- 
feeds  and  raw  thread ,  and  by  adding  a  fraall  quantity  of  ftrong 
Mallagewinetoit.  The  inflammation  being  cured,  and  the 
excrements  voided  forth ,  and  the  winds  difperfed,  let  thein- 
teftinebethruftbackintoits  properplace,  gently9by  little  and. 
little,  thrufting  it  in  with  the  fingers*  After  the  inteftineis 
thruft  in ,  by  reafon  of  the  relaxation  of  the  Peritoneum ,  flipt 
into  the  Scrotum  ,  lay  on  a  binding  plaifter  commended  by 
Hier—  ^kbrit.  ab  dquapend,  which  is  this :

Spread  this  upon  a  thin  foft  piece  of  leather,  as  great  as  the  part 
affe&ed,  that  it  may  not  be  muctitoobig,  and  lay  iron  j  tirlt 
shaving  away  the  hairs  from  the  groin;  and  never  renew  it  un- 
lefs  it  will  no  longer  ftick  to  the  skin.^The  plaifter  being  laied 
on,  lay  over  it  the  Trufs,  Figure  VI,  that  it  may  binddofeto 
the  groin.  Figure  IX.  that  it  may  prefs  upon  the  hole  of  the 
Peritonaeum,  through  which  the  inteftines  fall  down. 

If  by  reafon  of  the  breaking  of  the  Peritonaeum  ,  the  inteftipes 
fall  down  into  the  Scrotum  ,  wemuft  mingle  glutinatives  with 
aftringents : 

Take  the  binding  Cerate  of  Hiercm.  Fabritius  ah  Aqua- 
pendente , 

Emplaftrum  Apoftolicon  Nicolai,  ofeach  equal  parts. 

Mingle  them  and  temper  them  with  Oil  of  Maftick. 
Spread  this  on  leather,  and  with  a  Trufs  lay  it  to  the  groin  ,  to 
keep  theinteftine  in  its  place,  and  to  heal  the  breach  through 
which  the  inteftine  finds  a  way  to  the  Scrotum.  For  the  prin¬ 
cipal  cure  confifts  in ouV ward  remedies ,  and  an  exquifite  Trufs 
Co  bind  it. 

Whenthefe  things  do  not  help,  there  is  need  to  purge  the 
whole  Body ,  efpecially  from  watry  and  phlegmatick  humours, 
which  hinder  the  confolidation  or  binding  together  of  the  Peri¬ 
tonaeum  broken  or  dilated,  which  of  it  felf  is  hard  tocuiej 
Addcto  this,  that  fioce  it  is  necefiary  not  only  to  ufe  binding 
remedies  outwardly  >  but  alfo  inwardly ,  if  omitting  the  preferi- 
bingof  univerfals  ,  the  body  should  abound  with  excrementi- 
tious  humours ,  the  Patient,  by  theobftru&ion  of  the  Bowels 
arifing  from  thence,  might  fall  into  Feaversor  other  difeafes, 
then  wemuft  purge  with  gentle  remedies.  Premiling  univer- 
fals  we  muft  flic  to  binding  remedies  both  internal  and  external : 
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I  hold  this  following  Eleauary  to  be  one  of  the  principal  thing 
to  be  taken:

Whereof  the  Patient,  four  hours  before  dinner,  and  tjaree 
fupper,  shall  fwallow  down  the  quantity  ofaVValnu  t  ,  a 
after  it  a  glafs  of  sharp  red  wine ,  or  white,  wherein  this  bag  natn

Amongft  the  ufe  of  inward  remedies ,  a  convenient  platter  alfo

Cut  them  and  boil  them  in  Red  wine. 

After  this  lay  on  a  new  plaifter  ,  and  let  it  flay  on  until  it  will  no 
longer  Hick  to  the  skin;  and  this  changing  of  the  plaifter,  and 
formenting  of  the  part  affe&ed ,  mod  he  fo  often  renewed,  until 
the  dilatation,  or  rupture  of  the  Peritoneum  be  bound  up,  and 

slewed  fall  together  again. 

But  all  theie  remedies,  both  outward  and  inward  ,  will  do  no 
good,  if  there  be  not  a  right  diet  obferved  ;  wherefore  the  Tick 
muft  avoid  all  fweet  meats,  windy,  and  of  ill  juice,  of  which 
number  are  all  raw  herbs,  pulfe  ,  fummer  fruits,  milk  meats, 
and  fuch  like^Jie  muftufe  to  eat  bread  well  baked  ,  withAnifeed 
or  Cu  mm  infeed  in  it ;  he  muft  alfo  feed  on  dry  meats  to  bind ,  and 
clammy  to  heal ;  for  the  firft  pur  pole  ,  Thrushes  ,  Blackbirds  » 
and  Partridges  are  good;  and  forthe  fecond  ,  Calves  flesh,  Gees, 
and  Ducks  feet  and  wings,  rather  boiled  then  rolled.  His  ordinary 
drink  muit  be  Wine,  not  fweet  nor  white ,  butred  and  aftringent, 

or  at  lead  of  a  taile  between  both.  But  meat  and  drink  taken  in  fmall 
quantity ,  doth  mud  conduce  to  the  timely  recovery  of  his  health . ; 
The  fick  lying  on  his  back,  wirh  both  his  head  and  feet  raifed , 
im  tl  keep  his  bed  at  leaft  forty  daies,  and  mutt  take  great  care  of 
histrufs,  and  muft  never  rile  without  it,  be  the  time  never  fo 
short;  much  lefs  muft  he  go  to  ftool ,  left  the  inteftines  falling 
down*  should  open  again  that  which  is  newly  bound  and  healed. 
Alfo  care  muft  be  had,  that  the  belly  be  daily  loote,  leaft  when 
the  excrements  are  hard  ,  and  are  voided  by  draining ,  that  drain¬ 
ing  should  do  very  much  mifchief.  To  loofen  the  belly  that  is 
too  much  bound ,  Prunes  of  Ausburg  are  very  good  ,  if  four  or 
five  of  them  be  eaten  an  hour  before  meals.  And  it  will  do  no 
hurt,  if  once  a  week  the  fuperfluities  of  the  firft  region  be  purged 
forthwith  Pill5  of  Aloes,  preicribed  by  Hierom  Fabrit.  ab  Aquap. 
the  weight  ot  a  fcruple  taken  one  hour  before  fupper ,  or  by  a 
Clvfter  cad  inin  theevening  ,  which  if  it  be  made  of  a  decodlion 
loofnmg  and  cooling ,  Hony  of  Rofes ,  Lenitivum  ,  andOyl  of 
Chamomil,  it  will  keep  the  belly  loofe  for  many  daies  after ;  when 
forty  days  arepaft,  the  fick  may  rife;  but  let  him  continue  his 
plaifter  and  trufs ,  untill  they  may  be  fafely  taken  off.  Though 
none  of  thofe  that  geld  men  ,  .think  that  fuch  as  have  ruptures 
can  ever  be  cured,  without  that  mod  dangerous  cutting  forth  of 
the  Tefticle,  ( Table  XL.  Figure  IX,  &c. )  but  that  there  will  he 
%  fear  left  that  4  may  come  again;  yet  l  have  cured  multitudes,

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whofe  Sirnamds  I  willingly  conceal,  in  a  long  time,  and  with 
great  care  by  the  faid  remedies  j  and  reftorcd  themto  their  for¬ 
mer  health  byufinga  good  Diet,  and  a  good  Trufs;  Butfuch 
as  I  could  not  cure  perfectly ,  by  reafonof  the  greatnefs  of  the 
difeafc,  or  the  long  continuance  of  it  ;  yet  I  prefer  ved  them  fo, 
that  the  difeafe  did  not  increafe  upon  them. 

Fig.  IX.  shews  how  the  urine  fupprefied  is  drawn  forth  by  a 
Catheter  j  which  manual  operation  is  eafie  to  a  Phyfitian  that  is 
skilfull  ;  and  on  the  other  fide  hard  and  dangerous  enough  to  one 
thatishgnoranr,  Cclfta  defcribes  this  L  j.  C.l6  butfometimes 
weareconftrained  to  attempt  to  bring  forththe  urine  by  manual 
operation,  when  the  fick  cannot  make  water,  orclfe  by  age 
the  paflage  ofit  is  fallen  down  ,  or  becaufethe  ftone,  or  feme 
clotted  blood  are  in  the  way*  Alfo  oftentimes  a  fmall  inflam, 
mation,  or  a  Caruncle  bred  in  the  urinary  paflage,  will  not  fuf- 
fer  it  to  be  made  naturally.  And  this  is  not  only  neceflary  for 
men,  but  fometimes  alfo  for  women  j  wherefore  brazen,  or  ra¬ 
ther  filver,  pipes  are  made ,  which  they  call  Catheters;  which 
that  they  may  ferve  for  all  great  and  fmall  bodies',  the  Phyfitian 
muft  have  three  ready  for  men,  and  two  for  women.  For  men 
the  greateft  is  fifteen  inches,  the  middle  fize  is  twelve,  and  the 
leaft  nine  inches :  Of  thofe  for  women  the  greateft  is  nine  inches, 
and  the  leaft  fix.  They  muft  be  crooked ;  namely ,  thofe  for 
women  a  little,  but  for  men  much  more,  and  they  muft  beall 
veryfmooth,  and  neither  too  thick  nor  too  thin.  Then  the 
Patient  muft  be  placed  on  his  back  upon  a  low  feat  or  a  bed  ;  and 
thePhyfitian,  on  the  right  fide,  with  his  left  hand  muft  hold 
theman'syard;  and  with  his  right  hand  he  muft  gently  thruft 
into  the  urinary  paflage  a  filver  pipe  £  anointed  with  oil;  and 
when  it  comes  to  theoeckof  the  bladder,  he  muft  incline  the 
Catheter  with  the  yard,  and  fo  thruft  it  into  the  bladder;  and 
when  the  water  is  made  by  it ,  take  it  forth  again.  T bus  far 
Cdfi*s.  In  this  manual  operation  great  care  muft  be  had,  left  in 
thrufting  in  of  a  filver  pipe,  the  fleshy  folding  be  not  hurt 
which  shuts  the  orifices  of  the  fcminal  vefiTels  ,  that  end  about 
the  urinary  paflage;  which  is  known  by  the  difficulty  of  thruft¬ 
ing  it  in,  the  pain,  and  blood  coming  forth.  For  when  tkefe 
figns  appear  the  Catheter  muft  be  drawn  back  a  little,  and  thruft 
in  again  gently,  untill,  not  touching  the  folding ,  it  go  into 
the  bladder »  and  the  urine  come  forth  by  it.  Others  l  jnd  to 
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the  Giver  wier  ,  that  fits  the  hollow  of  the  pipe  >  a  lock  of  cot¬ 
ton  ,  and  they  thruft  it  into  the  cavity  of  the  Cathetei ,  and  taey 
forcethat,  with  the  pipe?  into  the  bladder ;  when  the  Car¬ 
ter  comes  into  the  bladder,  they  draw  the  wier  out  of  the  Ca¬ 
theter,  with  the  wool  at  the  end  of  it;  and  fo  they  utaw  forth 
th;  urine,  as  by  a  fyringe.  But  neither  the  cotton  nor  wier  is 
ncceflary.  Nor  the  cotton  becaule  the  urine  comes  freely  forth 
by  the  Catheter  that  hath  holes  on  the  fides  :  Nor  the  wier  be- 
caufe,  for  the  reafon  now  mentioned,  it  hinders  more  than  it 
profits:  For  whdefi:  they  d  aw  the  wier  out  of  the  pipe  ,  of¬ 
tentimes  they  pull  forth  the  pipe  alfo  ,  with  more  dimcuhyto 
be  th.  uft  in  again ,  when  the  urine  is  fuppreffed  by  reafooot  in¬ 
flammation  of  the  bladder ,  it  is  not  without  danger  to  thriui  in 
the  Catheter  -  for  the  neck  being  torn,  the  inflammation  vsaug- 
mented-3nd  when  that  ceafeth.  there  follows  almoft  an  incurable 
voiding  of  water,  which  the  Tick  cannot  hold.  Wherefore  it  is 
better  with  a  fmall  wax  candle ,  Table  XIII- Figure  IX  fome- 
what  bended  ,  and  anointed  with  common  oil ,  to  attempt  roa** 
nual  operation  at  firft  ,  than  to  exafperate  the  difeafe  by  the  ufe 
of  the  Catheter.  Alfo  where  there  is  difficulty  of  makingwa- 
ter ,  which  comes  byreafon  of  the  kidneys  in  fault ,  theCatheter 
and  wax  candle  are  ufed  in  vain,  becaufe  the  urine  is  not  con¬ 
tained  in  the  bladder.

This  is  taken  away  and  cured  by  manual  operation ,  and 
fit  medicaments  that  have  a  corroding  power  ;  but  that  no  other 
parts  but  only  the  caruncle  in  the  paflage  mayhe  eaten  away ,  or 
the  water  should  wash  away  the  medicaments  that  are  applied, 
Hierom.  Fabrtt.  ab  A(juapend¥  invented  an  inftrument,  by  means 
whereof  nothing  but  the  caruncle  is  eaten  off,  and  alfo  it  hinders 
that  the  medicament  applied  to  the  caruncle,  is  not  washed  away 
by  the  water  that  is  frequently  made.  For  a  pipe  (G)  is  made  of 
linnen  ,  fmeared  over  with  white  wax ,  (  in  length  a  fingers  breadth, 
and  fo  broad  that  it  may  be  equal  to  the  filver  Catheter  I)  which 
hatha  long  thread  hanging  at  it.  This  pipe,  firil  fmeared  with¬ 
out  with  aconvenient  medicament,  as  for  example;

Before  we  repofe  the  womb  in  its  place  again,  we  muft  con- 
fidcr  whether  the  falling  forth  of  the  Matrix  befingle,  or  whe¬ 
ther  there  be  not  inflammation  or  a  cold  humour  join’d  with  it ; 
for  when thefe  appear  we  muft  not  attempt  to  put  ltbacktoits 
place,  untill  fuch  time  as  the  difeafes  be  gone.  ACataplafm 
or  lump  of  raw  flax  boiled  inasharp  lixivium,  and  wrung  forth, 
will  flop  the  inflammation  ;  concerning  which  fee  the  cure  of  a 
ruptutcoitheinteftincs ,  Table  XXXIX.  Figure  VJ II.  A  fo¬ 
mentation  of  the  decoftion  of  Mallows ,  Marsh-  mallows ,  Ca- 
momil  flowers ,  &c.  will  diflolve  a  cold  tumour,  %|The  faid 
tumours  beingcured ,  andthe  belly  excrements  voided  by  Cly- 
fter,  and  water  being  made  ( that  the  Matrix  may  be  free  from 
allcompreflion)  theChyriirgian  ,  or  fome  experienced  Mid¬ 
wife,  muftlay  t  he  woman  ©n  her  back,  fo  that  her  hips  may 
lie  higher,  and  her  hams  may  be  bended  inward,  and  her  legs 
may  H  *  ftradling  5  then  he  muft  take  the  Candle  O  (which  muft 
haveabafis)  madeofWax  and  Afla  fetida,  and  is  asthickas 
the  sheath  of  the  Matrix  $  and  with  this,  not  ufing  any  violence, 
he  muft  thruft  inward  all  that  which  fell  down ,  untill  the  whole 
lump  be  reduced  into  its  place. 

This  being  done  the  Patient  shallfaften  the  candle  with  a  three 
double  cloarh  dipped  in  red  wine ,  and  prefled  forth  again  ,  and 
withtheband,  TableXLI.  Figure  Hi-  for  eight  orninedaies 
let  her  lie  with  her  legs  ftretched  forth  and  joined  clofe  togethc  r, 
fo  that  one  may  lie  upon  the  other  •  let  her  bind  an  Ejgleftone 
to  her  arm  ,  and  let  her  put  fweetfmelling  things  to  her  noftrils, 
unlefs  she  be  fubjeft  to  fuffocation  of  the  womb.  The  Matrix 
being  put  back  into  its  place ,  which  fell  down  by  relaxation^ 
the  ligaments,  the  body  muft  be  purged  from  watry  and  phleg- 
matick  humours  j  and  (after  theapplying  of  cupping  glaffes, 
without  feat ifleat ion ,  with  a  great  flame,  under  the  navil  and 
kidneys ,  and  3mongft  theufe  of  mwardafti  ingent  medicaments) 
upon  the  region  of  the  Matrix ,  and  near  the  groins  an  aftringei  c 
plaifter  muft  be  laid  •  and  the  ring  of  Box  P  muft  bethruft  in¬ 
to  the  sheath,  and  there  left  untill  the  cure  be  perfect.  The 
womanmufteverythirdor fourthday  remove  theplaiftcr  ,  and 
shall  thruft  the  pipe  or  Metrenchytes,  TableXIil,  Figure  III. 
into  the  sheath  of  the  womb  j  then ,  for  an  hours  fpace ,  let  her

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fit  in  a  bath  made  of  moderate  aftringents  (for  if  they  be  too 
ftrong  they  flop  the  Tcarms  }|and  let  her  lay  on  a  new  plaifter* 
She  muftobferve  a  due  regiment  of  things  not  natural,  which 
was  prefcribed  tothofe  that  have  Hernias  in  the  quoted  place. 
To  women  not  yet  well  purged,  after  child  birth,  theufeof 
aftringents  is  moft  dangerous*  When  the  membranous  liga¬ 
ments  of  the  Matrix  are  broken ,  we  muft  mingle,  with  an  aftrin- 
gent  cerat,  Emplaftrum  Nicolai  or  lome  other  healing  plaifter.  — \

Fig.  III.  shews  the  Trufs  which  keeps  on  the  medicaments  laid 
upon  the  outward  orifice  of  the  Matrix. 

Fig.lV.  teacheth  how  to  ufe  the  Speculum  Matricis,  pictu¬ 
red  Table  XVI.  Figure IV.  which  Paulm  lib.  6.  cap*  73-  de- 
fcribes  inthefe  words  following  :  Let  the  woman  be  placed  on 
her  back  in  a  chair,  drawingup  her  knees  to  the  top  ofherbel- 
ly ,  but  her  thighs  ftradling ;  let  her  arms  come  below  her  hams, 
and  with  fit  bands  let  them  be  bound  to  her  neck.  But  the  Chy  «* 
rurgian,  fitting  on  the  right  fide,  shall  fearch  with  a  proving 
inftrument,  called  a  perfpeftive ,  fit  for  the  age  oi  the  Patient  • 
and  by  his  Probe  he  shal  meafure  the  depth  of  the  Womans  Ma¬ 
trix  ,  left  if  the  pipe  of  the  Dioptra  be  too  long,  the  Matrix 
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might  be  preflfed  by  it.  And  if  the  pipe  of  the  perfpeaive  be  longer 
then  the  hollow  of  the  matrix  ,  linnen  clothes  folded  muft  be  put 
into  the  brims  of  the  privy  parts,  that  theDioptra  may  be  placed 
upon  them;  you  mull:  warm  the  pipe,  anointing  it  with  conve¬ 
nient  oil.  and  fo  gently  thruft  it  in  ,  having  a  fcrew  at  the  upper  end

The  Antients  either  eat  away  the  right  inteftine,  and  withal 
they  perforate  the  four  common  covers ,  that  fo  the  corrupte 
matter,  or  rather  bloody  after  may  come  forth  om ware  yby  t 

skin,  orelfetheyreft  about  the  mufculous parts,  andluchas  are 

next  the  skin.  A  lfo  the  latter  Chyrurgians  perforate  the  inteftine 
or  clfe  they  proceed  only  tothe'outward  coat  of  the  right  intei  me. 

Pentateuch  cap  12.  doth  exadly  handle  the  figns 
of  the  fiftulaes  fpokenof.  1  have  feen  all  thefe  fiitulaes  cut  with 
iron  internments  neatly  ,  and  happily  cured ,  by  the  moft  excellent 
Phvfinan  and  Chyrurgian,  Adrian  Spgehus ,  my  moft  h ono mv 
Matter  (  whofe  Anatomical  Preparator  l  was,  and  whole  Alli.tant 
I  was,  in  performing  manual  operations ,  forten  years)  forleven 
years,  namely  from  theyear  1616,  to  the  year  of  our  Lord  1  23. 
Ipradifed  in  the  moft  eminent  and  famous  Univerfity  of  Padua, 
which  is  held  to  be  almoft  the  principal  of  all  Umverfities  ,  not 
only  in  It  ah ,  but  alfo  in  Europe  and  elfewhere,  by  reafon  ot  the 
fplendorof  moft  famous  Dodors,  the  authority  of  the  moft  an-

Thich  t  one  end  hath  a  round  head,  and  a  hole  to  put  a  fifteen

to  the  top  end  whereof  you  mud  fallen  a  little  wax  pellet  (m)

every  operation  ought  to  be  done  quickly  and  fweetly)  Hierom 
Pabnt.  nb  jJquapend.  defervedly  rejedfs  Jt,  and  faith  there  is  no 
place  for  this  way ,  but  only  for  fearful  people  who  are  afraid  of  the 
iron  inftrument,  wherefore  1  dofo  demean  my  felf.  -iThe  fiftula 
being  perforated  with  a  probe  ,  and  with  holes  ( by  the  help  of  a 
iilken  thread  ftreight  twifted  with  a  Hick  for  twodaies)  for  the 
ufeof  the  Syringotomus,  (  TableXIV.  Figure  II.  )  which  at  one 
end  hath  a  thicker  head  fufficiently  dilated ;  I  remove  the  Hick  (n) 
and  the  filk,  (  Figure  V.  )  and  cut  the  fiftula  after  that  fashion  as 
I  have  deferibed  it  before  Fig.  I,  and  II.  This  latter  way  of  curing 
fiftulaes  by  a  thread  and  edge  of  the  knife ,  joins  into  one  the 
opinions  of  Celjus  and  the  latter  Chyrurgians }  and  by  experience , 
which  is  a  moft  faithful  witnefs,  it  is  better  then  limple  incifion 
performed  by  a  thread,  and  more  tolerable ,  but  efpecially  when 
the  orifices  are  too  far  afunder,  by  reafon  of  the  length  of  the  fiftula. 
If  this  operation  alfofeem  to  be  too  flow,  the  Chyrurgian  shall 
fatisfie  all  conditions  of  good  operation,  if  he  prefently  cut  the 
fiftula  with  that  knife  called  Syringotomus  ,  which  cuts  at  that 
eqd  where  it  hath  a  little  button  befides.  I  fet  forth  this  inftru¬ 
ment  before,  TableXIV.  Figure  I.  and  I  applied  it,  Table 
XXIX.  Figure  III.  If  fuch  fiftulaes  grow  from  outward  knots, 
and  fuch  as  impoftumate,  they  require  the  fame  cure,  proceed¬ 
ing  as  I  faid  Figure  IV.  Note ,  the  Iphin&er  mufcle ,  according 
to  H'ppocrates  de  Hamorrh.  may  be  fafely  cut  any  way,  without 
any  hurt  done  to  its  fun&ions ,  if  only  one  eighth  part  of  it  be 
left  untouched  •  otherwife  there  would  follow  an  excretion  of 
the  excrements  againft  a  mans  will,  and  at  laft  death  it  felf. 
Fiftulaes  in  old  people ,  that  have  run  long  ,  are  not  fafely  cured  , 
unlefs  an  iflue  be  made  before  they  be  healed  up,  three  or  four 
fingers  above  the  knees,  on  the  infide,  to  evacuate  the  matter 
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that  is  daily  colletted.^  The  Emrods  that  require  manual  ope¬ 
rations,  are  either  external  or  internal ,  which  firfl:  of  all  the  molt 
skilful  in  Anatomy ,  Hi erom  Fabrit.  ab  Aquapend.  learnedly  de- 
monftrated  in  operat.  Chyrurgic':  titulode  Htmorrhod. 

Thefe  appear  at  firft  light  >  butthofe,  unlefs  you  prefs  the  Ab-  v"- 
domen  j  and  hold  your  breath,  or  go  to  ftool ,  cannot  be  feen : 

If  they  need  manual  operation ,  they  bothdo  either  fwell ,  or  run 
too  much* 

The  cure  of  the  Emrods  that  foeU ,  by  manual 

operation. 

Sometimes  pain,  or  inflammation ,  is  joined  with  the  (wel¬ 
ling  of  the  Emrods  *  and  then  the  cure  is  performed  rather 
by  medicaments  internal!  and  externall ,  namely ,  with  the  uu- 
guent  of  wilde  Flax  of  Herji *  Lib.  4-  Obferv.  42.*  or  other  un¬ 
guents  ,  ( the  bafis  whereof  is  Scrophalaria ,  which  onely  clean- 
fed  from  filth,  and  hanged  about  the  neck,  and  worn  next 
the  naked  body  ,  doth  almoft  miraculoully  afiwage  the  pains  of  the 
Emrods.  SceTabcrn.  lib-z.  /0/.431,  an&Craton.  conf.  zoj.)  ra¬ 
ther  then  to  exafperatc  this  Dileafe  by  any  manuall  operation 
whatfoever.  If  they  fwell  much  ,  without  pain  or  inflamma¬ 
tion*  and  lie  fecret,  1  take  the  broad  iron  tool  ( p  )  (  fetched 
out  of  the  nineteeth  Table)  and  when  it  is  very  red  hot,  I  fo 
burn  the  Emrods ,  yet  not  touching  them  ,  that  is ,  that  they 
may  onely  feel  the  heat  of  the  fire,  as  the  Patient  can  well 
endure  it:  If  the  Patient,  as  oftentimes  it  happens ,  fear  manual 
operation  ,  with  good  fuccefs  alfo  I  fet  on  the  Leeches  prepared  , 
and  1  draw  forth  plenty  of  blood  5  after  that  I  put  up  into  the 
fundament  linimentum  fimplex  with  a  tent  }  and  I  apply  a  new 
fponge ,  wet  in  black  sharp  wine,  wherein  aftringents  have 
boiled,  and  prefs  it  forth  again,  by  this  means  to  corroborate  the

Hippocrates ,  for  the  faid  manual  operation  ,  requireth  an  iron 
inftrument  with  a  round  head,  fuch  an  one  as  that  is ,  which  is 
lively  fet  forth  Table  XIX.  Figure  V.  and  in  the  following 
Figure,  letter  q  is  the  mark  for  it  5  with  this  he  drieth  them 
all  up,  one  after  another  j  yet  I  think,  that  a  broad  head  is 
more  effeaual  here  ,  becaufe  the  operation  is  fooner  ended  with 
this  j  but  that  of  Hippocrates  is  bell,  when  either  of  the  Emrods

thatfwel.  runs  •  becaufethiseafilypaflethby  thofethatbteed; 
but  the  broad  one  dries  up  ail  that  run  with  thofe  that  are  blind, 
not  without  great  hurt  to  the  Patients;  which  I  would  needs 
warn  vou  of  from  the  obfervations  of  Spigdiw.  ^ 

Sometimes  the  Etnrods  fwellfo,  yet  lie  fo  high  in  the  inte¬ 
rnes,  that  they  can  by  no  means  be  feen,  and  much  lefs  be 
touched  by  any  hot  iron  be  it  round  or  bioad.  Then  if  any  help 
be  fought  for  by  manual  operation  ,  that  p'pe  is  neceffary  to  dry 
them  up  9  which  is  pidhued  aboveTable  XVI.  Figure  ill.  It 
is  put  cold  into  the  fundament ,  and  it  is  heated  with  a  red  hot 
pin  (  Table  now'quoted,  FigurelV. )  often  thruft  into  the  pipe, 
that  being  heated ,  it  may  by  degrees  dry  up  the  Emrods. 

T he  cure  of  the  Emrods  that  run  too  much ,  by  ma¬ 
nual  operation . 

W  Hen  they  bleed  too  much,  they  muft  be  touched  one  by 
one  with  that  pointed mftrument  ( Figure  V  III.)  leaving 
only  one  by  which  the  blood,  that  is  fuperfluous ,  afterwards 
may  run  forth.  -  Their  bleeding  fometimes  islo  violent ,  thacic 
isimpofliblefortherooftskilfull  Phyfitian  to  flop  it*  though 
he  ufe  revulhon  and  aftringent  medicaments,  as  well  taken  by 
the  mouth  as  outwardly  applied.  I  had  experience  of  this  vio¬ 
lence  at  Venice,  ( where  I  praftifed  Chyrurgery  a  whole  year, and 
the  Emrods  come  often  there  to  the  Phyfitians  to  be  cured)  up¬ 
on  a  certain  noble  Venetian,  who  was  of  thehoufeoftheCoy^* 
rcni,  ayoungmanof  26.yearsold,  of  afanguinecomplexion, 
in  the  Spring  time ,  it  being  the  firft  time  that  ever  he  was  trou¬ 
bled  with  the  outw’ard  Emrods  t  leeding  too  much.  I  being 
called,  I  opened  the  inward  vein  of  his  right  arm,  and  1  com¬ 
manded  to  apply  dry  cupping  glades  to  his  back ,  without  fcari- 
lication  ;  Igavehimoldc«nferveofRofes  with  Crocus  Martis, 
to  take  by  the  mouth  ( not  neglefting  the  binding  of  his  upper 
parts  )  and  I  applied  to  the  part  affe&ed  medicaments  that  had 
great  force  of  alfringency  ,  tempered  with  the  white  of  an  Egg, 
and  mingled  w'ith  burnt  cotton;  yet  for  all  this  the  vehement 
bleeding  coutituied ;  and  the  Patienr,otherwife  very  red  ,  chan¬ 
ged  to  look  very  pale,  fothat  he  wasin  danger  of  his  life.  J  pro¬ 
pounded  to  this  noble  man ,  and  the  Handers  by ,  to  Hop  tfie  flux

Faint,  abAquapend 
and  I  confirmed  my  propofal  by  Hifpocrat.  aph.6.  ft8.  i.  for  an 
extream  difeafe ,  anextream  remedy  muft  be  ufed ;  *anaapv.b-Jett<bt 
Thofe  things  that  medicaments  will  not  cure  ,  the  iromnitru- 
ment  will  cure ,  that  the  iron  inftrument  cannot ,  thofe  thenre 
can  j  and  of  purpofe  I  left  out  thofe  words ,  What  the  fire  cannot 
cure,  is  incurable  y  left  the  Patient  should  take  occafion  to  doubt 
of  his  recovery.  But  the  Patient ,  when  he  faw  death  hare  by  , 
cave  credit  toour  old  Author »  and  taking  me  by  the  han  ,  pro 
mired  to  me  and  to  the  ftanders  by,  that  he  would  admit  of  caute  - 
rizin^j  fince  there  was  no  other  means  left.  Whereupon!  made 
haft  °home  and  furnished  my  felf  with  inftruments  needlull ; 
namely,  with  pointed  inftruments  ( Table XI X.  Figure  VI X, 
VXIIandlX.)  and  coming  back,  1  delivered  them  totheler- 

vant  of  this  noble  Patient,  that  he  might  make  them  red  hot  i 
when  they  were  very  red  hot,  I  touched  fcverally  the  fmall  ori¬ 
fices  of  all  the  Emrods  that  bled,  and  made  a  hard  cruft  upon 
them  beginning  with  the  uppermoft ,  left  the  blood  .running 
forth  ol  thofe  that  were  not  touched. should  quench  the  hot  iron.  4 
See  Ludovic.  feptal.  U  7.  animadver.  1 1 2,  very  worthy  to  be  read 

The  bk*pd  being  flopped  by  manual  operation ,  and  the  beft 
recimenr  ^freftoring  diet  being  obferved,  that  noble  man  was  _ 
reftored  to  his  former  health  ;  and  I  advifed  him  that  every  three 
moneths,  he  should  fet  on  four  cupping  glades  to  his  shoulders 
and  back,  with  fcarification  $  that  nature  might  not  ,fortheru- 
ture ,  be  accuftomed  to  fend  down  the  fuperfluous  blood  to  the 
Emrod  veins.  Thefe  things  being  rightly  obferved,  he  lived 
ten  years  free  from  any  bleeding  of  the  Emrods.  ButifNatuie, 
before  this,  had  beenaccuftomed  to  open  the  veins  of  the  tunda- 
ment  in  this  noble  man  •  and  been  ufed  to  fend  the  fuperfluous 
blood  thither,  I  had  left  one  of  the  Emrods  untouched  by  the  in¬ 
ftrument,  which  afterwards  should  have  been  ftopt  with  em- 
plaftick  and  aftringent  powders  j  that  it  mightjeither  of  its  own 
accord,  or  elfe  by  art,  be  eafily  opened;  and  that  the  blood, 
daily  abounding  in  the  body ,  which  is  wont  to  beevacuated  a^ 
fet  times »  might  be  thus  purged  away ,  left  thofe  difeafes  may 
follow  (which  Hippocrates  mentionethA#.6  -apb.  12.  he  that 

is  cured  ofthe  Emrods  that  have  lafted  long,  unlefsoneofthem 

be  left,  isindangerofaDropfieor  a  Confumption  ;  andEpi-  "K

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atthe  veins  of  the  fundament ,  are  neither  troubled  with  inflam- 
mationof  theLungs,  norearing  ulcer ,  nor  with  fellons ,  nor 
little  fwellings ,  which  are  called  Terminthi ,  from  the  likenefs 
ofCiche  Pcafon  •  and  pet  haps  not  with  the  Leprofie,  nor  other 
difeafes  ofthatkind  j  but  being  unfcafonable  cured,  manyfall 
into  thefe  difeafes,  and  for  that  caufe  are  in  an  ill  cafe.) 


THofe  that  are  internal  muft  be  dried  up,  that  they  donot  de¬ 
generate  into  Fiftulaes ;  wherefore  an  iron  pipe  is  thruft  in¬ 
to  the  fundament ,  which  hath  a  hole  on  the  fide  (  Table  XVI. 
Figure  II  and  III. )  and  into  this  is  put  a  pin  very  red  hot  ( Table 
XVLFig.lV.)  audit  is  often  drawn  out,  with  which  the  ul- 
cersofthe  Emrods  are  cauterized  ,  and  the  parts  near  are  defen¬ 
ded.  The  pain  being  abated ,  andtheEfchar  taken  away,  the 
ulcer  muft  be  incarnated  and  consolidated,  with  farcotick  and 
cpulotick  medicaments. 

Fig.  VIII.  shews  the  application  of  the  Enrerenchira  or 
inftrumentwith  a  pipe ( Table  XI II.  Figure  V4 )  to  giveclyfters 
withacthefundament.  In  the  year  of  Chi  ift  1 63  9.  on  the  18. 

J  une,  the  wife  of  Bartholomew  *Abtlinus ,  a  Weaver  of  Vlma ,  was 
deliveredof  a  dead  child  ,  which  in  the  privy  parts  had  no  mark 
to  know  it  by  whether  it  were  a  man  or  a  woman  child  ;  nor 
did  there  appear  any  way  whereby  this  child  could  void  its  urine 
or  excrements  of  the  belly.  In  the  Perinaeum  there  hung  down 
fomething  as  long  as  the  little  finger,  which  like  to  the  blind 
inteftine  had  no  palfage  through  it ,  from  the  os  pubis  as  far  as  the 
heel ,  both  the  feet  grew  mod  clofely  together ,  but  in  the  other 
parts  the  child  was  made  very  comly.

anstoknow,  to  cure  the  difeafes  .of  the  lips,  and  principally  • 
th  Cmker  ulcerated.  The  middle  ,  that  is  whole,  lay  upon 
thelowerlip;  but  bring  the  upper  parts  to  the  cbm,  andfiom 
thence  to  the  hi  nder  part  of  the  head  j  and  there  draw  thenvlike 
tothefieure  X,  one  pafling  above  the  other,  to  the  top  of  the 
head  -  and  between  it  and  the  fore-head,  and  deliver  it  to  the 
Affiftant ;  butthe  other  two  parts  bring  under  the  lower  part  of 
the  ears ,  and  draw  them  up  tothe  fore-head  after  the  fashion  of 
the  Setter  X  ;  and  fo  bind  thefe,  and.thofe  delivered  to  theAf- 

^"shewsdie1  lip  ulcerated,  and  bound  with  the  fling  band 
according  to  Qdcn's  mind.  The  Patient  vnsGaUmShman,  a 
Countryman  of  Ltmgmavia,  tnthe  Jur.fdtfhonof  Vl»m,  who 
had  an  ulcerated  Cankerin  his  lips  j  who  when  ,  to  h.s  grief,  he 
received,  by  many  skilfull  Chyrurgians ,  that  he  could  not  be 
cured  of  that'  mifchief,  unlcfs  it  were  cut  forth  by  the  roots; 
Being  a  poor  man ,  he  defiredhumbly  from  the  famous  Senate 
of  foal  Republick  where  he  lived ,  that  he  might  be  taken. nto 
the  Hofpital  •  and  that  the  Canker  might  be  cut  forth ,  with  an 
iron  inlfrument ,  by  the  hand  of  the  wdl  experienced  Chyrur- 
oian  Geortc Ricdlin ;  when  it  was  cut  off  with  the  pincers  ,  and 
foe  ulcer  was  aimoft  cicatrized ,  it  grew  up  again.  Thefamous 
Senate  being  better  informed  of  this  growing  of  it  again  com- 
mittedthe  Patient  to  my  care.  T  his  man,  by  reafon .of the  pains 
ofhis  head  and  limbs  in  the  night,  was  much  fufpected  by  me, 
and  fo  was  carried  to  the  Hofpital  appointed  for  thole  that, are 
fick  of  the  French  Pox.AHe  drank  the  decoffion  of  Guakum, 
whe,eby  the  pains  of  his  head  and  outward  parts  ceafed,  Butthe 

Canker  being  drefiid  with  topical  remedies,  did  yet  pitifully 
affliftthe  poor  man.  Then  1  thought  fit  to  cool  his  body  With 
drinking  Goats  whey  clarified  ,  becaufe  it  was  over  heat  with 
fweating  medicaments ;  and  then  to  purge  him  from  melancho¬ 
ly  humours,  bytempring  ofthem  with  this  Mag.ftral  decoft.on

The  drained  liquor  is  divided  into  nine  dofes,  that  one  dofe  mud 
be  feven  ounces ,  each  of  them  was  kept  in  a  glafs ,  oil  beingpou- 
red  on  it  to  fwim  a  fingers  breadth  above  it ;  and  it  was  given  every 
other  day  early  in  the  morning  ;  after  which  rhe  Patient  lay  in  his 
bed,  well  covered,  untill  his  body  grew  moifij  and  an  hour  after 
he  took  fome broth ,  and  bccaufe  of  the  Coloquintida  the  potion 
was  fomewhat  bitter  j  prefently  after  the  taking  of  it ,  he  fwallowed 
a  little  of  a  rolled  apple,  or  halfan  ounce  of  Railins.  ThisPurga- 
tivedoth  eafily  attract,  notonlyrhe  humour  that  mayflowtoit, 
but  alfo  that  which  is  already  come  thither.  And  note  that  by  the 
frequent  ufe  of  this  deco&ion  ,  many  have  been  freed  from  Can¬ 
kers  ulcerated  ;  and  more  have  been  cured  t  hat  were  not  ulcerated. 
Thus  much  by  the  by  concerning  this  deco£lion. 

His  body  being  prepared  ,  I  wasfo  won  with  the  Patient’s  intrea¬ 
ting  me,  to  cut  off  his  lip  ,  that  I  did  it,  at  fir  (l  light ,  with  very 
good  fuccefs }  but  the  next  diy  Iobfervedafmall  knot,  which  the 
Pincers  left,  which  is  an  inllrument  very  inconvenient  for  fuch  ma¬ 
nual  operation. 

I  attempted  to  confume  this  knot  with  that  caullick  powder, 
which  z^fquapendtns got  of  an  Empirick,  and  deferibesit  Lib-  1, 
Pentateuch  ;  but  this  would  do  no  good:  Whereupon  1  began  to 
doubt  of  any  certain  cure,  and  to  fear  that  the  difeafe  would  come 
again,  being  there  wasfo  great  appearance  of  it.  But  the  Patient, 
as  l  commanded ,  fell  to  drink  again  of  his  purging  decodtion,  every 
fourth  day }  and  when  the  ulcer ,  by  the  help  of  this  following  un¬

bur  that  {mail  knot)  by  a  good  regiment  of  diet  *  and  well  pro¬ 
vided  with  outward  and  inward  remedies,  having  great  hope  of 
a  fudden  cure ,  he  returned  homewards  with  great  joy.  But 
that  which  I  feared  before  ,  when  half  a  year  was  paft,  came 
indeed  ■  namely ,  a  n  ew  relapfe ,  a  mifehief  far  worfethan  the 
former.  But  1  think  this  relapfe  is  to  be  imputed  unto  the 
Pinceisonly,  whereby  I  performed  the  operation;  forthisin- 
ftrument  was  the  moft  unlit  for  this  operation.  Wherefore  if  a 
Canker  he  run  over  the  whole  lip  •  let  theChyrurgiart ,  taught  by  m  ini 
and  Riedlinus  his  errour ,  take  heed  that  he  cut  it  not  off  with  a  pair 
of  Pincers ,  for  it  is  almof]  impojfibk  but  that  it  will  leave  feme  root 
behind ,  from  whence  the  difeafe  will  grow  up  again,  -j 

I  remember  that  I  have  fometimes  heard  the  moil  excellent 
v Adrian  Spigelim  give  this  caution  in  his  publick  Lectures ,  yet  I 
regarded  it  not,  untillfuchtimeasl  found  the  experience  of  it 
in  this  Country  man  and  another;  that  this 'caution  not  being 
obferved,  the  Patients  are  in  danger  of  their  lives,  and  the 
Chyrurgiah  tolofehiscrcdir.  ;The  fick  man  being  thefecond 
time  fallen  to  arelapfe  before ,  now  comes  the  third  time  to  de« 
fire  my  help  inmanualoperation  •  and  l  had  performed  it  accor-# 
ding  to  Arjuapend.  his  dire&ion ,  with  a  peeceof  filver  money  a 
having  a  very  sharp  edge, and  dipt  in  aqua  forth,  unlefs  the  velfels 
roundabout  had  been  fn  ?extreamly  fwoln,  that  I  hadcaufetq. 
think  this  would  be  L  uc  labour  in  vain,

B  is  the  ufe  and  application  of  that  Inftrument  which  I  defcribed 
before,  Table  XVII.  Fig.  111.  and  caufed  the  pidtureof  it  to  be  fet 
down.  I  have  found  this  to  be  the  moft  ufeful  in  wounds ,  or  rather 
for  pricks  of  the  Arteries  of  the  wrill  ,  which  eafily  happen  in  a 
duel, for  to  ftop  the  bleeding,  as  it  shall  be  made  appear  under¬ 
neath  by  a  lingular  obfervation.  Others  take  filver  money ,  which 
they  binde  over  the  wound}  but  becaufe  that  ligature  mull  be 
very  ftraight ,  (  for  if  it  be  too  loofe  it  will  not  fiop  the  flux  of 
blood)  by  reafoa  of  a  gangrene  ready  to  fall  upon  the  end  of  the 
hand,  and  fphacelus  upon  that,  (for  the  veffels  are  fo  prefled 
down  ,  that  nourishment  and  vital  and  animal  Ipirits  cannot  come 
to  them)  it  feemeth  to  be  very  dangerous,  wherefore  I  think 
they  would  provide  better  for  mens  fafety  >  if  all  Chyrurgians 
would  have  fucli  an  Inftrument  inreadinefs ,  to  ufe  when  neccflity 
requireth  it.*  \  At  Padua,  where  the  ufe  of  Anatomy  and  Chy- 
rurgery  hath  been  in  great  efteem  ,  and  flourished  lor  many  years, 
in  my  time  there  was  a  moft  experienced  man  to  open  an  Artery, 
who  for  the  cure  of  the  moft  bitter  pains  of  the  head ,  by  per- 
fwalion  of  the Phyfltians ,  oftentimes  cut  the  Artery  of  the  wrift, 
and  making  an  evacuation  of  as  much  blood  as  he  was  ordained 
to  do  ,  he  prefled  the  wound  fo  clofe  with  the  forefaid  Inftrument, 
that  not  one  drop  of  blood  could  come  forrh  agamit  the  will  of 
the  Chyrurgian,  nor  yet  any  fymptome  otherwife  to  be  feared 
followed  upon  this  compreflion. 

It  often  hapned  at  Vlma ,  that  by  unskilful  Quackfilvers,,  and 
men  not  worthy  of  the  name  of  Chyrurgians  Y  file  "Artery  that 
taccompanieth  the  vein  Bafllica,  was  opened  by  miftake  inftead 
of  it,  whence  oftentimes  there  was  made  tQO,  great  evacuation 
of  blood,  or  a  great  aneurtfma ,  which  ill  cured  caufed  death: 
wherefore  if  hereafter  accidentally  any  fuch  errour  happen  ,  for 
the  remedy  of  it  (  befiaes  that  remedy  the  moft  famous  Colledge 
D.D.  Gregor)  Horfiius  propoundeth  in  the  fir  ft  of  his  Chyrurgical 
Obfcrvations  ,  which  is  moft  worthy  to  be  read)  fuch  an  In¬ 
ftrument,  which  by  prefling  the  Artery,  will  ftop  the  bleeding 
of  it,  that  it  may  be  applied  to  the  Artery  of  the  arm  being  hurt, 
in  my  opinion  would  be  very  convenient.  In  Helvetia  they  hap¬ 
pily  preis  down  the  Arteries  of  the  temples,  that  are  broken  or 
cut  by  chance  or  by  Art,  with  the  convex  part  of  the  middle  shell 
of  the  Walnut.

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his  book  of  burnings)  ferving  to  extend  the  knee  contra&ed. 
Ucobuf  Mur  del.  Son  to  lohn  Butcher,  being  but  five  years  old  .Hum¬ 
bled  and  fell  upon  the  earth  paved  with  flints,  as  he  ran  after  his 
Farher,  and  he  walked  up  and  down  afterwards,  and  never  com- 
p;  nned  of  any  pain  untill  the  fourth  day  after,  when  he  began  to 
halt,  and  to  complain  of  his  knee  that  was  famej  his  Mother, 
careful  enough  of  the  boy  ,  fendeth  for  a  Barber,  called  lohan. 
Anient,  who  prefently  applied  a  Cataplafme  againfl  bleeding  of 
Tcelix  Wurts  his  preemption  ,  and  the  next  day  (  to  difeufs  as  I  fup- 
pofe )  he  applied  a  three  fold  linnen  cloth  wet  in  hot  wine  and 
prefled  forth  agam,  The  boy  thus  dreft,fell  intoamofl  sharp  fever, 
which  by  convenient  remedies  rightly  preferibedby  aPhyfitian  , 
ended  on  fome  critical  day  ?  by  an  Impoftume  in  his  foot  that  was 
affedled  ,  namely  an  Eryiipelas  inflammation  ,  which  went  over 
all  his  leg  and  thigh,  alio  as  far  as  his  groin,  that  vehemently 
afflidled  the  childe  with  heat,  rednefi.  and  pain.  The  inflam¬ 
mation  being  cured ,  there  remained  upon  the  knee  that  was 
bruifed  before  the  Fever  came  a  huge  fwelling ,  which  when  it  re¬ 
filled  ell  refolving  means ,  they  tried  to  bring  it  to  fuppuration  , 
and  they  opened  the  knee  both  on  the  out  fide  and  infide  with  a 
cau flick  medicament,  and  no  matter,  or  elfe  very  little  came 
forth.  The  bufinefs  being  thus ,  the  ordinary  Phyfitian  departed, 
and  left  a’ 1  the  bufinefs  of  the  cure  to  the  Barber  Andreas this  man 
d  re  fled  the  childe  with  the  beft  skill  he  had,  and  healed  up  the 
ulcers  made  with  the  cauftick  ,  and  hardned  the  tumor  exceedingly. 
The  Mother  being  now  more  careful  then  ever,  andfindingthe 
good  man  not  fufficient  for  this  cure ,  and  alfo  doubtful ,  she  lent 
for  me  to  ask  my  counfel.  Thefe  things  were  by  relation,  but 
when  I  came,  1  found  the  tumor  in  his  knee  not  unlike  to  that 
which  they  call  Glidch  pwam>  and  the  boy  fo  contra&ed  ,  that  he 
could  not  extend  his  knee.

The  knee  abated  cf  the  fwelling,  by  the  continued ufe  of 
the  fomentation  and  cerate  $  but  by  anointing  the  ham ,  the 
Patient  found  no  remedy  for  the  extending  thepart,  where¬ 
fore  l  applied  this  Inftrument,  wherewith  by  degrees  the  leg 
miohe  be  extended.  Itwasaniron;  which  the  Patient  (after 
he  hath  (lift  applied  to  ftrengthenhis  knee  Or  at  um  Barb  a  rum , 
mingled  with  theMagiftral Diafinapi,  and  anointed  his  ham, 
and  laid  this  Sparadrap  upon  it*

oan^lion  in  his  knee  ,  which,  premifing  univerfals,  I  brought 
toftand  right  in  eight moneths  by  the  fame  Inftrument,  and 
with  topicalls  applied.  ^ 

D.  Tabic  XVUI.  Figure  V,  sheweth  the  ufe  of  the  In*

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ftrument;  for  as  for  the  extcnfion  of  the  arm,  there  is  nothing 
better  then  to  carry  a  heavy  (tone  in  a  mans  hand ,  fo  to  bend  it  by 
degrees  have  found  nothing  better  then  this  Inftrument.  The 
Patient  was  a  Souldier’s  boy ,  who  had  his  arm  out  of  joint,  and 
byreafonof  ill  Situation  he  could  not  bend  it  ;  this  boy,  as  I  did 
the  others  before ,  I  daily  anointed  ,  applying  the  Sparadrap,  and 
I  bade  him  wear  the  Inftrument ,  and  he  grew  well  within  two 
months;  and  he  could  for  his  need  bend  his  arm  without  any 
pain  or  hindrance  at  all.

E.  *An.  t  616.  on  the  19.  day  of  November,  my  brother  Mar¬ 
tin  called  me  to  his  father  in  law,  John  Wolventer ,  a  Mariner  of 
Vlma ,  and  mod  skilful  to  fail  in  the  Danow ;  This  very  man, 
whom  my  moft  famous  Colleague ,  D.D  Greg,  Horjiius ,  cured  in 
his  Chyrurgical  Oblervations  JX.  shewed  unto  me  a  Fiftula  in  his 
left  thigh ,  ( which  from  a  contuflon  was  brought  to  fuppuration  , 
and  being  carelefly  drefled,  came  to  this  pafs )  and  asked  help 
from  me.  1  trying  the  bignefs  of  the  Fiftula  with  my  probe, 
found  it  to  be  only  fuperficial,  and  longand  broad  enough :  But 
becaufe  thefe  Hoping  Fiftulaes  are  very  feldom  made  to  folder  to¬ 
gether  ,  as  it  is  well  known  rjthe  next  day  I  attempted  to  cut  it 
with  the  cizers  called  Deccptoria ,  fpoken  of  before  Table  VII. 
Figure  IX.  (not  being  at  that  time  skilled  in  the  Inftruments 
called  Syringotomi ,  deferibed  Table  XII.  Fig.  I,  II,  III.  and  Table 
XIV.  Figure  I.)  when  the  Patient  was  not  aware  of  it ,  think¬ 
ing  to  fill  it  up  with  flesh  afterwards :  But  when  that  operation  pro¬ 
ceeded  too  flowly  by  the  cizers ,  the  Mariner,  perceiving  the  In- 
ftruinent,  removed  his  thigh,  and  with  his  hand  thruft  off  my 
right  hand;  whereupon,  layingafide  the  cure  by  this  Inftrument,

The  place  for  Iflues  recjuireth  four  conditions.  Firft,  That 
the  Patient  can  fee  it.  Secondly  ,  That  it  be  fit  for  ligature. 
Thirdly,  That  it  may  have  a  vein.  Fourthly,  That  it  be  made 
between  two  mufcles,  to  prevent  pain  ,  wherewith  motion  is  eafily 
liindred. 


This  place  is  eafily  found,  if  the  Chyrurgian  doth  varioufly 
turnand  bend,  and  extend  the  Patient’s  arm  ,  untill  he  finde  the 
due  feparation  of  the  mufcle  Deltoides  and  Biceps :  Many  make 
the  IfiTue  upon  the  Deltoides  it  felf ,  fome  at  theend  of  it ,  others 
on  the  upper  part  of  itj  but  I,  for  the  faid  conditions,  make 
choice  of  the  place  marked  with  the  letter  F  i  namely,  the  diftance 
between  the  mufcles  Deltoides  and  Biceps*  and  that  rather  on  the 
■upper  part,  which  is  lefs  fenfible,  then  on  the  lower  part ,  and  the 
humour  runs  in  short  time  to  it, 

Having  found  the  place  for  the  Iflue,  the  way  muff  becon- 
fideredonj  for  a  Fontanel  is  made  with  a  lancet ,  a  potential  or  an 
actual  cautery :  But  lince  a  red  hot  iron  is  mod  ufual  with  the 
Inventours  ot  this  roanuall  operation,  I  do  not  like  potential! 
cauteries ,  becaufe  they  work  flowly ,  and  oftentimes  with  great 
pain  j  nor  are  they  folafe,  bccaufewedo  not  exactly  know  their 
iorce  in  working  j  but  fometimes,  befides  our  expectation  ,  we 
finde  them  weaker  or  Wronger  then  we  imagined.  Allb  I  refufe 
a  cutting  Inftrument,  or  lancet,  for  the  reafons  nowalledgedj 
to  which  1  add,  that  cutting  of  anlffue  will  make  it  bleed,  and 
many  cannot  endure  to  fee  their  own  blood.  The  Antients,  with 
great  dexterity  ,  ufed  the  red  hot  iron  which  was  crooked,  and  had 
a  long  handle,  (deferibed  Table  I.  Figure  I.)  But  when  they 
found  that  that  Inftrument  did  not  only  burn  the  flesh  ,  marked 
before  by  the  Chyrurgian  ,  but  alfo  heated  the  parts  that  are  near 
to  it,  they  invented  another  Inftrument  befides  this ,  that  had  a 
ptpe  to  it  that  defended  the  parts  adjoining  ,  fee  Table  I.  Figure  I. 
through  this  pipe,  not  heated,  and  thrufl:  hard  upon  theskin, 
they  thruft  in  a  folid  red  hot  iron  ,  that  it  may  enter  as  far  as  the 
Chyrurgian  will  have  it,  fometimes  deeper,  fometimes  not  fo

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De  Muf cults  ,  chofe  a  place  fomewhat  higher  ,  and  that  not 
without  good  reaion.  For  an  ifTue  in  this  place  hath  all  the 
conditions  of  a  good  iflfue  that  Ifpeak  of  before. 41.  The  Ham 
vein,  which  both  the  Antients  and  latter  Chyrurgians ,  with 
very  good  fuccefs  opened  for  pains  of  the  hip  •  and  for  ma¬ 
ny  more  difeafes  which  Aurelius  Severinus  hath  colle&ed  Itf* 
dt  Angeologia ,  Cap.  16.  1.  Here  is  the  diftancc  between  the 

beginnings  of  the  mufcle  of  the  Calf  of  the  Leg;  for  that  no¬ 
ted  nerve,  that  runs  under  the  knee,  is  not  in  danger  to  be 
hurt ;  for  where  the  lflue  is  made  ,  that  nerve  goincr  for¬ 
ward  hath  already  crept  deeper  ,  that  it  cannot  be°  offended 
with  a  red  hot  iron.

it  forth,  Thefe  things  being  rightlie  performed,  the  Piercer 
and  both  Pipes,  and  the  whole  Inftrument ,  with  the  bullet*  flick¬ 
ing  and  received  in  ,  mull  be  drawn  out  by  the  way  the  Figure  re- 
prefenteth  unto  you. 


mte>  that  many  make  mention  of  and  commend  thelnftru- 
ments,whofc  Figures  you  find  pictured  before  Table  XV  by  which, 
if  the  bullet  falleth  off,  a  nerve,  vein  or  arterie  is  eafilie  hurt; 
wherefore  they  that  have  not  at  hand  thofe  two  Inftruments  \ 
Table XIV.  Figure  X,  XT.  (which  for  above  twenty  two  years!

Figure  VI.  or  the  blunt  one  with  an  angle 
beat  backwards,  Table  IX.  Figure X.  for  with  thefe  the  Chy¬ 
rurgians  at  Padua  do  frequently  take  forth  bullets  out  of  wounds  , 
not  doingany  hurt.j;  Read  the  moft  exaff  Bookof  Brands  Plazzon,  of 

wounds  made  with  Gun- shot.  *

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O  sheweththe  cutting  of  the  melancholy  veins  called  Varices » 
according  tothe  minde  of  z^fquapendens  ,  which  yet  though  it  e 
horrid  to  our  Germans ,  fo  ill  fymptomes  may  eahly  arife  from  it. 
Whilcft  1  ftudied  at  Palm,  1  faw  a  Country  man  m  St.  Franctt 
Holpital,  endure  this  manual  operation  with  great  profit ,  under 
the  hand  of  the  mod  excellent  Sptgelius. 

I  once,  in  imitation  hereof,  tried  the  like  manual  operation 
in  my  Country  ;  but  by  an  error  of  the  Patient  (who  flirredtoo 
much ,  whereas  he  should  not  ftir  at  all)  there  followed  great  in¬ 
flammation  and  vehement  pain  ,  which  forbids  me  to  ufe  it,  be- 
caufe  the  event  did  notanfwer  my  defire  i  and  the  Patient  and  Jus 
Parents  wished  that  I  might  be  taken  and  tormented  with  the  like 
inflammation  :  Having  once  fuffered  ship- wrap  of  my  credit, 
ever  after  1  drefled  thefe  varices  upon  the  extream  parts ,  with 
on’y  topical  means ,  laid  under  dockings  made  with  dogs  skin. 

P  shewetha  wound  made  very  deep  in  the  thigh  with  a  Perfian 

dart,  and  it  is  united  with  four  Hitches  or  loops ,  and  in  the  molt 
Hoping  part  of  it,  having  a  hole,  into  which  is  thruft  the  tent  C., 
to  keep~it  open  for  the  matter  to  come  forth.

Marsin  Schmidt  of  Oellingen,  a  boy  of  eleven  years  of  age  com¬

By  this  he  had  five  dools  of  very  watry  matter.  °n  the  it. 
®f  December  I  cut  his  leg  with  an  incifion  knife ,  from  the  head 
of  the  shin  bone  as  far  as  the  inward  ankle. bone ,  doing  no  hurt 
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to  any  vein,  artery ,  nerve  or  tendon  j  and  with  the  nails  of  my 
fingers  I  feparated  the  Perioftium  from  the  bonej  and  1  bound 
up  the  wound  with  Hemp  hards ,  fpread  with  an  artringent  medi¬ 
cament,  made  of  the  white  of  an  Egg  beaten  with  Rofe-water, 
and  the  aftringent  Powder  of  Galen ,  and  with  a  band  having  two 
ends. On  the  1 3  day,  when  the  blood  was  ftoprj  unbound  the  wound, 
and  looked  into  it ,  and  I  law  that  my  judgement  did  not  fail  me  in 
it ;  for  not  only  the  fore  part  of  the  shin  bone  was  corrupted  out¬ 
wardly  ,  but  the  hinder  part  was  corrupted  as  far  as  the  marrow  of 
its  and  after  that  I  prefently  took  forth fome pieces  of  the  shin- 
bone corrupted  with  my  pullers  ,  and  1  bound  up  agnnthe  wound 
with  my  medicament  and  ligature,  by  reaion  of  the  vehement 
crying  out  of  the  Patient.  On  the  24;  day  I  fcraped  the  corrupted  v 
bone  with  my  fcraping  Inftruments  ,  and  1  found  the  lower  end  of 
the  shin  bone  very  much  corrupted  and  (linking:  wherefore  I 
purged  the  shin-bone  with  Decottum  Divinum  ,  and  I  ftrewed 
upon  it  the  Powder  of  Birthwort,  and  Orris  Florentine,  and  I 
bound  up  the  wound  covered  with  Ceratum  Diapalma,  On  the 
M-  and  z^.daies,  I  fcraped  the  bone  by  reafon  of  the  great  cor¬ 
ruption,  and  I  drew  forth  with  my  pullers  many  pieces  of  the 
rotten  bone.  On  the  29.  day,  I  cut  off  with  my  cizers ,  Table  XX. 
Figure  1,  from  the  lower  and  inward  end  of  the  shin-bone  ,  a  great 
part  that  was  rotten.  On  the  30.  day ,  the  (link  of  the  bone  did 
fomewhat  abate,  by  the  ufing  of  Deco&um  Divinum,  Onthe$i. 
••  ‘lay.  after  that  the  pain  of  the  foot  and  (link  was  abated  ,  1  fed  the 
^Patient  with  glewing  diet ,  to  breed  a  callous  j  and  I  laid  upon  the 
wound  Ceratum  Divinum  to  bring  it  to  cicatrize.  From  this  time, 
untill  the  4.  of  lanuary  of  the  year  1641 .  from  the  lower  end  of  the 
shin  bone,  or  external  ankle-bone,  rotten  matter  ran  forth.  On  the 
6.  day  there  appeared  folid  flesh  about  this  hole.  On  the  7.  day  the 
wound  was  handfome  ;  and  Nature  wholly  feparated  the  shin-bone 
from  the  lower  part  unto  the  middle  of  it ,  where  it  was  rotten  ; 

when  the  bone  was  feparated  j  the  wound  grew  well  in  a  moneths 
time.

But  if  for  all  the  ufeof  this  remedy  ,  they  continually  ake,  and 
are  not  difeuffed ,  it  is  a  moft  certain  fign  that  the  bone  under  the 
knot  is  corrupted  ,  and  therefore  it  is  ncceffary  to  make  incifion 
upon  the  node,  along  the  shin  bone*  with  an  incifion  knife. 
Table  11.  Figure  II.  andthebone  being  uncovered,  mint  be 
ferapedaway  with  feraping  tools  where  it  is  corrupted.*  Such 
knots  as  they  feldom  happen  in  Germany ,  fo  the  manual  opera¬ 
tion  for  the  cure  of  them  is  not  admitted ,  but  to  thofe  only  that 
delire  it  in  their  moft  Gutter  torments:  But  in  Italy  moftfre- 
qnently  and  happily,  men  are  cured  by  manual  operation: 
Wherefore  though  J  had  many,  both  noble  and  ordinary  peo¬ 
ple  ,  under  my  hands  to  cure,  who  were  tormented  with  nodes 
of  the  French  Pox  ,  yet  I  was  fuffered  to  ufe  manual  operation 
upon  very  few  of  them.  Butbecaufeat  Padualhzve  leenthis 
operation  fo  often ,  where  multitudes  are  alwaies  complaining 
of  pains  in  their  shin  bones ,  there  I  often  ufed  it  \  and  I  wcu  d 
needs  infert,  ve.y  briefly,  irto  this  work  of  ours ,  the  way 
ufed  by  thofe  of  Padua'm  performing  this  operation ,  that  Stu¬ 
dents  in  Chyrurgery  (for  whofe  fake  I  write  this  )  may  know 
how  fpeedily  to  help  their  Patients  that  earneftly  delire  manual 
operation  from  them,  when  there  is  no  remedy  almoft  left. 
The  firftday  they  cut  the  vencrious  node ,  withthe  knife  men¬ 
tioned,  upon  thelengthof  the  shinbone,  unto  the bone  it  felfs 
then  they  dilate  the  wound  with  hempen  hards,  wet  in  the  white 
of  an  beaten  5  and  they  fwath  the  leg  about  with  a  conve¬ 
nient  ligature,  to  keep  off  a  flux  of  humours  ;  On  the  fecon 
day  they  take  ofl'the  hards ,  and  lifting  up  the  wound  artificially, 
havinr  fit  ft  very  well  defended  thefound  parts  about  it  that  they 
maytakenohurt,  they  fill  it  with  a  cauftick  ( *  could  rather 
wish  it  were  withthat  which  Avbrof:  Parous  deferibeth  by  the 
nameof  Holofiricum  Lib.zf.  cap*$z.  )  After  this  they  cover  it 
with  a  plaiiter  extended  all  the  breadth  of  ir,  but  not  going  round 
about  the  leg ;  and  they  bind  the  leg  again ,  with  a  preffing 
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band,  accordingco  Alt.  On  the  third  day  removing  all  thefe» 
they  apply  things  to  make  the  Efchar  fall  oftj  whenthatis  ta¬ 
ken  away  they  icrape  away  the  rottennefs  untothequick j  and 
then  with  drying  powders  they  cover  the  bone  with  flesh.  They 
firft  cut  the  node,  that  thecauftick  may  foonercome  to  aft  •  yet 
incifion  is  not  alwaiesneceftary ,  unlefsitbe  forthofe  W'ho  will 
hardly  beleevethe  Chyrurgian  when  he  tells  them  that  the  bone 
is  rotten,  untill  fuch  time  as  they  fee  it  or  touch  it  chemfelves. 

S  reprefents  the  Curashier  ligature,  which  borrows  the  name 
from  the  fimditude  it  hath  to  a  Roman  breaft  plate ;  and  it  is  pro¬ 
fitable  lor  thofe  who  nnift  have  a  band,  near  the  threat,  upon  the 
broad  shouldei  bone,  breaft,  back  or  fides.  But  a  fwath  writh  one 
end  is  thus  rolled  about  t  Fir  ft  it  is  put  under  the  arm  pit  (Gahn 
L  dc  Fafciis  79. )  then  it  is  brought  flanting  over  the  breaft ,  near 
that  p  ace  where  the  throat  F  joined  with  the  breaft  bone  ‘  then 
by  the  hinder  part  of  the  neck ,  to  the  broad  shoulder  bone  of  the 
oppofite  shoulder ;  andfoto  the  arm-pit  under  that  5  and  from 
thattothehinderpart  oftheneckthatisabovethe  part ;  where 
the  band  was  fiift  laid  on,fo  that  near  the  hinder  part  of  the  neck, 
there  may  be  made  a  crofs  like  to  the  letter  X-  after  this  it  is  car¬

Being  of  a 
hot  and  moift  temperament  of  body,  and  in  the  two  and  thirti¬ 
eth  year  of  his  age,,  was  wounded  in  a  Duel,  by  a  Trumpeter  j  re¬ 
ceiving  feven  wounds,  one  of  which  was  upon  the  outward  part  of  the 
Radius  of  the  left  arm  near  the  wfift ;  the  other  fix  in  his  head  %  the 
firfl  of  which  was  behind  his  left  ear ,  the  fecond  about  the  Coronlal 
Suture,  the  third  hear  to  the  Sagittal  Suture,1  the  fourth  and  fifth  up¬ 
on  his  fore-head  crefs-wife.

Fig.  XI.  and  applyed  to  the 
thick  Membrane  by  reafonoffbme  corruption,  the  Silk  dipped  in  a 
Liniment,  which  confifleth  ofSyrrup  of  red  Rofes,  and  fome  drops  of 
Spirits  of  Wine,  and  Turpentine,  eating  away  the  flefhy  excrefcenfe 
with  Pouder  of  burnt- Allum. 

On  the  twenty  ninth  for  the  purging  away  ferous  and  bilious  hu^ 
mours,  with  which  his  body  abounded,  I  preferibed  this  following 
Infufipn.

The  pain  decreafed,  till  the  evening,  when  he  made  ufe  again  of 
this  Glyfierjthe  wound  went  on  well  a  s  in  the  foregoing  days, and  red  •* 
flefh  grew  upon  the  dura  Mater,  and  in  the  middle  between  the  two 
Tables  of  the  Skull.  *|  On  February  the  ninth, after  he  had  taken  a  po 
tion  made  of  three  ounces  ofOyl  of  fweet  Almonds,  two  ounces  ofMan- 
na  ,  and  an  ounce  of  Camomile-water}  the  Collick  which  had  much 
tormented  him  femwhat  abated  :  for  he  had  palled  the  whole  night 
without  fleep.

Which,  gave  him  feven  Stools,  and  brought  away  the  peccant  hu¬ 
mours.  Upon  the  1 6,  and  ij.  all  things  were  well*  on  the  18.  the 
Patient  went  abroad  without  leave,  and  the  great  coldnefs  of  the  Air 
brought  his  pains  of  the  Collick  again  *,  which,  upon  ufing  the  fore- 
snentioned  Bath,  foon  ceafed.  Upon  the  19.  the  Wound  being  totally 
healed,  cicatrized,  or  covered  with  the  skin,  the  Patient  being  well 
provided  againft  the  injuries  of  the*  Cold,  walked  abroad  in  publick, 
without  relapfing  again  any  more  into  the  Collick.

OBSERVATION  II. 


Of  a  Wound  on  the  Head ,  with  an  lnfamation  of  the  Peri* 
cranium ,  and  a  doubtful  F  iff  are  of  the  Skull. 

IN  the  Year  1638.  on  the  if.  of  October,  by  the  command  of  the 
Conful,  I  went  into  the  houfe  of  John  Jacob  Heeling,  Citizen 
and  Tayler  of  Vlme,  whom  I  found  in  bed,  affli&ed  with  four  Wounds 
on  the  head  j  of  which,  one  was  in  the  Syhciput,  or  fore  part  of  the 
head,  on  the  left  fide,  with  a  great  inflammation  of  the  Pericranium, 
which  tended  to  Corruption,  and  a  fra  dure  of  the  Skull:  the  other 
three  were  fimple  wounds  :  all  thefe  were  prefently  drefled  by  a  Bar¬ 
ber,  as  Ample  Wounds  ufe  to  be.  Upon  the  16.  (  which  was  the  fe- 
cond  day  from  the  hurt  )  by  reafon  of  the  great  putrcladion,  and  in¬ 
flammation  of  the  Pericranium,  and  the  Fiflure  oi  the  Skull}  of  the  pe¬ 
netration  of  which,  we  were  yet  uncertain.  I  dilated  the  Wound  in 
the  Synciput  with  an  Incifi  n-knife,  in  the  form  of  a  Crofs.Ta&.XXX. 
fig.  IX.  and  bound  it  up  with  Aflringent  Medicines.  The  third  day, 
the  bloud  being  flopped,  I  feraped  the  Fiflure  of  the  Skull  with  my 
paring  Inftruments.  fab.  XXX.  fig.  X.  On  the  tenth,  I  feraped  up¬ 
on  the  chink,  or  crack  ftill  deeper,  and  yet  the  mark  of  the  ink  made 
with  a  pen  upon  the  Fiflure  remained,which  with  no  fort  of  paring  In¬ 
ftruments  could  be  taken  out.

X.  Upon  the  eighth 
day  he  was  better,  and  the  ill  fmell  of  the  Membrane  was  fomewhat 
lefs.  '  ; 

On  the  tenth,  he  took  a  Potion  which  gave  him  fix  Stools.  On 
the  twelfth,  by  the  continued  ufe  of  the  Liniment,  the  thicker  Mem¬ 
brane  of  the  Brain  inclined  more  towards  a  red  colour,  than  the  day 
before;  I  drew  out  that  flimy  and  half  corrupted  part  of  the  Dura 
Mater  which  was  feparated  on  all  fides,  with  the  Pincers,  Tab.  IV. 
Tig.  I.  through  the  hole.  From  the  fourteenth,  to  the  twentieth  he 
continued  well.  On  the  20.  of  November,  the  Skull  threw  off  a  bone, 
which, becaufc  it  was  feparated  from  the  inward  Table  of  the  Skull,  I 
drew  out  with  the  Pincers  and  healed  up  the  Wound  by  the  help  of  the 
Ceratum  Divinum.  On  the  twenty  feventh,  the  Patient  being  re¬ 
stored  to  his  former  health,  returned  me  many  thanks  for  the  Pains  I 
had  taken.

Rofes  •,  and  added  hony  of  Rofes  to  the  Digeftive  for  the  lipps  ot  le 
Wound,  and  with  thefe  I  drefled  the  Wound  and  Membrane  daily,  till 
both  were  fufficiently  cleanfed.  On  the  10.  the  Wound  and  Memoraee 
were  very  fair,  and  therefore  omitting  the  Linnen,  I  incarnated  he

By  thefe  few  remedies  the  Patient  being  mofl:  dangeroufly  wounded, 
in  a  fhort  time,  without  manual  operation,  was  moil  happily  reilored.

Of  a  dangerous  Wound  dividing  the  Forehead'boney  Cured 
by  the  Trepan.  Jhave  not  made  anyfcruple  to  tranferibe 
'  this  following  Obfervation  from  pag.  357.  of  the  later 
Obfervations  of  D.  Gregory  Horftius. 

IN  the  Year  1626.  on  the  nth  of  Q&obet ,  George  Seitz,  in  the 
Village  of  EdelkauJJen,  being  about  forty  years  of  age,  received  a 
great  Wound,  in  the  night  time,  upon  the  fore-part  of  his  head;, 
land  happening  prefently  upon  an  Empirick,  who  not  obferving  the 
penetration,  or  Fifliire  of  the  Skull ;  prove  to  heal  up  the  Wound, 
with  Sarcotick  Medicines,  after  kh  fafhion.  But  the  Symptoms  en- 
ereafing  daily,  by  the  perfwafion  of  his  Friends,  he  comes  to  Vlme ; 

and  on  the  twentieth  of  Offghr  fends  for  tne3  and  for  my  moft  eminent

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College,  t>.  Johannes  Scultetus,  a  perfon  well  verfed  in  Chyrur- 
gical  Operations.  Confidering  therefore  of  the  Circumftances,  we 
were  afraid  of  fome  foul  matter  under  this  fair  appearance  y  whereup¬ 
on  forcing  open  the  Wound,  we  found  the  Skull  divided  through  both 
the  Tables,  and  under  it  a  corrupted  matter  gathered  together;  which, 
upon  flopping  the  mouth,  and  blowing  through  the  nofe,  iffued  forth. 
Having  made  our  prognoftick,  we  declared  i:  neceffary  to  apply  the 
Trepan  ;  encouraging  the  Patient,  feeing  he  was  yet  ftrong  enough 
to  admit  it.  On  the  xi.  of  October,  being  purged  the  day  before 
with  Lenitive  Eledluary,  we  ordered  the  skin  to  be  divided  according 
to  the  tendency  of  the  fibres  of  the  Mufcle  of  the  forehead  , 
or  eye-brows  ♦,  not  crefs-wife,  as  i’:  ufeih  to  be,  left  by  fuch  a  dfvifiojt 
the  fibres  of  the  forefaid  Mufcle  being  hurt,  the  upper  eye-lia  might 
fall  down,  as  I  had  obferved  it  on  the  feventh  of  March,  i6\ 4.  upon 
a  fall  from  a  high  place,  whereby  this  MufcJe,  in  a  cer  ain  w.  mans 
forehead,  was  bruited.  Making  therefore  a  fufticient  incition,  the  skin 
was  feparated  from  the  Skull  with  the  fingers,  and  the  Wound  bound 
up  with  Lint  fprinkled  with  arTAftringent  Pouder,  and  moiftned 
a  little  outwardly  with  the  white  of  an  Egg.  On  the  22.  the  bloud 
being  flopped,  the  Trepan,  tab.  XXXI.  Fig  V  was  ap  lyed  by  my 
Collegue.  The  Dura  Mater  appeared  alfo  feme  what  hurt  and  in- 
flamed,  thin  corrupted  bloud  boyling  out  at  a  little  hole  of  it:  we 
^endeavoured  therefore  daily  to  help  the  inflammation,  and  to  wipe  ' 
away  the  corrupted  bloud ,  not  neglefting,  in  the  mean  time  in-  • 
ward  gentle  evacuations ;  as  alfo,  the  ordinary  fpare  Diet ;  by  which 
means  he  was  perfe£Uy  recovered  after  a  fortnight,  or  three  weeks,  < 
enjoying  his  health  now  this  three  years,  as  well  as  before.

a  Cataplafin,  which  confifled  of  the  crums  of  Houihold  Bread,  Barley- 
Meal,  Bean-Meal,  Rofe-flowers,Betony-flowers,Oxymel  Simple, and 
Oyl  ofRofes,and  bound  it  up  with  the  band,  termed  by  Galen  Cancer . 

On  the  twenty  eight,  four  ounces  of  blood  were  taken  away  from 
the  Median  veine  of  the  left  Arm,  "his  Dyet  was  Panado ,  and  Barley- 
water,  mixed  with  the  juice  of  Pomegranates. 

O  the  thirtieth,  for  the  bitrernefs  of  his  Mouth  (  of  which  almoft 
tllivho  are  wounded  on  the  Head  do  complain^ j he  ufed  this  Syrrup.

Whereby  he  voyded  five  times  bilious  and  Froathy  matter.  Upon 
the  firft  of  May ,  the  Patient  flept  quietly,  and  the  Pura  Mater  about 
the  Sagittal  future  was  flimy,and  almofl  putrified,  nd  therefore  I  ap¬ 
plied  a  Lii  iment,of  Syrup  of  red  Rofes,  fpirit  of  Wine,  and  Turpen¬ 
tine  upon  a  piece  of  Silk,  and  dreffed  the  Wound  with  the  other  re¬ 
medies.

From  which  he  had  three  evacuations.  On  the  eight,  the  Pati¬ 
ent  flept  quietly.  On  the  ninth’,  the  Dura  Mater  was  very  red  ±  out 
of,  which  while  I  wiped  it  with  Cotton,  there  flowed  fome  drops  of 
blood  ;  From  the  tenth  to  the  fourteenth,  he  went  on  well.  On  the 
fifteenth,;freing  bound,  he  fwallowed  Bolus’s  <of  Lenitive  Fle&uary 
one  ounce,  made  up  with  Sugar  wi  h  which  he  had  four  ftools.  On 
the  twentieth,  red  flefli  grew  upon  the  Dura  Mater,  and  between  the 
two  Tables  of  the  Skull.  On  the  twenty  fourth  a  all  things  went  well, 
and  for  the  greater  ftrengthening  of  his  Head  I  added  Red  Wine, and 
Wheat-Bran  to  the  former  Cataplafme  On  the  thirtieth  of  May  ,  a 
great  fcale  of  the  Skull  cafl:  off,  and  I  applied  to  the  Wound,  now 
filled  with  (olid  flefli,  the  Ceratum  Divinum  to  cicatrize  it.  On  the 
tenth  of  June,  the  skin  covered  the  Wound.  On  the  eleventh,  the 
Patient  went  abroad.  On  the  twentieth ,  being  reficred  to  his  for¬ 
mer  health 3  he  laudably  exercifed  his  Military  imployment.

JN  the  Year  1 636.  On  the  eighteenth  of  November ,  at  nine  in  the 
morning.  A  Country-man  ot  Idelbaufe ,  ot  a  hot  and  moifl:  tem¬ 
perament  about  the  thirty  fecond  year  of  his  Age  :  for  I  know  not 
what  conteft  had  before  a  Judge  concerning  the  limits  of  a  Field, 
was  ftruck  by  a  Smith  with  a  Mattock,  upon  the  right- fide  of  the  fore¬ 
part  of  his  Head,  lb  that  he  not  only  fell  backward  to  the  ground  , 
and  the  blood  gufhed  out  of  his  Nofe,  but  he  lay  there  as  a  de.'.d  Man, 
without  fenfe  or  motion  j  at  ten  of  the  Clock  the  Wife  of  him  that 
was  wounded,  fetched  a  Chyrurgion  of  Vlme,  who  bound  up  the 
Wound  with  Galen’s  Aitringent  Ponder,  and  the  white  of  an  Eggj 
when  indeed  confidering  the  caufe,  which  was  fo  violent,  he  fltouid 
have  dilated  it  crcfs-wiie.^On  the  nineteenth,  at  four  in  the  After¬

On  the  twentieth  day,  two  hours  before  noon,  he  complained  of  a 
very  *reat  pain  of  the  Head}  the  bandage  being  taken  off ,  and  the 
Wound  uncovered,  and  looked  into,  I  diligently  featched  out  the 
breadth  and  depth  of  the  Wound,  with  the  round  end  of  the  Probe, 

and  found  the  Skull  to  be  very  much  deprefled. 

Whereupon  the  fame  day  I  opened  the  Wound  in  the  Figure  of  the 
Letter  X  oraCrofs  with  Celjus  hit  Spatha,  or  Incifion  Knife  (harp 
on  both  Tides,  fab.  XI.  fig.  I.  and  the  Membrane  being  feparated 
from  the  Skull  with  the  Nails  *  for  the  flopping  of  the  blood,  and 
keeping  the  Wound  open,  I  applyed  a  ftupe  of  Hemp-hards  moift-

Two  hours  before  dinner,  he  took  Linitive  Bolus’s,  made  of  an 
ounce  of  Linitive  Ele&uary  and  white  Sugar.

I  put  a  piece  of  Silk  dipped  in  the  Oyl  of  Rofes 
upon  the  Dura  Mater,  tied  faft  to  a  firing  5  the  reft  of  the  Wound  I 
bound  up  with  the  Pouder  and  dry  Lint,  a  Digeftive,  Diapalma,  and 
the  Cataplafm  j  not  neglecting  to  anoint  the  neck,  and  the  parts  neer 
the  wound.

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The  Wound,  and  right  Eye  pleafed  me  well  :  the  Patient  took  his 
cooling  Syrup  at  night.  On  the  z6.  hefaid  that  he  had  dept  very 
quietly  the  whole  night,  and  found  no  pain  of  his  head  or  right  Eye„ 
On  the  27.  he  relied  quietly  again,  and  found  no  trouble  from  the 
Wound  Tome  drops  of  a  ferous  matter  flowed  out  at  the  thicker  Mem- 
braneof  the  Brain  :  for  the  better  drying  it  up,  I  applyed  a  Lini¬ 
ment  of  Syrup  of  Rofes,  Turpentine,and  Spirit  of  Wine  upon  a  peice 
of  Silk,  with  the  Cataplafm*,  inflead  of  Oxyniel  Simplex,  I  mingled 
rough  Red-wine,  the  better  to  ftrengthen  the  head.  On.  the  28.  the 
Patient  was  as  well  as  the  day  before  *,  but  I  perceived  the  Membrane 
of  the  Brain  to  be  black  on  the  outflde,by  reafon  of  the  Contuflon.' 
On  the  19.  being  bound,  he  took  his  Laxative  Potion,  which  gave 
him  three  Tools  :  the  Liniment  had  caufed  the  Membrane  to  tend  to 
Suppuration,  and  after  the  wiping  away  of  the  black  fpot  with  Cot¬ 
ton,  a  ftnall  ecfuflon  of  bloud  it  appeared  red.  On  the  30.  hefeemed 
to  be  very  well  j  but  complained  of  a  beating  pain  about  the  forehead,1 
and  temporal  Mufcle.  On  the  2.  of  December  the  pain  cealed  of  it 
felf,  and  the  Patient  thought  himfelf  ftrong  enough  to  walk  without 
a  llafF.  The  purulent  matter  which  flowed  from  the  Dura  Mater, 
through  the  hole  made  with  the  Trepan,  was  white,  and  well  con-, 
coded.

On  the  third  and  fourth,  the  Patient  com]  vued  well  3  and  IdreysL 
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out  w  ith  the  teeth  of  the  Nippers,  a  little  piece  of  the  Dura  Mater, 
which  was  fep.irated,  and  applyed  the  fame  remedies  as  in  the  fore¬ 
going  days.  On  the  5.  the  Dura  Mater  was  covered  over  wit  h  red 
fie/h,  which  Celfus  accounteth  a  very  good  fign,  who  in  his  eighth 
book  writeth,  "That  when  all  goeth  well,  the  fiejh  beginneth  to  g-ow 
from  the  Membrane  it  jtlf  On  they,  day,  for  the  farther  drying  it, 
I  applyed  the  Ceratum  Divinum  to  the  Dura  Mater.  On  the  8,9, 
and  1  o.  the  Patient  continued  well.  On  the  1 1.  he  flept  not  at  all. 
On  the  1 2.  he  complained  of  pain  of  his  head.  On  the  i^.  he  flept  a 
little.  On  the  16.  with  my  Brode  fomewhat  bended,  I  came  between 
the  firff  and  fecond  Table  of  the  Skull  *,  and  feparating  a  part  oi  the 
bone  with  the  Lenticular  Inftrument,  1  drew  it  out  with  the  Pincers  : 
I  took  another  bone  skaled  off  from  the  forehead  with  the  toothed 
Pincers.  The  19,  20,  21,  and  22.  he  continued  well.  On  the  23.  he 
complained  of  a  pain  on  his  forehead,  with  a  heavinefs,  for  which  he 
took  the  former  Potion,  which  wrought  five  times :  But  drinking 
cold  water  plentifully  alter  dinner,  he  complained  of  a  pain  in  his 
ftomach.  On  Chriftmafs  day  eating  much  flefh  meat,  there  came  a 
new  flood  of  humours  upon  the  Wound  ;  he  was  feaveri/h  all  over,  and 
the  flefli  appeared  black  in  the  Wound:  therefore  forbidding  him 
flelh-meat,  I  allowed  him  only  Panado.  I  purg’d  him  gently,  kept 
him  to  a  /lender  diet,  and  took  off  the  .black  excrefcence  of  flelh  with 
Burnt-Alum  j  and  in  the  fpace  of  five  days  he  was  better.  In  the 
Month  of  January  I  Cicatrized  the  Wound  with  the  Ceratum  Divi¬ 
num,  and  reffored  him  to  his  former  health  with  the  forementioned 
Remedies.

OBSERVATION  VII. 


Of  a  Contitfion  of  the  head,  caufing  Death  an  hundred  dap 
after 7  bj  omitting  the  ufe  of  the  Trepan.  ^ 

A  Country  fellow,  very  ftrong,  and  who  had  never  been  fick  irs 
his  life  •,  about  forty  years  of  age  fighting  with  others  at  Fifty  =• 
cuffs,  fuftained  a  great  number  of  violent  blows  upon  his  bare  head  2 
this  was  done  on  the.  1 1  tb  of  November ,  1 63  o.  he  did  not  much  regard 
this}  and  for  fome  days  went  about  his  ordinary  imployment,  although 
he  felt  no  fmall  pain.  Upon  the  1 8tb  day  he  began  to  be  weaker,  and 
to  feel  his  pains  more  violent }  the  motion  of  the  lower  Jaw  was  fi> 
difficult  that  he  could  fcarce  open  his  mouth,  or  put  in  meat }  and  at 
length,  without  prefting  the  Jaw  down  with  his  hand  he  could  not 
at  all.  A  Country  Barber  being  lent  for,  began  to  cure  him  with  I 
cannot  tell  what  Remedies }  but  all  things  growing  worfe,  an  experi** 
enced  Chyrurgion  was  called  after  fotir  days:  viz.  upon  the  zzd  of 
the  fame  month,  from  one  of  the  Neighbouring  Towns.  He  applyed 
divers  outward  difculftng  Remedies,  and  did  fotnewhat  mitigate,  but 
not  remove  the  pains :  which  did  more  and  more  fettle  themfelves  all 
over  the  head,  and  back-part  of  the  neck,  and  grew  fo  violent,  that 
he  could  neither  move  his  head,  nor  lift  up  his  eyes }  befides  thefe; 
giddinefs,  want  of  fieep,  fometimes  raving,  and  the  weaknefs  ®f  all 
parts  did  fo  afflift  him,  that  he  could  Tea. ce  ftand  upon  his  feet; 
much  lefs  walk,  and  fometimes  not  fo  much  as  lift  up  his  hands  to  his 
!  head. 

At  laft  a  Phylitian  was  fent  for  upon  the  7 tb  day  of  December  •* 
who  feeing  hint  taken  out  of  his  bed,  placed  in  a  chair,'  and  looking  (<* 
grim’y,  was  not  a  little  furprifed,  and  feared  that  Convulftons,  or  ci¬ 
ther  more  dangerous  Symptoms  might  prefently  happen.  In  the  faf- 
ther  fearch  and  examination  for  the  difeovery  of  the  Signs,  and  Symp¬ 
toms  of  his  Difeafe,he  felt  about  his  head,  that  he  might  know  in  what 
part  it  moft  pained  him*,  and  found  a  foftnefs  on  the  upper,1  and  back¬ 
ward  part  of  his  head,  which  gave  way  to  his  fingers,  ^nd  an  evi¬ 
dent  pit  remained  in  his  skin:  3  and  therefore  judged  that  there  was  art

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Effufion,and  gathering  together  of  congealed  putrid  bloud  under  the 
Mufculous  coat,  which  ought  to  be  evacuated  by  laving  open  the 
skin,  lead  the  bone  of  the  Skull  migh  be  corrupted  thereby,  the 
Pericranium  inflamed,  the  forementioned  Svmptoms  increafed,  and 
Death  it  felf  fucceed. 

This  was  performed  by  a  Chyrurgion  then  prefent,  and  the  skin 
cut  crofs-wife  with  a  Rafor,  the  Incifion  being  made  down  to  the 
Pericranium,  black  bloud  congealed,  and  fome  water  ,  flowed  cut. 

By  this  opening  of  the  skin,  the  Symptoms  were  in  fome  meafnre  mi¬ 
tigated,  and  much  of  the  pains  ot  the  head  remitted.  Concerning 
this,  others,  efpecially  (  thole  who  had  done  him  this  injury  )  be¬ 
gan  t'ofpeakilJ,  and  as  if  the  Incifion  had  not  been  necelTary,  and 
that  it  had  done  the  head  much  hurt :  at  which,  the  Phyfitian  fome- 
what  moved  who  knew  him  to  be  in  no  fmall  danger,  by  the  feverity 
of  the  Symptoms,  fufpeded  alfo  that  there  might  be  a  Fifiure  of  the 
Skull  made  by  the  blows,  (for  he  could  not  be  well  allured  whither 
they  had  not  made  ufe  of  Weapons  ,  and  Clubs ,  as  well  as  their 
Fills.)  or  that  the  blood  colle&ed  together  under  the  skin,  might  in- 
fed  the  Skull  j  or  that  an  inflamation  rifing  in  the  outward  parts,  neer 
the  Sagittal  Suture,  a  part  of  the  corrupted  matter  might  not  pene¬ 
trate  inward  through  the  Suture^  or  whether  fome  Veins  in  the  Brain, 
or  its  Membranes  were  broken,  from  which  the  bloud  ifluing  out,  and 
turned  into  corruption,might  not  ftir  up  thofe  cruel  Symptoms  -,*jand 
therefore  he  perfwaded  them  to  feparate  the  Pericraniunufrom  the 
Skull,  and  alfo  to  Perforate  the  Skull  if  the  Symptoms  went  not  off  : 
he  defired  alfo,  the  Conference  with  another  Phyfitian,  one  who 
was  much  experienced  in  Chyrurgery,  who  being  fent  for,  and  ex¬ 
amining  all  the  circumftances,  did  totally  agree  with  him,  and  ad- 
vifed,  for  the  greater  caution,  that  the  Pericranium  fliouldbe  fepa- 
rated,  otherwiie  they  could  never  promife  to  themfelves  any  fecurity. 

V  Inch  he  confirmed  both  by  realon  and  experience  :  but  to  this,  a  . 
third  Phyfitian  and  a  Chyrurgion ,  who  were  brought  in  by 
ti  e  contrary  party,  would  not  content,  becaufe  no  greater  Symp¬ 
toms  at  that  time,  nor  any  manifefl:  fign  of  the  Skull  being  hurt 
appeared,  and  from  hence  pronounced  him  free  from  all  danger* 
and  perfwaded  them  ,  that  the  Wound ,  which  for  fome  days 
had  been  kept  open,  ltiould  be  healed  up  again,  and  the  others,  that 
they  not  feem  to  be  willing  to  add  unnecelfary  afRidions,  confented 
to  ir.  The  Wound  was  therefore  healed  up  :  but  from  that  time  the 
Patient  began  to  be  troubled  with  great  pains  all  over  the  head,  but 
chiefly  in  the  inward  part,  where  the  Incifion  was  made,  day  and 
night  giddinefs  and  great  weaknefs  afflid  him  3  he  pafleth  the  nights 
without  fleer,  loathshis  meat,’ fuffereth  a  continual  heat  in  his  up¬ 
per  parts,  while  the  lower  fhake  and  are  cold.  4  On  the  fifth  of  Fe¬ 
bruary, 
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lmary)  he  felt  a  great  Defluxion  through  the  left  part  of  his  head, 
as  if  warm  water  poured  down  ;  the  humours  flipping  down  by  the 
throat,  and  ruffling  into  thebreaft,  where  they  can  fed  io  greatahea- 
vinefs,  that  he  thought  prefently  to  be  choaked;  but  after  a  few  hours 
"they  were  difeuffed  again. .%  A  Phyfltian  being  prefent,  thought  it 
atlaft  neceffary  that  the  Wound  ihould  be  opened  and  dilated,  but 
another  would  not  confent  to  it,  but  pronounce  cl  it  to  be  free  from  ail 
danger.  But  the  Patient  grew  every  day  weaker,  and  wading  away 
daily,  dieth. 

Hence  two  queftions  arife.  Firfl,  Whether  the  opening,  and  cut¬ 
ting  of  the  Skin  on  the  head,  performed  by  the  Chyrurgion,  then  pre¬ 
fent,  were  neceflary.  Thefecond,  Whether  blows  on  the  head  be  dan¬ 
gerous  and  mortal.  To  the  firfl  I  anfwer,  That  not  only  the  Inciff- 
.cr  in  the  1 kin  of1 the  Plead,  made  by  the  Chyrurgion,  but  alfo  the 
DiHeftion  efthe  Pericranium,,  and  the  Perforation  of  the  Skull  by  a 
Trepan,  was  extreamly  neceflary-  by  reafon  cf  the  appearance  of  thlfe 
urging  Symptoms,  which  did  indicate  fome  hurt  under  the  Skull.  To 
the  fccondjThat  Contufions,wflh,or  without  a  Fiffure  of  the  Skull, are 
never  to  be  flighted  :  we  fee  they  are  able  to  caufe  death  after  an  hun¬ 
dred  days;  elpecially  when  the  Skull  being  broke,  it  is  not  opened 
with  the  Trepan,  to  purge  that  matter  which  depends  by  degrees 
through  the  Fiflure  to  the  Brain,  and  Dura  Mater.-’  Thefe  Qucflions 
were  propefed  to  me  by  the  moil  eminent  D.  D.  jacobus  Eggohlns  of 
Jlfemmirngen ,  and  the  four  following  Obfcrvations  will  confirm  my 
Anfwer:  of  which,  the  two  former,  as  communicated  to  me,  I  here 
Infest. 


[  ■  OBSERVATION  VIII, 

Of  a  Contufion  of  the  Brain,  in  the  ninth  week^  Definitive 
on  the  fudden. 


IN  the  year  1636.  in  the  Month  of  December ,  f  received  an  ac¬ 
count  from  the  faithful  Relation  of  my  Collegue,,  the  moft  emi¬ 
nent  D.  Johannes  Georgiuf  Gocl^Uui,  Dr.  of  Phyfi'ck,  and  Phylc- 
fophy,  and  Phyfltian  in  Ordinary  to  the  Republick  of  "Dime,  by  the, 
occafion  of  our  moft  grievous  German  War  ( in  which  the 
floods  of  Generous  bloud  fpilt  on  both  fldes,  have  been  the  occa- 
"fion  of  the  deferved  Prayers,  and  Tears  of  the  Devout. 

A  certain  Souldier  of  the  Emperour’s,  an  Juftrian,  in  thofe  F.x- 
curflons,  and  fraall  Parties,  in  which  they  come  to  Hand- blows,

th  a  Battle- 


Axe,  on  the  hinder  part  of  his  head  •,  in  fuch  fort,  that  being  over¬ 
come,  and  thrown  down  to  the  ground,  he  was  taken  Prifonerby  the 
contrary  Party ;  and  the  Sign  being  given  for  their  retreat,  he,  with 
other  of  his  Fellow-Soulfcliers,  was  brought  in  half  dead,  unto  the 
Hofpital  at  Vlme. 

All  thefe  being  put  into  th£  hands  of  the  Chyrurgions,  and  Phyfiti- 
ans  appointed  by  our  Senate  for  the  benefit  of  the  fick  •,  among  whom, 
D.  D.  Gotkelius  was  one  who  was  prefent,  were  fo  well  looked  after, 
and  provided  with  neceflary  food,  and  with  inward,  and  outward 
Remedies,  that  many  of  them  returned  home  fafe  and  well :  but  our 
Patient,  of  whom  we  are  fpeaking,  being  bruifed  (  but  without  any 
bloody  wound)  without  any  Fiflure,  or  any  considerable  depreflion 
of  the  Skull  •  about  nine  weeks  being  pad  over,  when  lie  could  both 
go  and  fpeak  very  well j  felt  no  longer  any  pain  from  the  Contufion  5 
and  for  recreating  himfelf,  was  often  p leafed  in  walking  about  j  was 
thinking  of  returning  into  his  own  Country,  and  upon  the  firft  occca- 
lion  had  determined  to  go  away  with  tiie  Bark :  taking  his  reft 
in  the  night  fafe  and  and  found,  to  all  mens  thinking,  he  died  in  his 
fleep. 


That  the  caufe  therefore  of  fo  unexfpe&ed  an  accident  might  not 
altogether  lie  hid  •  my  fore-mentioned  Collegue  humbly  deftred  the 


ie 


Governours  of  the  Hofpital  of  Dime,  that  they  would  grant  him 
x>wer  and  liberty  of  looking  more  accurately  into  this  matter,  and  of 
earching  into  the  foundation  and  beginning  of  it,  by  ha\  ing  the  Skull 
opened  by  the  hands  of  the  Chyrurgions  *,  by  confidering  the  Mem¬ 
branes  encompafling,  and  looking  into  the  fubftance  of  the  Brain  it 
felf. 

The  Governours  willingly  granting  it-,  he  caufed  (he  Skin  to  be 
cut  crofs- wife,  and  the  Pericranium  to  be  iepaiated  from  the  Skull, 
according  to  the  ufual  manner,  and  the  Skull  to  be  fawed  round  j 
then  proceeding  in  his  Diftedtion,  by  diligent  infpe&ion  and-  conftde- 
ration  of  all  parts,  he  could  not  find  any  Fiftiire  in  the  Skull,  nor 
theleaft  footftep  ofany  Depreflion  whatfoever  •  but  in  the  fubftance 
of  the  brain,  juft  under  the  blow,  a  large  Putrefa&ion,  like  rotten 
Apples,  of  a  fingers  breadth,  and  reaching  almoft  down  to  vhe  for- 
moft  Ventricles  of  the  Brain,  and  fome  corruption  of  the  Pia  Mater : 
all  other  parts  untouched. 

Communicating  our  opinions  in  this  cafe,  we  could  no  ways  doubt 
of  the  external  caufe,  and  violent  percuffion,  which  brought  both 
ficknefs  and  death  to  this  Souldier  *,  but  this  threw  in  fome  doubts  and 
fcruples  worthy  of  our  Confideration,  and  Admiration. 

Firft,  Why  the  force  cf  the  blow  did  not  hurt  the  neerer  parts, 

rather  than  thofe  which  were  farther  off,  although  many  exam- 
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pies  of  the  like  nature  have  been  experimentally  found  true  > 
Secondly,  How  thofe  temperate  and  clear  Animal  Spirits  can  be 
fo  highly  difturbed,  as  to  admit  of,  as  it  were  in  a  moment,  a  total 

blafting,  and  deftrudion  of  the  Brain  ?  ,  .. 

And  Thirdly,  Why  that  great  Putrefadion  in  the  Brain  it  felf, 
and  communicated,  to  the  Pia  Mater,  fhould  never  caufe  any  pain  iii 
theinwa.id  parts,  or  any  way  deprave  the  inward  or  outward  fenfes  • 
but  on  a  fuddain,  take  away  all  fenfe,  and  life  it  felf  ? 

Let  Chyrurcions  therefore  learn  by  this  Obfervat ion,  not  to  make 
flight  of  any  blows  on  the  head,  although  they  find  the  parts  contain¬ 
ing  the  brain  not  hurt.  Never  to  pronvife,  in  fuch  cafes,  an  undoubted 
Cure  3  nor  to  permit  any  irregular  diet  *,  but  with  cautiotifnefs,  and 
prudent  diffidence,  fo  to  treat  their  Patients,  that  they  may  be  true 
Lights  in  our  facred  Art.

Of  a  going  in  of  the  Skull  With  a  pricking  of  the  Dark 
Mater  for  want  of  InflrHmeftts^  defroying  the  Patient, 

THe  forcmentioned  D.  -D .  G ochcli us  declared  to  me,  that  in  the 
Year  1633.  on  the  23d  of  Ftbruary,  being  fent  for  to  Bibt,ac%; 
where  he  was  between  hope  and  fear,  by  reafon  of  the.  troubles  of  the 
War,  that  a  Townfman  was  plunder’d  in  his  own  houfe,  by  the  enemy 
invading  him  in  hope  of  booty  j  and  was  ftruck  upon  the  top  ofthe 
head  with  the  Hilt  of  a  Sword,  without  a  bloody  Wound  3  but  fo  as 
the  bone  ofthe  Skull  was  much  deprelfed,  like  a  deep  hole,  and  did 
grate  upon  the  Dura  and  Pia  Mater  3  and  cauled  a  Leaver,  with 
fomediftradion  of  his  mind.  This  Phyfnian  in  Salary  being  fent  for, 
attempted  to  Mollifie  the  Fcaver,  and  other  Symptoms,  by  a  Lenitive 
Potion,  opening  a  Vein  in  the  arm,  and  fome  alterations  *  and 
moreover,  contrived  all  manner  of  ways  to  lift  up  the  Depreffion,  and 
brin^  it  to  is  natural  ftate  with  thofe,  with  the  ordinary  Inftruments 
which  they  had  there,  but  all  in  vain  3  for  want  of  the  Trepan  :  which., 
by  reafon  of  the  in  fee  urity  of  the  ways,  could  not  fo  foon  be  brought 
thither:  fo  that*  this  mold innocent  man  the  next  morning  departed 

^  The  d*efed  of  thofe  neceffary  Inftruments,  delineated  and  defenbed 
before,  and  the  adminiftration  of  the  due  Manual  operation  omitted, 
took  away  all  hopes.  We  may  alfb  take  notice.  That  ft  the  ijrft  day 
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he  were  wounded,  the  skin  had  been  laid  open  in  the  form  of  a  Crofs, 
and, the  blood  being  flopped  ,  the  Skull  had  been  perforated  with  a 
Trepan  the  fame  day, that  the  bone  which  pricked  the  Membranes  of 
the  Brain  might  have  been  taken  out,  the  Patient  probably  had  not

OBSERVATION  X. 

* 

Of  a  Vertigo  in  a  Sheep ,  proceeding  from  an  abfeejs  in  the 
1 '  Brain.  :  " 

IN  the  Year  1634.  December  the  24*/;.  Being  in  the  ShopofiVTi- 
cholcts  Kite  ,  he  made  mention  of  his  Sheep,  among  which,  one 
was  troubled  with  a  Vertigo,  or  Giddinefs  ,  the  Germans  call  it 
f Virbling :  this  Difeafe  one  who  dealt  in  Sheep  affirmed  to  be  inci¬ 
dent  to  the  faireft  of  the  Flock  j  and  that  hereby  their  whole  Brain 
would  be  turned  into  Water,  and  then  they  would  fall  down  dead  on 
a  fudden. 1  The  Chyrurgion  therefore  commanded  that  one  of  thefe 
Sheep  which  was  weakned  with  this  Giddinefs,  and  turning  round  , 
fhouldbe  killed,  and  Tent  me  the  Head  to  my  Houfe,  thatl  might 
open  it,  and  diligently  fearch  into  the  reafon  of  this  Symptome. 

Whereupon' opening  firft  the  Skull  ,  and  looking  into  both  the 
Membranes, the  lubftance  of  the  Brain, and  the  firft  and  fecond  Ven¬ 
tricles, :  I  found  not  one  drop  of  any  Water, and  then  fearching  into 
the  third  and  fourth  Ventricles,  there  was  alfo  no  figti  of  any  Water, 
but  the  third  was  filled  with  a  great  quantity  of  Blood  *,  afterwards  I 
lifted  up  the  Organs  of  Fuelling,  with  the  bony  handl  e  of  my  Ana¬ 
tomical  Knife,  and  on  the  left-fide  between  the  Brain  and  the  Pia 
mater,  I  found  an  abfeefs,  like  the  Bladder  of  a  Fifh,  full  of  very 
clear  Water,  and  near  to  the  left-eye  the  fubftance  cf  the  Brain 
black  ;  I  wondred  that  the  Brain  it  felf  being  affeded  in  this  Difeafe, 
the  Sheep  ffiould  not  labour  under  an  Apoplexy,  or  a  Palfy,  rather 
than  a  Vertigo.  •  •'  •

OBSERVATION  XI. 

Of  a  Contufionof  the  Head,  upon  which  hapned  a  Vertigo , 

and  an  apoplexy. 

IN  the  Year  i6tf.  On  the  25 tb.  of  January ,  I  diflefted  the 
Head  of  one  of  niy  own  Sheep,  which  dyed  of  the  like  Vertigo, 
and  taking  off  the  Skull,  X  examined  the  fubftance  of  the  Brain 
with  a  1  its  bruifings  •  and  prefently  on  the  left- fide,  as  it  were  of  the 
backward  part  of  the  Head,  under  the  Dura  Mater,  I  found  a  Bag  of 
thethicknefs  of  a  Fillies  Blader,  filled  with  Water,  and  little  Worms, 
fuch  as  are  bred  in  Cheefe:for  it  began  to  putrifie  at  the  bottom.  This 
Coated  Tumour  being  bigger  than  a  Hens  Egg,  had  fo  infinuated  it 
felf  into  the  fubftance  of  the  Brain,  that  it  did  fbmewhat  prefs  upon 
the  third  Ventricle.  This  Sheep,  as  the  Shepheard  reports,  turned 
her  felf  round  about  towards  the  night  all  that  day  fhe  dyed.  That 
which  hapned  to  Sheep, may  happen  to  Men,  and  women.  I  obferved 
together  with  John  Bur  ms  Barber,  and  George  Fjedlin  Chyrurgion, 
the  fame  effed  in  the  Brain  of  Maria  Schmarhmaennen  ,  who  after 
a  Contufion  of  tha  forepart  of  the  Head  which  I  cured,  for  a  whole 
yerr  complained  vervmuch  only  cf  agiddinefs.  And  one  time  fir¬ 
ing  at  Sapper,  (he  was  taken  with  a  violent  Apoplexy,  and  dyed 
fuddenly.  Her  Parents  defired  me  that  I  would  open  the  Skull , 
either  for  the  taking  away,  or  elfe  for  confirming  the  fufpition  they 
had  conceived,  that  one  had  poyfoned  her.  The  Skull  being  opened, 
and  the-  Brain  looked  into,  I  found  a  Tumour  on  the  left-fide,  both 
as  to  its  coat,  and  matter  contained  in  it,  not  unlike  the  former 
defcribed,of  the  bignefs  of  an  ordinary  Hens  Egg,  and  partly  com¬ 
prefling  the  third  Ventricle.  I  gave  this  anfwer  to  thofe,  who  deman- 
ded  what  might  be  the  caufe  of  this  Tumour  contained  in  a  coat,  and 
perhaps  no  ill  one,  that  the  Brain  being  violently  fiiaken  in  that 
part,  had  contra&ed  a  weaknefs.  and  the  nourifhment  flowing  to¬ 
ward  it,  was  converted  into  that  Master,  and  not  into  the  fubftance 
of  the  Brain  J  from  wftence  again  it  was  evident,  that  blows  on  the 
Head  were  very  much  to  be  lo@ked  after  •,  there  being  fcarce  any  of 
fo  perfpicacious  a  Wit  and  Judgement  whatfoever,that  the  difpofiti- 
on  of  the  inward  parts  to  corrupt  ioa  may  notfotftetimes  efcape  his 
knowledge,  . ‘

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OBSERVATION  XIT. 

Ofn  Wound  of  the  Head^  with  an  Incifion  of  the  Falx,  Dura 

Mater ,  and  Pi*  Mater. 


I 


N  the  Year  16tf.  Michael  Schneider,  a  Souldier  cf  Vlme ,  and  be¬ 
longing  tp  the  Praefident  o f  Elchwg,  was  wounded  with  a  broad- 
Sword,  by  a  Souldier  of  the  Emperor’s,  on  the  top  and  back-part 
ofhisHead  j  the  wound  on  the  bacii-partof  the  Head  was  limpid 
but  that  on  the  top  of  the  Head,  not  only  with  a  Deprefllon  and 
Fiflureofthe  Skull  j  but  alfo  with  injury  to  the  Dura  Mater,  and 
Falx,  which  receiveth  the  branches  of  the  Carotidal  Artery,  and  Ju¬ 
gular  Vein.  Thefe  two  Wounds  an  unskilful  Baroer,  dreffed  after 
his  falhion,  and  cured  according  to  the  firfl  intention  j  but  what 
becomes  of  it  ?  the  miferable  Patient  from  hence  fuffereth  mofi  fierce 
pains,  accompanied  with  a  Phrenfy,  a  Convulfion  of  all  parts  j  and 
dt  length  an  Apoplexy.  Things  being  thus,  fix  weeks  after  he  was 
hurt ,  I  was  fent  for  by  his  Wife  yet  living,  and  found  him  perfe&ly 
in  an  Apoplexy ;  the  caufe  of  which  depended  upon  the  obitru&ion 
of  the  Nerves,  from  a  great  quantity  of  Matter,  which  ought  to  have 
been  purged  through  the  Wound  and  fo  great  was  the  Ma'fe  of 
black  and  {linking  Matter  ,  that  forcing  a  paflage  through  the  Nofe, 
and  Palat  j  the  Apoplexy  went  off,  and  gave  me  certain  Indicati¬ 
on  of  the  hutt  and  Fiffure  of  the  inward  pans:  feeling  with  my 
Finger  upon  the  folid  parts  of  the  top  of  the  Head  ,  I  found  a  great 
hole,  evidently  demonitrating  the  depreilion  of  the  Skull  •  giving  my 
Prognoftick  therefore,  that  the  Patient  was  in  a  great  deal  of  dan¬ 
ger.  I  caufed  a  Lenitive  Glyfter  to  be  given  j  and  after  that  had 
done  working,,  the  Cephalick  vein  of  the  Arm  to  be  opened.  On  the 
fecond  day  I  opened  the  skin,  and  the  Pericranium  in  the  form  of  a 
Crofs  with  an  Incifion  Knife,  l ah.  XI.  fig  I.  I  applied  allringent 
Medicines  to  the  Wound  dilated,  which  in  performing  operations  of 
this  nature,  it  is  very  neceffary  Ihould  be  wide  enough.  The  third 
day  the  blood  being  well  flopped  ,  I  perforated  the  Skull  five  times, 
with  the  Trepan  ot  Aquapendens,  about  the  circumference  of  the 
Depreflion,  and  through  every  hole,  I  let  down  a  piece  of  Linnen 
dipped  in  Oylof  Rofes,  to  the  Dura  Mater^  I  fprinkled  the  Bone 
with  the  Pouder  known  to  you ,  and  covered  the  lips  of  the  Wound 
with  a  Digeflive*  Diapalma,  and  Linnen,  thrice  doubled,  dipped  in 
rough  Wine  hot,  and  a  convenient  Rowler ;  on  the  fifth  I  cut  down 
~ . -  :  -  . . . ^  T  the 
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the  fpaee  between  the  holes,  with  the  turning  Saw,  Tab.  XXXII.  Tig. 

I.  This  part  of  the  Skull  depreffed  ,  being  now  freed  from  the  intia? 
and  found  part  :  this  being  corrupted  from  within  as  farr  as  the  mid¬ 
dle  between  the  two  Tables,  I  took  out  with  the  Pincers :  and,  firft, 
by  putting  under  a  prelerver  of  the  Membrane,  I  broke  of  the  edges, 
and  rougher  parts,  with  the  Pincers,  Tab.  XXXII.  Tig.  Ill,  IV,  V. 
This  done,  with  my  Crofs  dividing  Inftrument,  Tab.  II.  Fig.X..  I 
deprefled  the  Brain  gently^,  and  a  great  quantity  of  purulent  Matter 
came  out  that  way.  To  the  Dura  Mater  (whole  Falx  being  cut 
tranfverfly,  the  blood  continually  iffuedout  )  and  to  the  Pia  Mater 
alfo,  I  applied  a  piece  of  Linnen  anfwerable  to  the  hole ,  dipped  in 
the  Oyntment  of  Heir.  Fabritius ,  to  the  Bone  the  Pouder  ^pd^dry  __ 
Lint,  to  the  lips  the  Digeftive,  andover  it  Diapalma,  a'PCItlls,  and 
tffifUowler.  In  the  evening  the  Patient  was  better :  and  the  puru¬ 
lent  matter  ceafed  from  dilcharging  it  felt Mown  by  the  Note  and  Pa¬ 
late.  On  the  ilxthl  looked  again  upon  the  Membrane,  and  Falx 
and  found  that  the  blood  iffued  out,  which  by  reafon  of  the  deep 
Scituation  of  the  VefTels  could  not  be  flopped  :  for  VefTels  cut  in 
funder  do  require  the  immediate  contrail  of  Aftringent  and  confoli- 
dating  Medicines,  and  fame  compreflion  *,  both  of  which  were  in¬ 
eradicable  in  this  part,  for  fear  of  a  new  Haimorrhagy ,  and  Apop¬ 
lexy  5  whereupon  I  declared  to  the  Wife,  and  Kindred  of  the  Pati¬ 
ent,  that  the  Wound  without  danger  ol  his  life  could  not  be  healed  ? 
for  the  Wound  being  totally  cicatrized,  and  the  matter  which  ufed  to 
iffue  out,  being  turned  into  Quitter,  it  would  again  excite  the  fame 
Symptoms,  which  would  be  the  caufe  of  his  death. *4Giving  this,  praz- 
diibon,  I  dreffed  the  Bone,  and  the  lips  of  the  Wound,  as  I  wont 
and  left  open  the  Wound  at  the  meeting  of  the  Coronal,  ancTSagittal 
Sutures,  like  an  Iflje  inthe  Head,  through  which  the  matter  gently 
came  forth  j  and  the  Patient  went  about  his  bufinefs  for  half  a.year 
together,  but  being  overtaken  with  Wine,  he  negleded  the  Ulcer,  & 
fuffered  it  in  the  fpaee  of  24  hours  to  be  healed  up  :  fo  that  not  one 
drop  of  the  matter  could  come  out,  and  the  forementioned  Symptoms, 
net  immediately  happening,  both  the  Patient  and  his  Wife,  did  not 
doubt  but  he  was  in  mold  fecurc  health.  Till  after  three  Months  taken 
with  thofe  Symptoms  again,  he  dyed  fuddenly.  After  his  death  if 
I  had  opened  his  Skull  with  a  Saw  ,  without  doubt  I  rhould  have 
found  matter  under  the  Skull :  from  this  obfervation  it  doth  plainly 
appear,  that  the  perforation  of  the  Skull  may  be  performed  often 
with  great  benefit,  not  only  in  the  beginning,  but  alfo  a  long  time  af¬ 
ter  the  hurt.

In  the  Month  of  December,  a  Kinfman  of  O  hi 
tijblers  General  of  the  Horfe,  received  a  Wound  on  his  Head  * 
at  Miltn -t  which  a  Chyrurgion,  by  reaion  there  was  no  appear¬ 
ance  of  any  great  Symptoms,  healed  up  in  the  fpace  of  fourteen  davs. 
In  the  Year  iSjo.  In  the  Month  of  M.trch  he  came  to  Dime  com 
flaming  of  a  great  pain  all  over  his  Head,  of  a  gi  idinef,  ,  dim  lefs 
jn  his ;  Eyes, and  a  Palfy  of  the  right  Arm.  Upon  fuf  .itioo  h  uf  re 
otaFiflureofthe  Skull,  I  cut  the  skin,  and  Pericranium  in  tip 
ftape  of  a  Triangle,  aboretwentj  eight  weeks  after  he  was  firft  hur  ;

N the  year  i6z6,  in  the  Month  of  July ,  I  gave  in  an  account 
in  writing  to  the  Sheriffs  of  Vlme ,  how  that  going  to 
vifit  Bartholomew  Scoffer,  a  Souldier  of  the  Emperour’s,  who  had 
been  Wounded  on  the  head  by  the  Boors  of  Altenfiadt,  and  Gudin* 
him  dead,  I  diligently  enquired  into  the  caufe  of  his  death,  which 
happened  upon  the  20 th  day,  in  the  prefence  of  many  who  were 
there  •  and  found  it  to  be  a  Wound  on  the  right  fide,  about  the  Lamb- 
d^dalSuture,  withahurt,  andgoinginof  thefecond  Table  •fthe 
r  r  *  the  nrft  being  found,  which  had  been  healed  up  by  Barbers:' 
for  feeing  that  in  this  hurt  of  the  Skull,  the  matter  which  flipped 
a®  to  the  Brain,  by  a  hidden  chink,  without  the  help  of  the  ope.

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ration  could  not  be  difcharged,  and  much  lefs  the  Skyll,  which  con¬ 
tinually  deprefled  the  Brain,  could  be  raifed  tip  again,  without  fit 
ImV  raents  an  Abfcefsbred  under  the  Skull;  wkicfi,  firft  bringing 
h  m  into  a  Fever,  and  pfcrenfie,  broke  into  the  right  Ventricle  of 
the  Brain,  and  filled  it,  and  w  ith  fudden  Convuifions  killed  him  : 
whole  life,  in  the  beginning  of  the  hurt,  by  the  Perforation,  and 
F  tienof  theSkuil,  (  both  which  operations  are  performed  daily 
i;  fraty,  without  any  danger  )  might,  without  all  doubt,  have  been 

preferved. 

And  becaufe  that  in  our  Territory,  not  this  man  alone,  but  many 
others  formerly,  have  pefifhed,  either  out  of  the  negled  or  ignorance 
of  this  manner  of  operation,  the  Senate  of  Vlme  hath  given  order  5 
That  the  Barbers,  as  much  as  poffible,  ihould  be  informed  how  to  be¬ 
have  themfelves  in  fuch  dangerous  cafes,  that  Patients,  for  want  of 
this  help,  may  npt  be  compelled  to  lofe  their  Lives, 


OBSERVATION  XV. 


Of  a  Wound  of  the  Head ,  Mortal  upon 
Wine  after  the  opening  of  the  Skull. 


IN  the  Year  1634.  on  the  19th  of  May  y  Henry  Hebich  was  wounded 
on  the  Head,  by  Coopers,  about  the  Coronal  Suture,  and  Tem¬ 
poral  Mufcle  *  which  was  drefled  at  the  firft  by  Nicholas  Kcutt^ 
who  callea  me  the  third  day  ;  out  of  vvhefe  Wound  I  prefentiy  drew  a 
piece  of  the  Skull,  being  feparated  on  all  lides,  with  the  Pincers.  On 
the  4 th  day, by  reafon  of  the  great  Inflammation  of  the  Wound,  I  ap- 
plyed  convenient  Remedies  till  the  91b  y  at  what  time  the  Patient  be-— 
gan  to  complain  of  jp  heavv^  and  pricking  pain  of  his  Head,  a  mod 
certain  iign  that  there  was  purulent  matter  under  the  Skull,  and  that 
the  Membranes  of  the  Brain  were  pricked  by  the  bone.rf  On  the  10 th 
the  Parents  of  the  fick  man,  lent  for  the  moft  excellent,  and  moft  e- 
minent  D.  Gregory  Horftius  to  confult  with  me,  whoadvifed  to  open 
the  Skull  with  the  Trepan,  whereby  the  matter  under  the  Skull  might 
get  out,  and  the  Shiver  of  the  Bone  might  be  drawn  away.  On  the 
firft  of  juney  I  perforated  the  Skull  in  the  prefence  of  D.  V.  Horftius, 
and  found  the  Membranes  of  the  Brain  inflamed.  On  the  3d  day, 
efterthe  opening  of  it,  the  matter  not  being  fufficieutly  evacuated, 
by  reafon  of  the  great  Inflammation  of  the  Dura  Mater ;  by  the  con- 
fent,  and  in  the  ptefertce  of  V.  T>,  Gregory  Horfi  ins >  and  Johannes

XeguluiVellinger,  J  opened  another  hole  with  the  Trepan,  and  cut 
down  the  {pace  between  both  the  holes  with  my  turning  Saw.  After 
the  fecona  Perforation,  I  took  out  a  little  bone  feparated  from  the 
inward  Table  ®f  the  Skull,  which  did  continually  prick  the  Brain, 
and  its  Membranes :  which  being  taken  out,  the  pricking  pain  ceafed 
for  fosne  days  ^  till  by.  drinking  of  a  great  quantity  of  Wine,  an  Ab- 
fcefs  was  generated  in  the  fubftance  of  the  Brain,  which  caufed  a  Fe¬ 
ver,  with  lofs  of  his  Reafon,  and  then  Convulsions  all  over,  and 
Death  j  for  on  the  20  th  of  June  he  departed  this  Life.

OBSERVATION  XVI. 


Of  a  Contufion  of  the  head ,  caufing  Convulfions  at  the  New 
of  the  Moon ,  three  Aionths  together . 

M  Arcus  Bec\i  the  Son  of  Daniel  Becl^,  in  Year  1629.  upon 
the  1 of  November ,  fell  upon  his  head,  and  prefently  fhew- 
ed  the  fwelling  to  his  Parents,  on  the  right  fide  of  the  fore  part  of  his 
head  neer  to  the  Coronal  and  Sagittal  Sutures,  which  caufed  pains  of 
the  head,  and  general  Convullions :  being  fent  for,  I  gave  inward  Re¬ 
medies,  w  hereby ,» the  Convulfions  ceafed,  andalmoft  djflolved  the 
.Tumour  by  applying  to  it  the  Skin  of  a  Lamb  newly  killed  :  yet  not- 
vvithftanding,  about  the  New  Moon,  the  Boy  complained  of  a  pain 
of  the  head,  which  was  accompanied  with  the  former  Convulfions. 
After  two  Months  the  fwelling  of  the  head  was  every  day  bigger,  and 
the  fame  Symptoms  infefted  the  Boy  about  the  New  Moon,  in  the 
3d,  and  4 th  Months :  being  at  length  fent  for  by  the  Parents,  I  look¬ 
ed  upon  the  Tumottr,and  declared  to  the  ftanders  by, that  thefe^Symp- 
tomsin  my  judgment  were  caufed  by  a  {harp  matter  which  did  draw 
and  corrode  the  Pericranium  *,.jneither  was  I  deceived  in  my  opinion, 
for  making  an  Incifion  with  my1  Knife,  Tab.  II.  Tig.  II.  in  the  form  of 
a  Crols,  Tab.  XXX.  Tig.  X.  down  to  the  Skull  ;  and  evacuating  the 
matter,  I  layed  open  the  Wound.  The  next  day,  the  flux  of  bloud 
being  flopped,  I  found  the  Skull  rough,  and  black.  On  the  3d, 
fcraping  the  Skull  firft,  half  way  through,  I  applyed  the  Cephalick 
Ponder  and  drie  Lint,  till  it  was  covered  with  very  good  flelh  3  but 
the  wound  I  drefled,  firft  with  Digeftives,  then  Cleanfers,  next  In- 
carnativcs,  and  laftly  Cicatrizers.  By  this  means,  the  Boy  being  a- 
bout  feven  years  of  age,  was  reftored  to  his  former  health  in  twenty 
days  after  the  Incifion,  and  an  hundred  and  twenty  after  he  received 
the  hurt,  being  yet  alive,  to  Ihew  the  marks  of  the  Incifion.

Of  a  Wound  on  the  head,  with  a  Hewing,  or  Chef  ping  away  v 
of  the  outward  Table  of  the  Skull. 

IN  the  Year  j6$r.  on  the  4th  ©f  November,  a  Noble  Senator  of 
Vlme ,  was  Wc  unded  on  the  top,  and  back  part  of  his  head,  with 
the  lefs  of  the  Skin,  and  plaining  away  of  the  Cranium,  to  the 
bignefs  of  a  Dollar,  or  Five-milling-  piece  of  Silver.  Nicholas  Heum 
filled  up  the  Wound  prefently  with  Aftringents,  and  I  caufed  fix  oun« 
cesofbloud  to  be  taken  Irons  the  Cephalick  Vein,  ^fter  the  working 
of  a  Laxative  Glyftei.  Or  the  $th,  the  Wound  being  unbound,  ana 
the  boreferaped  away  to  the  middle,  I  fprinkled  it  with  the  Cephalick 
Pouder  and  put  on  Lint;  fapplyeda  Digeftive  to  the  lips  of  the 
Wound,  and  over  tha£  Diapalma,  and  a  Pultife  to  hinder  any  In¬ 
flammation.  On  the  aay,  by  reafon  of  a  bitternefs  in  his  mouth,' 
he  took  a  Potion  purging  the  Gall,  and  voided  often  that  bilious 
matter,  which  made  his  Mouth,  Throat  and  Stomach  bitter.  On  n 
the  5 th  he  was  better.  On  the  Bth,  py reafon  of  being  bound,  he 
contained  much  of  a  pain  of  the  head,  about  the  Wound  ♦,  for  which, 

I  ac  mined  cf  a  I  axative  Glyftec,  which  coming  away,  his  pain  alfb 
ceafed.  On  the  the  Wound  digefted  white  and  equal  quitter  5  up. 
on  which,  I  mixed  feme  things  cleanfing  with  my  Digeftive.  On  the 
12 tby  fleih  began  to  grow  upon  the  Skull ;  whereupon  I  applyed  an 
Incarnative  Medicine,  made  of  the  Ceratum  Divinum,  and  Oynt- 
ment  of  Betony,  till  the  Skull,  by  the  benefit  of  this  and  the  Cephalick 
Pouder,  was  covered  over  with  folid  fiefh  5  and  with  thefe  ordinary 
Remedies  (  yet  which  feltrcme  faij  a  Chyrurgion,  if  after,  generally 
he  preferibeth  a  good  Rule  of  living,  and  be  diligent  that  the  Patient 
content  himfelf  with  a  flender  Diet,  and  abftain  from  Wine,  and 
Venery,  and  keep  himfelf  lcofe  )  I  cured  this  ftloble  Perfon,  yet 
living,  and  many  others,  without  the  Perforation  of  the  Skull.

Of  a  Tbr aft  into  the  Shall,  penetrating  both  the  Tables. 


IN  the  Year  1 63  i.  on  the  29th  of  Auguft,  a  Souldier  of  the  Era-, 
perours,  Wounded  Jacob  W  irtb  of  Aiche ,  on  the  top  of  the  Head 
with  a  {harp  Inftrument  •  which,  a  Barber  of  that  place  bound  up, 
and  healed  in  a  weeks  time.  On  the  i8t/?day  after  it  was  healed, 
the  Patient  complained  of  a  great  fwelling,  and  pain  on  the  head,  in 
the  Erne  place.  On  the  9th  ^  he  was  brought  to  Dime.  On  the  1  cth9 
I  opened  the  Skin,  and  Pericranium,  with  the  Incifion-knife  ,  Tab. 
II.  Fig.  I. .  in  the  ihape  ©t  the  Letter  X.  and  made  the  Skull  bare.  On 
the  1  itb  I  difcovered  where  the  Thruft  had  been  made  into  the 
Skull  5  which.  I  tryed  to  take  away  with  the  Tiercer,  Tab.  XXXIII. 
Fig.  I.  but  finding  the  Thruft  to  reach  the  lower  Table,  and  fufpeft- 
ing  that  it  penetrated  that  alio  j  on  the  1  itb3  letting  alone  the  Pier* 
cer,  I  perforated  the  Skull  with  the  Trepan,  and  made  way  for  the 
matter  defcended  under  the  Membrane.  The  matter  being  evacuated, 
I  put  a  piece  of  Linnen  dipped  in  Oyl  of  Rofes  upon  the  Membrane  j 
to  the  bone,  the  Cephalick  Pouder,  and  to  the  lips,  a  Digeftive, 
and  over  that,  Diapalma,  the  ordinary  Cataplafm,  and  the  Band 
called  Cancer.  On  the  13th  the  pain  remitted.  On  the  141^  the 
Inflammation  declined.  On  the  the  30th  the  Skull  throwed  off  a 
Skale.  And  on  the  40 th  the  Wound  was  Cicatrized. 


moft  cruel  and  bloudy  CoHflid,  neer  ro  IT/frwuv/Y,  on  the  ytb  of 
Auguft,  1 638.  was  wounded  with  a  broad  Sword  on  the  hinder  part.of 
his  head,  with  dammage  to  the  bone.  An  Empirick  drefied  this 
Wound  at  firft  as  if  it  had  been  a  fingle  one.  On  the  24th  of  Decem¬ 
ber  the  Patient  come  to  *Vlme>  and  fell  again  into  the  hand  of  forae 
unskilful  Barber  j  who  bound  up  the  Wound  as  the  former  till  the  3 1  /? 
o ( January.  1630.  at  which  time  the  Patient  was  received  into  the

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Hofpital,  where  this  Barber  fearched  the  Wound,  partly  healed  up, 
and  partly  covered  with  an  excrefcence  of  flefli,  with  a  {lender  Probe, 
which  he  thruft  the  third  part  of  its  length  {freight  on,  not  only 
through  the  Fiflure  of  the  Skull,  and  both  the  Membranes  j  but  alfo 
(  alas  how  erronioufly  )  into  the  fubftance  of  the  Brain  it  (elf :  \out 
of  which  a  quantity  of  matter  flowed.  On  the  r,  and  zd.  of  P 'ebru- 
ary  his  body  being  prepared  and  purged,  the  Patient  complained  of 
the  heavinefs  of  his  eyes.  On  the  3d  this  imprudent  Barber,  by  the 
order  of  the  Patient,  called  me  to  ccnfult  with  my  moft  eminent  Col- 
legue,  t).  D.  Moyjes  Heldius,  and  that  moft  experienced  Chyrurgion,1 
George  Keidlin^  locking  upon  the  Wound,  and  confidering  the  Cir- 
cumftances,  wefufpe&ed  fome  hidden  mifchief  from  the  firft  putting 
in  of  the  Probe  fo  deep:  whereupon  I  prefently  cut  the  Skin  in  the 
(hape  of  a  Triangle,  with  an  Incifion- Knife,  T ab,  XXX.  tig.  XI.  and 
bound  up  the  Dilated  Wound  with  Aftribgents.  On  the  4th  day,  the 
bloud  being  flopped,  looking  into  the  Wound,  we  found  a  great  broad 
Fiflure  of  the  Skull  with  two  Fungi’s,  Things  being  thus,  I  applyed 
to  the  Skull,  the  CephaTick' Pouder  and  drie  Lint  ^  to  the  lips,  a 
Digeftive,  and  over  that  Diapalma,  and  the  Catapkfin  of  Hippocra¬ 
tes ,  hindering  Inflammation,  and  a  Rouler  divided  into  four  parts, 
•tab.  XXXI.  tig.  IX,  X.  On  th e6th,  the  Patient  complained  of  Gid- 
dinefs  of  the  head,  and  pain  of  the  right  eye.  On  the  yih  he  was 
fomewhat  better,  and  took  Bolus's  made  out  of  fix  drams  of  Lenitive 
tleduary,  two  drams  of  the  Ele&uary  of  the  juice  of  Rofes,  and  Su¬ 
gar  ^  whereby  he  voided  bilious  matter  four  times.  On  the  8tA,  the 
Patient  complained  again  of  pain  of  the  right  eye,  attd  I  applyed  to 
him  the  Fungus,  the  iEgyptiacum  Oyntment  of  Hifdanus,  mixed  with 
Pouder  of  burnt  Alum,  which  notwithftanding,  did  not  eat  down 
the  Fungi ;  but  fo  cleared  them,  that  I  could  put  my  blunt  Probe, 
Tab.  VIII.  fg.  VI.  between  them  :  and  feeing  that  the  Fiflure  was 
fb  long  and  broad,  and  that  fo  many  Err  ours  had  been  committed  by 
the  Barber,  I  would  not  come  to  the  Trepan,  or  Perforation  of  the 
Skull,  that  I  might  not  put  an  Infamy  upon  that  eminent  Operation, 
which  hath  be^n  helpful  to  many,  for  by  their  Relation  it  was  evi¬ 
dent,  *  that  not  only  both  the  Membranes  of  the  Brain  were  hurt,  but 
the  Brain  it  felf  alfo  fufitred.  On  the  9th  day,  for  pain  of  the  head, 
the  Median  Vein  of  the  right  Arm  was  opened,  and  four  ounces  of 
bloud  taken  away  j  in  the  evening  he  was  better.  On  the  14th  hz 
flept  little  by  reafon  the  Stove  was  cold,  for  Wounds  on  the  head  re-  - 
quire,  a  moderate  heat,  and  coldnefs  of  the  air  is  an  enemy  to  them.  - 
On  the  ijtbj  the  lips  of  the  Wound  newly  made,  appeared  red  with¬ 
out  pain,  but  the  Fungi  larger :  for  the  drying  up  the  Fungi,  I  ufed^ 
the  Decoftum  Divinum.

Boyl  all  thefe  to  the  Confumption  of  the  third  part,  only  give  the 
Rofes  but  one  boyl,  and  ffrain  them  :  add  to  what  is  ftrained  out, 
two  ounces  of  Hony  of  Rofes  well  skummed. 

But  this  produced  no  efteft  here,  although  in  man/  others  it  bath 
Been  a  prefent  Remedy  ;  whereupon  I  cut  off  a  piece  of  the  upper 
part  of  the  greater  Fungus  with  my  Rafour.  On  the  16th,  the  Pa¬ 
tient  feemed  well,  and  complained  of  his  (lender  Diet.  On  the  1  ytb 
he  complaintd  of  a  numnefs  allfever  his  right  fide,  and  both  the  Fun¬ 
gus’s  appeared  bigger  than  the  days  before.  On  the  1 8  th  the 
Patient  not  being  content  with  what  Meats  I  preferibed,  his  Sifter 
made  ready  for  him  a  mixed  difh  of  Apples,  and  other  things,  which 
he  vomited  up  again  as  foon  as  they  were  down,  and  was  very  ill  after 
it.  On  the  19th,  a  great  quantity  of  purulent  matter  flowed  out  be¬ 
tween  the  Fungi,  and  the  Skull  inclined  towards  yellownefs,  the  lips 
of  the  Wound  falling  away.  On  the  20 ib,  all  the  right  fide  was  ta¬ 
ken  with  a  Paliie,  the  Patient  jflept  all  night  and  complained  of  no¬ 
thing.  On  the  21/,  borh  the  Fungi  appeared  white,  and  the  Skull 
black  and  blew.  On  the  2  2d,  the  Patient  loft  his  Speech,  began  to  be 
Apople&ical,  and  his  right  arm  was  moved  about  by  Convulfive 
motions.  The  :3d  at  nine  of  the  Clock  in  the  forenoon  the  Patient 
died.  On  the  24 th  I  looked  upon  the  Wound,  and  the  Fungi  were 
fallen  fo  Hat,  that  I  coold  eafily  put  my  Ring-finger  into  the  Fiflure. 
1  opened  the  Skull  with  a  Saw  j  the  inward  Superficies  of  the  Bone 
was  fo  corrupted,  that  the  whole  bone  of  the  back  part  of  the  Head 
as  far  as  the  Lambdoidal  Suture  was  thinner  than  the  Os  Petrofum. 

— *  It  is  alfo  to  be  noted,  that  when  there  is  no  depreflion  of  the  Skull, 
which  may  prick  the  coverings  of  the  Brain,  and  thereby  caufe  great 
pain,  it  is  not  neceflary  to  caule  the  Patient  to  crack  Nuts,  or  the 
ftones  ot  any  Fruit,  to  find  out  whether  there  beany  Fra&areof  the 
Skull :  for  this  Perfon  cracked  Nuts,  Philberds,  Wallnuts>  Cherry- 
ftones,  Peach  ftones 3  went  about  his  military  employment,  and 
V  ’  com- 


Complained  not  of  pain  of  his  head.  ^Afterwards  putting  my  Probe 
between  the  Fungus’s,  I  found  a  great  Abfcefs  contained  in  its  proper 
Coat,  which  lay  hid  on  the  left  fide  of  the  Brain  ;  then  taking  away 
the  Membranes  of  the  Brain,  I  fhewed  the  Brain  it  felf  with  the  Ab¬ 
fcefs  in  its  bag  •,  I  lifted  up  the  Frocefs  of  the  Dura  Mater,  which  is 
called  the  Falx^that  the  fpace  between  the  right  and  left  fide  of  the 
Brain,  with  its  Veflels,  and  turning  winding  figure  might  come  in 
fight.  The  Brain  being  cut  crofs,  and  a  great  part  of  it  being  taken 
away  without  hurting  the  left  Ventricle,  the  Abfcefs  appeared  ♦  out 
of  which  there  flowed  {linking  purulent  matter  in  great  quantity :  the 
Abfcefs  being  cleanfed  with  Cotton,  there  appeared  about  it  a  thick 
Membrane  which  contained  this  matter  :  for  in  the  parts  about  it  there 
appeared  no  fign  of  Inflammation  or  Corruption.  Afterwards  E 
{hewed  the  left  Ventricle  fomewhat  prefled  down,  and  the  right  not 
deprefled,  but  full  of  clear  water  ;  on  the  left  fide  the  Plexus  Cho^ 
roides  appeared  pale,  but  oh  the  right  fide  very  red. 

From  hcrice  we  have  the  caufe  of  the  Palfie  on  the  fight  fide,  of  the 
Giddinefs,  ©fthe  pain  of  the  right  Eye,  and  of  the  Convulfion  the 
day  before  :  and  therefore  where  the  Skull  is  hurt. or  fractured,  and  a 
Fungous  flefh  growing  underneath,  appeareth  above  the  Skull  anc^

TN  the  Year  1644 


the  21  Jl  of  March,  Koftm  Pfeifferin ,  a  Soul- - 
«*»  diers  Daughter,  of  four  years  of  age,  fell  upon  the  point  of  a  Spin¬ 
dle,  which  hurt  not  only  the  Eye-lid,  but  being  thru  ft  into  the 
Orbite,  was  broken,  and  left  there,  fo  that  ftie  could  not.  fee.  in  the 
leaft. '  A  Barber  bound  up  this,  and  healed  it  as  a  fimple, Wound  : 
whereupon  the  Eye  becaraegreatet  every  day,  and  drew  to  the  inward 
Membrane  of  the  Eye-lid.  Things  being  thus,  I  drew  the  Eye-lid 
back  a  little  with  my  Fingers,  and  feparated  the  Eye-lid  from  the 
Eye  with  the  Probe,  M.  XXXIII.  Pig  II.  which  being  done,  E 
apply  ed  a  Cataplafm  warm  to  the  Eye,  made  of  the  White  of  an  Eggy 
an  Apple,  and  this  following  Water.-

IN  the  Year  1^39.  on  the  fifth  of  September ,  at  one  of  the  Clock  in 
the  Afternoon,  George  Mercklen,  a  Souldier  of  Dime ,  was  fo  hurt 
cn  the  right  eye,  with  a  blow  of  Radifli,  weighing  a  pound  thrown 
at  him  by  his  Fellow- Soludierj  that  he  prefently  tell  to  the  ground, 
and  lay  tor  dead  :  in  which  cafe  he  was  brought  into  the  Hofpital, 
and  thefe  following  things  were  adminittred.  Firft,  I  lifted  up  his 
Eye-lids,  and  found  both  his  Eyes  Convulfed  upwards  3  and  the  $Sth

IN  the  Year  1 644.  on  the  of  2id,  April  the  moft  Worthy  V.  HolfX 
gang  of  Bartenheim ,  living  in  the  City  of  Vlme ,  upon  going  to 
fee  an  Eitateof  his  in  the  Countrey,  fell  from  his  Horle,  the  Horfe 
Ariking  hin  upon  the  Nofe  with  his  heel  in  fuch  manner,  that  he  fo 
broke  and  mangled  it,  that  the  lips  of  the  Wound,  by  reafon  of  the 
great  flux  of  bloud,  and  coldnefs  of  the  party  could  fcarce  be 
brought  together.  That  night ffohnReitllin,  a  Chyrnrgion,  flopped 
the  bloud  with  Aftringent  Medicines.  On  the  23d,  being  called  in, 
I  found  the  Nofe  deprefled,  and  very  much  rent  j  and  therefore 
fometiraes  with  a  broad  Probe,  fometimes  with  a  round,  I  reduced 
*jte  partition,  and  bones  of  the  Nofe,  and  put  in  a  little  Tube  of 
-Lead  into  the  Noftrils,  dipped  in  Diapalma,  and  the  Liniment 
Simple,  that  the  Bridge,  and  Bones  of  the  Nofe,  now  reduced,  might 
be  kept  in  their  place.  I  brought  the  lips  of  the  Wound  to  touch  one 
another  without  fewing  j  and  kept  them  together  with  long  pieces  of

On  the  i6tb,  fhe  faid  fte  fiept  very  quietly  all  the  night,  without 
pain  of  her  jaws.  On  the  zyth ,  the  Medicines  being  taken  out  which 
I  applyed  two  days  before,  there  appeared  a  little  flimy  part  about 
the  Palate,  and  Eye  teeth  $  which  I  touched  with  a  Probe,  wound  a 
bout  with  Wool,  moiftned  with  Spirit  of  Vitriol  •  and  ordered  the 
Mouth  to  be  wafted  with  the  ordinary  Gargarifm.  On  the  28 th  the 
drefling  being  again  taken  out,  all  was  very  fair  about  the  Palate’  and 
Eye-teeth.  On  the  29th,  the*Efchar  which  the  Fire  made,  being 
taken  oft,  (he  wafted  her  mouth  often  in  a  day  with  this.  ®

On  the  50 th,  by  reafon  of  a  pain  of  her  head,  fhe  made  ufe  again 
of  the  Cephalick  Pills  j  upon  which,  all  pain  ceafed.  On  the  21/?  1 
I  Cicatrized  the  Ulcer,  and  the  Patient  began  to  fpeak  without  ani 
Hefitation.  On  the  fir  ft  of  December  fte  was  well,  but  for  the  farther 
drying  up  the  part,  fte  drank  a  Decodion  of  Sarfa.  On  the  2  2d  I 
looked  in,  and  found  alraoft  all  parts  of  her  mouth  skinned  j  and’ to 
prevent  any  relapfe,  I  advifed  her  to  make  ufe  again  of  the  purging 
Wine.  On  the  3d,  the  Ulcers  being  totally  healed,  the  Patient 
went  abroad  very  joyfully.  .  •  ’ 
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IN  the  fore  part  of  the  Roof  of  the  Mouth,  behind  the  fore-teeth, 
there  is  a  remarkable  cavity,  through  which,  a  Vein,  and  Artery, 
together  with  the  skin  of  the  Ruof  of  the  mouth, pafs  into  the  ca-  i: 
vityol  theNofe  j  out  of  this  hole  for  three  months  there  had  grown 
an  excrcfcence  cf  flcfh,like  a  Fungus, in  the  mouth  of  a  NobleMatron, 
Wife  to  D.  Albert  Sleicbers  •  out  of  which,  a  great  quantity  of  bloud 
flowed,  as  often  as  fhe  did  but  gently  touch  it  with  her  tongue  :  at 
length  this  Fungus,  or  Excrefcence of  flefh  grew  to  thebignefs  of  a 
Walnut,  fo  as  it  hindered  her  fpeech  j  and  fhe  made  ufe  of  a  Barber,  . 
who  applyed  feme  Medicines  but  in  vain.  Being  fent  for,  upon  the 
tothofAfanh,  in  the  Year  1 641.  I  looked  upon  the  part  affe&ed, 
and  touching  the  bottom  of  the  Excrefcence  with  a  Probe,  the  bloud 
jprefently  flowed  out  :  confldering  this,  it  wasmanifeft  that  the  origi- 
nal  of  this  evil,  came  through  the  forementioned  hole ;  and  therefore 
Ihe  fometimes  made  ufe  of  Jquapendens  his  Pills,  which  purged  her 
head  very  well,  and  kept  a  good  Dyet.  I  touched  the  Excrefcence  with  ' 
reftified  Spirit  of  Vitriol,  Juice  of  Purflain,  and  Tin&ure  of  Rofes  i 
mixed  together,  and  diminiihed  it  •,  and  at  length  extracted  the  reft  ! 
with  an  Inftrument  which  I  ufe  to  draw  out  a  Polipus.  So  in  the 
fpace  of  ten  days,  fhe  was  reftored  to  health,  to  the  admiration  of  all. 
For  two  year*  before  this  began,  fhe  was  troubled  with  deafnefs,  and  1 
pain  of  her  ear  j  butfince  the  effufion  of  bloud,  fhe  heareth  without 
pain,  fo,  as  I  conjecture,  the  Difeafe  was  cured  by  Mutation,  or  1

THe  moil  Noble  and  Reverend  Dean,  D.  a  Croneburg ,  in  the 
Year  1 6 16,  complained  of  a  Periodical  pain  of  the  teeth,  and 
a.troublefome  hollownefs  in  the  roof  of  his  mouth  and  by  that  emi¬ 
nent  Phyfi  dan  of  Ausbttrg,  Johannes  Wolfgctngu*  Beer,  defiredmyad- 
vife  and  help  :  and  this  Difeafe  taking  its  original  from  the  fupprefli- 
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,n  of  the  Hxmorrhoides ;  I  advifed  that  the  moft  Reverend  Pati-' 
erit  would  bepleafed,  after  a  fufficient  quantity  of  bloud  taken  out 
of  tie  Bafilica  of  the  left  Arm,  to  purge  away  the  fuperfluous, 
2:  c  t  crementious  humours,  with  a  purging  Wine  j  to  open  the 
Hsemorrohidet  with  Leeches,  and  to  make  an  Iflue  in  the  left  thigh  : 
whereby  thofe  humours  which  afcended  to  the  head,  and  part  affed- 
ed,  e<  creafing  the  pain  of  the  teeth,  might  be  evacuated  by  revulfion, 
and  difcharged  by  the  Iflue  for  preventing  the  force  of  the  pain,  I 
propofed  the  operation  in  the  Anthelix  j  which  the  forementioned 
Phyfidan  aid  raoft  dexteroufly  perform  with  my  Iron  Inflrument,  red 
h  1  :  thi*  being  done,  we  took  care  to  draw  out  the  rotten  tooth, 
w  hereby  the  inje&ions  of  the  Decod um  Divinum,  ufed  in  the  cure 
of  rotten  bones,  might  pafs  through  the  Cavity  which  the  tooth  left, 
and  reach  the  fiftulous  hollowneisin-  the  roof  of  the  mouth  •  but  fee¬ 
ing  ;he  Cavity  about  the  tooth,  and  the  callous  hollownefs  of  the 
Palace  diu  not  dole,  nor  was  there  hopes  that  the  Patient  fliould  be 
cured  without  the  help  of  fire  ;  I  asked  him  if  he  would  trie  rhe  effi¬ 
cacy  of  ihis  only  Remedy,  left,  which  we  might  do  with  great  hopes  of 
recovery  j  and  he  admitting  of  it,  I  Pent,  the  Inftrument  defcribed, 
T’ab.  1.  Tig.  IV.  to  Jusburg,  to  T>,  Beer,  with  which,  being  made  red 
hot,  he  cut  down  the  rottennefs  of  the  Palate,  to  the  hollownefs  of 
the  tooth,  without  the  lofs  of  the  leaft  drop  of  bloud  and  turning 
this  Inftrument  round,  he  made  a  notable  impreflion  upon  the  bone. 
The  Efchar  being  taken  off,  the  rottennefs  of  the  Palate  bone  came  in 
fight ;  which  being  touched  three  or  four  times  with  the  Iron  Inftru- 
ments  red-hot,  Tab.  XIX.  Tig.  VIII,  and  IX.  and  nature  being  af- 
fifted  by  the  taking'  of  drying  Medicines,  made  a  reparation,  ana  the 
Ulcer  being  conlolidated,  the  Patient  recovered  his  former  health, 
and  kept  open  the  Iflue  in  his  thigh  for  many  years  with  great  be¬ 
nefit.

IT  T  is  evident,  both  by  feeing  it,  and  the  Determination  of  Phyfi- 
X  tians,  that  the  griefs  of  which  the  m©ft  Noble,  and  Honorable  La¬ 
dy  Maria  Cordula  Trappin  complaineth  of,  are  a  Hemicranium  or 
pain  of  one  fide  of  the  Head,  and  a  Tumour  under  the  skin  of  the 
upper  Jaw,  containing  a  matter  like  to  pat  or  Hony  5  the  caufe  of 
!|  '  theft 
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thefe  effe&s,  is  a  pituitous  matter,  thin,  and  mixed  with  Gall  •,  and 
as  the  Gall  hath  its  original  from  the  heat  of  the  Liver,  and  the  ob- 
ftrudion  of  the  Spleen*  fo  it  cometh  partly  from  the  head,  partly  from 
the  Stomach, andWomb:  and  for  the  curing  of  this,  it  is  neceflary,  that 
the  pituitous  and  bilious  humours  be  evacuated,  the  Liver  cooled,  the 
Spleen  free’d  from  obftru<ftions,the  Head  dried,  the  Stomach  &Womb 
lengthened,  to  hinder  thefe  humours  from  being  generated,  or  ga¬ 
thering  together,  fo  as  to  flow  to  the  head.  Upon  thefe  Indications,  I 
believe  I  fhall  fatisfie  in  my  Prognoftick ;  and  confidering  thisim. 
difpofition  of  the  Head,  and  alfo  of  the  lower  parts,  the  Cure  muft 
needs  be  difficult.  Notwithftanding  (  left  in  the  fpace  of  ferae  few 
months  the  Difeafe  may  not  grow  worfe,  which  certainly  it  will,  unlcfs 
fit  Remedies  upon  the  firft  occafion  be  made  ufe  of  )  I  will  propofe 
what  ought  to  be  done  in  this  cafe  j  and  according  to  my  judgment, 
the  Cephalick  Vein  of  the  right  Arm  fhould  be  opened,  and  fix  or 
feven  ounces  of  bloud  let  out.  This  being  done,  for  revulfion,  and  de¬ 
rivation  fake,  the  Lady  fhould  admit  a  Seton  to  be  made  between 
the  firft  and  fecond  Vertebra  of  the  Neck  *  or  inftead  of  it,  apply  a 
bliftering  Plafter  to  the  Neck  every  third  month,  and  make  an  Ifiue 
four  fingers  above  the  left  knee,  Tab.  XLIII.  Let .  I.  and  in  the  moft 
convenient  place  of  the  right  Arm,  Tab.  XLIII.  Let.  H.  As  to  the 
hard  Tumour,  before  the  ufe  of  the  Acid  Mineral  Waters,  and  the 
frecodion  of  Sarfa,  I  would  not  apply  any  thing.

Afterwards  let  the  Head  be  cleared  with  gentle  Maflicatories,  and 
fiieezing  Remedies,  left  the  humours  too  much  ftirred  up,  be  thrown 
upon  the  eyes  and  breaft,  let  the  head  be  ftrengthned  with  a  Cephalick 
Spirit  j  of  which,  to  take  fifteen  drops  morning  and  evening  in  a  few 
fpoon fills  of  Black- Cherry  Water.

The  Cure  of  the  fore f aid  Tumour. 


This  Tumour,  of  which  I  wrote  in  my  advife,  was  on  the  upper 
Jaw  on  the  right  fide,  bigger  than  a  Hens  Egg,  white,  unmoveable, 
and  hard.  The  Lad  Autumn  (her  body  being  prepared,  and  bloud  ta¬ 
ken  away')  the  Patient  made  ufe  of  the  Deco&ion  of  Sarfa,  by  which 
means  the  Tumour  was  almod  difcufied,  as  appearethby  the  Letters 
written  to  me  from  the  Lady. 

The  Extratt  of  a  Letter  written  at  Heilbrun , 


March  7.  1643. 


The  Tumour  upon  the  right  Jaw,  after  the  ufe  of  the  Deco&ion  ©f 
Saria,  was  decreased,  and  almod  difappeared  •,  and  it  pleafed  Almigh¬ 
ty  God  fo  todircd  the  Cure,  that  I  thought  it  had  been  perfectly 
well  :  but  unhappily,  after  Chridmas  Holy-day-,  by  the  confent 
and  advife  of  a  Phyfitian,  I  went  into  an  ordinary  Bath,  and  was  i 
fcarce  come  oat  of  it  before  I  felt  an  alteration,  and  increafe  of  the  : 
Tumour,  and  h-.m  hence  I  feell  da  ly  a  greater  compreflion,  not 
without  pd  1,  as  in  former  time,  C>c.  from  hence,  the  benefit  of  the 
Decocti  m  of  Satfa  is  evident. 

Eu  after  fonie  months,  ufingthe  Bath,  and  her  head  being  heated, 
the  Tumour,  tioom  much  grief,  and  continual  lhedding  of  tears,  in- 
a  e;  led  to  the  former  bigi  efs.  Tilings  being  thus,  the  Patient  came 
f.-ojn  Rtilhun  to  Vlme}  to  be  cured.  Confulting  therefore  with  the 
mod  excellent  D.  L>.  Cbriflopher  Eyfemtienger,  Phyfitian  to  the  Re«« 
j)ublick  of  heilbrun'.  we  gave  cur  Prognodick,  hoping  for  very  good 
iuccefs  if  the  bone  was  not  hurt.  She  being  therefore  purged  and  let 
bloud  ;  upon  the  fecond  of  Afyy,  1643.  we  placed  the  Lady  in  her 
bed,  binding  her  hands  to  her  fide.  Then  one  of  the  danders  by,  drew 
the  upper  lip,  upward,  with  a  hook,  that  with  my  feparating 
Knife  I  might  come  conveniently  between  the  Tumour,  and  thefird 
Mtifcle,  which  lifteth  up  the  lip.  I  paffed  this  Knife  as  far  as  the 
Suture  of  the  Osjuga  e,  and  feoarateddhe  Tumour  from  the  forefaid 
-Mmcie  j  but  lower,  neer  to  the  grinding  Teeth,  and‘  the  Gum,  I 


found 
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found  the  coat  of  the  Tumour  Cartilagineous,  and  in  vain  attempted 
to  bring  it  from  the  foui  th  bone  of  the  upper  Jaw  •  To  that  I  was  for¬ 
ced  to  cut  the  bag  ;  which  being  cut,  there  flowed  out  a  thick  yellow 
!  matter  like  to  honey,  and  the  Tumour,  fubfided.:  the  matter  being 
:  taken  out,  and  the  Cartilage  cut  off  with  the  Pincers,  I  bound  up  the 
;  Wound  with  the  white  cf  an  Egg,  the  Ponder  of  Chryfolite  prepared,’ 
and  the  Aftringent  Pouder  of  Galen.  The  next  day  the  blood  being 
flopped,  I  found  a  little  .fwelling  neer  the  fecond  Mufcle,  which 
draweth  away  the  lip,  under  which  there  was  a  hole,  through  which  t 
could  eafily  pafs  a  blunt  Probe  into  the  hollpwnefs  of  the  bone.  On  the 
iith  day,  in  the  prefence  of  Dr.Eyjejinietiger;  I  cut  into  the  fwelling, 
and  dilated  the  hole.  On  the  13  tb,  after  the  departure  of  Dr.  Eyjettr 
metiger;.!  found,  neer  to  the  Dog-tooth,  another  fwelling,  hard  as  a 
bone  Which alfo  I  cutout  with  the  Pincers,  tab.  XI.  Fig.  II.  Thd 
fpace  where  the  bag  was,  between  the  laft  grinding  tooth,  and  the 
dog  tooth,  was  fo  confolidated,  that  not  one  drop  of  matter  came  out,' 
but  I  kept  the  hole  open,  till  the  bone  might  skale  by  the  help  of  the 
deco&ion  of  Sarfa,  and  the  bone  being  taken  way,  I  healed  up  the 
Wound.

Gei^ko'ther,  between  the  \z\b  and  13th  month  of  lus age,  upon 
the  difficulty  of  breeding  Teeth,  dyed  of  a  ftrong  Apoplexy.  Four 
days  dits before  his  deceafe,  I  propofed  to  his  Parents,  the  burning 
of  the  hinder  part  of  his  head,  which  had  helped  njany  otheis,  as  I  had 
often  experienced  :  but  the  Parents  refuting  it  3  I  made  life  ol  luch 
Remedies,  as  are  ufed  in  thefe  great  fwellings,  and  itching  of  the 
;  Gums,  Fever,  and  Catarrhe;  Notwithftanding  which,  without  any 
manifeft  Convulfions  of  the  parts,  any  noife,  or  grinding  of  the  Teeth*, 
he  who  was  the  latihope  ol  this  Family,  being  taken  with  an  Apo¬ 
plexy,  departed  this  life.  But  that  this  time  of  breeding  Teeth 
very  dangerous,  efpecially  when-they  breed  the  Dog-teeth,  about  the 
thirteenth  month,  is  evident  from  the  25  tb  Aphorijm  of  Hrppocratf, 
Jn  the  third  Season  1  and  from  the  Common  laying.

IN  the  Year  1628.  on  the  2d  of  March ,  the  Wife  of  Jacob  Zim* 
mermans  brought  forth  a  tine  Boy,  the  Ligament  of  whole  Tongue 
a  Midwife  (whofe  name  I  fpare)  cut  in  pieces  with  her  Nails,  that 
he  might  afterwards  l'peak  the  more  articulately  :  but  fo  great  a  pain 
and  inflammation  fucceeded  this  Operation,  that  it  hindered  the 
Child  from  taking  hold  of  tfie  Nipple,  or  rather  from  lucking.  The 
parents  aferibed  this  inability  of  fucking  to  the  firing  of  the  Tongue  3 
and  thinking  the  Nurie  had  not  fufficiently  delivered  the  Tongue

The  Child  being  dead  •  the  Mother  began  to 
complain  of  fwelled  Breafls,  by  reafon  of  the  concretion  of  the  Milk  • 
and  the  right  bread:  being  ill  handled,  at  lafl  degenerated  intcraft'TIT- 
cerated  Cancer :  and  the  Woman,  after  fufFering  raoft  grievous 
pains,  died. 

A  Girl  new  born,  after  that  a  Chirurgion  had  cut  the  firing  of  her 
tongue  with  a  common  Lancet ,  by  reafon  of  the  pain  (he  was  able  to  ! 
fuck  veiy  little  of  her  Mothers  Milk,  and  the  right  breaft  growing 
hard,  fhe  put  her  Child  to  the  left  •  and  the  pain  under  the  tongue 
being  mitigated,  the  Milk  returned  into  both  Breads;  but  the  hard 
.Tumour  would  not  be  foftened  without  the  Child  fucking  it ;  and  fhe 
perceived  already,  that  the  Vertebra:  of  the  Childs  back  were  diflort- 
ed  towards  the  right  fide,  occafioned  by  applying  the  Child  always 
to  one  B'-eaft.  From  thefe  two  Examples  it  is  apparent  how  danger- 
oufly  the  firing  of  the  Tongue  is  often  rent  by  the  Midwives  Nailsj 
and  the  Chyrargions  Lancet ;  and  how  much  the  lawful  and  juft

The  Body  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  poor  Woman  of  Vctioa  (  who  had  been  troubled  with  an  Amau¬ 
rofis  for  twenty  years  together,  coming  by  degrees  upon  her,  and  at 
laft  with  an  inward  Cancer  upon  the  Left  Breaft,  which  by  repel¬ 
ling  Medicines  was  driven  in  and  killed  her  )  was  brought  into  the 
Anotamical  Theatre  5  where,  in  the  prefence  of  many  Students,  I 
fought  for  the  true  caufe  of  this  blindnefs  j  and  opening  the  Skull,  I 
found  the  firft  and  fecond  Ventricle  of  the  Brain,  funk  down,  and 
glued  together  j  fo  that  the  Animal  Spirits  could  not  be  carried 
through  them  to  the  Eyes:  upon  which,*  by  degrees,  the  Optick 
Nerves  withered  away  for  they  appeared  as  little  again,  as  in  others,  ^ 
Thus  the  Amaurofis  came  upon  her,  the  eye  it  feff  being  not  at  all 

hwrt, 
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hurt,  but  ftill  well  nourifhed  by  the  Artety  coming  to  the  root  of  if, 
which  was  full  and  fair,  and  fometime  fuffered  an  Inflammation  from 
the  regurgitating  of  the  courfes.  The  moft  excellent  Sfigelim  added 
in.  his  Anatomical  Le&ure  (  Reading  upon  the  head  of  this  poor 
Woman  )  that  this  blind nefs  could  no  ways  be  Cured,  although 
fanius  afmteieth,  that  a  Wound  on  the  Forehead  did  once  take  away 
liich  a  Gutta  Serena,  j  From  hence  alfo  it  is  evident,  that  this  Di- 
feafe  doth  not  always  A  rife  from  the  obftru&ion  of  the  Optick  Nerves* 
but  doth  only  infinuate  fuch  a  difpofition.  Neither  is  it  to  be  won¬ 
dered  at,  if  it  yield  not  to  the  moft  Experienced,  and  Methodical  way- 
way  of  Curing.

T  N  the  general  cure  of  Contufions  of  the  Head,  I  formerly  took  no-  j 
’*  tice5  that  fhe  Skull  of  thofe  who  were  grown  up,  is  feldome  De- 
prefled  without  a  Fiflure,  either  in  the  inward,  or  outward  Table,  : 
unlefs  in  thofe,  whofe  Skulls  are  naturally  fofter  than  ordinary ..\Th is  j 
is  confirmed  by  this  Obfervation  of  a  Serving-Maid  ot  Michael  Riet-  I 
mans,  who  in  the  thirtieth  year  of  her  age,  carrying  a  Veflel  of  Wa¬ 
ter  upon  her  head,  fell  down,  and  hurt  the  right  fide  cf  the  fore-part  ! 
cf  her  head  :  which  being  much  fwelled,  Nicholas  Reutte  was  fent  for, 
who  applyed  a  Lamb-skin  warm  to  the  part :  the  next  day  the  Skin  \ 
being  taken  off,  perceiving  a  hollownefs,  I  declared  to  the  ftanders  i 
by,  that  there  was  aDepreflion  of  the  Skull,  and  the  neceflity 
of  dividing  the  Skin  j  which  being  granted,  I  cut  the  skin  with  an  J 
Incifion-Knife,  into  the  form  of  a  Crofs,  and  prefently  perceived  a  .• 
final!  Deprcflion  on  the  outward  Table  of  the  Skull,  without  any 
Fifth  re.  The  Wound,  being  bound  up,  I  was  very  doubtful  whether 
the  inward  Table  was  intire,  becaufe  the  fall  was  from  a  high  place  * 
and  therefore  I  propofed  the  ufe  of  the  Trepan,  but  the  Patient  i 
would  not  admit  of  it,  declaring  then,  that  this  Wound  or  Deprefli¬ 
on,  if  there  were  a  Fiflure  in  the  inward  Table,  could  not  well  be 
healed,  without  Perforating  the  Skull  -Abut  if  that  were  intire,  the 
Patient  might  with  lefs  danger  be  Cured.jl  kept  the  Wound  open  iz 
days,  and  not  any  one  Symptom  happening,  which  did  a»-gue  either 
the  Fiflure  of  the  Skull,  or  any  other  hurt  of  the  Brain,  I  healed  it  up.

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OBSERVATION  XXXVIII. 

Of  *  Caf  illary  penetrating  Fiffure  on  the  Heady  Cured 
both  in  a  Boy ,  and  in  a  man. 

IN  the  Year  1644. a  Cart  with  two  Horfes  empty  ran  over  Davii 
Heilbrouner,  and  hurt  the  Syncjput  on  the  left  fide,  leaving  the 
Bone  baseband  caufing  a  Fiflure  on  the  Skull*,  which  being  obferv- 
ed,  and  ihown  to  the  Parents,  Ezekiel  Vogel  a  Chyrurgion  dilated  the 
Wound,  applying  a  Stupe,  dipped  in  an  Aftringent,  whereby  the  re- 
qi  ifite  fcrapingof  the  Skull  might  be  fafely  performed.  The  next 
me  ming,  being  fent  for,  I  found  the  Skull  freed  frem  the  Peri- 
cr  nium,  and  fra&ured  with  a  doubtful  Fifiiire ;  and  being  provided 
with  Scraping-Irons,  I  prefen tlyferaped  down  the  Fiffure  below  the 
fpjee  between  the  two  Tables,  where  I  perceived  the  inward  Table 
of  the  Skull  to  have  only  a  capillary  Fiflure :  whereupon,  removing 
the  Scraping-Irons,  I  drefied  the  Wound,  and  the  Bone,  with  my 
accuft  med  Dreflings,  and  happily  reftored  the  Boy  inthefpace  of 
24  days :  who,  without  the  ufe  of  the  Scraping-Irons,  as  frequent 
Experience  teftifieth,  might  have  periflied.  The  reafon  why  I  did 
not  Perforate  the  Skull,  may  be  feen  in  my  Difcourfe  upon  a  Capil¬ 
lary,  and  Penetrating  Fiffure  of  the  Skull,  tab.  XXXI. 

In  the  fame  manner  I  reftored  $ohn  Geoige  Horttutig,  who  on  the 
2 8 of  December ,  1^35.  received  a  Wound  on  the  Temporal  Mufcle, 
with  a  penetrating  Fiflure  of  the  Skull,  but  Capillary. 


OBSERVATION  XXXIX. 

Of  a  Contnjion  on  the  hinder  fart  of  the  Heady  helped  by 

the  Scraping-Irons. 

N  September,  1637.  Mary  Lutzen,  being  miferably  handled  by 
the  Bavarian  Souldiers,  complained  of  a  violent  pain  on  the 
X.  hinder-part  of  her  bead,  cauled  by  an  Empirick,  who  prefently 
digefted  the  Tumour  with  Suppurative  Medicines,  and  then  applyed 
Diflolvents  for  fourteen  days  *  till  the  Purulent  matter  not  finding 
a  paffage,  by  reafon  of'  the  thicknefs  of  the  Coats,  Corroded  the 

Skull, 
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Skull,  and  the  Pericranium ;  from  whence  thefe  pajms  proceeded  ? 
and  feparated  from  the  bone,  the  Infertions  of  thofe  Mufcles  which 
are  called  Splenij,  and  ILefti,  and  ferve  to  extend  the  head.  The 
patient  being  received  into  the  Hofpital  of  Ulme,  defired  the  Chy- 
turgions  -help  :  wherefore,  after  Generals,  and  a  (lender  Diet,  I 
cut  the  outward  Skin  with  an  Incifion-Knife,  in  the  fhape  of  a  Tri¬ 
angle,  down  to  the  Bone,  taking  care,  left  the  Fibres  of  theforefaid 
Mufcles  fhould  be  cut  in  pieces  j  and  hereby  making  a  paflage  for 
the  included  mater  to  flow  out,  I  found  the  bone  rough,  and  corroded 
with  the  matter:  which  being  evacuated,  I  filled  up  the  lips  of  the 
Wound  with  an  Aftringent  Medicine  well  down  ^  and  the  next  day 
feraped  the  rough  bone  all  about  with  the  Scraping-Irons :  this  O- 
peration  being  performed,  I  fprinkled  the  Cephalick  Fouder  upon 
the  Skull,  and  applyed  a  Digeftive  to  the  Wound  5  till  that  within 
two  days  t  ime  the  Skull  was  covered  over  with  folid  Fle(h  tftbe  Bone 
being  covered.  I  Incarnated  the  Wound  with  Betony  Oyntment* 
and  Cicatrized  it  with  the  Certaum  Divinum.  Twenty  days  after  the 
feraping,  the  Skull  threw  off  fome  Skales*  and  the  pain  ot  the  Head 
Returned :  but  pulling  out  the  little  bones,  with  the  Pincers,  the 
pain  prefently  ceafed.  Hereby  young  Chyrurgions  ate  to  be  admo- 
niihed  ^  if  the  Contufions  of  the  head  fuppurated,  yield  not  to  dif- 
folving  Medicines,  fo  long  time  applyed,  they  are  not  to  continue 
the  ufe  of  them  :  but  rather,  without  any  delay,  or  fear  of  danger,  to 
cut  open,  in  due  manner,  the  Coverings  of  the  Skull  *  left  the  Quit¬ 
ter  continuing  a  long  while,  under  a  very  thick  Coat,  become  Ma¬ 
lignant,  and  Corrode  the  Skull,  and  Pericranium  s  See  Tab.  XXXII, 
a  Contufion  of  the  Head,  without  hurting  the  Skin  or  Skull.

ON  the  10th  o{ J&evetnber,  161J.  Salma,  the  Wife  of  JohnMa* 
jer.  Citizen,  and  Vi&ualler  of  Vim?,  came  to  me,  and  (hewed 
me  a  Tumour  with  a  Fiftula,  above  the  left  Clavicle,  the  Orifice  of 
of  the  Fiftula  being  fo  narrow,  that  it  would  fcarce  receive  the  point 
of  a  pin. 

Enquiring  into  the  caufe  of  this,  (he  informed  me,  that  half  a  year 
before,  (he  laboured  under  a  violent  Fever,  which  terminated  in  an

Refs  upon  this  part.  This  Abfcefs  the  Phyfitian,  otherwife  very  ex* 
perienced,  and  Matthew  Memminger.  a  Barber,  after  Suppnratives, 
opened  with  a  Cauftick,  not  very  pleafingly,  (  for  it  bei.-ig  applyed. 
for  36  hours,  it  caufed  very  ftiarp  pains,  and  frequent  fnir.ti;gj  )  and 
took  out  the  Efchar,  which  was  about  thebigncfsof  a  Dollar,  wi  h 
a  Lancet  *  which  being  violently  taken  away,  there  flowed  out  a  yel¬ 
low  {linking  matter,  but  in  fmall  quantity.  This  Ulcer  they  keot  o- 
pen  four  weeks,  and  at  length  healed  it  up,  but  there  remained  a 
conflderable  Tumour  and  hardncfs,  which  they  committed  to  Nature 
to  diflolre.  After  fix  weeks  this  Tumour  grew  bigger  than  the  for  -* 
mer  •,  which,  after  means  to  {often,  and  ripen  it,  they  opened  with  a: 
Rafer,  to  exclude  the  matter,  which  again  was  little  and  bilious, j  hr:.-, 
this  being  voided,  they  healed  it  up  a  ai  l,  andfo  the  third  ana 
time  they  cut  it  open,  and  conglutirat  d  it  again  ^  not  at  ail  {ufpecc- 
ing  any  injury  done  to  the  bone,  which  fo  many  relapfis  might,  eallly 
have  indicated :  fo  that  at  laft  the  abfcefs  degenerated  into  : 
Fiftula:  fo  that  as  often  as  the  Patient  moved  her  leit  arm 

or  either  ot  her  feet,  fiieffuffered  moft  tierce  pains,  a~d  fainted 
way.  Upon  this,  her  Relations  defiring  mv  afiiftance,  I  prefcribec 
Remedies  to  evacuate  bilious  humours  abounding  in  her  body  :  ho 
abundance  of  which,  the  hot  and  dry  conftitution  of  her  bciy  did 
demonflrate  *,tas  alfo  the  yellow  matter  difeharged  through  the  Ori¬ 
fice  of  the  Fill ula,  her  yellow  colour  all  over,  and  the  foregoing  Fe¬ 
ver.  Fler  body  being  prepared,  and  purged  feveral  t  imes  very  Weil/ 
I  dilated  the  narrow  FiftuJa  (  not  with  Iron  Incifion-kniyes.  by 
which,  not  only  the  Pedoral  Mufcle,  already  hurt  by  the  fonder  In- 
cifions  might  be  more  offended,  but  alfo  the  jugular  Veins  come  to 
be  hurt  or  cut,  to  the  1c  Is  of  life,  as  well  as  bloud,)  but  with  a  1  entg 
made  of  the  Root  of  Gentian  prepared  (  that  is,  cut  into  the  fflape 
of  a  Tent,  dryed  upon  a  Stove,  and  a  thred  fafteried  to  one  end  of  it  } 
which  I  put  into  the  hole,  keeping  it  in  with  a  Plaifter  of  Dnpalma-, 
and  the  Bandage  of  the  Breft-plate,  in  the  laft  TabU,  Letter  S -  keep¬ 
ing  it  in  four  and  twenty  hours.  fThe  next  day  I  drew  out  the  Root 
with  the  Tincers,  it  being  fwellcd  up  with  a  biiious  undigefted  matter^ 
and  black  at  the  end ;  and  fearching  the  cavhy'fo  find  cut  the  caujh 
of  this  colour,  I  found  the  bone  rough  and  moveable  :  for  the  .greater 
dilatation  therefore  of  the  hole,  I  put  in  a  bigger  Root,  with  the  Plai¬ 
fter  Diacalcitis,  and  the  former  Bandage  to  keep  in  the  Root-,1 .  aud 
anointed  the  parts  about  it  to  hinder  any  Inflammation,  which  -e 
pain,  arifing  from  the  Dilatation,  although  it  .  were  not  .yehefneyty 


fixth  day  I  filled  up  the  Fiftula  with  Buttons,  made  of  Spunge  i  faften=r 
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cd  to  a  thread,  fo  as  the  thread  hanged  cut  of  the  hole,  and  put  ovcr 
tfeem  a  Flatter,  and  the  Breatt* plate  Bandage,  and  anointed  the  parts 
about.  .  • 

The  preparing  of  the  Buttons  is  thus. 

Take  anew  Spung  which  hath  never  been  dipped  in  water,  and 
pm  it  into  an  equal  quantity  of  Wax  and  Rofen  melted  together \\ hen 
prefs  it  out  in  a  ftrong  prefs,  and  drie  it  in  the  (hade :  out  of  this 
dried  Spunge  cut  round  Buttons,  and  fatten  them  to  a  thread. 

The  feventh  day,  the  Spunges  being  taken  out,  the  Fiftula  was 
very  open  through  *,  which ,  taking  hold  of  the  bone  with  the 
Pincers,  I  drew  it  out  without  any  great  pain.

Which  I  applycd  with  dry  Lint,  till  the  bone  was  covered  over 
with  tirm  flefh.  I  clear.fed  the  Lllccr  daily,  with  fprinkling  the 
Pouder  of  refined  Sugar  upon  i  which  doth  all'o  mitigate  the  acrimo¬ 
ny  of  the  GalLjand  at  length  I  cicatrized  it  with  the  Plaifter  of  Dia- 
palma.  To  the  remaining  hardneis  I  applyed  the  Plaitter  Oxebe:  m, 
with  Linnen  thrice  doubled  dipped  in  Wine  of  the  deception  and  prei- 
fed  out,  that  the  reliejues  might  be  difeufled,  and  any  new  Flux  of 
humours  to  the  weak  part  be  prevented  :  by  this  means  in  thefpace 
ot  fourteen  days,  I  delivered  this  Woman  from  a  moft  dangerous  and 
troublefome  afBiriion,  as  (he  her  felf  is  (fill  ready  to  tettifie,  who  now 
hath  lived  in  excellent  health  ten  years  together,  withafecond  Huf- 
band,  George  Hebich^  a  Dyer.

Johannes  Vctmle,  ti(en  of  Augjburg^  a  Graver  inBrafs,  and  a  publick 
J  Champion  of  the  Feathered  Party,  at  the  Rofe-Imte  in  Vlme ,  at 
eleven  at  night,  received  a  Wound  fram  a  Baker,  addicted  to  the  Mar- 
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tiate  Fadicn,  upon  the  left  fide,  about  the  fourth  Short^rib :  the 
Cartilaginous  part  being  cut  in  pieces,  the  Kell  coming  out  with  a 
great  lots  of  blood,  attended  by  divers  Symptoms  *,  as  Fainting,  Vo- 
nliiing,  and  a  great  pain  and  fwelling  about  the  Midriff.  Berne* 
railed,  I  prtfentjy^put  in  the  Omentum,  or  Kell  intire,  and  put  a 
lent  into  the  Wound,  with  Hemp-hards  dipped  in  the  Yolk  and 
White  of  an  Egg  beaten  up  togetherflprinkled  over  with  an  Aftringent 
Poudcr,  and  fattened  to  a  thread,  and  over  it  the  Diapalma  Cerate, 
and  the  Bandage  of  Sojlratns.

On.  the  fifth  day  ©F  the  month,  the 
Pain,  and  Swelling  fomewhat  abated,  and  the  bloud  being  flopped, 
I  unbound  the  Wound,  and  put  in  a  Tent  dipped  in  a  Digeftive.,

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and  faftiened  to  a  thread,  and  over  it  the  fame  Cerate  Cataplafm*  and 
Bandage  as  before.  The  fame  day  I  gave  him  Broth  made  with  Burner, 
Setfoile,  Ccmfrey,  Horfetail,  Speedwel,  Strawberry  leaves,  and  Me¬ 
lon  feeds,  that  the  matter  contained  in  the  Belly  might  be  difcharged 
by  the  Urinary  pafl3ges,  mixing  Aftringents  with  them,  left  without 
the  ufeof  thefe,  he  fhould  bleed  a  freih.

On  the  jxh  day  the  Patient  complained  of  a  pain  upon  the  right 
Shoulder,  and  towards  the  evening,  of  a  pain  of  the  Liver,  Fever, 
and  dry  Cough.

Upon  taking  this,  he  vomited  up  a  great  quantity  of  Cboler,  and 
had  twenty  Stools,  voiding  with  them  much  bilious  matter,  which 
had  been  the  caufe  of  thefe  pains  :  after  this  evacuation,  the  Patient 
was  better,  and  the  pains  altogether  abated,  till  the  23d  day  5  at  what 
time,  keeping  a  bad  Diet  he  fell  into  a  bilious  loofnels,  and  by  the 
peifvafioncf  fome  Women,  he  fed  eagerly  upon  Sloes,  which  gave 
him, the  Colick,  with  a  continual  dehre  of  going  to  ftool,  without 
being  able  to  do  it.

OBSERVATION  XLII. 

Of  a  dangerous  Wound  on  the  Breaft • 

ON  the  91k  of  February ,  1 633.  the  Noble  1 SLichol/u  Dietric^  Sir- 
named  Spbereiter ,  received  two  Wounds  in  a  Duel,  from  the 
Generous  R.itrwein,  a  Swedtjh  Serjeant  Major  *,  thefirft  of  which  was 
on  the  left  Wrift,  running  down  to  the  hand,  the  Veins  and  Tendons 
bein<*  hurt.  The  other  upon  the  right  Breaft,  a  fingers  breadth  below 
the  Pan,  which  penetrated  into  the  cavity  of  the  Thorax,  hurt  the 
Intercoftal  Veffels,  and  caufed  fpittingof  bloud.  By  reafon  of  thefe 
dangerous  Symptoms,  andfaintnefs  especially,  he  was  carried  home 
in  a  Coach  with  four  Horfes,  where  all  things  requifite  for  the 
Wound  were  propofed :  amongft  others,  I  judge  this  worthy  to  be 
noted,  before  the  tirft  binding  up  of  the  Wound,  fome  out  of  that 
great  throng  of  ftanders  by  faid,  they  would  fuck  out  the  bloud  which 
was  within  the  Thorax  •,  and  being  permitted,  they  did  fuck  indeed, 
but  it  was  not  bloud,  but  rather  Gold  j  and  one  while  he  was  fucking 
ftole  privately  a  Diamond  Ring  from  off  the  Patients  finger,  but  be¬ 
ing  found  out,  he  reftored  it  again.  Being  fent  for,  I  looked  upon 
the  Wound  on  the  Breaft,  and  putting  a  blunt  Probe  through'  the 
hole  into  the  cavity,  I  found  it  filled  with  bloud  •,  and  from,  his  (pit¬ 
ting  of  bloud,  fufpe&ed  that  the  Lungs  were  wounded,  1  and  therefore..

Rio,  beginning  to  reckon  from  rheuppermoft.  The  Dilatation  ol 
the  Wound  had  been  in  vain  attempted  •,  becaufe  the  greatest  part 
of  the  bloud  contained  in  the  Breaft,  was  gathered  together  about 
the  Midriff:  nor  could  I  make  the  Paracentefis  to  any  advantage,

F  N  the  Month  of  April,  1622.  Anthony  the  Waggoner  of  Padoa  „ 

•  was  wounded  in  the  Back,  the  Sword  piercing  as  far  as  the  right 
Brea!*,  fo  that  there  was  two  Wounds :  which  caufed  him  to  fall  to 
the  ground  in  a  fwound ,  loofing  his  voice ,  being  in  a  cold  fweat, 
with  an  intermitting  pulfe,  and  vomiting  of  blood  :  which  gave  fufl 
pitionofthe  Heart,  or  Stomach  being  Wounded.  I  bound  up  the 
Wound  on  both  fides  j  but  firft  I  Dilated  the  Orifice  in  the  Breaft, 
with  a  hooked  Knife,  tab.  XXXVII.  Fig.  V.  £.  and  put  into  both 
of- them  a  Tent  of  Hemp- Hards,  dipped  in  the  white  of  an  Egg,  and 
faitned  to  a  Strings  and  omitted  nothing  that  was  necefiary  to  be 
done  to  fuch  Wounds.  The  Wound  being  bound  up,  by  reafon  of  his 
great  weaknefs,  the  ufe  of  Wine  was'granted  him  :  and  yet  for  a  whole 
day,  I  could  not  perceive  with  my  Fingers,  any  Pulfe  of  the  Arteries

The  next  day,  although  a  great  quantity  of  blood  flowed  out  of

On  the  1 5  th.  His  heaver  was  higher  then  the  day  before  j  becaufe 
the  Patient  had  relied  on  his  le^t -fide,  which  was  found,  and  not.on 
his  right-fide,  which  was  Wounded  :  fo  that  the  matter  contained  in 
the  Thorax  encreafed  the  Feaver.  In  the  evening  a  Tent  was  put  in¬ 
to  the  Wound  in  his  fide,  becaule  the  Flefh  grew  too  fall . 

On  the  1 6th.  For  a  bitternefs  he  felt  in  his  mouth,  three  or  four 
days  together,  he  took  Rubarb,  and  voided  four  times  bilious  excre¬ 
ments,  after  which  he  was  better. 

On  the  lyth.  I  gave  him  the  ordinary  Decodion,  in  the  evening 
white  Quitter  came  out,  in  a  very  fmall  quantity.  Whereupon  the 
Decodion  was  not  injeded  with  the  Seringe  :  his  Cough  leit  him  , 
hefleptwell  in  the  night,  but  the  Feaver  was  fomwhat  higher  than 
the  day  before. 

On  the  1  %th.  I  neither  injeded  the  Decodion,  nor  put  a  Tent  in¬ 
to  the  Wound ,  but  only  Pledgits,  with  Betony  Oyntment,  and  o- 
ver  it  the  Ceratum  Barbarum.  The  Quitter  inclined  rather  to  green 
than  white  ;  he  flept  in  the  nigfit,  but  quarrelled  in  his  fleep  ,  a  fign 
of  the  abundance  of  bad  humours  in  the  Body.  —| 

On  the  19.  He  fweat  all  the  night,  the  Quitter  was  fomwhat 
green  {Fill :  four  hours  before  Dinner,  he  took  an  ounce  and  a  half  of 
Cafiia  newly  extraded,  diffolved  in  Broth,  in  which  Succory,  Borage, 
Burnet,  and  Speedwell,  were  boyled,  which  Purged  him  thrice,  the 
excrements  being  very  bilious. 

On  the  2.0 tb.  Half  an  ounce  of  Quitter  came  out.  A  Pipe  of 
Tin  was  put  into  the  Wound,  made  by  Art,  it  being  Dilated  by  the 
Tent,  with  a  Spunge  prefled  out  of  Red  Wine.  The  aot h.  He  could 
not  fleep  all  the  night,  becaufe  the  Pipe  prefled  upon  the  Ribs,  and 
Membrane. 

On  the  uy?,  nothing  came  out  of  the  Wound,  yet  the  Pipe  was 
putin  as  the  day  before.  Then  he  took  the  Caflia  diflolved  in  the 
former  Broth,  with  pouder  of  Rubarb,  black  Mechoacan,  and  Crem 
of  Tarter :  he  drunk  no  longer  of  the  Vulnerary  Decodion, 
but  of  broth  made  with  fome  Herbs,  as  Succory  ,  Borage,  Suwthiftle, 
Strawberry  Leaves,  and  Peruincklc,  the  Wound  in  the  Breaft  was 
healed  up.

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On  the  2  2d,  he  took  the  fame  Broth  again.  On  the  23  d,  the 
Vulnerary  Deco&ion  v.ns  once  again  Inje&ed,  and  a  little  quitter 
came  out  j  which,  becaufe  it  was  fomewhat  green,  the  Patient  took 
the  Purging  Pouder  again. 

On  the  16th,  2jtb,  28 tb,  I  did  not  Injeft  the  Vulnerary  Deco&i- 
on,  and  bound  up  the  Wound  once  a  day  3  after  two  days  the  Fever 
decreafed. 

.On  the  2 9t&,  the  Patient  took  his  Broth,  the  quitter  white,  and 
the  Patient  almoft  out  of  danger. 

On  the  got/;,  when  I  looked  again  upon  the  Wound,  a  great 
quantity  of  matter  flowed  out,  and  the  Lips  were  fwelled  3  a  fign  that 
he  had  committed  fome  error  in  his  Diet  $  land  being  asked,  he  eon- 
fefled  he  had  eaten  of  fome  Milk-difhes  which  were  forbidden  :  from 
which,  he  abftained  after  that,  and  was  in  a  thort  time  very  happily 
reiiored.  j

Of  a  Fijhila  in  the  Breaft ?  Perforated  with  a  Needle . 

IN  the  Year  1630.  an  Officer  of  the  Emperours  being  defperately 
Wounded,  three  fingers  breadth  below  the  right  Clavicle,  and 
almoft  cured  at  the  fign  of  the  Plough  in  Vlme ;  upon  fome  er- 
rv  1  committed  in  his  Diet,  was  troubled  with  an  Inflammation, 
which  luppurated,  and  degenerated  into  a  large  hollownefs  under  the 
skin  ;  the  bottome  of  which,  defeended  as  low  as  the  eighth  Rib  fo 
that  neither  the  Chyrurgion,  nor  the  Phyfitian  could  purge  the 
matter  out  of  this  hollownefs,  unlefs  they  daily  fet  the  Patient  upon 
his  head,  with  his  heells  upward  :  but  feeing  that  the  Confolidating 
of  this  hollownefs  was  delayed,  and  the  Patient  much  difturbed  every 
day,  by  the  turning  up  his  body,  he  commanded  me  to  be  fent  for, 
being  recommended  to  him  by  the  Hoft  of  the  Houfe.  Coming  to 
him,  and  perceiving  what  it  was  I  propofed  the  cutting  open  the 
hollownefs,  which  ufeth  to  fucceed  very  happily,  being  performed 
with  the  Scolopomachaerion  3  but  this  Operation  not  being  permit¬ 
ted  j  I  thought  of  a  way,  whereby,  without  laying  open  the  hollow-, 
nefs,  the  matter  might  find  a  paflage :  therefore  the  Orifice  being 
Dilated  with  Gentian,  I  put  in  an  Infirument,  Tab.  XIV.  lig.  V.  to 
the  fharp  end  of  which,  a  little  ball  of  Wax  was  fattened,  and  without 
the  Patients  knowledg,  (  for  he  thought  I  was  only  fearching  the  qua« 

lity 
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Jitjr  of  the  hollownefs.  )  I  presently  perforated  the  bottome,  and 
drew  out  the  Needle.  The  matter  being  evacuated  by  the  paflage  o- 
pened,  I  put  a  Tent  into  the  lower  Wound ,  befmeared  over  with  a 
whole  Egg ;  and  to  the  upper,one  dipped  in  Betony  Oyntment,  and 
putting  on  a  Diapalma  Plafter,  and  Linnen  four  times  doubled,  T 
bound  up  the  whole  breaft  with  the  Bandage  of  Sollratut,  and  after¬ 
wards  kept  open  the  Wound  for  feme  days,  with  a  fharp  hollow  Tent 
made  out  of  Linnen,  covered  over  with  the  wax,  till  I  confolidated 
the  upper  with  theCeratum  Divinum,  and  cleanfed  the  fides  of  the 
bollownels  with  Water  and  Honey,  applying  a  new  Spung  prefled  out 
of  Red-wine,  and  with  the  Bandage  that  Galen  calls  the  Breaft-plate, 
in  the  laft  fable  S.  being  ftraitly  bound, it  conglutinated,  the  hollow¬ 
nefs  growing  together.  I  every  day  diminifhed  the  hollow  Tent,  and 
at  lafl  Cicatrized  the  Ulcer.  This  Operation  doth  beft  fucceed  when 
the  hollownefs  hath  not  contract  ed  any  Callus  ,  otherwife  it  doth  not 
anfwer  our  defires.

Of  an  Empyema  in  the  Breaft,  Cured  by  opening  it. 


IN  the  Year  1645.  Nicholas  Rjohler^  Waterman  and  Citizen  of 
'Dime,  was  wounded  with  a  Bakers  Knife  upon  his  back,  between 
the  4th,  and  jth  Rib,  reckoning  from  above,  and  his  Lungs  hurt, 
fo  that  the  Patient  prefently,  befides  fpitting  of  bloud,  complained 
of  a  great  difficulty  of  breathing,  being  fent  for  the  firft  hour  that  he 
was  hurt,  I  inje&ed  with  the  Seryinge  an  Aftringent  mixture  into 
the  Cavity  of  the  Thorax  ,  and  kept  the  Wound  open  with  a  Tent; 
for  preferving  his  ftrength  ,  and  flopping  the  bloud.  I  prescribed 
an  Electuary,  (  whofe  Ingredients  maybe  feenin  Obfervation  41.) 
and  a  flender  Dyet.  At  my  going  away,  I  declared  to  the  ftanders 
by,  that  the  Patient  would  certainly  die,  unlefs  there  were  very  fud- 
denly  a  new  Wound  made  below  the  other,  but  they  would  not  per¬ 
mit  it.  In  the  morning  I  propofed  to  the  Patient,  the  Paracente- 
ifisof  Hippocrates ,  who  presently  confented  to  it ;  and  by  that  means, 
not  negleding  other  Remedies,  he  was  very  happily  recovered,  and 
hath  lived  divers  years  fince  in  very  good  health.

)N  the  Year  i6$i;  Valentins  Vettelbacher ,  a  Baker  of' VtmS,  it 
the  Sun  Inn,  thruft  a  Knife  into  his  own  Bteaft,  alittle  oelow 
the  left  Pap,  but  without  hurting  the  Parts  contained  within. 
Whereupon  I  put  in  a  Tent,  covered  over  with  the  common  Aft-  J  - 
gent,  and  Linnen  dipped  in  black  rough  Wine,  and  preffed ^ou t  and 
bound  it  up  with  the  Bandage  of  Scftrcitus.  Which  being  done,  I  g 
him  a  laxative  Glider,  and  ordered  bloud  to  be  taken  fiom  his ng  _

Whereupon  making  known  the.  dan-  ?  i 
gertothe  Banders  by,  I  put  a  Tent  into  the  Wound,  with  the  ulual 
Aftringent,  and  applyed  the  fimple  Liniment.  I  bound  up  the  Tho¬ 
rax  with  the  Bandage  of  Softratus,  Ftb.  XXXVIII,  Fig.  VI..  On 
the  fecond  day,' at  rive  in  the  morning,  the  Patient  Vomited  again 
two  me  a  hires  of  blood  mixed  with  Wine  3  and  after  that,  ail  that  he 
had  taken  down.  It  was  therefore  demanded  ( feeing  that  the 
Wound  of  die  Nofe  did  not  Penetrate  into  the  Nodrils,  fo  that  the 
blood  might  run  down  through  the  Palate  to  the  Throat,  and  into 
the  Stomach.  )  from  whence  that  Vomiting  of  the  blood  and  meat , 
ihould  proceed.

rated,  was  evident  from  the  Flux  of  blood  inward  into  the  hollow  ;i 
part  of  the  Bread,  and  from  the  cleannefs  of  his  Shirt :  for  if  the 
Tread  had  not  been  Perforated,  he  would  without  doubt,  have  bled 
outwardly,  which  mud  have  tinctured  his  Shirt  of  a  very  red  colour  : 
neither  doth  it  mike  any  thing  againd  this  Conjefture,  that  the  Pa¬ 
tient  never  complained  of  any  dreightnefs  of  his  Bread,  or  cough: 
h/F  the -blood  which  might  caufe  Symptoms ,  paffed  through  the 
Wound  of  the  Midriff,  into  the  Cavity  of  the  Belly,  where  being  di- 
geiled,  it  drove  to  rind  a  pariage  by  riege.  The  Wound  of  the  Sto¬ 
mach  was  indicated,  by  the  Vomiting  ot  blood,  and  what  was  taken 
down  by  the  iofs  of  Appetite,  and  pain  about  that  Region.  For  thefe 
reafons  I  took  grea ted  care  oi  the  Stomach,  not  neglecting  the  other 
Wounds,  and  gave  him  often  in  fmall  quantity  Con folidating  Drink, 
and  Medicines  3  lead  by  two  great  a  quantity  his  Stomach  might  be 
didended,  and  Vomiting  provoked.  I  kept  up  his drength,  with  two

ON  St.John  Bctpi/ts  day  the  24th.  otjune,  1638.  Atfeven 
in  the  evening,  Captain  Mafcbque  having  Drunk  hard  ,  was 
Wounded  in  a  Duel,  by  Mr.  Green,  a  Commifiary,  upon  the 
right  Pe<5toralMufcle,two  Fingers  breadth  below  the  Clavicle.  The 
Wound  Penetrating  (through  the  Cephalick  and  Breaft- vein  j  into 
the  Cavity  of  the  Thorax,  with  great  lofs  of  blood,  Swoundings 
Convulfions,  Snorting,  cold  Sweats,  no  Pulfe  5  and  that  particular 
Convulfion  of  the  Mufcles  on  both  fides  of  the  Mouth,  called  the  Sctr- 
donian  Laughter  3  and  fo  he  lay  for  above  half  an  hour,  without  fenfe, 
or  motion.  In  which  dangerous  Cafe,  by  reafon  of  the  forementionl 
cd  Symptoms,  I  could  do  no  lefs,  than  tell  his  dear  Wife  and  Daugh¬ 
ter,  that  thefe  were  the  forerunners  of  death.  And  the  9th.  Apho- 
rifm  of  the  leventb  Se&ion  of  Hippocrates  came  into  my  mind,  lofs  of 
the  underftanding,  or  Convulfions  after  bleeding  are  dangerous:  J 
yet  I  ordered  thefe  remedies.

TH  E  moft  Religious  Lady,  Sibylla,  Abbefs,  of  Urfpring, 
about  47.  years  of  Age,  of  a  hot,  and  fomwhat  dry  tempera! 
ment,  five  years  fince  began  to  be  troubled  with  a  fuppreflion  of 
thofe,  upon  which  there  arefe,  a  hard  black  painful  lweliing  upon 
her  left  Breaft  ^  fo  that  fhe  was  forced  to  defire  the  hel^  of  a  Barber ; 
who  not  underftanding  the  caufe,  endeavoured  to  diftolve  the  hard- 
nefs  with  moiftning  aud  foftning  medicines  ;  by  which  means  he  was 
fo  farr  from  doing  her  any  good,  that  he  rather  precipitated  the  mi- 
ferable  Lady  into  a  greater  calamity  j  and  Sennertus  affirms  that  a 
Cancer  by  Emollients  is  exafperated„  And  feeing  the  Tumour  gave 
not  way.

like  manner,  as  is  plain  robe  feen  in,  fab.  XXXlIX.  fig.  I.  Yet  to 
avoid  this  great  pain  which  aiileth  from  this  double  palling  of  the 
Needle  ;  and  undefdarding  the  Anatcmv  of  the  Part.  I  invented  a 
new  Ligature  with  divers  heads  :  with  which,  without  the  palling  of 
the  Needles,  having  marked  out'  the  circumference  of  the  Tumonr 
with  Ink,  at  once  drawing  (  Lad  that  might  happen  to  me,  whicn  af¬ 
terwards  in  the  5  th.  Obiervation  you  will  hear  hapned  to  the  Cutter 
for  the  Stone)  I  took  off  the  Bread,  with  aveiy  lharp  Knife,  from 
the  Peffcral  Mufcle  ,  Root  and  all  :  and  aid  not  prCentlydopthe 
blood  y  but  after  that  all  the  black  and  burnt  bleed,  had.  flowed  out 
of  the  Neighbouring  Veins,  and  Arteries :  only  to  (Lengthen 
Part,  I  lightly  touched  it  with  a  red-hot  Iron  *,  and  then  applyed  the 
Adringent  Pouderof  Galen,  and  prepared  Chryfokte,  made  up  with 
the  white  of  an  Egg  lhaked  together,  and  fpread  upon  Lint,  and  the 
Bandage  which  Galen,  and  other  Greet ^  Authors,  Name  the  Ca»3- 
phra&a,  cr  Bread-plate.  On  the  ijtk.  of  jttne ,  the  blood  being 
Hopped,  I  did  not  apply  any  Digeflivc,  by  res  fen  cf  the  moidnefsof 
the  Part,  but  the  Ceratum  Divio  urn.  On  the  28th.  fhe  had  no  pain, 
rior  any  ifign  of  infiamation  ;  yet  upon  the  29th.  fhe  took  a  Draught 
cf  Purging’ Wine  ;  and  on  the  30 th.  part  of  the  Ele&uary  of  Vipers, 
to  didipate,  and  carry  off  the  Relicr'es  ot  the  bad  humours.  On  t3»e 
%btb.  oi^une.flie  was  brought  to  TTwervvhere  fhe  went  on  very  well, 
till  the  4 th.  ct  dnguft,  and  ccnipi  i  ed  cr  no  bad  Symptoms.  O13 
the 6th.  I  obferved  feme  white  Caruncles  ;  and  as-ed  the  Lady  if 
die  had  not  committed  i  .me  tank  in  her  jjyet  ?  She  anfweied,  that 
upon  the  oerfwadon  c.t  the  Houi  keeper,  Ike  had  taken  a  diaughtof 
Wine,  which  was  prohibited.  On  the 8t/i.  Her  Voice  was  hcarfe  ) 
and  prefenrly  that  of  Hippocrates  erme  into,  my  mind,  in  his  Book  of 
the  Glandules:  that  thoje  ,  who  by  a  JD/J  aj:  ,  or  any  other  Ca- 
larnity,  have  their  Preaft  taken  away,  their  Voice  is  harp,  and  rough. 
On  th eyth.  Being  bound,  fhe  made  ufe  again  cl  the  Purging  Wine  5 
mixed  with  Manna.  On  the  13^.  Err  diverdor- fake,  lhe  Knit  CotT 
ton  Gloves  *,  and  upon  the  continual  mo1  ion  ot  her  Arms,  an  Herpes 
MiliarL,  feafed  upon  the  lower  part  of  her  Bread,  Upon  which  this 
fort  ofexcrcile  was  forbidden,  and  the  Patient  took  Purging  V  ine  ,

THE  Wife  of  Pete*  Hielbronner ,  had  a  fmall  hidden  Cancer  in  her 

right  Breafi,  and  a  great  Ulcerated  one  in  the  left.  The  hid-  ( 
den  one  after  the  ufe  of  theMagiftral  Deco&ion  ,  was  diminifhed 
with  the  Ceratum  Oxelaeum  flirted  up  in  a  Leaden  Moi  ter  j  and  the 
fnarp  pains  of  the  Ulcerated  Cancer  were  mitigated,  with  that  moft 
excellent  Anodine  for  a  Cancer,  as  long  as  fhe  lived,  to  wit,  with  a 
mixture  of  the  Linimentutn  Simplex,  the  Ceratum  Oxelaeum,  and 
Oyl  of  Myrtles.  The  Time  Patient  complained  every  year,  of  a  very 
troublefoaie  galling  on  the  Hips  caufed  by  her  being.fo  fat :  for  when 
j^e  walked,  elpeciajly  in  Summer  time,  thofe  Parts  were  rubbed,  toge-^ 
ther  excoriated,  and  inflamed.  This  excoriation  the  Patient  her  felf 
cured, by  often  warning  it  in  frefh  water,  in  which,  Mallows  were  boyl- 
ed,and  btfprinkling  it  with  this  Pouder  eafie  to  be  had.

A  Water-man  of  fourfcore  years  of  Age,  complained  of  a  great 
ftreightnefs,  a  violent  pain,  and  blifterson  the  right  fide  of  his 
Breaft.  The  Patient  fent  for  a  Chyrurgion ,  and  defired  him  again, 
and  again,  to  heal  up  thofe  little  Ulcers,  which  were  very  troublefome 
to  him .  Thofe  Ulcers  being  healed;  the  pain ,  and  if  reightnefs  about  * 
his  Breaft  returned  ;  which  ,  went  off  upon  the  breaking  out  of  his 
Breaft.  Things  being  thus,  and  being  lent  for  to  advife  about  it ,  I 
asked  the  old  Man  whether  he  had  not  formerly  had  old  Ulcers  in  his 
Legs?  to  which  he  anfwered,  that  for  ten  years  together  he  had  a 
large  Ulcer  on  his  right  Thigh,  without  any  hindrance  to  him  in  go  - 
ing  ;  and  from  the  time  that  it  was  healed  up  ,  he  was  firft  troubled 
with  a  ftreightnefs,  then  a  pain,  next  with  blifters,  and  at  laft  with 
little  Ulcers  about  his  Breaft :  for  the  revulfi :  n  therefore  of  thefe  hu¬ 
mours  I  ordered  an  Iffue  to  be  made  in  that  Thigh  which  was  firft 
Ulcerated  ,  with  the  Inftrument  of  Julius  Ccffartus  Placetttitms  a-  *•** 
bout  which  there  began  to  be  an  inflamat  ion  thr  next  day  *,  fo  that  I 
encouraged  the  Patient  to  hope  for  a  good  recovery.  The  Efchar 
being  come  out,  and  the  Iffue  performing  its  duty  :  the  pain  of  the 
Breaft,  and  difficulty  of  breathing  abated  :  fo  that  in  thirty  days  the 
Patient  was  free  ftom  thofe  Symptoms  *,  and  long  after  that  enjoyed 
the  health  of  an  old  Man,  and  went  about  his  bufinefs,  without  any 
hindrance.  From  this  I  would  have  young  Chyrurgions  learn  how 
dangerous  it  is,  to  heal  up  Ulcers  ©f  long  continuance,  efpecially  in 
old  Age  ;  and  with  how  great  benefit  Iffues  are  made,  on  the  mfide  of 
the  Thigh;  if  by  the  error  of  the  Patient,  or  Chyrurgion  fuch  Ulcers 
which  free  the  Body  from  impurities,  have  been  healed  up.

ON  the  zyth.  of  January,  1644.  At  three  of  the  Clock  in  the 
afternoon  fialthafir  Steiger  a  Country-Man  ,  of  Gegglittgen 
as  he  was  carrying  home  his  Wife  frem  *Vlme9  A  Souldier 
that  was  durnk  {hot  at  them,  and  at  once -wounded  not  only  the 
Country-Man  but  his  Wife  alfo :  fo  as  they  were  forced  to  be  carried 
back  again  to  Vlme  *  Where  a  Ghyrureion  bound  up  the  Wounds 
till  the  day  following.  Onttie*8th.  of  January,  the  pain  of  the 
•Wound  being  very  great  i  I  was  called  i?i  by  the  Patients  Friend,  and 
found  the  Country-Man  wounded  with  tliree  Bullets :  of  which  the 
tfirft  ftuck  obliquely  in  the  hinder  part  of  the  head  ,  about  the  Lamb- 
jdiodal  Suture.  The  fecond  was  drawn  out  about  the  eighth  Rib  of 
the  Breaft.  And  the  third  wentfo  deep  in  a  little  above  the  Os  Sa¬ 
crum  *  that  it  could  no  ways  be  drawn  out.  We  Dilated  the  Wound 
fomewhat  on  the  hinder  part  of  the  Head  with  Lint.  The  Wound 
on  the  Breaft  being  of  little  moment,  we  drefled  as  a  fimpje  one  •,  but 
.  the  Wound  near  to  the  Os  Sacrum,  being  very  painful,  caufed  fo  great 
an  inflammation,that  it  did  alfo  affeft  the  privy  parts*  and  for  flopping 
of  the  Blood  . we  injected  into  it  the  white  of  an  Egg  birred  up  with  a 
rSpatula:  with  the  aftringent  Pouder  of  Galen,  prepared  Chryfolitc, 
and  Plantain  water  :  for  revulfion  fake,  a  cowling  Glvfter  was  put  up, 
and  Blood  taken  from  the  Median  vein  of  the  right  Arm.  In  the 
-evening,  the  Patient  took  fame  fpoonfuls  of  this,  Cordial  water  ,  and 
a  cooling  Syrup.

The  Country-Man’s  wife  was  wounded  with  five  Bullets,  of  which 
one  entred  below  the  left  Ear,  and  palling  under  the  f  in,  went  out 
about  the  bone  of  the  lower  Jaw  *  the  Second,  Third,  and  Fourth; 
ftuck  in  the  Back  between  the  Shoulders  j  but  the  fifth  entred  about 
the  inward  part  of  the  Shoulder,  and  went  out  about  the  bending  of 
the  Arm.  We  dreffed  the  wounds  between  the  Shoulders,  and  about 
the  Jaw-bone  as  Ample,  but  that  in  the  Arm  as  a  Compound 
Wound :  and  for  the  great  inflammation  of  the  whole  Army  I  put  in

We  applied  the  Cerate  of  Diapalma,  and  a  Spunge  preffed  out  in 
Red  Wine,  and  bound  it  up  fitly  with  a  Rowier,  with  two  heads : 
the  fimple  wounds  began  now  to  Cicatrize.  On  the  14 tb.  The  Wound 
on  the  Arm,  and  all  the  other  were  skinned  3  and  the  Patient  being 
hapily  recovered,  went  away  to  Gegglinge. 

On  the  3 d.  day.  Although  the  hollownels  in  the  hinder  part  of 
the' Head  of  the  Countryman  was  larger  than  the  day  before,  yet  we 
Dilated  it  with  a  Spunge  twifted  ,  walhing  the  Wound,  by  reafon  of 
the  ill  fiuell,  with  the  Deeo&um  Divinum.  The  pain  and  infla  ra- 
tion  about  the  Os  Sacrum,  by  the  help  of  the  Cataplafm  above  defcri- 
be4,  and  the  frequent  ufe  of  Gliders,  much  abated.  On  the  5  tb,  day 
the  quitter  of  the  Wound  about  the  Os  Sacrum  was  white,  and  diged- 
ed.  The  Wound  on  the  hinder  part  of  the  Head  was  deep,  and  the 
Patient  complained  of  a  great  pain  of  the  Head,  about  the  Pore-head. 
On  the  yth.  day  the  pain  and  fwelling  about  the  Os  Sacrum  ceafed  3 
and  U"*on  bleeding  at  the  Nofe,  the  pain  on  the  Pore-head  went  off. 
On  the  8 tb.  we  put  a  Tent  into  the  Wound  of  the  Os  Sacrum,  dip¬ 
ped  in  the  white  of  an  Egg  dirred  up  with  this  Poudcr.

On  the  9th.  all  pain  ceafed, 
and  the  Patient  reded  quietly  the  whole  night.  We  put  in  a  jb  or  ter 
Tent  into  the  Wound  about  the  Os  Sacrum  3  and  to  the  fides  a 
Spunge  preffed  out  in  Red  Wine  lukewarm,  and  bound  it  up  dreight- 
ly  with  the  Bandage.  The  Wound  on  the  Occiput  being  dill  hollow, 
fent  out  ferous  matter  without  pain. 

On  the  1  oth.  The  Patient  faid  that  he  had  paffed  the  night  quiet¬ 
ly,  and  the  Wound  about  the  Os  Sacrum  was  better  •  and  the  matter 
generated  was  white,  digedcd,  and  in  a  fmall  quantity  3  he  complain¬ 
ed  of  a  heavy  pain  about  the  Eyes,  and  a  few  hours  after  he  bled  at 
the  Nofe ,  whereby  that  heavinefs  abated  3  and  the  Patient  faid  he 
was  accudomed  to  this  bleeding. 

On  the  11th.  day,The  Wound  about  the  Os  Sacrum  was  cicatrized. 

Onthentk  I  fearcfied  the  Wound  on,  the  Occiput  with  an  ob- 

tufe 
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tufe  Probe  «  and  coming  in  obliquely  between  the  Cuculai  and  patt¬ 
ern  Mafcle  downward,  I  told  the  Patient  and  the  Chyriirgion,  that 
this  Wound,  by  reafon  of  the  great  Contufion ,  was  frill'dangerous. 
Having  refled  again  very  well  the  whole  night.  On  the  1316.  Be¬ 
er.  that  Souldiers  Wintered  in  his  Ileui'e,  he  Rode  home,  the 
W<  1  nd  in  his  Head  not  being  yet  confolidated :  in  the  mean  time  the 
Ch'  rurgion  vifited  him  every  day,  and  drefled  the  Wound.  After 
ter  days  the  Chyrurgion  defired  me  to  preferibe  the  Patient  a  Pur- 
gi  g  Potion,^\  hich  1  did  j  and  it  gave  him  divers  drools;  1  The  next 
dry  the  Chyrur  ion  came  again,  telling  me,  that  he  was  forced  to 
lay  open  the  Wound  3  and  that  he  very  well  underttood  the  manner 
hew  to  do  it.  February  the  18 th.  he  opened  it,  but  with  what  Knife  I 
know  not.  On  the  19th.  The  Patient  had  a  Feayer  ^  and  on  the 
•firtt  of  March  he  took  this  purging  Syrup.

Which  he  Vomited  up  prefently,  and  was  not  once  Purged  there¬ 
with.  On  the  4  th.  The’ Patient  being  worfe,  I  was  fent  fer  to  Gegg - 
lirtgen,  and  found  him  weak  j  the  Wound  covered  with  an  Eryfipelas, 
the  hollownefs  not  laid  open  above  the  third  Part,  by  the  Chyrurgi¬ 
on  :  a  little  below  it,  a  great  hollownefs,  having  efcaped  his  know¬ 
ledge  •,  and  was  untouched  by  the  Knife.  The  Pericranium  fo  Pu- 
trihed,  that  with  a  blunt  Probe,  it  might  be  eafily  feparated  from  the 
Skull.  The  Wound  being  bound  up,  and  the  Patient  recovering  fome 
ftrength,  the  Cephalick  Vein  on  the  fame  fide  was  opened  ;  out  of 
which  there  came  ferous  and  half  Putrified  blood.  Things  being  thus 
I  advifed  the  Patient  to  be  brought  to  Vlme  again,  in  a  Litter.  On 
the  41/;.  Being  in  the  City,  I  unbound  the  Wound  ,  and  found  that 
the  Eryfipelas  had  fpread  itfelf,  not  only  about  the  Wound,  but  all 
over  the  fore-part,  and  hinder-part  of  the  Head ;  fothat,  the  Pati¬ 
ent  complained  of  a  great  pain  ©f  his  Head,  and  could  by  no  means 
open  his  Eyes.

On  the  7 th.  day  the  Patient  was  better,  the  fwelling  of  the  Head, 
and  Face  abated.  The  Wound  fent  out  digefted  matter :  the  lips 
were  foul,  and  therefore  the  Oyntment  of  JEgyptiacum  was  applied  • 
and  feeing  the  Pericranium  was  flill  Putrid  ,  we  drefled  it  with  Syrup 
of  Red  Rofes,  mixed  with  Spirit  of  Wine  :  For  his  thirftand  pain  of 
the  Head,  he  took  the  Glifter  preferibed  two  days  before. 

On  the  Stb.  The  heat  of  the  Feaver  fomwhat  abated  3  but  be- 
caufe  the  Patient  complained  of  a  heat  and  pain  of  the  Wound,  about 
the  Os  Sacrum,  which  was  now  healed  up ,  he  made  ufe  of  the  ordi¬ 
nary  Glifter,  and  the  Emulfion  of  Melon-feeds.  To  the  Wound  ftill 
Sordid,  we  applied  the  Oyntment  JEgyptiacttm  ;  and  to  the  Pericra¬ 
nium  almoft  corrupted,  the  Syrup  of  Red  Rofes,  mixed  with  Spirit 
of  Wine,  and  our  Decodum  Divinum.  On  the  $tf\  He  faid  that  he 
had  flept  fix  hours :  matter  tending  to  greennefs  flowed  out  of  the 
;  Wonnd  in  fmall  quantity  3  in  the  evening  he  was  better,  and  all  his 
heat  went  off.

Atxnit  twelve  a  Clock  at 
right,  I  unbound  the  Wound,  which  by  reafon  of  the  Figure  of  the 
Sword,  the  Pofture  of  the  Breaft  changed,  and  the  applying  of 
Aftringcnt  Medicines,  was  fo  narrow,  that  we  could  neither  come  in¬ 
to  the  Cavity  with  a  Probe,  nor  injed  Medicines  to  ftop  the  blood, 
through  the  Siphon,  nor  apply  them  upon  the  Tent.|  Wherefore  I 
declared  to  the  Parents  and  the  ftandersby,  the  danger  the  Patient 
was  in  •,  and  propcfed  the  Paracenthefis  to  be  made  without  delay,  in 
the  place  affignedby  Hippocrates,  fab.  XXXVII.  fig.  II.  which 
might  give  a  Difcharge  to  that  matter,  which  did  threaten  certain

That  the  matter  collated  in  the  Breaft  may  flow  out  of  it’s 
own  accord,  or  be  brotljght  <3utby  putting  in  a  pipe,  "tab*  XXXVII. 
fig.  VI.  But  it  it  be  wide,  for  the  reafons  abcvefairi  to  keep  it  open  : 
and  if  the  matter  will  neither  be  evacuated  through  the  V 7 purcd,  by 
reafon  of  the  deep  fltuation  of  it  j  nor  be  drawn  out  through  the  Pipe

it  is  inferted  into  the  Duodenum  was  fo  obftru&ed  with  a  ftone  of  the 
bignefs  of  a  Pea  j  that  not  the  leaft  quantity  of  Gall  could  be  dif- 
charged  through  it ;  Yet  nature  did  not,  (  as  for  the  moft  part  fhe 
doth  in  fuch  cafes  )  throw  that  quantity  of  Gall,  into  the  whole  ha-  | 
bit  of  the  Body ,  but  carried  it  to  the  Colony  On  the  24.  of  Janu¬ 
ary  i<524.  In  the  body  of  Mrs.  Katharine  J&.  a  Venetian,  who  died 
of  an  Ulcerated  Cancer  in  the  Womb,  I  found  the  Bladder  of  Gall  , 
filled  and  diitended  with  a  Stone  tranfparent  like  Chryftall :  fo  that 
it  was  not  Ht  to  receive  any  Gall,  yet  Nature  did  fend  that  Gall, 
which  was  daily  generated  to  the  circumference  of  the  body,  but  to 
the  Womb,  prom  thcfe  two  accounts  two  things  may  be  noted.

The  ope¬ 
ration  being  fimfhed,  I  applied  a  drying  Pouder  to  the  Bone,  and  dry 
Lint,  and  drefled  the  Ulcer  with  common  Medicines  to  incarnate  and 
skin  it.  The  Patient  hapily  recovering  upon  this  operation,  and 
rhefe  Medicines,  enjoyed  his  health  many  years,  and  afterwards  dyed 
of  a  violent  death.

IN  the  Year,  1640.  Jacob  Neubronxer,  Citizen  and  Shear-man  of 
Vlme,  had  a  Son  born ,  whcfe  Fundament  was  not  fufliciently 
Perforated,  butfo  {freight,  that  it  would  fcarce  admit  of  the  end  of 
an  ordinary  Pin.  Being  fent  for,  I  propofed  the  operation  defcribed. 
Hah,  XLI.  fig.  VI.  which  the  Parents  would  not  admit  off,  and 
therefore  I  attempted  the  neceffary  Dilatation  of  it  with  fharp  Tents, 
made  of  the  Roots  of  Gentian,  which  being  befineared  with  Oyl,  | 
put  up  into  the  Orifice  of  the  Fundament,  and  left  it  there  :  that 
being  fwelled,  it  might  fufficiently  Dilate  the  Part.  This  manner 
of  proceeding  with  the  Gentian  Roots  may  be  feen  before  in  the  40 tb. 
Obfervation,  and  the  manner  of  binding  it,  that  the  Tents  fall  not 
out,  fab.  XLI.  fig.  VII.  I  knew  a  Midwife  at  Fade* :  who  Per- 
forated  the  Anus  totally  flopped  up  with  a  common  Needle,  and  en¬ 
larged  the  hole  mad  by  puttirg  in  tents  of  Gentiati.

CAN  the  Sib,  of7«ue,  x 63$.  Ds.  Agufi'm  Urosz.  a  Merchant  of 
J  'Vlme,  complains  of  a  large  Ulceration  and  great  pain  of  his 
right  Leg,  his  body  being  extenuated,  looking  upon  the  Ulcer,  we 
found  not  only  the  Shin-bone  corrupted  from  the  fuperficies  to  the 
middle  cf  it, but  alio  the  lower  head  of  the  fibula  injured.  Confulting 
therefore  with’ the  moft  famous  and  eminent  Dr.  Gregory  Horftittfy 
and  Dr*  John  Kegulus  Villenger ,  We  thought  it  fit  that  the  Shin-bone 
iltuuid  be  taken  out;  but  feeing  that  the  Body  wanted  Blood  by  rea- 
ton  of  its  extenuation,  we  doubted  how  we  could  bring  it  to  Cica¬ 
trize  again  :  and  if  wefliould  upon  the  Patients  defire,  remove  the 
Corrupted  part,  by  ferapingor  burning,  yet  we  might  attempt  this 
in  vain  ,  if  the  nourilhment  were  deficient  which  the  bones  receive

The  Wound  went  on  well,  and  we  put  a  Wax  Candle 
of  the  bigncftof  a  Finger,  into  the  Cavity  of  the  Tibia,  and  Head  cf 
the  Fibula:  red  fleih  began  to  grow  at  the  extremities  of  the  Shin¬ 
bone,  both  below  and  above  j  and  laudable  Quitter  came  out  of  the 
Wound.  On  the  151b.  1 6tb.  and  17 tb.  The  Patient  went  on  well  , 
and  I  drew  out  with  my  Pincers,  a  black  piece  of  Bone,  half  putrified 
about  the  upper  end  of  the  Cavity.  On  the  zo tb.  he  took  a  Glider, 
to  keep  his  Body  foluble  3  the  Wound  fent  forth  digefled  matter,  and 
to  the  excrements  of  the  Tibia,  for  the  greater  drying  of  them.  I  ap¬ 
plied  Pouder  of  long  Birth-wort,  Otice,Scordium,  Frankincenfe,  and 
white  Sugar,  of  each  equal  parts.  Red  fleih  grew  to  the  Head  of  the 
Fibula,  and  the  lips  of  the  Ulcer  :  for  the  greater  drying  of  which  , 
I  applied  the  Ceratum  Divinum.  Upon  the  ufe  of  the  Deception 
preicribed  ,  the  Patient  went  on  well,  and  the  lean neis  cfhis  Body 
was  fomewhat  amended  ^  yet  every  other  day  from  the  nth.  to  the 
3ctk.  he  made  ufe  of  the  Laxative  Claret,  and  the  Decobtion  cf 
China. 

On  the  3  iff.  I  drew  out  feme  pieces  of  the  Bone,  with  the  Teeth 
of  the  Pincers,  from  the  inward  Head  of  the  Tibia  :  for  the  excres¬ 
cence  of  fleih  of  the  Wound,  I  applied  the  Ceratum  Div  inum  ,  and 
bound  up  the  whole  Leg  with  the  t  ivided  Bandage  ,  and  put  it  into 
its  cafe.  The  Wound  vvasdrefled  with  thefe  Medicines,  till  the  one 
and  fourtieth  day.  From  the  421J.  to  the  50 tb.  The  Patient  was  in 
good  health,  and  moved  his  Inftep,  and  the  Bones  of  his  Foot  up 
and  down:  for  the  Mufcles  which  bend  the  Foot,  as  the  libeus  bcLix  , 
and  the  fecond  P^roneus,  and  thoie  which  extend  it  *,  as  the  inward 
Gafterocnemius  remained  unhuit  in  the  operation  •,  and  leaf!  any 
one  iliould  wonder  at  it  and,  think  this  impofllble  to  be  dene  without 
a  Prop*,  it  is  to  be  underflood,  that  the  Callus  which  was  genera¬ 
ted  by  this  time,  and  the  Fibula, did  luflain  this  motion.  On  the 
6oth.  He  palled  the  night  unquietlv,  and  complained  of  a  bitterneis 
in  his  mouth  :  upon  which  he  took  this  following  Ponder  in  Broth, 
in  which  Succory  was  boiled.

Prate  ot  Lead  over  it,  without  any  benefit.  In  the  Year,  1619. 
The  Youth  fwcat  in  a  pubhek  Bath  at  Chri/hnas-timc  3  and  coining

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home  was  taken  with  a  great  inflamation  all  over  his  Hand  j  which 
being  put  into  a  warm  Lambskin  (  which  otherwife  powerfully  djf- 
cuffeth  )  came  to  fuppuration,  and  required  the  operation  with  the 
Knife,  Tab.  XII.  Tig.  IV.  The  Abfcefs  being  duly  opened,  and  a 
purulent  and  tallowy  matter  coming  out,  I  incarnated  the  Wound, 
and  healed  it  up.  In  Jutumne  the  fame  Year,  another  Tumour  ap¬ 
peared  about  the  fame  place,  but  nearer  to  the  Wrift :  which  alfo 
degenerated  into  an  Abfcefs  to  be  cured  by  the  Knife  3  which  being 
cut,  there  came  out  in  like  manner  Quitter  mixed  with  Tallow 
and  the  Wound  was  foon  cured  again,  with  Sarcotick,  and  Epulotick3 
Medicines.  In  1 6$o.  About  the  Vernal  JEquinox,  there  arofe 
tallowy  Tumours  on  the  back  of  both  Hands,  which  were  infenlibly 
diflblved,  without  applying  any  thing  to  the  part,  upon  the  taking  of 
a  Sudorifick  Deco&ion,  whofe  chief  ingredient  was  Sarfa.  In  the 
Year,  1631.  Swellings  arofe  on  the  Wrifts,  and  on  both  lides  of  the 
back  of  the  Hands,  to  the  bignefs  of  a  Walnut,  caufing  inflamation, 
and  an  Abfces  3  which,  being  opened  with  the  Knife,  caft  out  the 
fame  matter  as  the  former.  In  the'Year,  1631.  Thefe  Tumours 
invaded  both  Arms,  and  therefore  I  advifed  a  Cure  by  fweating  j 
which  the  Patient  being  difficult  to  fweat,  was  totally  again#.  Bei 
ing  fuppurated,  therefore  I  opened  them  with  the  Knife,  and  the 
matter  coming  away  by  degrees,  I  kept  the  Wounds  open  with  Tents 
for  two  months;  in  the  mean  time,  walhing  the  Hands  every  day, 
an  hour,  in  the  Water  of  the  Stribiline  well  near  Vlme  ,  heated  and 
bound  them  up  with  Spunges  dipped  in  the  fame  Water,  till  the

Belly  was  very  much  fwelled,  and  very  hard  from  the  Navel  down¬ 
ward,  to  which  Iapplyed,  three  days  together,  a  Cataplafm  made  of  • 
the  Powder  of  Mallows,  crums  of  Bread,  Milk,  and  frelh  Butter,  t  On 
the  1 4ft;.  the  fwelling  and  hardnefs  decreafsd,and  remitted.  The  Patient 
upon  an  Abfcefs  coming  to  fuppuration  in  her  Buttock,  complain¬ 
ed  of  a  Strangury  and  very  lharp  pain  about  the  Os  Sacrum.  On  the 
20th.  the  Abicels  being  broken  and  the  Ulcer  cleanfed,  the  Strangury 
and  pain  went  away,  but  becaufe  the  Ulcer  on  the  Buttock  did  re¬ 
quire  dayly  applications,  the  broken  part  could  not  be  kept  in  reft 
till  the  30 th.  day,  at  which  time  the  Patient  complained  of  nothing.

In  the  morning,  he  complained  of  the  Cafe 
prefiing  upon  the  outward  part,  under  his  Knee,  below  the  Head  of 
the  Fibula  j  and  looking  upon  the  Leg,  I  found  an  Extuberance  , 
and  therefore  unbinding  the  Wound,  I  touched  it,  and  perceived  a 
Fra&ure  of  the  Fibula ,  which  without  doubt  Nature  would  have 
Confolidated,  if  he  had  kept  his  Leg  always  unmoved.

John  Bxpti/l, 
at  feveh  of  the  Clock  in  the  Evening,  the  Noble  Trcde,ic ^ 
of  Degen*vj,  was  Wounded  in  a  Duell  by  the  maft  Noble  D.  N.  of 
Betenderjf ,  two  fingers  breath  below  the  bending  of  the  right  Ami 
paffing  through  and  through  the  whole  Arm,  between  the  Cubitus 
and  the  Radius,  hurting  the  veins,  and  tendons  of  the  Mufcles: 
with  oreat  pain  and  flux  of  Blood  :  the  firft  day  it  was  dreffed  by  no 
unskillful  Chyrurgion,  Jobanes  Georgius  Battler.  On  the  fecond 
day  before  and  after  the  unbinding  of  the  Rowler,  the  Patient  com¬

JOhat uses  Terher  of  Hamburg,  a  SvjeiiJh  Souldier  ,  about  the  24 th. 

Year  of  his  Age ;  had  a  fwelling  arofe  in  the  inward  part  of  fiis 
right  Thigh  ;  which  in  the  fpace  of  two  years,  grew  to  iuch  a  big— 
nefs :  that  it  was  as  big  as.  three  Mens  Heads,  and  hindred  hisgoing.-^ 
This  Excrefcence,  a  certain  -Empirick,  corroded  with  a  Cauftick , 
that  the  matter  might  get  out  ,  defigning  afterwards  to  Confolfdate 
the  Ulcer  •,  but  finding  no  fluid  matter,  the  Empit  ick  fled  away,  and 
left  the  Patient  deflitute  of  all  help.  In  the  Year,  1634.  The  Pa¬ 
tient  came  to  Dime,  and  defired  help  of  Johannes  Georgius  Eaulcvy 
A  Chir  urgion  s  who  when  he  could  not  Confolidate  this  foul  Ulcer, 

V  :  with 
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with  any  Medicines.  By  my  advice,  and  the  advice  of  George  RJeJlw$ 
he  took  hold  of  the  painful  ulcerated  fwelling,  with  the  Pincerrs,  and 
cut  it  out  with  a  Knife  red  hot,  and  the  Efchar  coming  out,  the 
Ulcer  was  fairly  Cicatrized  with  the  Ceratum  Divinum,fee,  Tab, 
XXXV.  Tig.  II.  Looking  into  the  fubftance  of  the  fwelling  cut  off, 
which  was  flefhy  and  full  of  Veins,  and  Arteries.  We  enquired  of 
the  Paiient,  whether  he  were  naturally  fo  lean,  or  no  ?  he  anfwered, 
that  before  the  riling,  and  encreafe  of  this  fwelling,  he  was  rather  full 
bodied,  whereby  we  were  informed,  that  this  fwelling  had  received, 
and  detained,  moft  of  the  Aliment,  which  fhould  have  nourilhed 
the  whole  Body.  ^  Being  recovered  and  about  to  leave  Vlme3  iad- 
yifcd  him  to  ufe  a  flender  Dyet  j  and  every  month  to  apply  fix 
Cupping  Glalfes  to  his  Back,  with  fcarification  :  till  by  degrees,  the 
habit  of  the  Body  might  be  accuftomed  to  afiimulate  the  blood  to  it 
felf,  which  before  Nature  was  accuftcmed  to  tranfmit  for  the  nou- 
fi  lhment  of  the  Tumour.  The  young  Man  obferved  thefe  dire&ions 
diligently  for  half  a  year,  and  lived  in  good  health  to  the  Year,  1644. 
At  which  time,  being  in  the  Bavarian  Army,  he  vifited  me,  and  gave 
me  many  thanks  for  my  advice.

N  the  31ft.  olMty,  1644.  About  fix  in  the  evening  Leonar¬ 
dos  Hettjcler  a  Heards-man  oiTJlme,  was  wounded  with  a 
Leaden  Bullet  3  which  did  not  only  break  his  left  Leg  a  little  below 
the  Knee,  fo  as  the  Bone  Buck  out  of  the  Wound ,  but  went  through 
the  right  Leg  alfo,  without  hurting  the  Bone.

On  the  9th.  The  Patient  as  to  his  Leg,  was  well ;  but  at  the  fame 
time  complained  of  the  Chollick ,  which  ceafed  after  a  fpontaneous 
evacuation  of  the  bilious  matter,  by  reafon  of  the  {linking  of  the 
Wound,  I  inje&ed  the  Dcco&um  Divinum. 

On  the  10th.  The  Patient  wa->  better,  and  the  Wound  in  the  left 
Leg  fent  forth  Digefted  matter.  Under  the  Tibia  I  obferved  a  fmall 
putrid  piece  of  Bone,  which  I  wafhed  with  the  Deco&um  Divinum, 
and  covered  with  the  Poudcr  •,  and  then  bound  up  the  wound  with 
the  Liniment  prefcribed,and  the  Cerate  of  Diapalm.

/~\N  the  24 th,  of  December ,  1644.  Jobattes  Kriejittger  a  Vidua- 
ler  of  Vlme,  as  he  was  bringing  fuell  out  of  the  Woods,  a  Cart 
laden  with  Wood,  broke,  awd  Wounded  his  left  Thigh,  after 
which  he  was  brought  to  Vlmey  where  John  Meckenried,  and  Geirge 
Riedlin ,  bound  up  his  Thigh.  Upon  the  27 th.  upon  the  great  pain 
and  inflammation  I  was  called  in,  and  at  my  flrft  coming  to  the  Pati¬ 
ent,  I  inquired  ,  whether  the  Wound  was  made  by  the 
broken  bone ,  or  by  a  Billet  of  Wood ,  informing  them  that 
this  was  very  materiall  to  know  in  the  Cure  of  his  Thigh  , 
and  it  might  be  known  by  his  Breeches,  for  if  they  were  rent  the 
Wound  came  from  without, if  not  from  within :  but  there  could  be  no 
hole  found  in  his  Breeches,  fo  that  it  was  evident  that  the  Wound 
was  made  by  the  broken  Thigh-bone  ;  and  therefore  Icompofed  the 
Fradure  of  the  extended  Thigh,  and  bound  up  the  whole  Thigh 
with  three  perforated  rowlers  that  the  large  Wound  might  dayly  be 
difeharged,  dipped  in  a  convenient  Medicine  ,  (  viz.)  Oyl  of 
Rofes,  Rofe-water,  and  the  white  of  an  Egg,  Birred  up  together, 
to  mitigate  the  inflammation,  and  pain,  and  layed  it  into  its  cafe. 
On  the  28 th.  by  reafon  of  an  unquiet  night  and  bitterneE  in  his 
mouth  he  made  ufe  of  this  thin  Syrup.

I  went  with  my  moft  dear  rela- 
ricc  the  eminent  Dr.  Johannes  Kegtihts  ViUinger ,  to  vifit  a 
lany  of  Dime,  who  was  in  fo  miferablea  condition,  and  had  fofad 
an  Afpeftj  that  I  want  words  to  exprefs  it  fufficiently.  for  firft  {he 
could  not  fland  upon  her  feet,  unlefs  {he  were  held  up  by  two  Maid 

fervants,  fhe  licked  pale,  her  Forehead  was  full  of  wrinkles  and 
Skales,  her  Eyes  hollow,  her  Eye-brows  bald  and  frnooth,  herNofe 
filled  up  within  with  fcabbes>  and  covered  with  fcurfes  and  Skales 
without,  her  Mouth  fwelled,  her  lipps  black  and  blew,  her  Head 
hanging  down,  her  Breaft  bent,  confumed  away,  and  befet  about  with 
Scabbes,  no  Hair  under  her  Arm-pits  or  upon  her  belly,  her  Arms 
and  Leggs  lean,  and  covered  with  Scales  and  Scabbs,  the  toppsof  her 
Fingers  and  Toes  had  no  fenfe  nor  felling,  by  reafon  of  a  great  cerrofi- 
on,  and  the  thicknefs  of  the  Seabbs,  and  her  whole  Body  fent  forth
